That  McAuliffe  should  have  fought 
fifteen  rounds  with  a  man  of  such  a  rep- 
utation and  backing  as  Myer  and  come 
out  victor  without  a  scratch  is  he'd  to  be 
a  thing  of  wonder.  His  generalship  in 
avoiding  Myer's  noted  right  hand,  and 
the  strength  with  which  he  whacked  his 
man  and  floored  him  repeatedly  are  sub- 
jects that  Jack's  friends  have  to  dote 
upon.  Myer  is  very  sore  this  morning; 
besides  a  bad  eye  he  bears  many  bruises 
on  the  body  and  it  will  be  several  days 
before  he  is  rid  of  all  stiffness.  The 
Streator  lad  gets  full  credit  for  his  game- 
ness,  but  as  a  front  rank  fighter  his  rep- 
utation is  gone. 

It  seems  that  more  money  changed 
hands  on  this  fight  than  was  supposed 
yesterday.  Quite  a  good  deal  of  money 
came  down  from  Chicago,  and  when  Mc- 
Auliffe became  favorite  yesterday  morn- 
ing it  was  unloaded.  The  principal 
backers  of  the  Brooklyn  man  besides 
Dick  Roche  were  Frank  Stevenson, 
Warren  Lewis,  Steve  Brodie  and  Jack 
Sheehan,  of  New  York.  The  New 
Orleans  residents  were  rather  on  the 
Myer  side.  They  had  seen  him  fight 
twice  and  liked  him.  Thev  had  never 
seen  McAuliffe.  They  now  wish  that 
they  had. 

McAuliffe  says  he  will  fight  no  more, 
biit  he  always  says  that  after  a  battle'. 
No  man  was  better  pleased  over  Jack's 
success  than  John  L.  Sullivan.  Sullivan 
is  essentially  a  "home  rule"  mau,  and  he 
alwavj  like  to  see  success  perch  upon  the 
banner  of  the  men  who  hails  from  the 
place  nearest  to  hrj  home. 

There  is  not  much  betting  going  on  in 
the  Dixon-Skelly  fight  which  takes  place 
tonight.  The  Southerners  do  not  feel 
inclined  to  back  the  colored  boy,  yet 
they  are  afraid  to  bet  against  him. 
Northern  and  Western  people  nearly  all 
of  whom  have  seen  Dixon,  will  have 
nothing  else  than  the  "mahogany  cham- 
pion." There  is  considerable  interest  in 
the  match,  nevertheless.  The  crowd 
will  be  with  Skelly  because  he  is  a  white 
lad,  but  Dixon  will  get  the  fairest  treat- 
ment. The  boys  are  resting  today. 
They  both  say  they  are  in  the  finest  con- 
dition. "An  excellent  contest  for  a  few 
rounds,"  is  the  way  the  people  who  have 
seen  both  boys  fight  predict. 

Corbett  arrived  in  town  this  morning 
and  said  he  was  in  the  best  of  health. 
He  looked  brown  and  hearty  and  his 
eyes  shown  brightly,  but  he  had  no  flesh 
to  spare.  He  will  make  his  headquart- 
ers at  the  Southern  Athletic  club,  taking 
light  exercise  today  and  tomorrow. 

Sullivan  was  followed  by  a  large 
crowd  when  he  drove  from  the  St. 
Charles  hotel  to  the  young  men's  gym- 
nasium. The  block  on  North  Rampart 
street,  where  this  club  is  situated,  was 
packed  with  people.  The  big  fellow 
skipped  the  rope  656  times  and  worked 
with  light  dumb  bells  a  while.  He  said 
he  only  took  this  exercise  to  keep  from 
getting  stiff. 

Dick  Rocke  makes  the  statement  that 
he  will  back  McAuliffe  for  the  sum  of 
$10,000  against  any  man  in  the  world  at 
130  pounds  and  adds  that  he  knows 
what  he  is  talking  about.  A  United 
Press  reporter  asked  Jack  Sheehan,  one 
of  Mack  s  trainers,  if  it  was  possible  for 
McAuliffe  to  get  to  that  weight.  "I  will 
bet  that  he  can  get  to  125  bounds  and  be 

*tf°"^j  r^'^  ^^^^  '^  ^^""y  ^^sy  to  work 
off  and  if  he  should  ever  undertake  to 
to  fight  at  that  weight  you  will  see  him 
enter  the  ring  fit  to  cope  with  his  oppo-

Sheehan  was  asked  to  state  the  facts 
concerning  McAuliffe's  method  of  train- 
ing for  his  fight  last  night,  and  he  re- 
plied :  "The  stories  about  Jack's  boosing 
had  no  real  foundation.  If  he  wanted  a 
glass  of  beer  or  wine  or  a  nip  of  whisky 
he  ♦ook  it.  But  he  never  drank  more 
than  a  sup  at  a  time,  and  nevertook  that 
without  a  run  of  six  or  eight  miles  after 
it.

THE  PEOPLE'S  PARTY.

St.  Paul,  Sept.  6. — There  was  a  great 
gathering  of  the  People's  party  moguls 
this  morning  in  response  to  a  call  for  a 
meeting  of  the  state  central  committee. 
After  talking  in  hotel  corridors  for  a 
time,  about  thirty  of  the  new  party  found 
themselves  in  conjunction  in  executive 
conclave  and  proceeded  to  talk  over  the 
plan  of  campaign. 

The  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  se- 
lect three  presidential  electors  in  place 
of  Doc  Fisn,  Mr.  Currier  and  C.  P.  Car- 
penter, who  have  declined.  Currier  ex- 
pects to  be  elected  to  the  legislature 
from  Dakota  county  on  the  People's 
ticket  and  Carpenter  will  run  for  the  leg- 
islature in  Dakota  county.  One  man 
was  decided  on  this  morning,  Peter  Mc- 
Grath,  of  Good  Thunder.

A  press  dispatch  from  Detroit,  Mich., 
says  that  a  child  named  Sables  died  on 
the  steamer  India  en  route  from  Duluth 
to  Buffalo,  from  what  was  believed  to.be 
cholera,  and  was  cremated  at  Detroit. 
The  child  is  said  to  have  come  in  con- 
tact with^ome  immigrants  at  Duluth. 

There 'is  evidently  some  mistake 
about  this  story.  The  India  on  her  last 
trip  here  brought  a  large  number  of  im- 
migrants, but  they  had  a  clean  bill  of 
health  and  none  were  from  infected 
ports.  On  the  present  down  trip  she  had 
thirty-five  cabin  passengers,  but  none 
were  named  Sables.  There  were  only 
five  deck  passengers,    all    adult    males.

J*resident  Harrison's  Formal  Letter 
Aeeeptingr  the  Republican  Presi- 
dential Nomination. 


JIfts  Faith ftilly  Endeavored  to  Carry 

Out  the  Fledgres  He  Made  Four 

Years  Aj^o. 


Gladly  Accepts  the  Democratic  Chal- 
lenge of  a  Review  of  the  Work 
Done. 


Washington,  Sept.  6.— President 
Harrison's  letter  accepting  the  Republi- 
can nomination  for  president  of  the 
United  States  was  made  public  last 
night  It  says  that  his  adversaries  want 
the  people  to  vote  a  want  of  conhdence 
in  the  administration.  The  acts  of  the 
Fifty-first  congress  and  the  executive 
departments  have  been  subjected  to  the 
scrutiny  of  a  Democratic  house.  He 
considers  a  change  at  the  present  time  a 
very  serious  matter  and  reviews  what 
has  been  done  and  what  the  Democrats 
want  undone. 

First:  The  Republican  party  devised 
and  continues  to  sustain  the  national 
currency  system,  while  the  Democrats 
are  pledged  to  repeal  the  law  and  allow 
a  Hood  of  local  bank  issues.  He  then 
compares  the  values  ot  the  old  state 
bank  bills  and  the  national  currency,  the 
latter  being  in  his  opinion  "safe  and 
equitable  throughout  the  whole  country" 
and  "the  fruit  of  bitter  experiences." 
The  recovery  by  the  United  States  of  a 
share  in  the  ocean  carrying  trade  he  be- 
lieves is  a  matter  of  general  interest  for 
the  success  of  which  the  law  passed  by 
the  Fifty-first  congress  is  responsible. 
Under  that  law  sixteen  American  steam- 
ships have  been  built  or  contracted  to 
be  built  m  American  shipyards  at  a 
cost  of  $7,400,000  and  one  of  the  finest 
steamship  lines  takes  the  American  flag 
and  will  build  four  new  vessels  at  a  cost 
of  eight  millions.  All  these  steamers 
are  added  to  the  naval  reserve.  A 
Democratic  house  blocked  further  pro- 
gress in  this  direction  and  the  people 
must  decide. 

He  continues:  "Whether  the  great 
ships  owned  by  Americans  which  have 
sought  American  registry  shall  again 
humbly  ask  a  place  in  the  En§^lish  naval 
reserve;  shall  the  great  ships  now  on 
the  designer's  tables  go  to  foreign  ship- 
yards for  construction  and  the  United 
States  lose  the  now  brightening  oppor- 
tunity of  recovering  a  place  commen- 
sur;ite  with  its  wealth,  the  skill  of  its 
constructors  and  the  courage  of  its 
sailors,  in  carrying  the  trade  of  all  the 
seas?  Another  related  measure  is  the 
furnishing  of  increased  ocean  traffic  for 
our  ships  and  of  the  great  and  perman- 
ent benefit  to  the  farmers  and  manufac- 
turers, as  well  as  reciprocity,  declared 
by  section  three  of  the  tariff  bill  of  1890, 
and  which  is  now  in  practical  operation 
with  five  of  the  nations  of  Central  South 
America,  San  Domingo,  the  Spanish  and 
British  West  India  islands  and  with 
Germany  and  Austria  under  the  special 
trade  arrangements  with  each. 

The  removal  of  the  duty  on  sugar  and 
the  continuance  of  the  coffee  and  tea 
upon  the  free  list,  while  giving  great  re- 
lief to  our  own  people  by  cheapening  the 
articles  used  increasingly  in  every  house- 
hold was  such  an  enormous  advantage 
to  the  countries  exporting  these  articles, 
as  to  suggest  that  in  consideration 
thereof  the  reciprocal  factors  should  be 
shown  in  their  tariffs  upon  articles  ex- 
ported by  the  United  States  to  their 
markets.  Great  credit  is  due  to  Mr. 
Blaine  for  the  vigor  with  which  he 
pressed  this  view  upon  the  country.  We 
have  only  begun  to  realize  the  benefit  of 
these  trade  arrangements.  The  work  of 
creating  new  agencies  and  of  adapting 
our  goods  to  new  markets  has  necessar- 
ily taken  time,  but  the  results  already  at- 
tained are  such,  1  am  sure,  as  to  estab- 
lish in  popular  favor  the  policy  of  reci- 
procal trade,  based  upon  the  free  im- 
portation of  such  articles  as  do  not  in- 
juriously compete  with  the  products  of 
our  own  farms  or  factories  in  exchange 
lor  the  free  or  favored  introduction  of 
our  products  into  other  countries. 

The  obvious  efficacy  of  this  policy  in 
increasing  the  foreign  trade  of  the 
United  States  at  once  attracted  the 
alarming  attention  of  the  European 
trade  journals  and  board  of  trades."  He 
then  gives  figures  showing  how  great  has 
been  the  increase  in  such  trade.  After 
quoting  from  foreign  journals  to  show 
reciprocity's  good  work  he  says:  "The 
Democratic  platform  promises  the  re- 
peal of  the  tariff  law  containing  this 
provision  and  especially  denounces  as  a 
sham  the  reciprocity  section  of 
the  law  under  which  these  trade  arrange- 
ments have  been  made.  If  no  other 
issue  were  involved  in  the  campaign, 
this  alone  would  give  it  a  momentous  im- 
portance. Are  the  farmers  of  the  great 
grain  growing  states  willing  to  surrender 
these  new,  large  and  increasing  markets 
for  their  surplus.''  Are  we  to  have 
nothing  in  exchange  for  the  free  impor- 
tation of  sugar  and  coffee  and  at  the 
same  time  to  destroy  the  sugar  planters 
of  the  South  and  the  beet  sugar  industry 
of  the  Northwest  and  of  the  Pacific 
coast,  or  are  we  to  have  taxed  sugar  and 
coffee  which  tariff  for  revenue  only  nec- 
essarily involves,  with  an  added  loss  of 
the  new  markets,  which  have  been 
opened  as  I  have  shown?  Our  commer- 
cial rivals  in  Europe  do  not  regard  this 
reciprocity  policy  as  a  'sham,'  but  as  a 
serious  threat  to  the  trade  supremacy 
that  they  have  so  long  enjoyed." 

Regarding  the  protection  plank  he 
says:  "The  convention  did  not  adopt  a 
schedule,  but  the  principle  that  is  to  con- 
trol all  tariff  schedules.  There  will  be 
distinct  differences  ot  opinion  among 
protectionists  as  to  the  rate  upon  par- 
ticular articles  necessary  to  effect  an 
equalization  between  wages  abroad  and 
at  home.  In  some  not  remot^  national 
campaigns  the  issue  has  been,  or  more 
correctly,  has  been  made  to  appear  to 
be,  between  a  high  and  a  low  protective 
tariff,  both  parties  expressing  some  so- 
licitous regard  tor  the  wages  of  our 
working  people  and  tor  the  prosperity 
of  our  domestic  industries.  The  Demo- 
cratic party  has  now  practically  declared 
that,  if  given  power,  it  will  enact  a  tariff 
law  without  any  regard  to  its  effect  upon 
the  wages  or  upon  the  capital  invested 
in  our  great  industries."     , 

He  calls  attention  to  the  Chicago  con- 


vention's action  on  the  subject  and  says: 
"A  mad  crusade  against  American  shops, 
bitter  epithets  applied  to  American  man- 
ufacturers, a  persistent  disbelief  of  every 
report  of  the  opening  of  a  tin  plate  mill 
or  of  the  increase  of  our  foreign  trade 
by  reciprocity  are  as  surprising  as  they, 
are  discreditable.  There  is  not  a 
thoughtful  business  man  who  does  not 
know  that  the  enactment  into  law  of  the 
declaration  of  the  Chicago  convention 
on  the  subject  of  the  tariff  would  at  once 
plunge  the  country  into  a  business  con- 
vulsion such  as  it  has  never  seen  and 
there  is  not  a  thoughtful  workingman 
who  does  not  know  that  it  at  once  would 
reduce  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done  in 
this  country  by  the  increase  of  the  im- 
portations that  would  follow  and  would 
necessitate  a  reduction  of  his  wages  to 
the  European  standard." 

Regarding  the  existing  tariff  law,  he 
says:  "We  are  fortunately  able  to  judge 
of  its  influence  upon  production  and 
prices  by  the  market  reports.  The  day 
of  the  prophet  of  calamity  has  been  suc- 
ceeded by  that  of  the  trade  report.  An 
examination  into  the  effect  of  the  law 
upon  the  prices  of  protected  articles  an,d 
ot  the  cost  of  such  articles  as  enter  into 
the  living  of  people  of  small  means  has 
been  made  by  the  senate  committee 
composed  of  the  leading  senators  of  both 
parties  with  the  aid  of  the  best  statisti- 
cians and  the  report,  signed  by  all  the 
members  of  the  committee,  has  been 
given  to  the  public.  No  such  wide  and 
careful  inquiry  has  ever  before  been 
made. 

These  facts  appear:  First — The  cost 
of  the  articles  entering  into  the  use  of 
those  earning  less  than  $1000  per  an- 
num has  decreased  up  to  May,  1892,  3.4 
per  cent,  while  in  farm  products  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  prices,  owing  in 
part  to  the  increased  foreign  demand 
and  the  opening  of  new  markets.  In 
England  during  the  same  period  the 
cost  of  living  has  increased  1.9  per  cent. 
Tested  by  their  power  to  purchase 
articles  ot  necessity  the  earnings  of  our 
working  people  have  never  been  as 
great  as  they  are  now.  Second — There 
has  been  an  average  advance  in  the  rate 
of  wages  of  1.79  per  cent.  Third — There 
has  been  an  advance  in  the  price  of  all 
farm  products  of  18.76  per  cent  and  of 
all  cereals  of  33.59  per  cent. 

The  ninth  annual  report  of  the  chief 
of  the  bureau  of  labor  statistics  of  the 
state  of  New  York,  a  Democratic  office*-, 
was  very  recently  issued  and 
generally  corroborates  as  to 
that  state,  the  facts  found  by 
the  senate  committee.  His  extended 
inquirv  shows  that  in  the  year  immedi- 
ately following  the  passage  of  the  tariff 
act  of  1890  that  the  aggregate  the  sum 
paid  in  wages  in  that  state  was  $6,377,925 
in  excess,  and  that  the  aggregate  pro- 
duction was  $31,315,130  in  excess  of  the 
preceding  year.  In  view  of  this  showing 
of  the  increase  in  wages,  an  offered  re- 
duction in  the  cost  of  articles  of  com- 
mon necessity  and  of  the  advance  in 
prices  in  all  agricultural  products,  it  is 
plain  that  the  tariff  law  has  not  imposed 
burdens,  but  has  conferred  benefits  upon 
the  farmer  and  the  workingman.  Some 
special  effects  of  them  could  be  noticed. 

It  was  a  courageous  attempt  to  rid  our 
people  of  a  long  maintained  foreign 
monopoly  in  the  production  of  tin  plate, 
pearl  buttons,  silk  plush,  linens,  lace, 
ate.  He  says  his  opponents  criticise  the 
increase  of  tin  and  pearl  buttons,  but  ig- 
nore the  large  free  list.  He  then  says: 
"The  resolution  of  the  convention  in 
favor  of  bi-metalism  declares,  I  think, 
the  true  and  necessary  conditions  of  the 
movement  that  has,  upon  these  lines,  my 
cordial  adherence  and  support.  I  am 
thoroughly  convinced  that  the  free  coin- 
age of  silver  at  such  ratio  to  gold  as  will 
maintain  equality  in  their  commercial 
uses  of  the  two  coined  dollars,  would 
conduce  to  the  prosperity  of  all  the  great 
producing  and  commercial  nations  of 
the  world.  One  essential  condition  is 
that  these  dollars  shall  have  and  retain 
an  equal  acceptability  and  value  in  all 
commercial  transactions. 

"They  are  not  the  only  medium  of  ex- 
change but  a  measure  of  values;  and 
when  unequal  measures  are  called  for  in 
law  commerce  is  unsettled  and  confused 
and  the  unwary  and  ignorant  are  cheat- 
ed. Dollars  of  unequal  commercial  val- 
ue will  not  circulate  together.  The  bet- 
ter dollar  is  withdrawn  and  becomes 
merchandise.  The  true  interest  of  all 
our  people  and  especially  of  our  farmers 
and  working  people  who  cannot  closely 
observe  the  money  market,  is  that  every 
dollar,  paper  or  coin,  issued  or  author- 
ized by  the  government,  shall  at  all  times 
and  in  all  its  uses  be  the  exact  equiva- 
lent, not  only  in  the  debt  paying,  but  in 
the  purchasing  power,  of  any  other  dol- 
lars."

The  occasion  was  observed  as  a  holi- 
day by  the  residents  of  this  section  of 
the  city,  and  many  showed  their  appre- 
ciation of  Brockton's  growing  industry 
by  numerous  and  handsome  decorations 
and  fireworks.

BEHIND  THE  TIMEn 
Joseph    Nimmo,    Jr.,    whom     Erastus 
IViman  once  gave  some  prominence  by 
replying  to  one  of  his  conceited  effusions, 
was  to  have  read  a  paper  before  the  re- 
cipr.icity  convention  at  Grand  Forks  on 
"The  Commercial  Future  of  North  Da- 
kota and  the   Northwest."     He  was  pre- 
vented from  attending    the    convention 
and  the   paper  was  not  read,  but    Mr. 
Nimmo  has  sent  it  out  in  pamphlet  form. 
It  is  a  good  thing  that  Mr.  Nimmo  was 
not  at  Grand  Forks  to  insult  the  conven- 
tion with   this   paper,  which  breathes  a 
spirit  of  hostility  to  Canada   that  is  not 
equalled   even   by  those   who  denounce 
the  idea  of  providing  for  joint  interna- 
tional improvement  of    the  most  direct 
and  the  only  natural  water  route  from 
Duluth  to  the  Atlantic,  by  way  of  the  St. 
Lawrence    river    and    the    connecting 
canals.    The   Minneapolis  Journal  well 
styles   it   "an   ill-natured  and  conceited 
attack  upon  reciprocity  and   deep-water 
navigation  to  the  Atlantic." 

Mr.  Nimmo's  paper  is  an  argument  in 
favor  of  maintaing  a  high  protective 
tariff  against  Canada,  of  erecting  an  in- 
surmountable Chmese  wall,  instead  of 
providing  for  reciprocal  trade  relations 
between  the  two  countries.  Indeed,  his 
argument  carried  to  its  legitimate  con- 
clusion would  mean  that  the  people  of 
the  United  States  should  refuse  to  trade 
with  Canada  or  the  rest  of  the  world, 
but  should  sell  all  their  wheat  and  other 
farm  products  at  home  and  buy  only 
goods  that  are  manufactured  at  home. 
Of  course,  in  that  case,  he  is  opposed  to 
the  improvement  of  a  deep  waterway  to 
the  Atlantic.  It  would  not  be  needed, 
in  fact  he  dismisses  the  whole  idea  of  a 
deep  canal  to  the  sea  by  asserting  that 
"m  a  commercial  sense  it  is  utterly  im- 
practicable," and  again  that  it  "does  not 
appear  at  all  probable  that  such  a  canal 
can  ever  be  built  in  this  age  of  cheap 
transportation  by  rail,"  his  objection  in 
the  latter  case  being  to  the  great  cost  of 
constructing  such  a  canal. 

By  this  remark  Mr.   Nimmo  makes  a 
iisplay  of  ignorance  that  is   astonishing 
•n  the  part  of  one    who      presumes    to 
inow  so  much  upon    this    and    kindred 
subjects.   It  is  to  be  presumed,  however, 
ior  Mr.  Nimmo's  sake,  that  his  study  of 
this  subject  Was  concluded   many   years 
ago  and  that  he  has  not  had  time  during 
the  past  decade  to  post  himself  upon  the 
great    developments    of     the    carrying 
trade  by  water  and  the    cheapness  ot  its 
transportation.      Otherwise     he    would 
have  refrained  from  alluding    to  "cheap 
transportation  by    rail"    in    comparison 
with  the  cost  of  transportation   by  water. 
He  may  perhaps  be  astonished  to  learn 
that  the  rate  from  Duluth  to  Buffalo  by 
water  is  equivalent  to  .015  cent  per    ton 
per  mile,  or  one  twenty-sixth  the  cost  on 
the  Lake  Shore  road,    regarded    as  the 
most  favorably  situated   railroad    in  the 
United  States.    In  other  words    $1  will 
transport  on  the  great    lakes    the   same 
amount  of   freight  that    it    costs    $26  to 
handle  on  the  Lake    Shore    road.    And 
yet  Mr.  Nimmo  has  the  audacity  to  talk 
of  "cheap"    transportation    bV    rail,    as 
compared  with  the  cost    of    transporta- 
tion by  water  I 

The  Herald  has  not  quoted,  and  will 
not,  any  of  Mr.  Nimmo's  appeals  to  the 
people  of  the  Northwest  to  resent  what 
le  calls  the    "aggressions,  inhumanities

PHYSKIAN,  HEAL  THYSELF. 
The  Tribune  this  morning,  in  the  cap- 
tion of  its  leading  editorial,  utters  a  pre- 
cept which  it  would  do  quite  well  to  fol- 
low itself.  "Ascertain  the  Truth"  is  the 
precept  and  the  subject  matter  following 
clearly  discloses  the  fact  that  the  news- 
paper referred  to  has  been  derelict  in 
following  its  own  good  advice. 

In  the  first  place  the    discharged  em- 
ploye,   who    now   tells    about  the  weak 
build  of  the  steamer    Western   Reserve, 
received  his  "conge"  from    the  yards  of 
the  Cleveland    Shipbuilding    company, 
where  the  evidently  faulty  steamer  was 
built  and  launched,  and  there  never  has 
been  one  single  complaint  or  fault  found 
with  any  product  of  the    Wheeler  ship- 
yards which  are  at  West  Bay  City,  Mich. 
The  verdict  of    the    government  in- 
spectors who  have  overlooked  thoroughly 
the    government    work    done     in     the 
Wheeler  yards,  as  well  as  that  accom- 
plished for   private   parties,  should   cer- 
tainly have  as  much  weight  in  determin- 
ing the  constructional  worth  of  a  vessel 
of  any  class  as  the  utterances  of  either  a 
man  whose  knowledge  of  navigation  is 
bounded    by  the    narrow  confines  ot  a 
cook's  galley  or  the  latter-day  reason- 
ings of   a    sailor   whose    constructional 
knowledge  is  that  of  a  discarded  type. 

The  world  progresses,  and  in  no  ship- 
yard on  any  water  front  is  this  so  mani- 
fest as  in  the  Wheeler  yards,  which  the 
morning  paper  unnecessarily  and  un- 
justly asks  "to  lose  no  time  in  setting 
themselves  right  in  the  eyes  of  the 
world." 


PRESIDEVT  HARRISON'S  LETTER. 
The  formal  letter  of  acceptance  by 
President  Harrison  of  the  Republican 
nomination  for  the  presidency  is  quite  a 
lengthy  document,  yet  after  a  careful 
perusal  of  its  contents  it  is  difficult  to 
perceive  ho'v  the  president  could  have 
handled  the  subjects  discussed  in  a 
shorter  space.  The  document  is  marked 
by  that  characteristic  of  the  present  oc- 
cupant of  the  White  House— fearless- 
ness. It  is  an  able,  outspoken,  cour- 
ageous and  clear  statement  of  his  opin- 
ions on  the  leading  questions  of  the  day. 
Like  all  other  letters  or  addresses  of 
which  he  has  been  the  author  it  is  able 
and  patriotic  in  tone,  clean-cut  in  style 
and  terse  in  its  expressions. 

President  Harrison  boldly  accepts  as 
a  leading  issue  of  the  present  campaign 
the  policy  which  has  been  pursued  by 
his  administration  during  the  past  four 
years.  He  stands  firmly  upon  the  record 
that  he  has  made  and  gladly  accepts  the 
challenge  of  the  Democratic  party  to  a 
review  of  what  has  been  done,  confident 
of  a  verdict  of  approval  by  the  people  at 
the  polls  in  November.  He  then  enters 
upon  a  brief  review  of  what  has  been 
done  and  of  what  the  Democratic  party 
proposes  to  undo,  which  will  be  found  at 
length  in  another  column.  In  President 
Harrison's  opinion,  there  has  seldom 
been  a  time  when  a  change  in  the  de- 
clared policies  of  the  Republican  party 
to  the 'declared  policies  of,  the  Demo- 
cratic party  involved  such  serious  re- 
sults to  the  business  interests  of  the 
country. 

At  the  outset  the  president  attacks  the 
Democratic  proposal  to  repeal  the  tax 
on  state  bank  issues  and  shows  the  con- 
sequences that  would  follow  its  adoption. 
The  greater  bulkjof  his  letter  is,  however, 
devoted  to  the  efforts  to  regain  for  this 
country  its  share  of  the  ocean  carrying 
trade,  to  the  reciprocity  policy  and  to 
the  tariff  planks  of  the  two  parties.  The 
tariff  question  is  handled  in  an  able  man- 
ner, and  the  argument  is  clear  and  forci- 
ble. The  necessity  of  a  free  ballot  and 
a  fair  count  is  emphasized;  the  impor- 
tance of  asserting  our  rights  as  against 
other  great  powers  is  alluded  to,  and  the 
advisability  of  permitting  the  en- 
trance of  only  desirable  emigrants 
seeking  our  shores  is  dis- 
cussed. On  all  these  subjects  the 
president  does  not  hesitate  to  express 
his  views  very  clearly. 

"All  in  all,  President  Harrison's  letter 
must  be  regarded  as  a  masterly  exposi- 
tion in  condensed  form  of  the  platform 
upon  which  he  seeks  re-election.  It 
cannot  fail  to  be  received  with  favor  by 
the  people.  The  record  of  his  adminis- 
tration is  highly  creditable.  It  has  been 
safe,  conservative,  yet  vigorous  and  ag- 
gressive where  the  'Occasion  demanded, 
and  it  has  been  intensely  American. 
The  people  will  vote  for  its  continuance. 


DAxMEL  DOL'GHERTY  DEAD. 
Daniel  Dougherty,  the  silver-to4gued 
orator,  is  no  more.  The  silent  reaper  has 
bound  up  another  bright  sheaf  and  trans- 
ported it  to  the  celestial  storehouse.  The 
eloquent  tongue,  which  has  stirred  the 
people  by  its  impassioned  periods  and 
its  matchless  oratory,  is  stilled  by  the 
cold  hand  of  death,  and  the  silver  stream 
of  keen  wit,  close  argument,  and  finished 
eloquence  has  ceased  to  flow. 

Mr.  Dougherty  was  indeed  highly 
gifted  by  nature  as  a  speaker.  His  voice 
was  clear,  resonant  and  of  pleasing 
tone,  while  his  style  of  speaking  was 
both  dramatic  and  graceful.  Of  mobile 
countenance  and  fine  appearance,  he 
combined  the  art  of  embellishing  by 
gesture  the  sentiments  that  he  uttered, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  had  he  chosen 
the  stage  as  his  profession  he  would  have 
risen  to  the  top  round  of  success.  But 
the  law  was  his  chosen  avocation,  and  he 
shone  as  a  learned  jurist  and  a  powerful 
pleader. 

Politics  proved  a  pleasant  diversion 
for  him,  and  for  years  he  was  prominent 
as  a  political  speaker,  although  he  never 
aspired  to  office.  He  worked  earnestly 
for  President  Lincoln's  re-election  in 
1864,  but  subsequently  acted  with  the 
Democratic  pany  and  in  1880  made  the 
speech  nominating  Gen.  Hancock  for 
the  presidency.  He  was  gifted  with  a 
warm  heart  and  a  generous  hand,  and 
there  are  many  who  have  reason  to 
thank  him  for  aid  extended  in  time  of 
need.

At  the  board  of  health  office  this  mora- 
ing  the  names  of  those  who  died  yester- 
day fron?  cholera  infantum  were  found 
to  be  pouring  in,  and  before  night  it  is 
probable  that  <heir  number  will  reach 
100  or  more,  says  the  Boston  Record. 
The  last  two  or  three  days  have  been  a 
frightful  mortality  to  the  infants  in  the 
city.  Scores  of  the  little  ones  have  died, 
and  in  almost  all  cases  the  cause  appears 
on  the  books  of  the  board  of  health  as 
cholera  infantum. 

Boston  is  not  alone  in  startling  fatality 
from  this  dread  disease.  Many  Minne- 
sota towns  have  found  that  1892  has 
been  a  bad  year  for  babies.  With  drawn, 
agonized  little  faces,  clammy  limbs,  in- 
ward fever  and  torturing  spasms  and 
cramping  pains,  the  little  life  has  been 
yielded  up  and  cholera  infantum  has 
claimed  another  victim. 

Physicians,  nurses  and  mothers,  who 
have  had  experience  in  this  year's  epi- 
demic of  cholera  infantum,  have  found 
that  in  almost  every  case  where  lactated 
food  was  used  the  disease  was  avoided 
and  the  child  kept  well  and  strong  all 
through  the  summer.

Interesting  Facts  About  Negroes. 

Some  interesting  figures  and  deductions 
based  upon  the  disproportionate  increase 
of  the  white  and  colored  population  of  the 
United  States  are  given  by  the  New  York 
Independent.  The  colored  population  of 
the  United  States  is  now  about  7,400,000. 
Upon  this  basis  the  net  increase  in  ten 
years  has  been  about  820,000,  or  a  little 
over  11  per  cent.,  which  is  very  low,  the 
rate  of  increase  in  the  aggregate  popula- 
tion being  24.86.  In  the  sixteen  old  slave 
states,  including  West  Virginia,  with  the 
District  of  Columbia  and  Oklahoma,  there 
are  about  6,890,000  negroes,  leaving  only 
510,0(X)  for  the  remaining  twenty-eight 
states  of  the  Union.  In  ISSO  there  were 
438.000  negroes  outside  of  the  old  slave 
territory.  According  to  the  present  cen- 
sus, the  changes  of  ten  years  have  only 
added  72,000  to  these  figures. 

The  Independent  arrives  at  the  following 
conclusions:  1.  The  negro  population  is 
practically  confined  to  the  old  slave  terri- 
tory, and  shows  little  inclination  toward  a 
general  distribution.  The  race  problem 
must  be  dealt  with  on  the  basis  of  this 
fact.  2.  The  rate  of  increase  of  the  negro 
is  below  that  of  the  whites,  even  in  the 
mofet  favoriible  conditions.  It  is  consid- 
erably less  than  half  the  percentage  of  in- 
crejise  maintained  by  the  whole  popula- 
tion. This  low  rate  of  increase  is  not  ex- 
plained by  immigration  from  abroad.  In 
South  Carolina  and  Mississippi  there  are 
fewer  foreign  born  whites  than  in  1880, 
and  in  A  labama  and  Georgia  the  increase 
in  this  element  does  not  aggregate  13,000. 
Only  in  Texas  is  it  considcx-able;  there  it 
reaches  about  37,000.  3.  The  tendency  of 
the  black  population  is  southward  or 
southwestward  and  not  northward  from 
the  border  states.

Labor  in  the  Ars:entine  Republic. 

The  outlook  in  the  labor  market  of  the 
Argentine  Republic  is  not  particularly  en- 
couraging. During  the  year  1891  7:^,597 
immigrants  arrived  in  the  Argentine  Re- 
public as  compared  with  110,498  in  1890, 
Immigration  during  the  last  months  of 
the  year  1891  increased  more  than  was  ex- 
pected, and  the  emigration  diminished 
considerably.  Business  has  revived  some- 
what during  the  last  few  months  and 
work  is  not  so  scarce  as  it  was,  but  it  will 
be  some  time  before  all  those  out  of  em- 
ployment find  work. 

With  regard  to  railroads  matters  are  in 
much  better  condition.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  year  1891  there  were  5,750  miles  of 
railroad  in  operation  in  the  Argentine  Re- 
public, of  which  1,328  miles  were  opened 
in  1890.  During  the  year  1891  722  miles 
were  constructed.  In  1890  there  were  28,- 
267  persons  employed  on  the  various  rail- 
ways throughout  the  country.

As  clever  a  case  of  forgery  as  has 
been  known  here  for  some  time  has 
just  come  to  light  in  Duluth.  On  Aug. 
22  an  old  man  went  into  the  St.  Louis 
county  bank  owned  by  Stewart  &  Britts 
and  purchased  a  draft  for$i8.  He  gave 
the  name  of  George  C.  Hamlin  and  the 
draft  was  made  out  to  him  beine  signed 
by  Charles  A.  Britts,  cashier,  an^  drawn 
on  the  Security  bank  of  Minneapolis. 
When  the  bank  here  received  their 
monthly  statement  from  the  Minneapo- 
lis bank  it  was  discovered  that  there 
was  a  difference  of  $1782  in  balances. 
An  examination  showed  that  the  draft 
issued  to  Hamlin  had  been  raised  to 
$1800. 

The  Minneapolis  bank  was  at  once 
notified  and  the  particulars  came  out. 
Hamlin  cashed  the  draft  in  Minneap:)lis 
on  August  27.  The  date  had  been 
changed  to  August  26  and  the  amount 
raised  to  $1,800.  It  was  as  neat  a  job  as 
has  ever  been  done.  The  draft  was  of 
bond  paper  and  the  amount  was  cut  in 
in  with  a  Williams  check  puncher.  A 
dollar  mark  was  pasted  in  the  one  cut 
out  and  two  ciphers  and  a  dollar  mark 
added.  Not  only  this  but  in  order  to 
make  it  easier  to  have  it  cashed  without 
identification  he  forged  Charles  A. 
Britts  name  on  the  back  of  it  and  a  more 
perfect  forgery  could  not  be  found. 

In  appearance  Hamlin  is  a  fine  look- 
ing old  gentleman  apparently  about  55 
years  old.  He  wears  gray  whiskers,  of 
medium  height  and  a  crook  is  about  the 
last  individual  he  would  be  taken  to  be. 
But  a  crook  he  is  and  one  of  the  smart- 
est in  the  United  States.  Some  idea  of 
his  smoothness  may  be  gained  when  it  is 
known  that  the  draft  was  cashed  in  Mm- 
neapolis  by  one  of  the  officers  of  the  Se- 
curity bank  without  identification.  It 
has  also  come  to  light  that  within  a  few 
weeks  he  has  swindled  two  Detroit 
banks,  one  out  of  $1500  and  the  other  out 
of  $1800.  One  reward  of  $500  is  known 
to  be  offered  for  his  capture.  The  length 
of  time  which  elapsed,  however,  between 
the  cashing  of  the  check  and  the  discov- 
ery of  the  forgery  will  probably  prevent 
his  capture  in  this  case.  The  Security 
bank  of  Minneapolis  will  probably  be 
obliged  to  bear  the  loss.

A  Thrilling   Scene    at    a    Theater  in 
Quebec. 

Quebec,  Sept.  6— A  thrilling  scene 
which  was  not  on  the  program  took 
place  at  the  performance  of  the  "White 
Squadron"  in  this  city  last  night.  The 
play  IS  a  highly  patriotic  drama  bv  J.  W. 
Harkins  and  brought  out  in  this  city  by 
the  A.  V.  Pearson  company,  of  New 
York.  The  company  commenced  a 
week's  engagement  at  the  Queen's '' thea- 
ter last  evening  before  a  large  audience. 
Everything  went  smoothly  until  the  third 
act.  which  represents  a  congress  of  the 
navies  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Brazil,  when 
the  various  admirals  composing  the  con- 
gress come  on  the  stage  escorted  by  a 
squad  of  their  men  who  carry  the  flag 
ot  their  country. 

The  English,  French,  German  and 
Italian  flags  were  all  enthusiastically 
cheered,  but  when  the  American  ad- 
niiral.  accompanied  by  his  squad  carry- 
ing the  stars  and  stripes,  appeared  there 
were  loud  hisses  from  the  galleries.  At 
the  end  of  the  act  the  players  were 
called  before  the  curtain  and  when  Mr. 
Hillyard,  representing  the  American  ad- 
miral, appeared  there  were  renewed 
hisses  and  somebody  threw  a  missile  at 
him.  This  was  followed  bv  a  crowd 
proceedmg  to  the  front  entrance  of  the 
theater,  where  the  different  flags  were 
confusedly  displaved  and  tearing  down 
the  stars  and  stripes  which  they  dragged 
down  the  street. 

Neil  Florence,  the  manager  of  the 
company,  was  indignant  at  the  conduct 
of  the  crowd  and  demanded  protection 
for  the  American  flag.  When  Mr.  Flor- 
ence asked  a  policeman  to  arrest  the 
men  who  had  pulled  down  the  flag,  the 
constable  refused  and  replied  that  it  was 
a  pity  they  had  not  pulled  them  all 
down.  Mr.  Florence  replied  that  he  was 
an  American  citizen  and  such  a  thing 
would  have  to  stop.  He  did  not  care  for 
himself  personally,..but  he  would  protect 
the  flag.  This  had  the  effect  of  quieting 
the  crowd  which  remained  in  the  vicin- 
ity. The  remainder  of  the  performance 
passed  off  quietly.

A  French  Woman  Who  Obtained  Over 

$500,000  From  Allegfed  Orders 

on  Royalty. 


Was  One  of  the  Most  Expert  and  Suc- 
cessful Swindlers  in   the 
Country. 

The   Wonderful   Style   of  Deed     by 

Which  the  Maoris  Hold  Their 

Land. 


There  is  in  prison  in  St.  Petersburg,  Rua- 
Bia,  a  woman  who  is  one  oi  the  most  expert 
and  successful  swindlers  of  the  century. 
The  story  of  her  life  would  read  like  fic- 
tion. The  name  of  this  famous  or  infa- 
mous creature  is  Mme.  Apparuti,  and  she 
obtained  sums  of  money  amounting  in  the 
aggregate  to  over  $500,000  from  a  number 
of  couliding  people  on  the  ground  that  she 
had  expected  very  large  orders  for  the  Rus- 
sian court  and  was  unable  to  obtain  pay- 
ment. In  order  to  further  impress  the 
public  she  exhibited  in  her  showrooms  a 
gorgeous  purple  mantle,  richly  embroid- 
ered with  gold,  purporting  to  be  for  the 
czarina.  Some  time  after  Mme.  Apparuti 
had  departed  for  St.  Petersburg  her  many 
creditors  tU-puted  one  of  their  number  to 
follow  her  and  to  make  inquiries. 

This  gentleman,  who  received  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  the  Ru.ssian  authorities, 
was  not  long  in  discovering  that  Mme. 
Apparuti  was  entirely  unknown  to  the 
empress  and  the  ladies  of  the  court.  He 
also  succeedttd  in  obtaining  from  Mme. 
Apparuti,  who  is  in  the  hospital  in  conse- 
quence of  an  accident,  a  complete  confes- 
sion of  her  culpability.  The  various  docu- 
ments which  the  scheming  dressmaker 
used  all  bore  a  very  official  looking  stamp, 
with  an  "imperial  eagle"  and  a  Russian 
inscription  thereon.  The  die  for  this  was 
made  from  the  seal  of  the  custom  house 
at  Moscow  taken  from  an  old  envelope. 
The  documents  to  which  these  stamps 
were  alUxed  were  mostly  sham  orders 
purporting  to  come  from  the  Russian 
court  or  bogus  invoices  of  goods  supplied. 
Mme.  Apparuti's  imaginary  ''little  bill" 
against  the  empress  for  the  year  1889 
amounts  to  the  respectable  total  of  ,€34,000. 
Fortunately  for  the  court  of  Greece  the 
bill  against  it  is  also  a  mere  bogus  docu- 
ment, as  among  its  items  are  two,  amount- 
ing to  £14,000,  for  a  royal  mantle  and 
court  robes. 

On  airiving  at  St.  Petersburg  Mme.  Ap- 
paruti wrote  long  and  specious  letters  to 
her  impatient  creditors  in  Par»  describ- 
ing the  constant  delays  and  the  difficul- 
ties of  obtaining  money  from  the  Russian 
court — in  fact,  in  all  her  dealings  the  too 
clever  modiste  displayed  marvelous  pow- 
ers of  imagination  and  an  unlimited  sup- 
ply of  bold  impudence — as,  for  instance, 
when  she  invited  Mme.  Camot  to  visit  her 
showrooms  to  inspect  the  famous  "impe- 
rial mantle."  She  also  went  so  far  as  to 
describe — of  course  entirely  from  her  own 
imagination — how  she  was  once  snubbed 
by  the  empress  of  Russia  for  daring  to 
ask  her  majesty  for  payment  of  her  ac- 
count. 


AN    EVIDENCE    OF    TITLE. 


The    Style    of    Deed    by    Which     Maoris 
Held  Their  Land. 

In  .t\jnerica  skeletons  are  neither  legal 
tender  nor  muniments  of  title,  but  it  is 
different  at  the  antipodes— in  that  as  in 
many  other  things.  In  New  Zealand,  for 
instance,  a  European  cannot  acquire  title  to 
a  new  piece  of  land  till  the  individual  Maori 
title  is  extinguished,  and  that  has  to  be 
done  before  a  native  land  court.  In  this 
court  the  "Tohungas,"  or  judges  of  local 
law,  declare  that  there  is  no  valid  title  un- 
less the  last  preceding  owner's  thoracic 
skeleton  be  produced. 

It  appears  that  among  the  Maoris,  when 
the  land  of  a  late  decedent  becomes  the 
property  of  another  man,  the  new  owner

hangs  up  the  skeleton  of  the  decedent's 
body  fashioned  into  a  cage,  with  a  parrot 
inside  the  ribs.  This  is  a  fact  before  the 
eyes  of  all,  and  no  one  would  dare  to  dis- 
pute the  claims  of  the  holder  of  such  para- 
mount evidence. 

So  in  the  pleadings  before  the  native 
courts  the  occupant  makes  a  speech  after 
this  fashion:  "My  ancestor  conquered  your 
ancestor  and  killed  many  of  your  tribe. 
He  ate  your  ancestor's  legs  and  arms,  cut 
o£F  and  cured  his  head  for  an  ornament, 
and  of  his  chest,  which  was  capacious  and 
round,  he  made  a  cage  in  which  to  keep 
his  decoy  parrots,  the  ribs  serving  as  bars, 
from  between  which  the  parrot  could  look 
out,  and  many  people  came  to  admire  my 
ancestor's  parrot  cage  and  the  land  which 
was  seized  and  held  even  unto  this  day."

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  Takes 
Action  on  the  Missabe  Celebration. 
The  chamber  of  commerce  directors 
met  this  morning.  The  celebration  of 
arrival  of  the  first  train  over  the  Duluth, 
Missabe  &  Northern  road  was  discussed 

for  some  time  and  the  president  was  di- 
rected to  appoint  a  committee  to  co- 
operate with  committees  from  other 
bodies.  Secretary  Thompson  was  ap- 
pointed chairman  by  the  president  and 
was  empowered  to  select  his  v>wn  com- 
mittee. 

A  communication  was  received  from 
the  Cleveland  board  of  trade,  asking  the 
chamber  to  oppose  the  passage  of  the 
free  ship  bill.  It  was  recommended  that 
the  action  referred  be  taken.  A  com- 
munication from  Boston  relating  to 
differences  in  rates  to  Boston  on  local 
consumption  and  export  was  laid  on  the 
table.  Director  Johnson  offered  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this 
chamber  that  in  view  of  the  threatened 
introduction,  by  way  of  our  waterways, 
of  an  epidemic  disease,  it  is  vitally  im- 
portant for  our  people  not  only  to  take 
all  precautions  against  the  importance 
of  any  contagion  but  be  prepared  for 
such  a  contingency  by  the  most  sanitary 
regulations  possible.  To  this  end  this 
body  would  respectfully  urge  the  honor- 
able common  council  to  have  streets  and 
alleys  cleaned  at  the  public's  expenses 
and  to  subject  private  property  owners 
if  need  be  to  thorough  cleanliness  on 
pain  of  having  such  cleaning  done  at 
their  expense  by  the  city  authorities. 
Also  to  enforce  the  ordinances  for  the 
removal  of  surface  privies  and  the  con- 
nection of  lots  using  same  with  the  city 
sewerage  system.

I 
refer  to  the  recent  charges  of  attempted 
bribery  of  several  members  of  the  Du- 
luth city  council.  This  is  a  serious 
matter  and  is  not  to  be 
treated  lightly.  I  will  give  you 
an  outline  of  the  facts,  as  they  have  been 
made  known  to  me,  without  any  guaran- 
tee as  to  the  truthful  foundation  of  any 
or  all  of  them.  Mayor  d'Autremont 
called  to  see  me,  perhaps  on  the  ground 
of  warm  personal  friendship,  about  the 
matter.  He  was  planning  a  tiip  East- 
ward for  a  needed  vacation  when  the 
story  of  the  envelopes  came  up.  I  told 
him  to  go  on  his  journey  and  added  that 
the  matter  would  keep  until  he  returned. 
There  have  been  a  number  of  charges  or 
stories  given  to  me  in  relation  to  the  at- 
tempted bribing  which  I  will  tell  you. 

"In  the  first  place  it  is  hinted  that  the 
newspapers  may  have  been  the  insti- 
gators of  the  attempt  at  bribery  on  the 
ground  that  the  city  priming  cost  last 
year  about  $4,000  or  $5,000  while  this 
year  the  bills  tor  such  work,  I  am  in- 
formed, will  run  up  to  nearly  $2,000,  and 
the  contest  for  the  work  was  let  without 
any  sufficent  guarantee  that  the  printers 
and  publishers  were  not  in  collusion 
or  were  not  otherwise  interested  in 
city  affairs. 

"The  Duluth  Gas  and  Water  com- 
pany is  under  the  ban  of  suspicion  on 
several  reports.  They  have  guaranteed 
to  furnish  the  city  with  pure  wholesome 
water  and  are  now  seekmg  to  make  the 
city  pay  for  the  work  which  they  are 
about  to  perform.  The  matter  of  guar- 
antees is  also  another  reason  alleged  by 
some  people  as  the  motive  which 
prompted  the  attempt  at  bribery. 

"There  has  been  a  wholesale  giving 
away  of  valuable  railroad  and  other 
franchises  and  it  has  been  allegd  that 
the  money  may  have  come 
from  some  one  of  these  various 
sources.  The  Duluth  &  Northeastern 
railway,  for  instance,  has  been  mentioned. 
Some  people  say  that  this  corporation  has 
been  granted  the  entire  use  of  some 
streets  where  a  single  track  would  have 
been  sufficient,  and  the  use  of  other 
streets  which  they  did  not  need  at  all. 
The  Duluth,  Red  Lake  Falls  &  North- 
ern has  also  been  mentioned  as  a  prob- 
able source  of  the  money,  but  that  seems 
to  be  improbable  as  the  possession  of 
any  amount  of  money  by  that  corpora- 
tion has  not  yet  been  manifested. 

"Some  city  contracts,  too,  are  under 
the  ban.  A  certain  one  on  Fourth  street 
has  been  mentioned  in  which  the  con- 
tract was  awarded  to  a  firm  which  bid 
ridiculously  low  for  rock  work  and  ex- 
tremely high  for  dirt  excavation.  The 
board  of  public  works  gave  this  contract 
careful  (?)  consideration  and  awarded  it 
because  there  would  be  a  great  deal  of 
rock  work  and  but  very  little  dirt 
work.  When  the  job  was  completed  the 
reverse  was  the  actual  state.  There 
wasn't  enough  rock  work  on  the  job  to 
furnish  stones  to  throw  at  a  canary." 

The  judge's  charge  was  quite  long  and 
was  delivered  in  a  very  forcible  manner, 
especially  that  part  which  related  to  the 
city  affairs.

Evidently  Not  Exaggerated. 
A  peep  into  Michigan  street  will  dis- 
close a  pyramid  of  fifty  to  sixty  cases  of 
dry  goods  marked  J.  E.Haynie  &  Co.  on 
one  side  and  France  on  the  other.  It  re- 
quired the  greater  portion  of  one  of  our 
largest  steamers  to  transport  them  from 
Buffalo  here.  This  is  the  kind  of  action 
Duluth  has  been  looking  for,  and  will  en- 
dorse it  with  a  vim.  To  even  the  skep- 
tical it  is  evident  that  this  institution 
does  not  exaggerate.

A  Carload  of  IiumitrrantR    Was  Al- 
lowed to  Enter  Chicaij^o  With- 
out Any  Inspection. 

Plans  Formulated  by  the  Minnesota 

Board  of  Health  to  Guard 

Affainst  Cholera. 


Dr.  Charles  F.  McComb  Has  Been  Ap- 
pointed Inspector  For  the 
Port  of  Duluth. 


The  Death  of  a  Child  on  the  Steamer 
India  Due  to  Cholera  In- 
fantum. 


Chicago,  Sept.  7.— Through  what  ap- 
pears to  be  the  carelessr>ess  of  some 
one  or  all  of  the  local  health  authorities, 
a  train  load  of  immigrants  from  Euro- 
pean ports  was  brought  to  this  city  by 
the  Wabash  road  late  last  night  and 
allowed  to  go  their  way  unmolested  with- 
out fumigation  or  inspection  of  any  kind. 
The  depot  police,  as  well  as  the  train- 
men, all  expected  that  inspectors  from 
the  Chicago  health  department  would 
be  on  hand  ready  to  make    the    proper 

investigation  before  the  immigrants  were 
landed,  and  were  nonplussed  when  they 
discovered  that  the  Europeans  were  to 
be  allowed  to  go  where  they  pleased 
without  interruption.  ' 

It  would  be  utterly  impossible  for  the 
authorities  to  locate  the  immigrants  who 
stopped  off  in  Chicago,  and  those  bound 
further  west  had  resumed  their 
journey  before  the  officials  of  the  health 
department  awakened  this  morning. 
Most  of  the  crowd  was  direct  from  Cas- 
tle Garder,  having  landed  there  last  Sat- 
urday. It  was  understood  that  they 
were  not  from  cholera  infected  ports,  but 
they  carried  na  certificates  or  papers  of 
any  kind  giving  them  a  clear  bill  of 
health. 

For  all  the  trainmen  or  depot  authori- 
ties knew,  the  immigrants  might  have 
hailed  from  Hamburg.  A  small  portion 
of  the  crowd  came  from  Montreal,  but  it 
could  not  be  ascertained  how  long  they 
bad  lived  in  Montreal  before  starting 
West.  About  one-third  of  the  whole 
number  were  booked  tor  Chicago,  and 
were  allowed  to  leave  the  station  and 
seek  shelter  as  best  they  could. 

TO  KEEP  OUT  CHOLERA. 

Plans  Formulated  by   the    Minnesota 
Board  ot  Health. 

St.  Paul,  Sept.  7.— The  governor  and 
members  of  the  state  board  of  health 
met  representatives  of  the  railroads  cen- 
tering in  St.  Paul  yesterday  and  dis- 
cussed measures  for  preventing  the 
spread  of  cholera  in  this  state.  The  con- 
ference with  the  railroad  men  was  short. 
They  expressed  a  willingness  to  use  all 
the  precautionary  measures  possible  and 
the  board  of  health  promptly  passed  a 
resolution  requiring  medical"  inspectors 
to  be  placed  on  all  trains  and  boats  com- 
ing into  the  state. 

Rules  for  the  government  of  the  in- 
spectors were  adopted,  and  the  board  is 
also  arranging  a  plan  wherebv  all  immi- 
grants coming  from  seaports  shall  be 
required  to  have  a  certificate  of  vaccina- 
tion and  of  freedom  from  infectious  dis- 
ease and  that  his  baggage  has 
been  properly  disinfected;  said  cer- 
tificate to  be  from  the  recognized  sani- 
tary authority  of  said  port.  It  is  to  be 
a  condition  for  acceptance  as  a  passen- 
ger on  railroads  and  steamboats  as 
above.  That  all  immigrants  from  the 
seacoast  be  transported  in  separate  cars 
and  isolated  from  other  passengers,  and 
that  thfiir  baggage  be  conveyed  in  separ- 
ate cars,  not  to  be  disturbed  except  at 
distributing  points.

SHOT  HIS  WIFE  AND  BABE. 

The  Double  Crime  of 'an  Englishman 
Who  Then  Suicided. 
STAsiFORD,  Conn.,  Sept.  7.— C.  R. 
Brooks  today  shot  his  wife  and  her  baby, 
and  then  attempted  suicide.  It  appears 
that  Brooks,  who  came  here  from  Eng- 
land a  week  ago,  came  to  the  district  at- 
torney's office  this  morning  and  asked 
that  his  V  ife  be  arrested,  as  she  was 
living  with  one  Charles  Kent  on  Crosby 
avenue. 

The  attorney  refused  to  comply  with 
his  request,  explaining  that  he  must  have 
more  proof  before  he  could  take  any 
action  in  the  matter.  Brooks  left  the 
office,  promising  to  secure  the  necessary 
proofs  of  his  wile's  infidelity. 

He  went  immediately  to  the  Crosby 
avenue  house  and,  meeting  his  wife  in 
the  hallway,  fired  several  shots,  one  of 
which  took  effect  in  her  side.  He  then 
rushed  into  the  room  where  the  child 
was,  shooting  it  and  then  turned  the  re- 
volver upon  himself. 

The  woman  and  baby  are  not  dan- 
gerously injured,  but  the  doctors  say 
Brooks  cannot  recover.  It  was  learned 
that  the  woman  eloped  with  Kent  from 
St.  Martens,  Ludgate  Hill,  England,  a 
year  ago.

Judah  fired  at  him  with  a  pistol,  but  the 
shot  did  not  take  effect.

The  Ex-Secretary  of  State  Writes   en 
the  Issues  of  the  Campaign. 

Augusta,  Me.,  Sept.  7.— The  expected 
letter  from  Hon.  James  G.  Blaine  to 
Chairman  Manley,  of  the  Republican 
state  central  committee,  has  been  made 
public.  He  says  that  not  being  able  to 
deliver  speeches  in  this  campaign  he  has 
taken  the  liberty  of  submitting  his  views 
on  the  issues  which  he  regards  as  being 
strongest  for  the  Republicans  to  urge 
before  the  people. 

The  issue  ot  the  greatest  consequence 
is  the  tariff  on  imports,  and  it  will  con- 
tinue until  a  settlement  is  effected  by  a 
majority  so  large  that  it  will  be  tanta- 
mount to  general  acquiescence.  The 
Republicans  are  aggressive  on  this  sub- 
ject. Two  years  ago  they  passed  a  gen- 
eral enactment  known  as  the  McKinley 
tariff,  which  for  a  time  failed  to  meet 
with  popular  approval  and  was  regard- 
ed with  a  certain  degree  of  distrust  by 
those  who  had  always  upheld  the  pro- 
tective system,  but  a  powerful  reaction 
has  come  in  consequence  of  the  vindi- 
cation of  the  McKinley  tariff  by  experi- 
ence. 

Against  this  tariff  the  Democratic 
party  have  taken  a  position  almost  with- 
out parallel  in  the  history  of  the  country. 
They  reject  entirely  the  doctrine  of  pro- 
tection, pronounce  it  a  fraud  and  anathe- 
matize it  generallv.  A  resolution  to  this 
effect  was  adopted  by  the  Democratic 
convention  against  the  report  of  the 
comminee  on  resolutions  by  a  two-thirds 
vote,  thus  manifesting  intelligent  par- 
ticipation of  every  man  in  the  conven-

We  were  about  to  declare  sugar,  mo- 
lasses, coffee  and  bides  free  of  all  duties 
in  the  McKinley  bill,  but  instead  of  that 
we  passed  a  law  by  which  we  asked  the 
the  several  nations  interested  what  they 
would  give  to  have  their  articles  made 
free.  We  found  that  the  privileges 
which  we  were  about  to  give  without 
costahd  without  charge  would  secure 
a  large  trade  in  Brazil,  in  Cuba  and  Por- 
to Rica,  in  the  Windward  and  Leeward 
islands,  in  British  Guinea  and  Jamaica, 
San  Domingo  and  the  five  Central 
American  states,  and  to  a  minor  degree 
in  Australia,  France  and  Germany,  all  in 
exchange  for  the  articles  which  we  had 
intended  to  gratuitously  admit. 

The  free  list  of  the  McKinley  tariff  is 
larger  in  the  number  of  articles  and  in 
the  aggregate  amount  of  their  import 
value  than  the  dutiable  list.  What 
would  have  been  the  result  to  the  United 
States  if  every  article  before  it  was  put 
on  the  free  list  had  been  the  subject  of 
inquiry  to  see  what  we  could  get  in  ex- 
change for  it?  We  omitted  to  do  so  for 
manv  years,  and  that  neglect  has  cost 
the  government  advantages  in  trade 
which  would  have  amounted  to  tens  of 
millions  of  dollars. 

This  is  the  whole  of  the  reciprocity 
scheme.  It  is  very  plain  and  very  sim- 
ple. It  secures  a  valuable  trade  in  ex- 
change for  articles  otherwise  destined  to 
be  put  on  the  free  list.  The  Democratic 
party  think  thev  can  discredit  it,  and 
they  make  the  effort  apparently  for  the 
unpatriotic    reason    that    they  did    not

THE  GRAIN  GRADES. 


Two 


Clausen's  Amendment  Made  to 
Northern  and  No.  3  Wheat. 
St.  Paul,  Sept.  7.— The  meeting  yes- 
terday to  establish  the  grain  grades  tor 
1892  for  Minnesota  and  the  Dakotas  was 
attended  by  the  railway  and  warehouse 
commissioners,  many  elevator  men,  mil- 
lers and  wheat  buyers.  After  a  thorough 
di«;cussion  of  the  situation  the  railroad 
tommission  decided  to  insert  the  follow- 
ing clause  to  the  rule  for  grading  No.  2 
■ortbern  and  No.  3  wheat: 

Hard,  flintv  wheat,  containing  no  ap- 
preciable mixture  of  soft  wheat,  may  be 
admitted  to  the  grades  of  No.  2  northern 
and  No.  3  wheat,  provided  the  test 
weight  of  the  same  is  not  more  than  one 
•ound  less  than  the  minimum  test  weight 
required  bv  the  existing  rules  for  said 
grades;  and  provided  further,  that  sucJi 
wheat  IS  in  all  respects  qualified  for  ad- 
mission into  said  grades. 

This  was  the  amendment  proposed  by 
Inspector  Clausen,  except  that  it  does 
not  change  the  No.  i  northern  rule. 
Manv  protests  against  changing  the  No. 
^  northern  grade  were  received.  A.  U. 
Thomson,  of  Duluth,  was  not  present, 
but  he  sent  the  following  telegram: 

"Referring  to  matter  of  grades,  1  nn^ 
it  impossible  to  find  buyers  oi^jso.  i 
northern  in  Eastern  markets.  This  is 
the  result  of  Mr.  Clausen's  proposed 
change,  and  if  he  carries  this  point  on 
the  No.  I  northern  I  consider  it  will  be 
fatal  to  the  good  name  of  Minnesota  s 
standard  goods  and  result  seriously 
the  interest  of  the  grain  trade 
Northwest.  A  grade  of  No.  2 
the  best  way  out.'' 


LURED  TO   HIS  DEATH. 

An  Old  Man  Murdered  on  Long  Island 
by  a  Companion. 
New  York,  Sept  y.-Themanwho 
was  strangled  in  the  woods  at  New 
Utrecht,  Long  Island,  has  been  identi- 
fied and  it  is  believed  that  the  identity 
of  the  assassin  has  been  also  established. 
The  victim  was  Lazarus  Isaacstrat.  He 
was  identified  by  his  landlady,  Mrs. 
Emma  Gilardon,  of  109  East  Broadway, 
this  city. 

The  victim  was  an  immigrant  of  con- 
siderable means  who  came  across  the 
ocean  recently  with  a  man  who,  it  is  be- 
lieved, murdered  him.  His  companion 
was  a  man  of  medium  build.  His  skin 
was  very  light,  his  hair  and  eyes  dark, 
and  he  had  high  cheek  bones.  He  wore 
neither  beard  nor  moustache,  was  about 
27  years  of  age  and  known  as  Solomon. 
A  piece  of  rope,  similar  to  that  found 
around  Isaacstrat's  neck,  was  found  in 
the  room.  This  and  several  letters 
which  were  found  are  said  to  have  an 
important  bearing  upon  the  case.  The 
police  believe  that  the  old  man  was 
lured  to  the  lonely  spot  where  he  was 
murdered  Saturday  night.

An  Organization  That  Was  Famous 
before  the  War  and  Early  in 
Fight. 


OUISIANA,  like 
Virginia,  had  a 
heavy  end  of  the 
Confederacy's 
'fight  to  keep  up, 
and  was  not  lan- 
guid in  buckling 
to  the  task. 

There  was  more 
excuse  fc^  seces- 
sion spirit  among 
the  people  of  old 
LoQisiana  than  of  any  other  section  erf  the 
south.  They  had  been  forced  into  the 
Unite<l  States  fe<leration  ai,'ain.'«t  their 
wtll  and  protest  when  Napoleon  I  bar- 
tered the  Eiagnificent  empire  of  the  Mis- 
■sissippi  valley  to  the  republic  for  a  song. 

A  turn  of  a  hand  in  1861  might  have 
placed  Louisiana  independent  of  both 
the  Union  and  the  Confederacy,  but  the 
hand  didn't  tnm,  and  the  Pelican  State 
cast  her  fortune.s  in  with  Dixie.  As  a  sort 
of  a  left  over  from  previous  war  outfits. 
New  Orleans  in  1861  boasted  of  a  crack  sol- 
dier companj-,  big  with  past  glories  cling- 
ing to  its  name,  if  nothing  nK)re.  That  was 
the  Washington  artillery,  dating  from 
1840.  It  was  originally  the  artillery  com- 
pany of  the  Washington  regiment,  a  legion 
of  infantry,  artillery  and  cavalry.  In  the 
Mexican  war  the  artillerists  served  under 
Taylor  on  the  Rio  Grande,  and  afterward, 
until  1S61,  the  comi)any  was  kept  up  at  the 
expense  of  its  members  and  was  the  peer 
of  any  citizen  troop  in  the  south. 

When  the  sLat*f  decided  to  paddle  its 
own  canoe  in  the  secession  frccas,  the 
Washingtons  stepped  to  the  front  as  the 
men  for  the  hour.  **Cadets."  '"Rifles." 
"Grays."  "Chasseurs,"  "Guards"  a:id 
other  schoolboy  bands  with  picturesque 
nanies  rallitrd  to  the  lead  of  the  cannon- 
eers. The  commander  of  the  Washingtons 
was  J.  B.  Walton,  and  when  the  V)Csin 
from  faroff  Yirpnia  sounded  alont;  the 
gulf  i^hore  he  tendered  Jeff  Davis'  govern- 
ment a  battalion  of  2C0  men  with  nine  can- 
non ready  to  take  the  field.  The  forma- 
tion was  four  companies  or  batteries,  a  od 
while  there  were  not  guns  enough  to  go 
around,  and  such  as  tdere  were  were  of 
ancient  pattern,  the  deficiency  was  soon 
made  up  from  captured  cannon. 

In  the  Confederate  service  batteries  were 

\ecially  designated  by  the  names  of  the 

-inlanders,  and  these  necessarily  changed 

^n:  hence  the  Washingtons  were  known 

friends  and   enejnies  by  various  titles, 

V  the  name  Washington  artillery  clung 

'them,  and  detachments  claiming  it  were 

-*.  numerous  that  the  corps  seemed  ubiqui- 

ms,  like  the  troopers  of  Mosby,  Morgan 

Id  Forrest, 

^  The  first  fight  of  the  Washingtons  was 
-^t  Bull  Run.  One  detachment  had  a  duel 
across  the  stream  at  Blackburn's  ford  on 
July  18  with  Benjamin's  famous  United 
States  battery,  and  won  so  easily  that  the 
men  thought  the  war  would  be  a  picnic  for 
them  flighting  at  long  range.  They  changed 
theirnnndsi.  however,  in  the  battle  of  the 
21st.  The  battalion  v.as  split  in  five  de- 
tachments to  guard  the  fords  and  hills  with 
their  bulldoirs,  and  so  about  every  Union 
soldier  on  that  field  can  say  that  he  fonijht 
the  Washin^cton  artillery.  They  were  at 
times  ontshot  by  our  regulars,  charged 
upcn  by  V   "  -  rs,  stampeded  by  the  panic 

tiiat  ouri---_-^  —ovement  carried  into  Beau- 
regard's lines;  but  they  rallied  again  when 
Johnston's   -  ' 'ig   column  dashed  vtgt 

flora  the  Mn:  -  -  railway  and  turned  the 
tide  at  a  stroke.  Then  Walton  had  gath- 
ered his  guns  on  Henry  Hill.  Beauregard 
rode  to  the  spot  aud  exclaimed  within  hear- 
ing of  the  men:  "Hold  this  position  and 
the  day  is  ours.  Three  cheers  for  Louisi- 
ana:" Creole  pride  and  Creole  blood  needed 
no  other  spur  than  Beauregard's  appeal, 
and  the  Washington*  cheered  and  fought 
their  guns  and  held  the  hill,  history  tells 
OS  with  what  result. 

The  chief  feature  of  the  corps  device  of 
the  Washington  artillery  was  the  head  of 
»  fierce  tiger,  .showing  i»is  ugly  fangs,  ready 
to  mangle  his  prey.  This  was  seen  every- 
whe'-e  at  Bull  Rnn  on  the  guidons  of  each 
section,  and  in  the  badly  scared  stat«  of 
mind  of  most  people  who  jostled  against 
Walton's  guns  it  probably  seeme<l  as 
though  the  Bull  Run  thickets  were  tiger 
lairs.  Bob  Wheat's  Louisiana  battalion  of 
infantry  got  away  with  the  name  "Tigers" 
or  it  would  doubtless  have  rested  where  it 
belonged,  and  considerable  history  would 
turn  on  the  doings  of  the  "Tiger  cannon- 
eers*' instead  of  the  Washington  artillery. 
The  United  States  batteries  opposed  to 
the  Washingtons  at  Bull  Run  were  the 
famous  ones  of  Ricketts  and  Griffin.  The 
Creole  boys  did  so  well  that  the  old  army 
generals  on  their  side  showered  them  with 
praises  and  their  government  took  up  the 
cue.  The  rank  of  colonel  of  artillery  was 
created  for  Walton,  and  he  was  made  chief 
of  that  branch  of  ser>'ice  in  the  Army  of^ 
Virginia,  his  battalion  being  placed  in  re- 
serve. 

During  the  battles  in  front  of  Richmond 
in  tS62  the  Washington  artillery  enjoyed 
its  holiday  in  reserve  and  scarcely  kept  its

cannon  from  rusting.  The  Tigers  were 
ready  and  often  begged  to  be  put  in,  but 
there  were  enough  without  them.  At 
Malvern  Hill  the  battalion  waited  all  day 
on  the  edge  of  the  fight,  with  camion 
and  horses  harnessed  iuid  readr. 


Toward  the  close  oi  the  day  a  messenger 
dashed  to  Col.  Walton's  bivouac,  tossed 
down  an  envelope  at  random,  touched  his 
cap  and  sped  on.  Tearing  the  envelope, 
the  commander  read  the  ten  words  that 
ordered  the  Washington  battalion  into 
action  at  once.  But  a  magnificent  and  in 
spiring  parade  was  all  that  cameof  it.  Lee 
countenuauded  the  order  for  attack. 

At  Second  Bull  Run  only  iwo  companies 

of  the  Washingtons  were  In  reserve;  one 
followed  Jeb  Stuart  in  his  exploits  and 
one  fought  in  the  line  with  Pickett'*  bri- 
gade. The  reser"e  batteries  were  put  in 
at  the  angie  where  Longstreet  and  Jack- 
son's lines  came  together  at  the  decisive 
moment  to  overwhelm  Porter's  corps  at 
Groveton  on  the  30th  of  August.  It  was 
these  guns  that  buffeted  Porter's  attack 
and  saved  Jackson.  At  Antietam  the  en- 
tire Louisiana  battalion  was  posted  on  the 
Sharpsburg  hill  in  rear  of  the  infantry. 
Stonewall  Jackson  was  away,  and  there 
were  to  be  no  reserves  in  the  struggle  to 
keep  McClellan's  army  at  bay  that  17th  of 
September,  the  bloodiest  day  of  battle  this 
continent  ever  kn^w.  When  Longstreet 
formed  his  line  he  said  to  the  artillerists, 
"Put  all  iu.  every  gun,  long  range  and 
short  range."  They  were  needed,  and  it 
came  to  this  in  Capt.  Miller's  third  com- 
pany that  in  the  contest  of  an  hour  and  a 
half  for  the  mastery  of  Sharpsburg 
heights  the  captain  was  the  only  officer 
left  out  of  five,  and  he  had  only  enon:ih 
men  to  work  two  guns.  The  infantry 
around  about  were  idle  for  want  of  bullets, 
and  a  sergeant  of  the  battery  went  among 
them  to  i£et  help  to  work  the  guns.  Regi- 
ments of  fresh  troops  that  seemed  to  the 
enemy  exhaustless,  McClellan  hurled 
against  that  hill.  Longstreet  dismounted 
and  directed  the  work  of  Miller's  gtins, 
while  Miller  himself  and  Longstreet's  staff  | 
officers  handled  the  rammers  and  car- 
tridges asd  rolled  the  cannon  forward  after 
each  i-ecoil.     They  saved  the  hill. 

Barely  hatl  the  Louisianians  refilled 
their  chests  after  repulsing  our  lines  at 
Sharpsburg  when  Bumside  sprung  his 
belated  attack  across  the  famous  bridge. 
When  he  got  across  the  creek  to  the  bluffs 
long  lines  of  cannon  were  awaiting  him. 
and  a  few  rounds  finished  the  business 
tl;ere.  The  battalion  lost  at  Antietam  4 
officers  and  62  men  killed  and  wounded,  a 
heavy  roll  for  artillery.  But  when  re- 
sert'es  are  called  in  it  means  hot  work. 

It  was  on  the  heights  of  P'redericksburg 
that  these  Tiger  cannoneers  did  their 
bloodiest  execution.  Their  caimon  on  the 
cre>t  of  Marye's  Hill  signaled  the  first 
crossing  of  Bumside's  army  to  call  in  scat- 
tered Confe<;erate  corps  to  the  scene,  and 
afterwanl  mowed  down  the  storming  col- 
umns of  Hancock,  French  and  Howard  in 
front  of  the  Stonewall  and  Sunken  road. 
The  pieces  were  well  masked  by  trees  and 
shrubbery  and  a  line  of  extended  earth- 
work redoubts.  The  fire  was  held  until 
the  a.ssailanls  reached  the  foot  of  the  slope 
{•.nd  began  the  ascent^  ignorant  of  what 
vriis  in  store  for  them  above.  Then  the 
word  of  CoL  Wait-on,  "'Tentionl  Com- 
mence firingl"  and  the  awful  slaughter  by 
canister  huiletl  upon  solid  ranks  of  men  at 
fifty  to  seventy-five  paces  was  opened. 

It  was  not  all  one  »ded,  though,  for  the 
Union  artillery  and  sharpshooters  from  the 
houses  on  the  plain  and  from  the  Stafford 
bluffs  across  the  valley  made  targets  of 
the  cannoneers  perched  on  those  heights. 
At  one  cannon  the  man  ramming  home 
was  bored  through  the  spine  by  a  sharp- 
shooter's bullet,  and  the  arm  of  a  comrade 
that  seized  the  staff  from  his  hand  was  in- 
stantly shattered.     The  man  holding  vent 


>iew  Orleans  a  fittn  company  of  the  Wasb- 
Ington  artillery  joined  Beauregard's  com- 
mand at  Shiloh.  It  bore  the  corps  symbol 
of  the  tiger's  head  on  all  the  desperate 
fields  of  the  west  as  valiantly  as  the  First 
l>attalion  hail  done  iu  the  east.  So  the  ' 
men  who  httnted  with  Sherman,  Thomas 
and  "Old  Rosy  '  also  looked  into  the  lierce 
eves  and  felt  the  keen  tushes  of  the  beast 
that  roamed  so  wide  from  his  native  jungle 
in  the  Ix)uisiana  lowlands.

shatteretl  elbow  and  his  successor  was  shot 
down  before  the  loading  was  finished.  At 
another  jjiece  a  corporal  was  struck  by  a 
bullet  while  serving  a  cartridge.  He 
crawled  around  to  the  breech  and  l)egged 
to  Lave  "one  more  shot,"  sighted  the  gun 
and  arose  to  pull  the  lanyanl,  when  a  solid 
shot  struck  him  in  the  brea-st  and  Jie  fei! 
dead  across  the  trail.  In  another  redoubt 
the  fight  was  merrier  for  a  time.  A  so.id 
shot  from  a  Union  battering  gun  tore 
through  the  heavy  wall  and  dropp>e<i  still. 
One  of  the  cannoneers  picked  it  up  and 
s;iid.  "Let's  send  it  back  again/'  For  the 
sport  of  it  it  was  rammed  into  a  gun  and 
sent  down  the  hill  into  the  sad  crowd  it 
had  been  intended  to  aid  and  not  destroy. 
That  cannoneer  was  badly  wounded  be- 
fore the  laugh  over  his  joke  had  died  away. 
It  cost  the  Tigers  .30  men  killed  and 
wounded  to  hold  Marye's  Hill  that  day, 
and  they  went  through  another  tussle  be- 
fore the  affair  was  over  that  cost  them  13 
killed  and  wounded,  32  captured  and  6 
cannon  made  prizes  by  the  enemy.  That 
hitch  they  didn't  hold  the  hill  either. 
When  Sedgwick's  Sixth  corps  stormed 
those  heights  on  Sunday,  May  3.  l!s63,  four 
guns  of  the  Washington  artillery  were 
stationed  to  guard  them.  The  remainder, 
with  numerous  infantry  troops,  were  in 
reserve,  but  somehow  the  assailants  were 
on  the  crest  before  the  reser  es  could 
rally  to  save  it.  When  they  id  finally 
rally,  many  of  them  shared  the  fate  of  the 
front  line. 

At  Gettysburg  the  Washingtons  opened 
the  cannonading  against  Cemetery  Ridge 
to  make  Pickett's  job  easier,  but  there 
was  no  glory  to  win  for  Confederate  can- 
noneers in  a  fight  where  their  side  made 
the  charges.  Also  at  Chickamauga, 
six  weeks  later,  where  they  were  with 
Longstreet's  corps,  the  Confederate  artil- 
lerists chiefly  looked  on  while  the  infantry 
captured  cannon  to  re-equip  the  batteries. 
After  the  we.stern  campaign  ended,  in  1863, 
the  battalion  was  ordered  to  the  defense  of 
Richmond,  on  the  James  river  line.  In  18t>4 
it  was  in  the  thick  of  the  fighting  at  Drew- 
ry's  Bluff  and  at  Petersburg,  never  miss- 
ing a  battle,  for  the  day  of  reserves  in  the 
southern  camps  was  over.  At  Drewry's 
Bluff,  May  16,  18&4,  the  battalion  lost  30 
killed  and  wounded.  A  month  later  it  en- 
tered the  works  at  Petersburg  and  staid 
there  to  the  end.  The  Second  company 
built  and  manned  Fort  "Damnation," 
across  the  way  from  the  Union  Fort 
"Hell."  Men  were  so  scarce  that  the 
drivers  turned  cannoneers.  Every  battery 
in  the  battalion  was  officered  by  men  who 
began  as  privates  in  1^61.  In  the  brilliant 
fight  at  Fort  Gregg,  the  last  Confederate 
stronghold  to  give  in  when  the  works  fell, 
on  April  2,  IStS,  Lieut.  McElroy,  of  the 
Washingtons.  with  a  band  of  twenty-five 
drivers,  handled  the  guns.  The  defense 
was  one  of  the  most  noted  of  the  war. 
One  rear  after  Walton's  battalion  left

They 
agreed,  therefore,  to  charge  profitable 
rates  for  doing  the  city  printing  and 
they  asked  not  a  single  cent  more  than 
the  amount  fixed  by  act  of  the  legisla- 
ture. If  this  be  collusion,  if  this  be 
fraud,  then  lei  Judge  Stearns  and  the 
grand  jury  make  the  most  of  it!

THE  CITY  PRINTING. 

Judge  Stearns  saw  fit  in  his  charge  to 
the  grand  jury  yesterday  to  draw  atten- 
tion to  the  city  printing  contract  atiiKto 
charge  that  the  printing,  "which  cost 
last  year  about  $4000  or  $5000,  will  this 
year  run  up  to  nearly  $20,000,"  and  that 
•*the  contract  for  the  work  was  let  with- 
out any  sutiflcient  guarantee  that  the 
printers  and  publishers  were  not  in  col- 
hisiop."  The  judge  qualified  his  state- 
nent  by  saying  that  he  was  "informed" 
that  such  were  the  facts.  It  may  be 
proper  at  this  time  to  say  that  the  judge 
was  misinformed  upon  both  the  points. 
The  city  printing  last  year  cost  more 
than  the  sum  mentioned.  It  will  not 
amount  this  year  to  the  sum  that  he 
estimated,  probably  not  to  more  than 
$io,oco. 

The  reference  to  the  publishers  being 
in  coliusioii  is  undoubtedly  a  charge  that 
they  entered  into  a  combination  to  de- 
fraud the  city.  This  also  is  incorrect. 
There  was  no  combination  on  the  part 
ci  »Me  newspaper  publishers  for  any  such 
puijjose.  They  did  not  seek  to  secure 
from  the  city  for  the  printing  this  year 
one  cent  more  than  the  sum  allowed  by 
law,  nor  does  the  contract  as  finally  con- 
eluded  by  the  common  council  give  the 
city  printer  one  cent  in  addition  to  the 
rate  prescribed  by  the  statutes  of  Minne- 
sota. The  publishers,  as  was  their  legal 
right,  did  agree  that  they  would  not 
take  the  contract  at  unprofitable  rates. 
They  decided  not  to  engage  in  any  rate 
cutting,  but  to  offer  to  do  the  work  at  the 
exact  figures  allowed  by  law  and  permit 
the  coancil  to  decide  which  paper  should 
receive  the  contract.  If  there  was  any 
collusion  in  this  to  defraud  the  city  )n 
any  manner  whatever  The  Herald  fails 
to  see  it. 

By  the  law  of  this  state  it  is  provided 
that  newspapers  may  charge  for  legal 
publications  "/$  cents  a  folio  for  the  first 
insertion  and  35  cents  per  folio  for  each 
5Bbse<iuent  insertion.  These  figures 
were  fixed  by  the  legislature  as  just  and 
reasonable  compensation  for  the  work. 
It  is  a  lower  price  than  is  fixed  by  law  in 
most  states.  There  is  no  state,  so  far  as 
The  H'jrald  is  aware,  in  which  a  lower 
rate  has  been  established.  This  is  the 
rate  named  in  the  city  printing  contract 
and  it  b  a  just,  reasonable  and  legal 
rate. 

Why  should  the  newspapers  be  ex- 
pected to  charge  the  city  less  tor  legal 
publications  than  they  woidd  charge  any 
individual  citizen?  Every  attorney  who 
publishes  a  legal  notice  in  The  Herald 
pays  the  full  legal  rate,  and  he  in  turn 
collects  it  from  bis  client.  Should  his 
client  be  obliged  to  pay  a  greater  rate 
than  that  charged  to  the  city?  It  is  true 
that  the  city  has  made  printing  con- 
tracts at  lower  rates  in  past  years.  The 
newspaper  which  took  the  contract  at  a 
lower  rate  more  than  a  year  ago  lost 
money  on  the  work  and  went  into  bank- 
ruptcy. This  was  the  fate  of  another 
newspaper  whith  took  the  contract  at  a 
lower  price  several  years  ago.  These 
facts  stared  the  newspaper  publishers  of 
Duluth  in  the  face  this  year,  and  they 
resolved  that  it  was  time  to  put  an  end 
to  such  foolishness.  They  did  put  an 
end  to  it.  They  bid  the  full  legal  rates 
for  the  city  printing  of  Lakeside,  and  the 
contract  was  awarded  to  The  Herald  at 
those  rates.  They  made  similar  bids  for 
the  West  Duluth  printing,  but  the  con- 
tract went  to  a  weekly  paper  in  that  vil- 
lage which  bid  a  few  cents  lower. 

The  grocers  of  Duluth  agree  not  to 
give  more  than  a  certain  number  of 
pounds  of  sugar  for  $1,  because  there  is 
no  profit  in  giving  more.  The  butchers 
of  Duluth  agree  on  a  minimum  price  for 
selling  meats.  Do  we  hear  any  charges 
in  either  case  that  they  have  entered 
into  collusion  to  defraud  the  public? 
Not  at  all.  They  are  simply  exercising 
their  legal  rights.  They  have  decided 
that  selling  meat  or  sugar  at  a  loss  must 
finally  end  in  insolvency,  and  they  have 
agreed  on  prices  that  will  give  a  fair 
margin  of  profit.  That  is  what  the  news- 
paper publishers  have  done.  Their  ad- 
vertising space  is  their  stock-in-trade.

A  GOOD  rOKT  (iO.NE. 
John  Greenleaf  Whittier  is  no  more. 
The  aged  poet  departed  to  his  eternal 
rest  just  as  the  gray  streaks  of  dawn  were 
appearing  on  the  hilltops  of  his  New 
Hampshire  home  this  morning.  The 
news  of  his  departure  from  the  earthly 
sphere  which  he  has  adorned  and 
elevated  by  his  presence  and  influence 
will  be  received  with  regret  throughout 
the  country,  but  no  surprise  can  ac- 
company the  sorrow,  because  the  good 
man  has  lived  the  full  measure  of  human 
life,  has  exceeded  the  allotted  number  of 
days  to  which  the  average  mortal  is 
limited  in  his  pilgrimage  upon  earth, 
and  has  himself  been  quietly  and  pa- 
tiently waiting  for  years  for  the  inevita- 
ble event  that  has  now  occurred.  In  Hav- 
erhill, Mass.,  the  city  of  his  birth,  the 
bells  tolled  today  out  of  respect  for  the 
dead  poet,  recalling  the  words  of  one  of 

his  favorite  poems — 

"Happy  is  he  who  heareth 
The  signal  of  his  release. 

In  the  bells  of  the  Holy  City, 
The  chimes  of  eternal  peace." 

Of  the  bright  galaxy  of  men  long  fam- 
ous in  the  science  and  literature  of  New 
England,  the  "Autocrat  of  the  Breakfast 
Table"  is  now  the  sole  survivor.  Long- 
fellow, Hawthorne,  Lowell,  Motley,  Al- 
cott,  Agassiz  and  now  Whittier  have 
gone,  and  Dr.  Holmes  alone  remains  of 
the  wonderful  and  worthy  company. 
Nearly  all  reached  a  green  old  age,  and 
Whittier  was  rapidly  approaching  the 
eighty-fifth  anniversary  of  his  birth.  He 
was  the  ideal  Quaker  citizen.  Born  on 
a  farm,  he  was  early  brought  into  inti- 
mate communion  with  nature,  and  the 
result  of  that  close  acquaintance  is  seen 
in  his  poems  which  reflect  the  hills,  the 
valleys,  the  forests,  the  livers  and  even 
the  sayings  and  doings  of  the  people 
that  surrounded  him  and  are  marked  by 
a  picturesque  truth  that  give  them  a  pe- 
culiar charm. 

With  the  exception  of  Longfellow, 
W^hittier  has  probably  been  the  most 
popular  of  American  poets.  He  had  a 
warm  place  in  the  affections  of  the  peo- 
ple, who  loved  his  poems  because  of  his 
intense  humanity,  his  clear  and  simple 
language  and  the  common-place  char- 
acter of  the  themes  upon  which  he 
wrote.  He  was  the  poet  of  the  common 
people.  They  could  undsrstand  him 
and  they  appreciated  wha*^  he  uttered. 
His  works,  therefore,  while  not  ranking 
among  the  higher  forms  of  poetry,  se- 
cured a  firm  hold  upou  the  popular 
heart  and  from  that  position  they  will 
not  be  easily  shaken.  Mr.  Whittier's 
poem  "The  Red  River  V'oyageur," 
which  treats  of  a  Northwestern  subject, 
is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  that  eman- 
ated from  his  pen — 

"Is  it  the  clang  of  wild  geese? 

Is  it  the  Indian  yell 
That  lends  to  the  voice  of  the  north  wind 

The  tones  of  a  far-off  bell? 

"Tlie  voyagenr  smiles  as  he  listens 
To  the  sound  that  grows  apace, 

Well  he  knows  the  vesper  ringing 
Of  the  bells  of  St.  Boniface." 


have  attained,  that  not  one  of  the  funny- 
isms  which  they  have  put  into  the  mouth 
of  the  guardian  of  the  wards  in  chancery 
can  compare  with  the  side-splitting 
humor  of  the  suggestion  that  the  Duluth 
newspapers  tried  to  bribe  the  Duluth 
aldermen.

Majority.

Will  Benefit  Duluth. 
Receiver  S.  L.  Frazer,  of  the  United 
States  land  office,  has  just  returned  from 
a  trip  East  by  way  of  Chicago,  where  he 
remained  a  few  days  to  see  the  progress 
of  the  Columbian  exposition.

A  MASTERPIECE  OF  HUMOR. 
It  has  not  been  customary  to  look  for 
humor  upon  the  bench,  although  it  is 
true  that  among  the  greatest  wits  of  past 
ages  have  been  occupants  of  high  ju- 
dicial positions.  Least  of  all  is  it  usual 
to  find  a  joke  concealed  in  a  solemn 
charge  to  a  grand  jury,  that  much 
maligned  "star  chamber"  tribunal  which 
holds  the  very  lives  and  reputations  of 
the  people  within  its  grasp.  It  was^ 
therefore,  soniewhat  of  a  surprise  to  the 
staid  citizen  who  sat  at  his  fireside  last 
evening  and  perused  his  copy  of  The 
Herald  to  discover  that  beneath  the 
rough  and  somewhat  heated  exterior  of 
the  charge  delivered  to  the  grand  jury 
of  St.  Louis  county  yesterday  there 
lurked  a  quiet  vein  of  humor  which 
added  zest  and  piquancy  to  one  of  these 
usually  heavy  and  uninteresting  address- 
es from  the  woolsack.  It  was  a  new 
and  happy  feature  which  no  doubt  the 
staid  citizen  duly  appreciated. 

The  suggestion  that  the  nelsvspapers 
may  have  been  the  instigators  of  the  at- 
tempt to  bribe  three  aldermen  is  a  play 
of  fancy  that  could  only  be  indulged  in 
by  some  one  whose  sense  of  humor  was 
attuned  to  a  high  pitch,  and  whose  ap- 
preciation of  the  exquisite  delicacy  of 
veiled  sarcasm  was  the  result  of  careful 
cultivation.  The  idea  that  the  newspa- 
pers of  Duluth,  either  singly,  doubly  or 
collectively,  would  for  a  moment  think 
of  offering  backsheesh  to  one  of  the  city's 
virtuous  fathers  is  sufficient  in  itself  to 
arouse  the  risibilities  of  the  most  chronic 
dyspeptic,  while  the  further  thought  that 
any  one  newspaper  in  Duluth,  or  all 
combined,  could  raise  three  relays  of 
S200  in  crisp,  fresh,  negotiable  currency 
of  the  realm  is  infinitely  superior,  in  its 
humorous  aspects,  to  any  scene  wit- 
nessed in  the  most  excrutiatingly  funny 
farce  comedies  of  the  day. 

It  must  be  regarded  therefore  as  an 
illustration  of  the  infinite  superiority  of 
judicial  w'it  over  the  feeble,  trashy 
humorisms  of  the  comic  playwrights. 
There  is  only  one  case  which  can  be  re- 
called at  this  moment  where  judicial  wit 
and  humor  has  been  transplanted  to  the 
stage — the  case  of  the  lord  high  chancel- 
lor in  "lolanthe" — but  we  submit,  with

Sketch  of  the  Career  of  One  of  the 

Most  Popular  Poets  in 

America. 


Hampton  Falls,  N.  H.,  .Sept.  7.- 
John  G.  Whittier  died  at  4:30  this  morn 
ing.  He  passed  away  peacefully.  His 
nearest  relatiyes  and  Dr.  Douglass  were 
at  his  bedside  when  death  came  and  he 
seemed  to  be  conscious  of  his  surround- 
ings at  the  la?t  moment.  The  funeral 
will  take  place  at  Amesbury,  Mass.,  Sat- 
urday afternoon.  According  to  Quaker 
custom  the  services  will  be  quite  simple 
and  no  sermon  will  be  preached. 

Feelings  of  Sadness. 
Haverhill,  Mass.,  Sept.  7.— The 
news  of  the  death  of  John  G.  Whittier 
was  received  here  with  universal  feel- 
ings of  sadness  and  regret.  The  city 
hall  bell  was  struck  eighty-four  times  at 
8  o'clock  as  indicating  the  age  of  the  de- 
ceased, and  flags  on  the  public  buildings 
and  school  houses  displayed  at  half  mast 
as  tokens  of  respect  for  the  dead  poet. 

The  Poet's  Life. 

John  Greenleaf  Whittier  was  born  on 
a  farm  at  Haverhill,  Mass.,  Dec.  17,  1807. 
His  parents  were  members  of  the  Society 
of  Friends,  and  to  the  principles  and 
practices  of  this  sect  he  always  remained 
faithful,  conforming  even  to  its  peculiar- 
ities of  speech  and  garb  in  a  community 
where  such  observance,  by  being  sin- 
gular, must  often  have  been  trying  to  a 
temperament  so  shy  and  sensitive  as  his. 
A  farm  hand  taught  him  shoemaking 
and  by  this  occupation  he  earned  enough 
to  warrant  his  attending  Haverhill 
academy  during  six  months  of  1827. 
While  yet  in  his  19th  year  he  contributed 
anonymous  verse  to  the  poet's  corner  of 
the  Free  Press,  a  journal  edited  by  W. 
L.  Garrison  in  Newburyport,  which 
finally  led  to  a  lasting  friendship  be- 
tween him  and  Garrison.  His  father 
dying,  he  carried  on  the  farm  for  five 
years,  and  in  1835  ^^s  sent  to  the  gen- 
eral court  from  Haverhill. 

During  all  these  years  he  had  been  an 
industrious  worker,  contributing  poems 
to  Neal's  "Yankee"  and  the  New  Eng- 
land Magazine  where  the  "Autocrat"  be- 
gan his  admirable  discourses.  He  held 
several  editorial  positions  in  Boston, 
Haverhill  and  Hartford,  and  then  re- 
moved to  Philadelphia,  where  he  edited 
the  Pennsylvania  Freeman  with  such 
sincerity  that  its  office  was  sacked  and 
burned  by  a  mob.  In  1840  he  took  up 
his  abode  in  Amesbury,  a  quiet  villaj;e 
near  his  birthplace,  and  there,  in  the 
simple  dignity  of  a  frugal  independence, 
the  fruit  of  his  own  literary  labors,  he 
lived  subsequently.  In  his  seclusion 
W^hittier  was  not  idle,  as  the  long  list  of 
his  works  will  attest.  A  final  edition  of 
his  poetical  and  prose  works  was  super- 
vised by  himself  and  issued  three  years 
ago  in  seven  volumes.

Another  Strange  Attempt  to  Have  Him 

Locked  Up. 

Rev.    Dr.    Robert    Forbes,    the    well 

known  Methodist  minister  who  has  been 

residing  in  and  around  Duluth  for  some 

time  past,  is  again  before  the  probate 
court  at  St.  Paul,  on  information  of  m- 
sanity.  About  a  year  ago  he  was  com- 
mitted to  the  Rochester  asylum,  where 
he  remained  about  a  month,  when  he 
was  discharged.  His  hallucination  was 
in  regard  to  the  faithfulness  of  his  wife. 
Information,  says  the  Dispatch,  was 
lately  filed  against  him  by  the  church 
ofificials  with  a  view  to  having  him  again 
restrained.  Rev.  David  Morgan  and 
Frank  Doran  were  in  the  court  yester- 
day and  testified  that  he  was  of  unsound 
mind,  in  their  belief,  while  A.  H.  Lohlker 
testified,  in  behalf  of  the  doctor,  that  his 
mind  was  sound. 

It  appears  that  Dr.  Forbes  believes 
that  his  wife  was  unfaithful  with  a  Mr. 
Leybourne,  formerly  of  the  firm  of  Ley- 
bourne  &  Craig.  Mrs.  Forbes  is  now  in 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.  His  examination  was 
made  bv  Doctors  Murphy  and  Markoe 
before  Judge  Olivier  and  was  continued 
until  today,  with  the  probability  that  he 
will  be  discharged.  He  appeared  calm  and 
collected,  answering  all  questions  in  a 
relevant  manner.  The  physicians  were 
impressed  with  his  manner  and  seemed 
inclined  to  think  him  all  right.  Certain- 
ly Dr.  Forbes  has  not  exhibited  any 
symptoms  of  insanity  while  in  Duluth. 
He  delivered  several  public  addresses, 
which  were  marked  by  clear  reasoning, 
elegant  diction  and  a  vigorous  and  im- 
pressive si^yle.  The  frequent  attempts 
to  confine  him  in  an  insane  asylum  ap- 
pear very  peculiar.

The  sound  of  pistol  shots  in  the  in- 
terior of  "Cogin  &  Johnson's  "White 
Front"  saloon  at  West  Duluth  last  even- 
ing shortly  after  6  o'clock  attracted  a 
crowd  in  short  order,  and  as  soon  as  the 
first  comers  reached  the  saloon  they  be- 
held Mike  Haggerty  and  John  Murphy 
lying  on  the  tloor  writhing  in  the  agoay 
of  fatal  wounds. 

The  circumstances  leading  to  the 
tragedy  are  pretty  well  known,  and  there 
were  several  witnesses.  It  appears  on 
Monday  night  that  Murphy  went  into 
the  "White  Front"  saloon  and  Lad  some 
altercation  with  the  bartender,  Frank 
Houck,  who  hit  him  on  the  head  with  a 
beer  glass,  while  Cogin,  one  of  the  pro- 
prietors, is  said  to  have  stood  by  and 
said  approvingly,  "Go  in  Frank;  do  the 
;  I'll  back  you:"  Mur- 
phy then  withdrew  from  the  saloon  and 
went  to  his  home. 

Last  evening,  just  before  the  shooting, 
Murphy  was  walking  down  Central  ave- 
nue and  met  Mike  Haggerty  near  the 
"White  Front,"  and  Haggerty  said: 
"Come,  Murph;  let's  take  a  drink,"  and 
started  for  the  "White  Front. '  Murphy 
said,  according  to  the  statement  of  sev- 
eral hearers  on  the  sidewalk,  "I  don't 
want  to  go  in  there,"  but  Haggerty,  who 
knew  nothing  of  the  trouble  of  the  pre- 
vious night,  said,  "Oh,  come  alongl '  and 
into  the  saloon  they  went.  Bartender 
Frank  Houck,  the  murderer,  was  on 
duty  and  as  Murphy  was  seen  entering 
he  made  some  taunting  remark  to  which 
Murphy  replied,  "Well,  you're  feeling  as 
hostile  as  you  did  last  night," 
and  just  as  he  finished  the 
speech  Houck  opened  fire,  the  first 
shot  striking  Murphy  in  the  abdomen 
and  bringing  him  to  his  knees,  from 
which  position  he  afterwards  fell  over  on 
the    floor.     Haggerty     said:       "Houck, 

you're  a  d d  coward  to   shoot  a    man 

down  like  that,"  and  Houck  immediately 
turned  his  weapon  on  Haggerty  and 
fired  three  shots  at  hira,  each  bullet 
striking  him.  One  shot  took  effect  in 
the  left  groin,  one  in  the  right  hip,  sever- 
ing the  artery,  and  the  other  in  the  ab- 
domen, any  one  of  them  being  fatal 
hurts. 

Haggerty  fell  and  Houck    seizing   his 
coat  put  it  on    hastily  and    went  for  the 
money  drawer,  with  his    revolver    in  his 
^  hand.    He    opened    the    drawer    in  the 
jresence  of    James    Cogin,  who  said,  so 
the      witnesses      allege,  "Take    all  the 
, stuff       there      is      there      and      skip." 
J  Houck  went  out      of      the      back  door 
of      the      place      and      came      out    on 
i  Central  avenue  by  a  back   way,   crossed 
■  over  to  the  City  livery  stable    where    he 
washed  himself,  asked  the   proprietor  to 
fix  his  shirt  for  him,  and  remarked    that 
he  *had   had    some    more   trouble  with 
Murphy  and  was  trying  to  get  away.  Be- 
fore he  left    the      saloon,    however,   he 
struck  Haggerty,  who  was  tossing  about 
on  the  floor,  several  blows  with  the   butt 
of  hi-  revolver.    There  are   a  number  of 
rumors  afloat  as  to  the    track    taken  by 
the   murderer    after    this,    but    nothing 
positive  is  known. 

Haggertv  died  about  twenty  minutes 
after  the  shooting  and  Murphy  lingered 
along  until  a  little  after  3  o'clock  this 
morning.  The  former  is  a  small  man. 
He  was  unmarried  and  was  employed  as 
an  edger  in  a  lumber  mill  at  New  Du- 
luth. He  was  32  years  old  and  recently 
came  from  Kingston,  Ontario.  He 
boarded  while  in  West  Duluth  with  a 
family  name'^  Cullom  on  Second  avenue 
and  First  street.  He  was  a  quiet,  peace- 
a'ole  man.  John  Murphy  was  employed 
at  th:;  car  works  as  a  carpenter,  and 
lived  on  State  street  in  Sharp's  addition 
with  his  wife  and  family  of  two  children 
and  his  parents.  He  was  taken  home 
immediately  after  the  shooting,  but  sank 
rapidly  and  died  as  stated. 

In  le^  than  ten  minutes  after  the 
bloody  affair  Chief  of  Police  Arthur 
Brigg*  arrested  Jimes  Cogin,  one  of  the 
proprietors,  William  King,  a  bartender, 
and  Fred  Kennedy,  a  sort  of  general 
chore  man  about  the  place.  They  were 
taken  to  the  city  lock-up  and  kept  there 
until  about  9:30  o'clock,  when  thev  were 
placed  in  the  care  of  Detective  Kenna, 
of  the  Duluth  force,  and  Patrolman  Ed 
Schell,  of  the  West  Duluth  force,  and 
brought  to  Duluth.  Cogin  and  King 
were  handcuffed  together  and  Kennedy 
was  not  ironed.  The  prisoners  were 
taken  across  lots  and  crossed  the  St. 
Paul  &  Duluth  railroad  tracks,  near  the 
storage  warehouse,  and  went  up  the  back 
streets  until  they  struck  the  street  car 
line,  near  Hoyt's  theater,  where  the  party 
took  a  street  car.  which  they  left  at 
Fourth  avenue  east  and  walked  from 
there  to  the  county  jail,  where  Sheriff 
Sharvey  took  charge  of  the  prisoners. 
No  demonstration  from  the  peopk  was 
feared,  but  it  was  thought  best  to  avoid 
the  crowd  in  the  street.  The  men  were 
quite  communicative,  except  King,  and 
talked  freely. 

Chief  Briggs  covered  every  avenue  of 
escape  as  soon  as  possible  and  it  is 
hardly  possible  that  Houck.  the  murder- 
er, will  be  at  hberty  more  than  a  day  or 
to.  He  is  about  26  years  old,  weighs  140 
pounds,  has  a  small  black  mustache  and 
has  a  peculiar  habit  of  blinking  or  wink- 
ing his  eyes  when  talking.  He  is  said 
to  have  had  a  previous  shooting  scrape 
elsewhere. 

Cogin  on  the  way  up  from  W' est  Du- 
luth last  evening  said  that  he  had  not 
assisted  Houck  to  escape  and  gave  as 
an  excuse  for  not  attempting  to  prevent 
his  going  that  he  was  afraid  of  him. 
Cogin  said  that  he  is  a  determined, 
quick-tempered  man  and  he  thought  the 
best  thing  to  do  was  to  keep  out  of  dan- 
ger. Kennedy  says  he  knows  nothing 
about  the  affair  having  been  in  the  back 
vard  at  the  time  it  occurred. 

The  inquest  is  in  progress  this  after- 
ternoon  at  W^est  Duluth,  and  Dr.  Ek- 
lund,  the  coroner,  was  on  the  ground 
within  thirty  minutes  after  the  shooting 
and  secured  the  names  of  a  number  of 
the  witnesses.  Murphy,  before  his  death, 
made  a  short  statement  of  the  affair  say- 


ing that  he  went  into  the  saloon 
purpose  of  thrashing  Houck. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  West  Duluth 
council  has  been  called  for  this  evening 
and  a  large  reward  will  be  offered  for 
Houcks  capture  if  it  can  legally  be 
done. 


THE  ROAD  "FLUNKED.

Northern  Pacific  Alleged  to  Have 
Broken  a  Contract. 
The  complaint  was  tiled  yesterday  \r 
the  district  court  in  a  suit  brought  by 
Jacob  Bean  and  John  G.  Nelson  against 
the  Northern  Pacific  railway  and  the 
Central  Trust  company  of  New  York,  as 
co-defendant,  to  recover  $100,000  dam- 
ages and  to  compel  the  railway  to  carry 
out  a  contract.  This  contract  was  en- 
tered into  on  June  1,  1887,  and  was  a  sale 
of  all  the  white  pine  timber  on  the  lands 
secured  from  the  government  under  the 
grant  of  July  2,  1864.  bv  the  Lake  Supe- 
rior &  Mississippi  railway.  The  road 
was  to  receive  $1.25  per  acre  and  $2  per 
thousand  for  all  the  timber  cut  from  the 
lands  named  in  the  complaint  which  are 
townships  51  to  55,  in  ranges  6  to  21  in 
St.  Louis  and  Lake  counties.  The  con- 
tract likewise  contained  an  option  on 
the  lands  under  which  the  parties 
could  purchase  from  the  road  at  5  cents 
per  acre  after  the  timber  was  cut. 

The  contract  was  made  by  James 
O'Bnen  and  J.  C.  OGorman,  and  on 
March  7.  1891,  was  transferred  to  D.  M. 
Sabin,  who  in  turn  transferred  it  to  the 
plaintiffs  in  this  action.  The  parties 
making  the  contract  were  required  to 
pav  the  amount  of  the  cost  of  a  survey 
and  estimate  of  the  timber,  and  25  per 
cent  of  the  residue  of  the  amount  due 
on  the  contract,  as  determined  by  the 
estimate,  within  sixty  days,  and  the 
other  75  per  cent  in  three  annual  pay- 
ments, no  timber  to  be  cut  until  the 
whole  amount  was  paid.  The  contract 
was  to  run  for  twenty  years.  The  plain- 
tiffs allege  that  $5000  covering  the  cost 
of  the  survey  was  paid  by  O'Brien  and 
O'Gorman,  but  that  the  company  then 
refused  to  further  carry  out  the  agree- 
ment, and  l%;er  on  mortgaged  the  land 
to  the  Central  Trust  company,  of  New 
York. 

The  plaintiffs  therefore  ask  the  court 
to  compel  the  road  to  live  up  to  the  con- 
tract, and  also  to  award  them  $100,000, 
this  being  the  value  of  the  timber,  as 
shown  by  the  estimate,  above  the  price 
stipulated  in  the  contract. 

SUPERIOR  NEWS. 


Dan  Buchanan,  Jr..  is    Nominated  for 
Conjrress. 
Daniel  Buchanan,  Jr.,  of  Superior,  was 

yesterday  nominated  to  lead  an  almost 
forlorn  hope — he  is  the  Democratic  can- 
didate for  congress  in  the  Tenth  district, 
which  is  Republican  by  at  least  8,000 
majority.  He  undoubtedly  owes  his 
nomination  to  David  Dobie  who  was 
really  the  favorite  but  did  not  want  it 
and  worked  like  a  beaver  for  Buchanan. 
The  convention  was  held  in  Superior 
yesterday. 

William  Nichols,  a  fireman  on  one  of 
the  Terminal  engines,  was  seriously  hurt 
about  midnight  last  night.  The  engine 
was  switching  in  the  Eastern  Minnesota 
yards  and  was  running  fairly  rapidly 
when  it  jumped  the  track.  Nichols  was 
thrown  against  one  of  the  levers  and 
probably  injured  internally.

Toniffht  John  L.  Sallivan  and  James 

J.  Corbett  Will  Meet  to  Figrht 

to  a  Finish. 


The  *  General   Opinion   is    That   the 
Boston  Champion  Will  Again 
f         be  a  Winner. 


Considered  That  he  Must   Win  in  a 

Few  Rounds  or  Not  at 

All. 


New  Orleans,  Sept.  7.— "Who  will 
win  the  big  fight?"  is  the  question  that 
is  just  now  on  the  lips  of  every  sporting 
man  in  the  country,  and,  as  is  usually 
the  case  when  two  meet,  opinions  differ 
and  differ  very  widely,  though  in  the 
great  majority  of  cases  Sullivan  is  tip- 
ped as  the  winner,  and  with  good  rea- 
son, for  John  L.  has  met  the  best  men  of 
his  day,  and  in  not  one   single  instance 

has  he  been  compelled  to  lower  his 
colors.  It  has  been  argued  that  Sullivan 
has  been  a  lucky  pugulist  and  that  he 
has  met  no  really  "top-notchers"  at  the 
game,  Ryan,  Goss,  Kilrain  and  others  all 
being  in  the  second  class. 

The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  all  these 
men  have  been  second-class  pugilists, 
and  for  the  very  reason  that  Sullivan  has 
always  stood  in  the  first-class  alone,  the 
others  being  made  to  look  inferior  in 
consequence.  If  Sullivan  could  be  car- 
ried back  for  ten  years  and  be  the  same 
mighty  gladiator  that  faced  Paddy  Ryan 
in  the  ring  at  Mississippi  City  ten  years 
ago  last  February,  it  is  safe  to  assert 
that  his  appearance  would  strike  terror 
to  Corbett's  heart  as,  it  did  to  Ryan's  on 
that  memorable  occasion.  That  morn- 
ing the  writer  sat  under  the  ropes  in 
Sullivan's  comer  when  Joe  Goss  re- 
marked to  the  Boston  boy:  "Stand  and 
swell  up  your  muscles,  John,  and  scare 
him  to  death."

As  Sullivan  obeyed  the  order  and  the 
blanket  fell  from  his  massive  shoulders 
he  presented  an  appearance  that  those 
who  saw  him  on  that  occasion  will  never 
forget.  The  muscles  on  his  back  stood 
out  like  cables,  and  as  he  raised  bis 
arms  above  his  head  and  turned  his 
back  on  Ryan  the  latter  turned  as  white 
as  a  ghost.  That  was  the  first  glimpse 
of  Sullivan  in  ring  costume  that  Ryan 
had  ever  had,  and  he  looked  then  as 
though  he  would  be  perfectly  willing  to 
throw  up  the  contract  that  he  had  under- 
taken. 

Ryan  was  scared  to  death  before  the 
battle  began  and  the  first  time  that  John 
L,  landed  his  right  he  was  a  whipped 
man.  He  fell  forward  on  his  face  like  a 
man  that  was  mortally  shot  and  both 
Goss  and  Madden,  who  were  seconding 
the  big  fellow,  thought  for  a  moment 
that  Ryan  was  a  dead  man.  With 
visions  of  a  prison  cell  before  their  eyes 
they  both  begged  Sullivan  not  to  hit  him 
again  like  that  or  he  would  kill  him,  and 
from  that  time  on  Sullivan  was  more 
careful;  otherwise  the  battle  would  have 
been  over  m  the  second  round. 

That  was  ten  years  ago,  and  ten  years 
is  a  long  time,  and  especially  long  to  a 
man  who  has  lived  at  the  rate  of  speed 
thit  Sullivan  has  lived,  and  no  one  ex- 
pects to  see  him  the  perfect  gladiator 
that  he  was  on  that  occasion.  "Sullivan 
can't  train  I"  has  been  the  cry  of  scores 
of  men  who  have  for  years  wanted  to 
see  the  American  pugilist  idol  dethroned. 
It  was  the  cry  before  the  Kilrain  fight, 
and  yet  he  did  train,  and  as  a  result  Kil- 
rain was  beaten.  He  has  «4rained  this 
time,  and  don't  you  let  any  one  fool  you 
by  telling  you  that  he  is  not  in  condition. 
True  he  may  not  be  in  the  condition  t'nat 
he  was  ten  years  ago.  That  is  not  to  be 
expected,  but  he  is  in  good  enouc;h  con- 
dition to  suit  his  backers,  and  there  are 
a  few  shrewder  men  in  the  business  than 
are  Messrs.  Johnson  and  Wakely. 

The  men  who  pin  their  faith  to  Cor- 
bett are  men  who  haye  had  very  little 
experience  in  ring  matters.  Phil  Dwyer, 
who  finds  a  part  of  his  stake,  knows 
more  about  the  racing  game  than  he  does 
of  fighting,  and  Brady  is  more  familiar 
with  the  stage  than  with  the  roped  arena. 
Both  of  these  men  may  be  fair  judges  of 
the  merits  of  a  pugilist,  but  they  are  not 
educated  to  the  business  of  picking  win- 
ners in  that  line  as  are  W^ely  and 
Johnson. 

It  is  commonly  said  that  Corbett  is 
the  best  man  that  Sullivan  has  ever  been 
called  upon  to  meet,  but  there  are  no 
good  grounds  given  for  the  truth  of  the 
assertion.  Corbett  is  clever  and  shifty, 
bjt  he  has  never  yet  shown  thaAe  could 
hit  hard  enough  to  stop  a  really  good 
man.  He  shines  best  as  an  exhibition 
boxer  and  not  as  a  finish  fighter.  Joe 
Choynski  is  the  only  fighter  of  note  that 
he  has  ever  defeated  in  a  finish  fight  and 
Joe  Choynski  has  never  been  considered 
even  a  good  second-class  pugilist.  He 
got  the  verdict  from  Jake  Kilrain  in  a 
si^x-round  contest  at  New  Orleans,  but 
Kilrain  had  underestimated  his  man 
and  failed  to  fit  himself  for  the  encoun- 
ter as  he  should  have  done. 

It  is  upon  his  lastencountei  with  Peter 
Jackson,  which  was  declared  a  *draw  at 
the  end  of  sixty-ona  rounds  that  his  fame 
as  a  pugilist    rests.    Corbett    was    well 


content  to  secure  a  draw  at  this  time  and 
Jackson  has  never  been  able  to  get  on  a 
meeting  with  him  since,  though  he  has 
time  and  time  again  tried  to  do  so.  That 
Jackson  was  not  in  condition  when  he 
met  "Pompadour  Jim"  is  a  fact  well 
known  to  the  admirers  of  the  black 
champion  and  were  the  pair  to  meet 
again  the  odds  would  be  on  Peter  the 
Great.  To  a  man  up  a  tree  it  would 
look  very  much  as  though  both  Corbett 
and  his  backer  were  "whistling  to  keep 
their  courage  up." 

There  is  an  old  adage  that  the  pitcher 
that  goes  too  often  to  the  well  will  get 
broken  at  last.  Sullivan  has  been  pretty 
often,  but  there  is  too  much  moss  along 
his  pathway  for  the  pitcher  to  get 
broken  this  time,  and  the  metal  of  which 
he  is  made  is  too  hard  to  be  broken  by 
such  a  pair  of  hands  as  Corbett  pos- 
sesses. In  a  fight  with  bare  knuckles 
Corbett's  cleverness  might  stand  him  in 
good  stead,  but  with  gloves  on  it  is  the 
hardest  hitter  who  pJl^sesses  all  the  ad- 
vantage. Let  Sullivan  land  once  or 
twice  either  over  Corbett's  heart  or  on

his  neck,  and  the  cleverness  of  the  Cali- 
fomian  will  vanish.  He  will  forget  all 
of  his  theatrical  poses  and  pretty  boxing 
tricks.  He  may  be  able  to  keep  away 
from  the  big  fellow  for  a  time,  and  in 
this  will  lie  his  only  safety. 

It  has  been  said  that  Corbett  would 
himself  adopt  rushing  tactics.  If  so,  the 
battle  will  be  a  short,  sharp  and  deci- 
sive one.  Should  Corbett  win,  and  it  will 
be  an  accident  if  he  does,  there  will  be 
more  money  lost  on  the  result  than  was 
was  ever  before  in  any  ring  encounter 
since  the  world  began.  Taking  the 
qualmcations  of  both  men  and  their  re- 
cords into  consideration  it  is  difficult  to 
see  how  Sullivan  can  be  beaten.  He 
proved  in  the  ring  at  Chantilly  that  he 
was  equally  as  clever  as  Charley 
Mitchell  and  that  Mitchell  is  as  clever  as 
Corbett  seems  to  be  the  general  opinion 
of  all  who  have  seen  both  men  perform. 
He  has  been  clever  enough  to  whip  or 
stand  off  every  man  that  he  has  ever 
gone  against  and  what  more  can  be 
asked?  In  the  matter  of  hitting  power 
nobody  for  an  instant  pretends  that  Cor- 
bett IS  an  equal,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  the 
wond  has  ever  seen  a  man  possessed  of 
the  same  wonderful  power.  This  alone 
shcild  give  him  the  victory,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  the  fact  that  a  contest  under 
Queensberry  rules  is  one  just  to  his  lik- 
in=^,  for  with  a  good  referee  there  can  be 
no  falling  down  to  avoid  punishment, 
but  a  man  must  stand  and  take  his  gruel, 

ANOTHER  MAN'S  VIEW. 


Sullivan  Must  "Win  In  a  Few  Rounds  or 
Not  at  all. 
New  Orleans,  Sept.  7.— Now  that 
the  combination  of  the  three  Jacks  is 
broken  the  question  among  the  sports  is 
"will    the    champion    win?"     McAuliffe 

and  Dixon  in  their  respective  classes 
have  proven  conclusively  that  they  are 
worthy  bearers  of  the  titles  they  hold.and 
now  the  thing  that  the  lovers  of  pugil- 
isna  want  to  see  settled  is  whether  John 
L.  Sullivan  will  be  able  to  retain  his 
honors  or  if  they  will  pass  to  younger 
shoulders. 

It  is  but  true  to  say  that  a  large  ma- 
jority of  the  men  assembled  on  the 
streets  of  this  city,  and  there  are  thou- 
sands of  them  talking  of  the  big  event, 
believe  that  the  man  from  Boston  will 
not  only  beat  the  ambitious  Califomian, 
but  beat  him  in  a  few  rounds.  They  are 
so  confident  of  this  result  that  they  are 
putting  all  their  m.oney  on  the  big  fel- 
low tha'  he  will  win  inside  often  rounds, 
and  laying  even  money  on  it. 

The  Corbett  people  are  taking  such 
o:Ters  with  a  good  deal  of  avidity,  but  in 
small  amounts  only.  Corbett's  friends 
seem  to  have  only  small  amounts  to  bet, 
either  on  rounds  or  on  the  grand  result, 
especially  the  latter,  A  wager  that  runs 
into  the  thousands  has  yet  to  be""  record- 
ed. The  same  betters  on  Sullivan  to 
win  in  ten  rounds  generally  concede 
that  he  must  do  Corbett  within  a  short 
period,  or  he  never  will. 

The  champion  is  in  good  form,  no 
dcubt,  that  is  for  a  man  who  has  led  his 
style  of  life  for  years,  but  he  is  in  his  35th 
year  and  he  was  very  fat  when  he  start- 
ed in  to  train.  He  still  has  more  flesh  in 
the  lower  part  of  his  stomach  than  is 
necessary  and  weighs  today  about  218 
pounds.  This  is  not  official,  as  his 
handlers  refuse  to  allow  anybody  ex- 
cepting themselves  to  see  him  weighed, 
but  a  United  Press  reporter  learned  it 
from  a  source  that  is  good  enough  to 
bet  on. 

He  is  good  enough  on  his  feet  when  it 
comes  to  skipping  the  rope,  but  this 
exercise  invariably  makes  him  perspire 
streams  of  moisture.  He  breathes 
heavily  too  after  going  through  this  form 
of  exercise  for  any  considerable  length 
of  time.  His  eyes  are  bright  and  his 
confidence  in  himself  remains  as  of  old. 
The  opinion  that  Sullivan  must  win 
shortly,  or  not  at  all,  is  based  on  the  fear 
that  his  wind  may  not  hold  out.

Wheat  Averaging  From  Twenty  to 
I'^wenty-Five  Bushels  Per  Acre- 
Winnipeg,  Man.,  Sept.  7,— The  Tri- 
bune publishes  reports  from  all  points 
in  Manitoba  and  the  Northwest  regard- 
ing the  crop,  some  being  confirmed  by  the 

Canadian  Pacific  railway.  They  show 
that  95  per  cent  of  the  crop  has  been  cut 
and  20  per  cent  stacked.  Threshing  has 
commenced  at  many  points  and  the  yield 
of  wheat  is  averaging  from  twenty  to 
twenty-five  bushels  per  acre.

Givins:  a  Siofuilicant  Unity  to 

the  Event. 


The 


General  Plan  Which  Has  Been 
Arrangred  For  the  Exercises 
of  the  Diif. 


A  uniform  prograanme  for  every  local- 
ity in  America,  to  be  used  on  Columbus 
Day,  simultaneously  with  the  dedica- 
tory exercises  of  the  World's  exx^sition 
tfrotmds,  will  give  a  significant  unity  to 
America's  celebration  of  its  400th  anni- 
versary. Accordingly  the  superintend- 
ents of  education,  when  they  adopted 
the  plan  of  a  national  public  school  cele- 
bration of  Columbus  Day,  instructed  the 
executive  committee  to  prepare  an  oflB- 
cial  programme,  identical  for  every  city 
and  village  in  the  country. 

The  executive  committee  is  now  en- 
deavoring to  secure  contributions  from 
the  ablest  American  writers.  The  names 
of  the  authors  cannot  be  announced  yet, 
but  the  general  plan  for  the  exercises  of 
the  day  is  as  follows: 

The  official  programme  provides  for 

A  Morning  Celebration. 

The  pupils  of  our  public  schools  are 
to  gather  en  Oct.  21,  at  the  usual  hour, 
in  their  school  houses.  But  instead  of 
the  regular  recitations  the  morning  is  to 
be  devoted  to  exercises  befitting  the  an- 
niversary. These  exercises  may  be  sim- 
ple or  elaborate,  according  to  the  re- 
•ources  of  the  schooL  Many  schools 
will  doubtless  do  little  more  than  use 
the  official  programme,  adding  to  it  the 
old,  familinr  national  songs  and  a  few 
speeches  by  leading  citizens.  Other 
schools  with  larger  resources  are  likely 
to  extend  the  programme  with  addi- 
tional features,  such  as  special  music  by 
chorus  or  orchestra,  historical  exercises, 
pageants,  etc.  The  largest  liberty  for 
individual  ingenuity  and  taste  is  left  to 
all  schools,  and  the  executive  committee 
would  encourage  a  local  variety  to  be 
given  to  the  official  programme. 

The  OtBcial  Prog^ramme 

will  consist  of  the  following  features: 

I.  Raising  and  Sai.iti'ino  the  Flag 

(under  the  direction,   wherever  possible, 
of  a  detail  of  the  veterans  of  the  war). 

8.  The  Sq^g  of  Columbcs  Day 
(to  a  well  known  tane). 

8.  The  Address 

(to  be  declaimed  by  the  best  speaker  amoDgr 
the  boys), 

4.  The  Ode 

(to  be  read  or  recited  by  a  young  lady). 

5.  "America" 

(which  will  in  all  cases  be  the   closing 
song). 

The  song,  the  address  and  the  ode 
will  all   be  original,  prepared  especially 


nonof.  Ad  tnereviewilig  stand  18  reached, 
where  the  dignitaries  are  assembled,  let 
each  part  of  the  procession  salute  the 
flag  of  the  nation  with  cheers  and  wav- 
ing of  handkerchiefs. 

If  the  weather  is  propitious  there  need 
be  no  difficulty  in  a  perfect  arrange- 
ment of  this  review.  The  streets  can  b« 
cleared  by  the  police,  the  marching  col- 
umns of  children  can  be  protected  by 
lines  of  militia  or  of  some  other  local 
organization  on  both  sides,  and  the 
movements  may  be  made  as  safe  as  in 
the^ schoolyard  itself. 

The  afternoon  celebration  by  the  citi- 
zens may  also  include  a 

Mass  Meeting 

»t  the  public  hall.  This  meeting,  how- 
ever, in  many  localities,  will  occur  in 
the  evening.  An  important  place  in  the 
exercises  of  this  meeting  should  be  given 
to  the  free  school  as  the  characteristic 
product  of  the  four  centuries  of  Ameri- 
can life,  and  as  the  safeguard  of  our 
free  institutions  for  the  future.  At 
least  one  of  the  speakers  should  deal 
with  this  subject.  Moreover,  "The  Song 
of  Columbus  Day,"  sung  at  the  morning 
celebration  in  all  the  schools,  might  be 
repeated  by  the  general  audience  in  this 
mass  meeting.  While  in  some  cases  it 
may  be  impossible  for  the  schools  to  be 
present  en  masse  at  the  public  meeting, 
they  may  at  least  send  delegations. 
Prominent  seats  should  be  reserved  for 
the  representatives  of  the  pupils,  and  one 
of  the  exercises  of  the  afternoon  might 
be  assigned  to  them. 

In  these  ways,  and  in  others  which 
will  suggest  themselves,  the 
Schools  May  L.ead 
in  the  general  public  observance  by  the 
citizens.  This  dominance  of  the  schools 
in  all  the  celebrations  of  the  day  is  de- 
sirable, because  the  object  of  the  public 
school  celebration  of  Columbus  Day  is 
not  merely  to  awaken  in  the  pupils  an 
historical  and  patriotic  interest  in  their 
country,  but  also  to  impress  on  the  people 
of  America  that  the  free  institutions  of 
the  United  States  are  the  product  of 
free  and  universal  education. 

The  attention  of  the  American  public 
on  this  400th  anniversary  must  be  di- 
rected forcibly  to  the  fact  that  the  free 
school  has  given  to  our  land  its  distin- 
guishing civilization,  and  that  the  hope 
of  the  coming  century  lies  mainly  in 
committing  to  the  public  schools  defi- 
nitely the  work  of  training  the  coming 
voters  to  the  duties  of  citizenship. 


essarliy  the  recurrence  of  a  tixed  date, 
which,  owing  to  the  arbitrary  changes  in 
the  methods  of  computing  time,  has  lost 
Its  significance  and  in  our  day  does  not 
accurately  mark  oflf  the  century  point. 
Hurrah  for  the  national  Columbian 
public  school  celebration  of  Oct.  21.

At  the  instance  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  national  public  school  cel- 
ebration of  Columbus  Day,  a  bill  was 
recently  introduced  in  congress  instruct- 
ing President  Harrison  to  issue  a  procla- 
mation making  Columbus  Day  a  gen- 
eral holiday.  In  the  interest  of  schola;- 
ly  accuracy  this  bill  wisely  authorized 
the  change  in  date  from  Oct.  12  to  Oct. 
21.  It  has  passed  both  houses  of  con- 
gress and  received  the  president's  signa- 
ture.

of  American  writers. 

By  the  Ut  of  September  this  official 
programme,  in  a  complete  form,  trill  he 
published  tliroughout  the  country,  and 
trill  also  be  sent  to  all  applicants  who  ad- 
dress the  chairman  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

Even  if  nothing  be  added  to  this  pro- 
gramme, except  perhaps  a  few  speeches 
and  some  familiar  national  songs,  the 
ceremonies  will  be  impressive  and 
worthy  of  the  occasion. 

But  for  schools  which  desire  to  ar- 
range a  more 'enriched  programme  a 
number  of  other  appropriate  features 
may  be  at  the  same  time  suggested  by 
the  executive  committee. 

The  Pablic  School  Houses, 

it  is  to  be  remembered,  are  to  be  the 
scenes  of  this  morning  celebration.  As 
far  as  possible  in  each  school  house  all 
'  the  rooms  under  the  same  principal 
should  unite  in  having  the  same  exer- 
cises. The  parents  and  friends  of  the 
pupils  should  be  brought  together. 
Family  interests  on  Columbus  Day 
should  be  made  to  center  in  the  partic- 
ular school  house  the  children  attend. 

In  the  country  the  day  ought  to  be 
made  a  real  holiday.  Farm  and  house- 
hold work  might  well  be  relinquished, 
and  the  families  of  the  district  might 
come  together  at  the  school  house  with 
their  picnic  lunches  prepared  to  make 
a  day  of  memorably  festivity,  The  com- 
memoration exercises  of  the  morning 
being  over,  the  afternoon  might  be  de- 
voted to  games  and  to  s^al  reunions  of 
neighbors,  which  would  make  the  day  a 
joyous  one  to  millions  of  our  hard  work- 
ing population. 

The  Afternoon  Celebration. 

In  nearly  all  cities  and  large  villages, 
however,  the  citizens  will  wish  a  formal 
domonstratiou  on  Columbus  Day  which 
may  be  in  their  own  hands.  Wherever 
the  citizens  are  to  conduct  a  celebration 
two  matters  should  be  especially  ar- 
ranged: 

First — That  the  civic  celebration  oc- 
cur in  the  afternoon,  so  that  it  will  not 
conflict  with  the  morning  celebrations 
which  are  going  on  in  all  the  school 
houses. 

Second — That  in  the  afternoon  cele- 
bration by  the  people  ample  recognition 
should  be  given  to  the  public  school 
idea,  which  is  to  be  the  characteristic  of 
the  day  throughout  the  nation. 

This  afternoon  celebration  will  vary 
with  each  locality,  but  the  citizens  will 
gladly  accord  to  the  free  school  institu- 
tion the  place  of  honor. 

This  leading  position  for  the  schools 
m  the  afternoon  celebration  can  be  eas- 
ily arranged: 

First,  a  most  fitting  feature  will  be  a 

"Public  School  Bevlew." 

If  there  is  a  general  procession  this 
public  school  review  may  be  part  of 
it.  and  the  most  honored  part.  If  there 
ih  no  procession  by  any  other  organi- 
zations the  bchool  may  have  their  re- 
view by  themselves.  Let  the  pupils 
march  by  in  classes  and  with  ban- 
ners, led  by  their  teachers.  Let  the 
frmy  veterans,  north  and  south,  the 
blue  and  the  gray  alike,  be  invited  to 
march  with  the  schools  as  an  escort  of 


12.  1492.  They  will  all  want  to  know 
why  the  400th  anniversary  falls  on  Oct 
21,  1892. 

For  many  centtiries  the  calendar  in- 
stituted by  Julius  Caesar,  known  as  the 
Julian  calendar,  was  commonly  accept- 
ed. This  calendar  assumed  that  there 
were  365 1^^  days  in  a  year.  But  as  this 
made  the  year  11  minutes  and  14  seconds 
too  long,  it  could  not  without  correction 
very  long  answer  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  devised.  Consequently,  in  1582, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  reform  the 
calendar,  and  the  Gregorian  calendar 
was  adopted.  In  order  to  correct  the 
errors  that  the  old  calendar  had  made. 
10  days  were  dropped  out,  and  Oct. 
5  of  1582  became  Oct.  15.  As  the 
error  was  found  to  be  exactly  3  days 
in  400  years,  the  Gregorian  calendar 
omitted  the  leap  year  from  every  cen 
turial  year,  exceptii:^  those  which  were 
divisible  by  400.  Thus  the  years  1500. 
1700  and  1800  were  not  leap  years. 

As  above  stated,  this  reformation  took 
place  in  1582,  and  10  days  were  -)mitted 
from  the  calendar.  But  as  Columbus 
discovered  America  previous  to  the  year 
1500,  which  reckoned  by  the  Gregorian 
calendar  would  not  be  a  leap  year,  there 
would  be  but  0  days  to  omit. 

On  Oct.  21,  1892,  the  sun  will  occupy 
the  same  relative  position  to  the  earth 
as  on  the  memorable  Oct.  12,  1493. 

The  Gregorian  calendar  was  not  i^i- 
troduced  into  Great  Britain  until  1751, 
popular  ignorance  and  prejudice  up  te 
that  time  successfully  opposing  it.  By 
the  masses  of  the  people  it  was  believed 
that  the  obliteration  of  10  days  would 
shorten  their  lives.  It  is  remarkable 
that  Russia  still  adheres  to  the  Julian 
reckoning. 

Wo  have  already  announced  the 
change  as  in  the  interest  of  scholarly 
accuracy.  The  public  school  stands  for 
enlightenment  and  progiess,  and  it 
would  not  be  in  keeping  with  this  spirit 
to  compute  the  four  centuries  that  will 
intervene  between  the  date  of  the  dis- 
covery and  the  date  we  are  to  celebrate 
by  an  erroneous  calendar  which  had  its 
day  and  was  discarded  more  than  300 
years  ago. 

All  the  precedents  for  celebrating 
American  anniversaries  are  in  favor  of 
correcting  the  old  calendar  to  the  new. 
For  instance,  "Forefathers'  Day"  in 
New  England  is  celebrated  Dec.  21,  al- 
though according  to  the  Julian  calendar 
the  Pilgrims  reached  Plymouth  Dec. 
11.  Washington  wjis  born  on  the  11th 
day  of  February,  "old  style,"  but  we 
celebrate  the  anniversary  of  his  birth 
on  the  22d  of  February,  "new  style." 

The  original  proposal  for  the  public 
school  celebration  set  apart  Oct.  12,  but 
the  friends  of  free  education  who  are 
pushing  the  enterprise  believed  a  bad 
precedent  would  be  established,  as  it 
named  a  false  date  for  the  observance  of 
an  historical  event.  This  is  the  first  ef- 
fort that  has  ever  been  made  fittingly  to 
observe,  by  national  commemorative  ex- 
ercises, the  achievement  of  Columbus, 
and  the  right  day  should  be  celebrated. 
For  this  reason  we  are  glad  that  Oct.  21 
is  to  be  the  day.  We  want  the  children 
9t  the  land  to  observe  an  anniversary 
with  all  that  name  implies,  and  not  nec-

CaDt.  Durage  Denies  an  Absurd  Story 
In  the  Supei  ior  Leader. 

The  Superior  Leader  of  this  morning 
publishes  a  sensational  story  in  connec- 
tion with  the  transfer  of  Capt. 
Durage  from  the  Duluth  engi- 
neer's office  to  Knoxville,  Tenn.  It 
says  that  a  petition  asking  for  his  re- 
moval was  circulated  in  Duluth  and  was 
signed  by  R.  S.  Munger,  A.  Harrington 
and  others.

New  York,  Sept.  8.— Dr.  Robert 
Deshon,  ot  this  city,  sent  to  the  board  of 
health  late  yesterday  afternoon  a  certifi- 
cate that  Charles  McElroy,  of  857  Tenth 
avenue,  had  died  Friday  of  Asiatic 
cholera.tr  McElroy  was  a  plasterer  and 
is  said  to  have  worked  on  the  steamship 
wharves.  Yesterday'his  body  was  re- 
moved  to  the  temporary  pest  house  after 
what  was  alleged  to  have  been  a    secret 

autopsy.  The  health  authorities  are  cer- 
tain that  McElroy  did  not  die  from 
Asiatic  cholera  notwithstandmg  that  Dr. 
Deshon  so  diagnosed  the  case.  An 
autopsy  has  been  made,  and  all  that  Dr. 
Wilson  of  the  health  department  will 
say  is  that  the  man  did  not  die  from 
Asiatic  cholera.

Hook  says  that  the  Rugia,  Normannia 
and  Hoffman  Island  hoisted  the  yellow 
flag  this  morning  according  to  the  code 
of  signals  arranged  by  Dr.  Jenkins  yes- 
terday. This  means  that  the  scourge 
has  fastened  on  more  victims.  Until  the 
oflficial  report  comes  from  the  vessel 
and  island  it  will  be  impossible  to  learn 
how  many  have  been  taken  ill  or  whether 
they  are  dead. 

A  death,  that  of  an  infant,  name  un- 
known, occurred  on  Swineburne  island 
last  night  from  cholera.  When  the  offi- 
cial report  is  received  it  is  supposed 
there  will  be  further  additions.  The 
Government  tug  Narkeeta  is  patrolling 
the  sound  off  Willet's  Point  with  orders 
to  stop  all  vessels  from  foreign  ports. 

THE  WORST  IS  KiNOWN. 


Professor  Virchow^'s  Account  of  His 
Visit  to  the  Russian  Districts. 
Berlin,  Sept.  8. — Professor  Virchow, 
who  has  returned  from  a  visit  to  Russia, 
speaks  in  terms  of  praise  of  the  Russian 
officials  who,  in  some  respects,  are  in 

advance  of  those  of  Germany.  He  ex- 
cepts from  these  expressions  ot  approval 
the  officials  of  the  Volga  region  whom 
Professor  Virchow  does  not  hold  in  high 
favor.  He  says  that  Russian  statistics 
can  be  relied  upon,  although  their  value 
would  always  be  relative. 

West  Russia,  the  professor  reports  to 
be  free  from  the  cholera  plague,  and  al- 
though the  cholera  is  present  in  Mos- 
cow yet  the  fact  that  600  beds  are  emptv 
in  the  hospitals  beais  evidence  that  it  is 
not  raging  to  such  an  extent  as  to  tax 
the  resources  of  that  city.  In  regard  to 
the  probable  duration  of  the  cholera  epi- 
demic, Professor  Virchow  says  that  the 
helief  that  the  arrival  of  winter  will  stop 
the  cholera  is*erroneous,  as  there  have 
been  epidemics  of  the  disease  in  winter. 

In  regard  to  the  symptoms  and  nature 
of  cholera,  he  gives  his  opinion  that  even 
when  there  are  symptoms  of  Asiatic 
cholera,  the  fact  that  the  comma  baccil- 
lus,  peculiar  to  the  disease,  is  not  found 
proves  that  it  is  not  Asiatic  ctiolera.  As 
to  the  remedies.  Professor  Virchow  says 
that  spraying  with  diluted  carbolic  acid 
is  useless  in  his  opinion.  He  advises 
personal  cleanliness  and  attention  to  di- 
gestion as  the  best  individual  precau- 
tions. As  a  general  preventive,  he  con- 
siders that  a  perfect  quarantine  would  be 
effective  and  that  travelers  should  be 
carefully  examined. 

He  considers  saloon  passengers 
equally  dangerous  with  steerage  passen- 
gers if  they  have  been  on  the  infected 
ships.  Although  he  considers  that  spray- 
ing with  diluted  carbolic  acid  is  not  of 
value,  he  regards  carbolic  acid  and  sub- 
limate as  the  best  disinfectants  and  he 
advises  the  washingof  hands  after  touch- 
ing a  cholera  patient.  While  the  excre- 
tia  or  vomit  of  such  a  patient,  in  the  pro- 
fessor's opinion,  are  the  means  of  com- 
municating the  infection,  yet  that  com- 
munication can  be  made  in  numerous 
different  and  hardly  suspected  forms, 
through  bank  notes,  the  post,  linen  that 
is  soiled,  the  boots  or  shoes,  the  hand 
and  the  mouth. 

The  general  tone  of  his  statement  was 
encouraging  and  he  left  no  doubt  that  in 
his  opinion  the  worst  was  known  in  re- 
gard to  Russia. 

THEY  WILL  BE  WASHED. 

Swedish  Emigrants  Are  Detained  at  the 
Soo. 
Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Mich.,  Sept.  8.— 
Thirty-two  Swedish  emigrants  from 
Liverpool,  by  the  Allan  line  steamer 
Circassian  and  the  Canadian  Pacific 
road,  and  bound  for  the  Northwest,  were 

Quarantined  at  the  Canadian  Soo  by 
)eputy  Collector  of  Customs  Carleton 
last  night,  who  acted  on  instructions 
from  Washington. 

They  are  in  good  health,  but  will  be 
held  just  over  the  border  for  one  day 
and  washed  and  thoroughly  disinfected 
and  their  baggage  fumigated.

DANIEL  DOUGHERTY  BURIED. 

funeral  Services  Held  Over  the  Dead 
Barrister. 

Philadelphia,  Sept.  8.— The  funeral 
services  over  the  remains  of  Daniel 
Dougherty  were  held  in  St.  John's  R.  C. 
church  at  10  o'clock  this  morning.  The 
church  was  crowded  with  friends  of  the 
dead  barrister.  When  the  door  was 
opened  the  first  notes  of  the  solemn 
requiem  mass  by  Ohenweld  and  Gounod 
were  sounded  and  the  funeral  procession 
marched  up  the  center  aisle. 

Rev.  Father  Crowley  was  the  -cele- 
brant of  the  mass.  Archbishop  Ryan, 
who  was  one  of  Mr.  Dougherty's  most 
intimate  friends,  delivered  the  sermon 
and  spoke  eloquently  of  the  many  vir- 
tues of  the  deceased.  He  did  not  select 
a  text.  The  services  lasted  for  two  hours 
and  at  their  conclusion  the  body  was  in- 
terred in  the  graveyard  adjoining. 

THE  MONETARY  CONFERENCE. 

Some  Dilficulty  in  Finding  a  Place  to 
Hold  It. 
Washington,  Sept.  8.— The  time  of 
the  meeting  of  the  international  mone- 
tary conference  has  not  yet  been  fixed. 
It    was  called  for  Oct.   i,  but  has  been 

postponed  on  account  of  difficulty  of 
agreeing  upon  a  place  of  meeting  in  view 
of  the  (juarantine  so  generally  established 
becau5^e  of  the  cholera  prevailing  in 
Europe. 

The  statement  cabled  from  London 
that  nothing  had  been  heard  by  thfe 
British  government  from  Secretary  Fos- 
ter on  the  subject  of  the  conference  is 
denied  at  the  state  department.  It  is 
said  that  Minister  Lincoln  was  instruct- 
ed to  put  himself  in  communication  with 
the  new  government  on  the  subject  at 
the  earliest  moment  after  its  organiza- 
tion, and  that  he  has  had  many  inter- 
views of  the  most  friendly  character 
with  the  minister  of  foreign  affairs  and 
the  chancellor  of  the  exchequer,  Mr. 
Gladstone  and  Sir  William  Harcourt. 


WAS  FOULLY  MUfiDERED. 


A  Toll  Gate  Keeper  Instantly  Killed  By 
Buckshot. 

Nashville,  Tenn.,  Sept.  8.— J.  B. 
Gones,  keeper  of  the  toll  gate  on  Leban- 
on turnpike  near  the  Hermitage,  was 
foully  assassinated  at  10  o'clock  last 
night.  He  was  letting  a  wagon  pass 
when,  turning  rouna  to  go  in  the  house, 
two  gunbarrels  of  buckshot  entered  the 
side  of  his  face,  killing  him  instantly. 

The  shot  was  fired  from  behind  a 
fence  across  the  pike,  but  who  filed  it  is 
indefimtely  known.  Jones  was  50  years 
old  and  highly  respected. 

WAS  BURNED  ALIVE. 

The  Horrible  Fate  of  an  Engineer  on 
the  Big  Four. 

Spi.ikgfield,  Ohio,  Sept.  8.— Freight 
train  No.  61  westbound  on  the  Big  Four 
was  derailed  this  morning  at  Enon,  eight 
miles  west  of  here,  from  some  unknown 
cause.  Twenty-five  cars  left  the  track 
and  half  of  that  number  burned  up,  most 
of  them  being  loaded. 

Engineer  James  Ferguson,  of  Dela- 
ware, was  caught  under  the  locomotive 
and  burned  alive  before  the  eyes  ot  the 
trainmen.    Loss  about  $20,000.

Three  Negrroes  Foun  1   Hangfing"  to  a 

Limb  bj  a  Roadside  at  Paris, 

Texas. 


Later    Report,     Not    Verified,   That 
Three  More  Had  Been  Simi- 
larly Treated. 


The  Lynehiiig:s   Are    Due  ^o   a  Race 
War  Which  Has  Caused  Sev- 
eral Deaths. 


Paris,  Tex.,  Sept.  8. — Yesterday  a 
messenger  arrived  in  the.  city  with  the 
intelligence  that  three  negroes  had  been 
found  hanging  to  a  limb  by  the  roadside, 
nine  miles  southeast  of  the  city.  Offi- 
cers repaired  to  the  scene  of  the  tragedy 
at  once  and  there  found  the  bodies  of 
John  Ransom.  Jack  Walker  and  Bill 
Armer,  three  negroes  well  known  in  the 
neighborhood,  dangling  from  a  tree. 

Justice  Hunt,  of  this  city,  proceeded  at 
once  to  hold  an  inquest.  The  testimony 
showed  that  a  party  of  twenty  or  thirty 
armed  and  masked  men  went  to  the 
house  of  Gilbert  Daniels  about  midnight, 
seized  Ransom,  put  a  rope  around  his 
neck  and  told  him  they  wanted  him  to  go 
with  them  and  show  them  where  other 
negroes  lived  who  had  been  doing  mis- 
chief in  the  neighborhood.  About  2 
o'clock  the  mob  reached  the  house  where 
Armer  and  Walker  were  livmg,  forced 
an  entrance,  dragged  them  both  out, 
placed  ropes  around  their,  necks,  and  in 
company  with  Ransom  marched  them  in 
the  direction  of  the  woods: 

Walker  made  desperate  resistance  and 
shot  at  the  crowd,  and,  it  is  believed,  hit 
one  of  the  attacking  party,  as  one  of  the 
men  had  blood  on  him.  He  was  over- 
powered, however,  and  taken  away. 
That  was  the  last  known  of  them  alive. 
The  bodies  were  found  about  daylight 
by  a  negro  boy  who  was  hunting  stock. 
Armer  and  Walker  had  their  legs  tied 
and  their  knees  were  almost  touching 
the  ground.  All  had  died  of  strangula- 
tion, and  who  did  it  is  not  known,  but 
the  work  is  doubtless  the  outgrowth  of 
the  killing  of  a  notorious  negro  desper- 
ado named  Jarrett  Burns  by  John  Ashley 
July  29  last. 

Ashley  had  sold  Burns  ajhorse,  which 
the  latter  had  not  paid  for.  The  horse 
got  to  breaking  into  Ashley's  field,  and 
Bums  would  not  keep  him  out.  Finally 
Ashley  took  the  horse  and  would  not 
give  him  up  until  the  negro  paid  for  him. 
Bums  then  armed  himself  and  went  to 
Ashley's  house  to  take  the  horse  by 
force.  A  difficulty  ensued  and  Ashley 
killed  him.  A  few  nights  after  the  kill- 
ing someone  attempted  to  enter  Ashley's 
house  and  was  shot. 

On  Aug.  5  Ella  Ransom,  a  sister  of 
John  Ransom,  was  brought  here  by  an 
armed  escort  of  negroes.  She  stated 
that  a  mob  of  masked  white  men  had 
taken  her  out  the  night  before  and  at- 
tempted to  hang  her,  but  she  escaped 
them,  and  as  she  ran  a  way  they  shot  her. 
Au  examination  showed  that  she  had  not 
been  shot.  The  bad  feeling  continued 
to  grow.  Ashley's  horses  were  poisoned 
and  his  crop  preyed  upon.  His  life  was 
threatened  and  his  neighbors  guarded 
his  house  every  night. 

Negroes  rode  about  the  neighborhood 
armed  with  Winchesters  and  an  open 
collisi<m  between  the  whites  and  blacks 
was  colstantly  expected.  Last  Satur- 
day ni^t  a  week  two  negroes  were 
treated  in  the  same  way,  and  an  attack 
was  made  on  another  negro,  but  he  suc- 
ceeded in  driving  the  crowd  away,  al- 
though he  was  wounded  in  the  melee.  In 
the  pocket  of  one  of  the  dead  men  a 
dbcuroent  was  found  which  purported  to 
be  an  oath  signed  by  a  number  of  ne- 
groes in  which  they  had  sworn  to  kill 
John  Ashley  and  others. 

Later  a  rumor  reached  the  city  that 
the  bodies  of  three  more  negroes  were 
found  in  the  wood  not  far  from  the  scene 
of  the  hanging  riddled  with  bullets.  The 
report  cannot  be  venfied.  The  negroes 
are  greatly  agitated  over  the  affair,  and 
everyone  in  the  vicinity  of  the  trouble  is 
said  to  have  left.  It  is  reported  that 
they  have  been  holding  a  meeting,  but 
how  they  view  the  situation  it  cannot  be 
learned,  as  they  will  not  talk.  The  peo- 
ple here  deplore  the  affair,  and  the  au- 
thorities are  doing  their  utmost  to  ferret 
out  the  perpetrators  of  the  crime.  It  is 
feared  that  there  ^ill  be  still  more  seri- 
ous trouble  before  the  end  is  reached. 


DROWNED  IN  MILTONA. 

A  Wealthy  Chicago  Attorney  Perished 
in  a  Minnesota  Lake. 
Alexandria,  Minn.,  Sept.  8.— George 
R.  Grant,  a  millionaire  attorney,  a  guest 
for  a  few  days  of  Hon.  William  B.  Keep, 
both  of  Chicago,  at  the  Chicago  club  on 

Lake    Miltona      in      this    county,    was 
drowned  Tuesday  while  fishing. 

He  stood  up  in  the  boot  to  remove  his 
coat  which  was  loaded  down  with  cart- 
ridges, and  had  it  off  just  so  far  as  to  se- 
curely pinion  his  arms  when  he  fell  over- 
boara.  His  brother-in-law,  stationed  a 
half  a  mile  away,  saw  the  accident  and 
hastily  rowed  to  his  assistance. 

Grasping  the  heavy  trolling  line  which 
hung  over  the  boat  the  hook  caught  in 
the  clothing  of  the  drowned  man,  he 
raised  the  body  to  the  surface,  but  could 
not  get  it  into  the  boat.  So  lashing  the 
arms  over  the  gunwale  of  the  boat  he 
rowed  with  the  other  boat  for  help.  A 
half  an  hour  elapsed  before  the  body 
could  be  taken  out  of  the  water  and  life 
was  entirely  extinct. 

Grant  was  to  have  returned  home 
Tuesday  night.  He  leaves  a  wife  and 
daughter.  The  deceased  carried  $200,- 
000  insurance  on  his  life  and  took  out  a 
policy  for  $16,000  accident  insurance  be- 
tore  leaving  Chicago  in  several  old  line 
companies.

It  certainly  was  a  case  of  hard  luck.—

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About  9  o'clock  in  the  morning  two  men 
entered  the  Mitchell  building,  and  getting 
into  the  elevator  mounted  to  the  sixth 
floor  and  went  straight  to  the  rooms  of  the 
United  States  assay  office.  One  of  them 
carried  in  his  hand  a  bundle  the  size  of  a 
thin  brick,  wrapped  in  paper.  He  laid  it 
down  on  the  counter  in  the  office  and  slow- 
ly unwrapped  the  bundle.  It  was  a  gold 
brick.  The  clerk  took  the  bullion,  and 
stepping  across  the  floor  placed  it  in  one  of 
the  pans  of  a  large  pair  of  scales.  Then  he 
closed  the  office  windows  and  placed  some 
weights  in  the  other.  When  it  balanced 
nicely  he  went  to  his  desk,  took  out  a 
blank  form  and  wrote  to  the  effect  that 
40(>  ounces  of  gold  bullion  had  been  re- 
ceived from  the  St.  Louis  Smelting  and 
Refining  works  at  the  United  States  as- 
say office,  to  be  assayed.  This  was  signed 
by  K  C.  Jewett,  the  assayer  in  charge,  and 
the  men  wen*  away.  This  is  the  first  step 
the  government  takes  toward  obtaining 
precious  metal  for  coining  purposes. 

It  is  extremely  interesting  to  follow  this 
process  of  assaying  through  all  the  steps 
until  the  value  of  the  gold  is  determined 
and  the  government's  check  given  for  it. 

While  Clerk  Rex  was  filling  out  the  re- 
ceipt Mr.  Jewett  explained  the  marvelous 
delicacy  of  the  scales.  Their  weighing  ca- 
pacity is  5,000  ounces,  and  it  is  possible  to 
indicate  by  them  a  difference  in  weight  of 
one  gram.  To  illustrate  so  that  this  may 
be  easily  grasped,  two  heavy  men  could  be 
placed  in  one  of  the  pans,  and  by  removing 
a  pin  from  the  coat  of  one  of  them  the  bal- 
ance would  be  changed.  Still  it  would  be 
difficult  to  obtain  the  exact  weight  of  the 
men,  owing  to  the  constant  change  in  the 
men's  bodies  by  perspiration  and  other 
causes. 

After  the  bullion's  weight    was  deter- 
mined  on  these  scales  it  was  taken  to  the 
furnace  room  and  placed  in  a  blacklead 
crucible.     This  was  set  on  a  firebrick  rest- 
ing on  a  grate  and  a  fire  built  around  it. 
The  fuel  used  is  a  mixture  of  anthracite 
coal  and  charcoal.     After  an  hour's  melt- 
ing, during  which  time  it  was  frequently 
stirred  with  a  plumbago  poker,  to  which 
gold  does  not  cling,  a  sample  of  the  metal 
was  dipp)ed  out  with  an  ordinary  clay  pipe 
and  poured  into  a  small  mold.    The  assay 
is  made  from  this,  as  it  takes  so  much 
longer  for  the  larger  quantity  to  cool.    A 
-^^iece  of  the  sample  was  cut  off,  pounded 
ud  then  rolled  through  a  roller  of  tool 
veel,   looking    something  like    a    clothes 
wringer,  to  make  it  tnin.    When  this  was 
lone,  Herman,  the  German  who  aids  the 
-#  issayer  in    his    work,    handed     the    thin 
zolden  strip  to  him  and  then  went  back  to 
the  furnace  room  to  pour  out  the  molten 
thousands  into  the  big  mold- 
Mr.    Jewett    cut    the   strip   into    small 
pieces,  and  then,  forming  little  lead  cornu- 
copias of  uniform    weight,   dropped  into 
two  of  them  500  milligrams  (one  sixteenth 
of  an  ounce)  of  accurately  weighed  gold  to 
be  assayed.     Into  two  others  he  put  the 
same  quantity  of    absolutely  pure   gold. 
Enough  silver  was  then  added  to  make  the 
proportion  of  silver  to  gold  two  to  one,   as 
this  proi)ortion  is  necessary  in  order  that 
the  gold  should  separate  from  the  silver 
when  boiled  in  nitric  acid. 

There  is  in  all  gold  a  certain  amount  of 
silver,  and  it  is  owing  to  its  presence  and 
certain  other  foreign  substances  that  the 
color  of  gold  varies.  The  idfea  that  gold 
found  in  California  or  Australia  is  of  such 
a  color  because  found  there  is  a  mistaken 
one. 

After  the  silver  had  been  added  the 
leaden  cornucopias  were  squeezed  up  and 
each  one  placed  in  what  is  called  a  cupeL 
A  cupel  is  a  little  cup  made  of  sheep  bones 
burned  to  ashes,  ground  fine,  moistened 
and  molded  into  a  mold  an  inch  long,  aa 
inch  in  diameter,  with  a  cup  shaped  de- 
pression at  one  end.  The  cupels  were 
placed  in  a  small  furnace  with  a  tempera- 
ture of  about  1,100  degs.  centigrade,  and 
when  heated  to  a  white  heat  the  little 
metal  chunks  were  laid  by  the  aid  of  tongs 
one  in  each  cupel.  They  melted,  sputtered 
and  bubbled,  and  then  began  to  grow 
smaller.  In  about  ten  minutes  they  were 
taken  out  and  all  the  lead  and  foreign  sub- 
stances had  been  absorbed  by  the  cupel, 
leaving  only  the  noble  metals  in  little 
round  balls.  When  these  were  boiled  in 
nitric  acid  the  silver  passed  into  nitrate  of 
silver  and  the  gold  was  left  in  its  pure 
state.  By  this  was  found  the  ratio  of  pure 
gold  in  the  bullion. 

The  weighings  of  pure  gold  are  used  as  a 
check  to  any  particular  conditions  of  heat, 
etc  The  assayer  knows  the  constitution, 
weight  and  specific  gravity  of  the  pure 
gold  used.  When  it  is  weighed  after  the 
heating  process,  if  it  has  changed  its 
weight,  it  is  fair  to  suppose  that  it  is  ow- 
ing to  the  conditions  of  heat  or  strength  erf 
ak:id,  and  that  the  same  influences  have 
been  at  work  on  the  assay  gold.  By  al- 
lowing for  this  in  the  assay  gold  a  true  re- 
sult is  reached. 

The  next  step  was  to  find  the  weight  at 
the  gold  and  silver  together.  The  lead 
cornucopias  were  again  filled  with  certain 
weights  of  the  pure  and  assay  gold,  but  no 
silver  added.  When  melted  in  the  cupels 
the  baser  metals  disappeared  as  before, 
and  the  gold  and  silver  were  left  to- 
gether. By  subtracting  from  the  weight 
of  gold  and  silver  the  weight  of  the  gold, 
the  exact  weight  of  the  silver  was  ob- 
tained. Of  course  the  proportion  is  usually 
very  small.  If  the  amount  is  not  sufficient 
to  pay  for  extracting,  the  government  does 
not  pay  for  it,  and  charges  nothing  for  ex- 
traction, f 

The  entire  amount  of  gold  in  the  bullion 
is  found  by  multiplying  its  weight  by  Ihe 
proportion  of  the  gold.  This  is  reduced  to 
standard  or  coin  gold  by  multiplying  this 
amount  by  ten  and  dividing  by  nine,  as 
standard  gold  is  only  90  per  cent,  fine,  and 
the  depositor  is  paid  by  the  government 
18.60  per  ounce  of  standard  metal,  equal  to 
$20.67  for  fine  gold.  The  assay  fee  is  one- 
eighth  of  1  per  cent,  of  the  total  value  of 
fine  gold,  the  melting  fee  is  one  dollar,  and 
the  alloy  charge  about  one  cent  on  $100, 
and  after  this  is  deducted  the  assayer 
hands  a  check  to  tfli^wner  of  the  gold. 
The  entire  time  occupied  by  this  com- 
plicated operation  was  from  9  a.  m.  until  1 
p.  m.,  only  four  hours.— St.  Louis  Repub- 
lic

THE  NATURAL  TENDENCY. 
Much  as  we  may    moralize    upon  the 
degrading  character  of  prize-fighting  as 
a  sport,  it  is  undeniable  that  the  meeting 
of  two  leading  pugilists  can    arouse    an 
interest  throughout  the    entire    country 
and  among  almost  all  classes  of    people 
that  is  not  equalled  by  any  other    event, 
save  that  of  a  presidential  election.      In 
fact  there  are    doubtless    thousands    of 
people  who  were  more  anxious  to    learn 
lasr  night  whether  Sullivan    or    Corbett 
was  the  victor  at  New  Orleans  than  they 
will  be  on  the  night  of  November  8  next 
to  learn  whether  Benjamin  Harrison  or 
Grover    Cleveland    has    been      elected 
president  of  the  United  States. 

Mankind  has  ever  been  an  admirer  of 
brute    strength,    of    muscular  prowess, 
and  the  popular  feeling  which  prevailed 
regarding  the  athletes  of  ancient    Rome 
and  Greece  is  repeated  in  our   own  day 
and  generation.    The  man  who  can    ex- 
cel ;;[1  competitors  in  any  line  commands 
the  admiration  of    the    world,    and    the 
man  whose  physical    development  is  so 
near  perfection,  whose  ability    to   give 
and  take  punishment  is  so    superior    to 
others  that  he  is  entitled  to  be  regarded 
as  the  champion  of    pugilists  is    raised 
■pon  a  high  pedestal  of  fame,  at  the  foot 
of  which  the  millions  stand  in  awe  and 
admiration.     Prize   fighting   has  always 
been  a  favorite    sport    with    the  British 
race.    The  Englishman  has  ever  been  a 
patron    of    the    rougher  class  of  manly 
sports,  and  the  ring  has    been  one  of  his 
pet  amusements. 

A  taste  for  pugilism  is  an  expression 
of  the  animal  nature  of  man,  as  contrast- 
ed with  his  mental  and  intellectual  na- 
ture, and  to  what  greate  r  degree  the  an- 
imal exists  in  nearly  all  men  than  the  in- 
tellectual, the  events  of  the  past  week 
bear  ample  witness.  The  crowds 
gathered  at  New  Orelans  have  not  been 
composed  solely  of  uneducated,  illiterate 
and  brutal  men.  No  doubt  many  such 
were  there— as  many  as  could  raise 
the  means  to  make  the  trip. 
But        the         vast  majority         of 

the  visitors  to  New  Orleans  during  tfie 
past  week  have  been  men  of  business, 
professional  men  and  even  literary  men, 
and  it  is  extremely  probable  that,  but  for 
a  powerful  restraining  influence,  some  of 
the  pastors  of  our  churches  would  have 
been  found  at  the  ringside  when  Sullivan 
and  Corbett  met  to  do  battle  last  night. 
As  it  was,  they  restrained  their  animal 
nature,  remembered  the  demands  of 
their  calling  and  stayed  at  home— to 
read  the  full  details  of  the  contest  in  the 
newspapers  next  day. 

Of  course  there  are  some  people  whose 
nature    abhors    these  fierce   and  brutal 
contests   betVeen  men,  and  they  view 
with  mingled   sorrow   and  disgust  what 
they  regard    as    bestial    exhibitions    of 
brute  force.       Perchance  they  are  right 
and   the   test  of  the  world  is  wrong  and 
seeds  reformation.    The    law    in    most 
states      has     put    these    fights    under 
the      ban      and        provided        against 
them     by    the    imposition    of      heavy 
penalties.     But  the   law  cannot  change 
any  man's  nature.     It  may  through    fear 
of  punishment    repress    his  tendency  to 
commit  evri,  and  as  in  the    case    of    the 
criminally  disposed,    so    in  the  case    of 
those  who  admire^  strong  men  and  brave 
men,  regardless  of  any  defects  in   their 
characters,    the      law   is    powerless    to 
make  them  think    that  prize  fighting    is 
degrading  and  wrong  and   merits    their 
condemnation.        They       may       even 
acknowledge  that  the    law  is  right,    and 
they  will  then  seek  to    evade  it  by  going 
to  some  point  where  such  exhibitions  are 
permitted    and     watching   two    perfect 
specimens  of  manhood  pound  each  other 
with  brutal  force    until    the  ring    swims 
with  blood    and  one  or    the    other    is 
knocked  unconscious  to  the  ground.      It 
is  a  strange  phase  of  human  nature,  and 
it  is  well  nigh  universal. 


THE  FEDERAL  REVENUE. 
The  debt  statement  for  August  shows 
a  decrease  in  the  debt  for  the  month 
amounting  to  $2,254,1553.  The  net  cash 
balance  amounted  on  the  ist  inst.  to$2Q,- 
152,344,  an  increase  of  $2,102,058  for  the 
month.  Government  receipts  for  the 
month  amounted  to  $34,032,928,  an  in- 
crease of  nearly  $5,200,000  as  compared 
with  the  corresponding  month  of  last 
year. 

The  customs  receipts  for  the  month, 
according  to  figures  presented  by  Brad- 
street's,  were  over  $3,000,000  in  excess 
of  those  for  the  corresponding  month  of 
last  year.  The  expenditures  for  the 
month  amounted  to  $32,080,779,  an  in- 
crease of  over  $11, 300,000  as  compared 
with  the  corresponding  month  of  last 
year.  The  receipts  lor  the  two  months 
of  the  fiscal  year  which  have  elapsed 
amounted  to  $68,604,284,  an  increase  of 
over  $5,400,000  as  compared  with  the 
corresponding  months  of  the  last  fiscal 
year. 

Customs  receipts  for  the  two  months 
show  an  increase  of  nearly  $2,000,000  as 
compared  with  the  corresponding 
months  of  the  preceding  year.  Internal 
revenue  receipts  show  an  increase  of 
nearly  $1,900,000  for  the  two  months  as 
compared  with  the  corresponding  period 
last  year.  Expenditures  for  the  two 
months  amounted  to  $69,330,184,  an  in- 
crease of  about  $8,800,000  as  compared 
with  the  corresponding  period  of  last 
year.

Suppressed  excitement.on  every  band, 
was  plainly  to  be  seen  in  West  Duluth 
yesterday  afternoon  in  the  vicinity  of 
Filiatrault's  morgue  on  Central  avenue 
where  the  inquest  over  the  body  of  John 
Haggerty  was  being  held.  For  a  block 
or  two  on  either  side  of  the  morgue  little 
knots  of  men  stood  excitedly  discussing 
the  story  of  the  terrible  tragedy  of  the 
evening  previous,  while  in  front  of  the 
morgue  a  dense  crowd  was  assembled 
and  copies  of  the  following  printed  de- 
scription of  the  murderer  were  handed 
around: 

MXTRDERER  WANTED. 

Frank  Houck,  who  murdered  two  men  at 
"West  Duluth,  Tuesday  evening,  Sept.  6,  1892. 
Houck  is  about  25  years  of  age,  weighs  145 
pounds,  about  5  feet,  8  inches  tall,  light  com- 
plexion, small  mustache.  Walks  very  erect  and 
18  of  good  appearance ;  a  Southerner  by  birth, 
and  when  last  seen  had  on  a  black  derby  hat 
and  Prince  Albert  coat.  A  liberal  reward  and 
all  expenses  paid. 

Address  Aethce  Bric.gs, 
Ghlei  of  Poliee,  West  Duluth. 
Or  Paul  Shabvy. 

Sheriff,  Duluth,  Minn. 

Inside  the  building  the  coroner's  jury, 
consisting  of  E.  O.  Ballard,  foreman.  W. 
F.  Byrne,  A.  McMillan.  T.  C.  Hayes,  J. 
W.  Norton  and  T.  M.  Home  were  sitting 
and  Coroner  £klund  and  Assistant 
County  Attorney  Davis  were  busily  en- 
gaged in  rigidly  questioning  the  witness- 
es who  were  kept  in  a  separate  building 
and  brought  to  and  from  the  jury  room 
in  charge  of  officers  and  were  not  allowed 
to  converse  with  any  one.  The  coroner, 
the  assistant  county  attoiney  and  the 
jury  were  inclined  to  criticise  Sheriff 
Sharvy  for  allowing  the  prisoners,  Cogin, 
King  and  Kennedy  to  be  locked  up  in 
the  same  cell  durmg  the  night  at  the 
county  jail  where  opportunity  could  be 
had  for  agreeing  on  a  similar  line  of  tes- 
timony. 

Dr.  R.  Charest  was  the  first  witness. 
He  testified  as  to  the  ante-mortem  at- 
tendance upon  Haggerty  and  the  subse- 
quent post  mortem  examination,  defin- 
ing the  nature  and  extent  of  the  wounds. 
"*  Dr.  Pearson  followed  in  the  same  strain. 

Leland  F.  Kennedy  was  the  next  wit- 
ness. He  was  employed  in  general  work 
about  the  saloon  and  in  attendance  upon 
a  moose  deer.  He  did  not  see  the  shoot- 
ing but  heard  it  and  ran  away,  returning 
to  the  saloon  after  the  Murderer  Houck 
iad  departed.  He  was,  or  would  have 
he  jury  believe,  a  strict  non-combatant, 
and  only  noticed  the  men  lying  on  the 
floor  when  he  came  into  the  saloon. 
'  Bartender  Wm.  E.  King  was  next 
called.  He  saw  the  whole  affair,  but 
lays  the  entire  blame  upon  Haggerty 
and  Murphy.  He  says  that  Houck  was 
simply  acting  on  the  defensive,  and 
tried  to  avoid  the  onslaught  of  the  men 
now  dead.  On  cross-questioning  by  the 
assistant  county  attorney  it  transpired 
that  he  did  not  see  the  greater  part  of 
the  fight,  as  his  back  was  turned,  and  he 
admitted  that  he  was  too  much  excited 
to  know  what  he  did  see.  ^ 

James  Cogin,  one  of  the  proprieto'  s, 
was  the  next  and  last  witness,  and  his 
testimony  at  first  was  to  the  effect  that 
he  had  tried  to  stop  the  fight,  but  Attor- 
ney Davis  finally  cornered  him  and 
forced  him  to  admit  that  he  was  so  much 
concerned  for  his  own  safety  that  he 
didn't  know  much  about  the  affair. 
Neither  Cogin  nor  King  knew  when  or 
how  the  murderer  Houck  escaped  from 
the  room,  although  they  were  there  at 
the  time. 

The  jury  retired  and  in  a  few  minutes 
had  agreed  upon  a  verdict  that  "the  said 
John  Haggerty  came  to  his  death  from 
the  effects  of  bullets  discharged  from  a 
pistol  held  in  the  hands  of  one  Frank 
Houck  in  West  Duluth,  St.  Louis  county, 
Minnesota,  on  the  evening  of  Sept.  6, 
1892."  The  coroner  immediately  issued 
his  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  Houck  and 
gave  it  to  Chief  of  Police  Arthur  Briggs. 

Today's  testimony  at  the  inquest  over 
Murphy's  dead  body  will  be  decidedly 
sensational  as  the  witnesses  not  inter- 
ested in  defending  their  position  will  be 
put  upon  the  stand  and  a  flat  contradic- 
tion of  the  testimony  of  Cogin  and  King 
is  looked  for.  The  inquest  will  be  re- 
sumed at  2  o'clock  this  afternoon,  and 
will  probably  take  six  or  ei^ht  hours  of 
hard  work.

At  no  Staffe  of  the  Fight  Was  Sulli- 
van Able  to  Compete  With 
Corbett. 


The  Californian  Had  Too  Much  Science 

and  Sullivan  Could  Hardly 

Hit  Him. 


New  Orleans,  Sept.  8.— The  great 
fight  for  the  heavyweight  championship 
is  over,  and  James  J.  Corbett  now  holds 
the  title  of  champion  of  the  world.  The 
story  of  how  he  downed  the  great  John 
L.  Sullivan  is  an  interesting  one.  It 
must  be  conceded  by  all  that  it  was  a 
hot  fight,  and  that  Corbett  won  by  rea- 
son of  his  science  and  generalship.  At 
the  tossing  for  corners  between  Johnson 
for  Sullivan  and  Delane  y  for  Corbett, 
Delaney  called  "tails"  and  won.  He  se- 
lected that  lucky  corner,  as  it  is  called, 
the  one  that  Fitzsimmons  had  twice  and 
McAuliffe  and  Dixon  occupied  this 
week. 

It  was  8:40  when  the  scales  were 
brought  in  to  weigh  the  gloves,  and  at 
the  same  time  it  was  officially  an- 
nounced that  Billy  Delaney  and  Profes- 
sor John  Donaldson,  of  St.  Paul,  would 
do  the  chief  work  on  Corbett  when  in  his 
corner,  and  that  Daly,  Dillon  and  Pro- 
fessor Mike  Donovan  would  be  around 
to  hang  up  bottles  and  give  ad- 
vice. Professor  John  Duffy  was  again 
the  referee.  Sullivan  entered  the  ring 
first,  dressed  in  green  trunks  and   black

shoes  and  socks;  he  looked  in  perfect 
condition.  Corbett  followed  a  moment 
later.  He  looked  pale  and  finely  drawn 
beside  his  burly  antagonist.  He  wore 
an  air  of  confidence,  however,  and 
smiled  and  nodded  to  his  acquaintances 
around  the  ring,  though  he  was  said  by 
some  people  to  be  a  little  nervous. 

John  Donaldson  and  Billy  Delaney 
were  announced  as  Corbett's  seconds, 
with  Bat  Masterson  as  timekeeper. 
Charles  Johnson  and  Jack  McAuliffe 
seconded  John  L.  Sullivan,  Frank  Mo- 
ran  timekeeper.  The  gloves  were 
weighed  and  given  to  the  lighters.  Dur- 
ing the  parley  which  was  held  in  the 
center  of  the  ring,  Corbett  looked  en- 
tirely outclassed  in  point  of  build,  though 
his  friends  relied  upon  his  cleverness  to 
win  the  battle.  The  pivot  blow  and 
backheeling  was  barred  by  mutual  con- 
sent, the  men  agreeing  to  fight  fair,  and 
were  sent  to  their  corners  to  get  ready 
for  the  fray.  The  fight  began  at  9:30  p. 
m.,  and  the  story  of  the  contest  is  here 
given  by  rounds: 

First  round— Sullivan  on  the  aggres- 
sive. Dandy  Jim  laughs  at  him.  Sulli- 
van swung  right,  missed  Jim  five  feet, 
both  men  monkeying  and  eyeing  each 
other  closely.  Sullivan  rushed  but  Cor- 
bett jumped  away.  Sullivan  looks  vici- 
ous, now  rushes  at  him,  he  runs  away 
and  smdes,  both  sparring;  Sullivan  tried 
to  corner  Jim,  but  he  slipped  away.  The 
gong  sounded  on  a  tame  round. 

Second  round  —  Corbett  dancing 
around  him.  Sullivan  very  anxious  and 
has  mean  look.  Sullivan  attempted  for 
head,  Corbett  slipped  away.  Sullivan 
struck  him  light  on  shoulder.  The  men 
came  to  a  clinch,  both  landed  vicious 
blows  on  neck.  Sullivan  uppercuts  Jim 
and  touched  him  with  left  little  later. 
Corbett  eyeing  his  man  closely.  Sparring 
Sullivan  landed  heavy  right  on  shoulder. 
Corbett  got  back  on  stomach  as  gong 
sounded;  honors  easy. 

Third  round — Corbett  ducked  away 
from  Sullivan's  left.  Sullivan  leads  for 
right  on  stomach,  falls  short;  Sullivan 
swings  left  on  Corbett's  back.  Sullivan 
very  aggressive,  Corbett  landed  two 
heavy  punches  in  stomach.  They  both 
exchanged  hard  lefts  on  neck.  Sullivan 
made  a  lunge  with  right.  Corbett 
slipped  away.  Corbett  put  heavy  right 
on  Sullivan's  ear,  knocking  his  head 
back,  both  men  were  fighting  hard  when 
the  gong  sounded. 

Fourth  round— Both  men  perspiring 
very  freely.  Sullivan  made  a  rush  at 
Jim.  Corbett  got  away.  Sparring. 
Corbett  walking  round  him  and  smiles. 
Sullivan  gets  Corbett  in  corner.  Corbett 
ducks  away.  Corbett  swings  left  on 
John's  neck.  Corbett  landed  both  right 
and  left  on  Sullivan's  head  as  round 
ended. 

Fifth  round— Both  men  came  to  the 
center  smiling  at  each  other.  Corbett 
jabbed  Sullivan  on  neck  without  return. 
Sullivan  lands  hard  left  on  Jim's  neck. 
They  clinched.  Sullivan  swung  with 
terrific  force.  Corbett  barely  missed  it; 
both  men  cautious;  Sullivan  eager  for 
hot  work.  They  both  exchanged  hard 
blows.  Corbett  swung  his  left  hard  on 
Sullivan's  nose,  drawing  blood.  Sulli- 
van is  very  bloody.    The  men  are  fight- 


ing like  demons.  Corbett  had  Sullivan 
on  the  ropes,  pounding  him  ufimercifully 
as  the  gong  rung. 

Sixth  round— Corbett  landed  on  Sul- 
livan's nose,  making  it  bleed.  Corbett 
landed  heavy  vn  head.  Sullivan  retali- 
ated on  neck.  Corbett  jabbed  John 
twice  on  his  chin  and  ran  away.  They 
both  landed  heavy  on  head.  Honors 
easy. 

Seventh  round — Corbett  walked  right 
up  to  John  and  cleverly  avoided  a  left- 
hand  punch.  Corbett  lands  left  heavy 
on  Sullivan's  stomach.  Sullivan  cross- 
countered  with  two  licks  on  head.  Cor- 
bett jabbed  Sullivan  in  nose  twice.  Cor- 
bett gabbed  John  again,  the  crowd  cheer- 
ing Corbett.  Corbett  now  the  aggressor. 
Punches  Sullivan  hard  on  neck.  Sulli- 
van swung  his  left,  missed  Corbett. 
Swung  rght,  knocking  Sullivan  on  the 
ropes,  the  gong  sounded,  Corbett  had  the 
best  of  it. 

Eighth  round — Sullivan  landed  on 
Corbett's  head  and  Corbett  gave  Sullivan 
one  in  return.  Sullivan  jabbed  Corbett 
hard  on  the  neck.  Corbett  cross-countered 
hard  on  Sullivan's  eye.  Both  men  ex- 
changing heavy  lifts.  Sullivan  looked 
very  tired  as  the  gong  sounded. 

Ninth  round — The  men  got  into  the 
middle  of  the  ring,  Corbett  escaping  a 
vicious  right-hander.  Thev  both  ex- 
changed hot  lefts.  Sullivan  jabs  Jim  in 
wind.  Corbett  retaliates  hard  on  the 
stomach.  They  clinch.  Corbett  jabs 
Sullivan  with  left.  Both  landed  lefts,but 
the  Californian  swung  heavy  on  Sulli- 
van's neck.    Honors  easy. 

Tenth  round  —  Sparring.  Sullivan 
feints  with  the  left  but  blow  fell  short. 
They  both  exchanged  lefts  on  neck. 
Corbetts  smiles.  Sullivan  rushes  at 
Corbett.  Corbett's  generalship  aston- 
ishes everyone.  Sullivan  rushes  at  Cor- 
bett and  got  jabbed  in  the  nose  for  his 
trouble.  Corbett  cheered  as  gong 
sounded. 

Eleventh  round— Corbett  stepped  to 
center  of  the  ring  fresh  as  a  daisy.  Both 
landed  good  blows  on  breast.  Both 
cautious.  Corbett  landed  a  crushing  left 
on  Sullivan's  nose  without  a  return. 
Champion  forced  to  the  ropes  got  two 
jabs  in  nose.  Corbett  now  aggressor. 
Clinched  and  Sullivan  hurt  Corbett  a 
little.  Both  exchanged  vicious  blows. 
Honors  easy. 

Twelfth  round— Corbett  landed  left 
hard  on  Sullivan's  stomach.  Sullivan 
got  in  twice,  Corbett  walking  round  Sul- 
livan. Sullivan  landed  swinging  left  on 
Corbett's  wind.  Corbett  crosscountered 
on  neck  with  his  left.  Corbett  swings 
at  him  with  left  hard  on  stomach.  Cor- 
bett jabs  Sullivan  hard  in  neck.  Corbett 
did  most  ot  the  fighting  in  this  round. 

Thirteenth  round — Sullivan  landed  his 
left  light  on  Corbett's  neck.  Sullivan 
looks  like  a  tiger  and  determined,  but 
Corbett  keeps  away.  Sullivan  led  with 
the  left  on  Corbett's  wind.  The  men's 
toes  touch  each  other.  Corbett  swung 
vicious  left,  Sullivan  jumfied  away. 
Sparring,  Sullivan  now  aggressor.  Sul- 
livan got  a  left  punch  in  his  nose.  No 
damage  done  of  any  consequence  as 
gong  sounded. 

Fourteenth  round — Sullivan  landed  on 
Corbett's  neck;  both  landed  good  blows. 
Thev  both  exchanged  heavy  lefts  on 
head.  Corbett  jabbed;  Sullivan  laughed 
at  him.  Jim  smiled  back.  Sullivan 
made  desperate  swing  with  right.  Cor- 
bett ducked  away.  Both  exchanged 
lefts.  Both  landed  hot  on  neck.  Sulli- 
van landed  a  good  left  on  Corbett's  fore- 
head. Corbett  now  on  defensive.  The 
round  ended  with  honors  easy.  • 

Fiteenth  round — Both  bounded  to  the 
center  of  the  ring.  Sullivan  forced  Cor- 
bett around.  Corbett  swung  right  hard 
on  Sullivan's  neck.  The  men  clinched, 
were  separated.  Sullivan  got  hard  one 
in  ear.  Corbett  landed  with  the  left  on 
Sullivan's  head.  Sullivan  gave  Corbett 
hard  punch  in  return  on  stomach.  Both 
landed  lefts.  Corbett  landed  left  on 
Sullivan's  stomach  twice  and  jumped 
away  without  return.  Corbett  landed 
left  hard  on  Sullivan's  stomach.  The 
gong  sounded  and  the  crowd  cheered 
Corbett. 

Sixteenth  round — Corbett  jabbed  Sul- 
livan hard  in  the  neck.  Sullivan  landed 
left  on  Corbett's  breast.  They  both  ex- 
changed left-handers.  Sullivan  swings 
his  right  and  Corbett  ducks  away.  Cor- 
bett jabbed  Sullivan  in  the  nose  and  fol- 
lowed it  up  with  his  left  on  Sullivan's 
stomach.  Corbett  is  now.  the  aggressor. 
Both  exchange  hot  blows  and  clinch. 
Sullivan  lands  on  Jim's  neck.  Honors 
easy. 

Seventeenth  round — Sullivan  suc- 
ceeded in^  getting  a  little  left  on  Cor- 
bett's face!  With  this  exception  there 
was  only  fibbing  during  the  round.  The 
house  had  a  good  deal  to  laugh  at  in  the 
men's  action,  but  nothing  to  get  excited 
over.  ' 

Eighteenth  round — Corbett's  clever- 
ness in  tapping  Sullivan  and  getting 
away  was  greatly  admired  up  to  this 
time,  and  when  he  jabbed  the  big  fellow 
four  times  on  the  face  in  succession  the 
spectators  raised  a  howl.  Sullivan  here 
got  in  a  left  on  Corbett's  breast  but  it 
did  not  hurt.  Corbett  touched  John  L. 
up  for  two  right-handers  on  the  body 
amid  more  howls.  The  people  seemed 
to  be  with  Corbett. 

Nineteenth  round— On  coming  togeth- 
er Sullivan  hit  Corbett  on  the  neck  with 
the  left  pretty  hard  and  Corbett  coun- 
tered with  the  left  on  the  stomach.  Sul- 
livan missed  a  left  meant  for  the  face 
and  Corbett  laughed  at  him.  At  that 
Sullivan's  face  took  on  a  savage  sniile, 
and  he  chased  Corbett  around  the  ring. 
Corbett  again  came  forward  and  landed 
his  left  on  Sullivan's  stomach  and  face 
and  his  right  on  the  big  fellow's 
stomach. 

Twentieth  round— Sullivan's  left 
struck  Corbett's  breast  as  they  came  to- 
gether in  the  center  of  the  ring,  but  only 
two  seconds  ocurred  afterward  before 
Corbett  sailed  into  him.  With  left  and 
right  Corbett  caught  Sullivan  on  both 
sides  of  the  head  close  to  the  ropes,  and 
thi:^  same  dose  the  Californian  repeated 
within  another  second.  Corbett  followed 
this  up  with  seven  more  blows  of  the 
same  kind  and  Sullivan  could  not  pro- 
tect himself.  Sullivan  could  not  get  in 
a  single  blow  in  return.  He  was  plainly 
groggy  and  weak.  Corbett  was  very 
fresh  and  confident  at  the  sound  of  the 
gong,  at  which  time  he  was  smashing 
Sullivan  at  a  great  rate  left  and  right  on 
both  sides  of  the  head. 

Twenty-first  round— That  the  contest 
would  end  in  this  round  no  man  present 
believed.  Sullivan  came  from  his  corner 
in  the  same  shape  that  he  had  shown  for 
a  dozen  rounds  before.  He  had  the  same 
cross  expression  on  his  face  and  seemed 
to  be  as  strong  as  at  any  time  during  the 
fight.  He  continued  edging  in  and  Cor- 
bett followed  his  original  tactics  of  edg- 
ing away.  This  Sort  of  trade  was  not 
going  on  very  long,  not  more  than  ten 
seconds,  when  Corbett  jumped  back, 
rushed  forward,  hit  John  on  the  nose 
and  John  was  dazed.     Co: '.  at 

him  further  and  the  same  old  n*  !,e  was 


again  smashed,  and  more  blood  came 
out.  John  looked  astounded  and  Cor- 
bett jumped  back  with  the  merry  smile 
of  a  schoolboy  with  a  big  apple.  Sud- 
denly he  returned  to  the  fray  and  before 
Sullivan  knew  what  was  the  meaning  of 
the  Californian's  happy  look  he  got  a 
crack  on  the  side  of  the  head  that  made 
him  close  his  eyes.  With  this  Corbett 
was  on  top  of  him  in  no  time.  Left 
hand  on  one  side  of  head  and  right  hand 
on  the  other,  poor  John  L.  Sullivan  be- 
came an  unconscious  beaten  man.  He 
staggered  about  on  his  pins  for  a  second 
or  so  and  while  displaying  this  fatal 
weakness  Corbett  went  down  on  him 
again,  as  a  crow  lights  on  corn  when 
there  is  no  dummy  in  the  middle  of 
the  field.  A  right  on  the  ear  and  a 
left  on  the  jaw  settled  the  business 
and  the  championship.  The  last  blow 
sent  the  great  John  L.  Sullivan  to  the 
floor  with  a  thump,  the  second  time  in 
all  his  long  career  as  a  fighter  that  he 
had  ever  been  knocked  down.  But  he 
was  down  this  time  fair  and  finally.  It 
was  a  clean  and  clever  knock-out  blow. 
Sullivan  doubled  up  his  legs  as  though 
in  pain,  but  in  another  instant  seemed  to 
collect  his  senses  and  made  an  effort  to 
rise.  He  failed  in  that  and  tried  the  sec- 
ond time  with  the  same  result.  He  was 
knocked  out  pure  and  simple.  His  sec- 
onds had  to  come  to  him  and  assist  him 
to  his  corner.  Even  then  John  L.  was 
"out"  and  did  not  know  what  was  going 
on.  It  was  not  for  over  two  minutes 
that  John  L.  recovered  himself.  Mean- 
time Corbett  had  retired  to  his  corner, 
on  the  order  of  the  referee,  while  the 
man  who  has  so  long  been  known  as  the 
champion  of  champions  was  counted 
out  and  carried  to  his  chair. 

When  Sullivan  revived,  he  looked  up 
at  Jack  McAuliffe,  who  was  fanning  him 
with  the  towel,  and  after  opening  his 
eyes  half  way,  or  as  far  as  he  could, 
said,  in  his  more  than  ordinary  bootleg 
voice:  "Say,  am  I  licked?  Did  that 
young  fellow  do  it?"  McAuliffe  sorrow- 
fully admitted  that  that  was  the  case. 
John  did  not  say  any  more  until  Corbett 
came  over  and  shook  hands  with  him. 
John  got  up,  took  Corbett's  hand  and 
then  spoke  to  the  crowd:  "Gentlemen," 
said  the  ex-champion,  "I  am  only  glad 
that  the  championship  has  been  won  by 
an  American."  This  speech  brought 
down  the  house  as  it  has  not  been  affect- 
ed during  all  the  week.  There  was  a 
great  wild,  wholly  West,  not  Southern, 
mad  enthusiastic  yell  when  Corbett 
knocked  John  L.  Sullivan  out,  but  that 
noise  was  not  a  marker  to  the  wild  dem- 
onstration that  gang  made  when  John  L. 
said  those  manly  words. 


COULD  NOT  TOUCH  HIM. 

Sullivan  Declares  Corbett  the  Clever- 
est Fighter  He  Met. 

New  York,  Sept.  8.— A  special  to  the 
Herald  from  New  Orleans  says  that 
when  all  was  over  Sullivan  was  taken  to 
his  dressing  room  and  attended  by  Dr. 
Charles  L.  Seaman,  who  found  him  in  a 
pitiable  condition,  covered  with  blood 
and  weeping  at  what  he  considered  his 
disgrace. 

His  nose  had  been  split  and  required 
three  stitches,  hii  face  was  swollen  and 
his  lips  were  cut.  Sullivan  felt  very 
badly.  He  turned  to  Charley  Johnson 
and  said:  "I'm  sorry  about  my  friends 
losing  their  money." 

"Never  mind,"  said  Johnson,  "I'll  put 
up  $20,000  on  you  tomorrow  to  fight 
Mitchell  or  any  one  else,  barring  Cor- 
bett. He  seems  to  be  a  very  clever 
young  fellow." 

"Yes,"  said  Sullivan,  "he's  cleverer 
than  any  fighter  I  ever  met  in  my  life. 
I  let  him  hit  me  one  or  two  body  blows 
purposely  with  the  idea  of  catching  him 
as  he  landed,  but  I  could  not  touch  him. 
Well,  he  has  won  the  championship  and 
he  had  better  keep  it.  My  advice  to  him 
is  that  if  he  wants  to  keep  it  he  had  bet- 
ter not  meet  the  nigger,  Jackson.  If  he 
ever  does  he  will  get  licked." 

Mrs.  Corbett  Happy. 
New  York,  Sept.  8.— Mrs.  Corbett, 
when  informed  that  her  husband  was 
champion  of  the  world,  said:  "Yes,  I 
knew  he  would  be.  I  do  not  think  he 
would  trade  with  the  president  of  the 
United  States.  I  have  always  hated 
fighting  before,  but  now  I'm  glad  that 
Jim  is  a  pugilist."  She  thereupon  sent 
the  following  telegram:  "Bless  your 
heart,  we  were  not  over-confident,  were 
we?    (Signed)  OUie." 

Boston  in  Tears. 
Boston,  Sept.  8. — An  immense  multi- 
tude collected  in  Newspaper  row  last 
night  to  watch  the  bulletins  of  the  New 
Orleans  fight.  When  the  news  of  Sulli- 
van's defeat  was  sent  out  there  was  a 
mighty  roar,  mingled  with  exclamations 
of  sorrow,  and  many  a  rough  coat  sleeve 
brushed  the  dew  from  eyes  unused  to 
demonstrations  of  pity. 

The  "Spider"  Injured. 
Boston,  Sept.  8.— Isaac  O'Neil  Weir, 
the  ex- featherweight  champion,  was 
badly  cut  in  the  face  yesterday  by  a  col- 
ored man  named  Leston  who  had  spoken 
disparagingly  of  Sullivan  and  aroused 
the  "Spider's"  resentment.  Leston  was 
arrested. 


AFTER  THE  FIGHT. 


Sullivan  Says  Corbett  Licked  Him  Fair 
and  Square. 

New  Orleans,  Sept.  8. — "He  licked 
me  fair  and  square;  he  is  quicker  than  I 
am,  but  he  is  the  only  man  in  the  world 
who  can  lick  me."  Thus  spoke  ex- 
Champion  John  L.  Sullivan  at  an  early 
hour  this  morning,  John  was  in  the  bar- 
room of  the  St.  Charles  hotel  beginning 
to  whoop  it  up. as  few  can  but  he. 

He  spoke  from  his  heart.  He  was  not 
one-half  so  much  broken  up  as  most 
persons  would  suppose.  Physically  he 
showed  a  swollen  nose  and  black  marks 
around  the  eyes — marks  that  the  man 
never  had  before  in  his  life — but  his 
manner  was  not  of  the  sullen  or  disap- 
pointed kind  and  his  friends  marked  his 
pluck  in  defeat  with  pride. 

New  Orleans  is  coming  down  to  its 
normal  condition  today.  The  3000  or 
4000  sports  who  came  here  from  all  parts 
of  the  country  to  witness  the  great  fistic 
contests  have  been  leaving  town  since  2 
o'clock  this  morning,  and  few  will  be  le;ft 
when  evening  comes.  Most  of  the  sports 
have  little  or  no  money  in  their  pockets, 
for  it  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the 
greater  number  dropped  their  piles  on 
Sullivan.  It  was  not  only  Sullivan  to 
win  with  the  majority,  but  Sullivan  to 
win  in  so  many  rounds,  some  placing 
the  number  of  rounds  as  low  as  two. 

There  is  "a  difference  in  the  morning" 
in  this  case  as  in  so  many  others,  and 
woe  and  desolation  reign.  Why  Corbett 
proved  to  be  a  surprise  party  need  not 
be  told.  All  the  betters  on  Sullivan  have 
been  in  a  state  of  wonder  ever  since 
those  last  few  rounds  when  John  began 
to  grow  groggy,  and  it  will  be  a  long 
time  before  they  recover  from  the  effect 
produced  by  the  final  assault  of  the  agile 
Californian  and  the  knock-out  blow. 
Corbett  bears  his  honor  with  becoming 
modesty,  and  so  far  his  head  remains  at 
its  usual  size.  That  he  is  perhaps  the 
happiest  man  in  America  is  not  alto- 
gether unnatural,  and  that  he  shows  his 
joy  is  not  to  be  wondered  at;  but  he 
speaks  to  his  friends  and  even  to  his 
casual  acquaintances  as  he  always  did 
and  appears  like  the  Jim  Corbett  of  yes- 
terday or  a  year  ago. 

A  few  daring  individuals  have  the 
nerve  to  say  that  Sullivan  was  beaten 
because  he  was  not  in  condition.  "Look 
how  fat  he  was''  is  heard  once  in  a  while, 
and  stories  about  his  drinking  while  in 
training  are  beginning  to  find  circula- 
tion. But  with  honest  and  experienced 
judges  there  is  but  one  opinion.  That  is 
that  Sullivan  was  whipped  fairly  on  his 
merits,  and  that  the  Corbett  of  last 
night  could  have  done  the  same  trick 
the  best  day  that  Sullivan  ever  saw. 
When  he  returned  to  his  room  at  the 
hotel  after  the  fight  last  night,  Sullivan 
was  for  a  time  a  very  sore  man.  The 
first  thing  he  said  when  the  door  was 
closed  was:  "I  went  once  too  often." 
After  a  short  pause  in  a  half  broken 
voice  he  said:  "Once  too  often,  and 
that's  all  there  is  about  it." 


KILRAIN  WAS  SURPRISED. 

He  Expected  That  Sullivan  Would  be 
Winner. 

Baltimore,  Sept.  8.— Many  a  dollar 
was  lost  in  Baltimore  over  Sullivan's  de- 
feat. The  betting  was  3  to  2  and  2  to  i 
on  him.  A  crowd  of  sports  congregated 
at  Jake  Kilrain's  hotel  to  hear  the  ex- 
champion's  views  of  the  fight.  Before 
the  men  entered  the  ring  Kilrain  said: 
"If  Corbett  should  stay  twenty  rounds  he 
will  be  a  made  man,  providing  he  makes 
any  fighting.  I  do  not  expect  Corbett  to 
win." 

When  the  result  was  announced  Kil- 
rain said:  "I  am  surprised.  Sullivan 
did  not  seem  to  be  in  the  fight  at  all. 
Corbett,  it  appears,  used  the  same  tac- 
tics in  this  fight  that  Fitzsimmons  used 
in  the  fight  with  Peter  Maher.  He  liter- 
ally made  a  fool  of  Sullivan.  I  am  a 
loser,  but  I  have  lots  of  company.  I  am 
afraid  that  Sullivan  is  not  of^  the  nature 
to  stand  a  defeat,  and  I  doubt  if  he  will 
do  it  gracefully.  I  suppose  now  that 
Corbett  has  the  championship  Jackson 
will  be  after  him  with  a  challenge.  I 
am  out  of  it  and  intend  to  stay  out.  Gee 
whiz!  but  this  last  one  was  a  dump."

Let  us  enter  a  roller  process  mill  and  see 
its  devices  for  reduction  and  separation  at 
work.  First  of  all  we  are  shown  the  ma- 
chines which,  by  means  of  sieves  and  air 
blasts,  remove  from  the  wheat  its  admix- 
ture of  cockles,  tares,  ships  and  dirt.  Next 
come  the  scouring  machines,  stoutly 
framed  and  covered  with  cases  of  perfo- 
rated cast  iron.  These  are  fed  from  the 
cleansers  we  have  just  seen,  and  their 
duty  is  to  cut  off  the  head  of  the  grain, 
leaving  it  in  a  perfectly  scoured  and  pol- 
ished condition  for  reduction  by  the  roll- 
ers. Some  millers  prefer  cases  made  of 
very  heavy  rolled  wire  of  square  sections, 
whose  sharp,  impinging  edges  exert  a 
greater  effect  than  is  possible  with  wire  of 
ordinary  round  form. 

Cleaned  and  prepared,  the  wheat  is  now 
ready  for  the  first  pair  of  rollers.  These 
are  usually  twenty-four  inches  long,  nine 
inches  in  diameter  and  bear  twelve  cor- 
rugations to  the  inch.  In  contour  these 
corrugations  resemble  the  teeth  of  a  saw, 
and  vary  with  the  kind  of  wheat  to  be 
treated.  For  the  hardest  varieties  of  grain 
they  are  not  so  sharp  as  for  soft  wheats. 
To  prevent  their  interlocking  with  each 
other  they  wind  around  the  rollers  in  a 
gentle  spiral.  To  avoid  splintering  the 
bran  they  are  no  nearer  than  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  work  of  each 
reduction.  They  are  completely  boxed  in 
so  as  to  be  breast  high,  and  through  a  lit- 
tle glass  window  the  miller  can  see  how 
their  work  is  going  on.  As  a  rule  the 
rollers  are  of  chilled  iron,  tough  enough 
not  to  need  recutting  until  after  two  to 
five  years'  use. 

Porcelain    rollers   give   satisfactory  re- 
sults,  but  their   employment  is  limited. 
Chilled  iron  is  easier  to  manufacture  and 
repair.    As  we  watch  the  first  pair  of  roll- 
ers at  work  we  observe  that  one  of  them 
revolves  faster  than  its  mate,  so  that  a 
grain  of  wheat  caught  on  the  projection  of 
a  slow  roller  is  stretched  out  or  unfolded 
by  the  projection  of  the  quick  one.    This 
action  it  is  which  opens  the  grain  so  as  to 
shell  out  the  middlings   without  at  the 
same  lime  making  more  than  a  trifling 
quantity  of  flour.    A  point  just  here  to 
which  the  miller  pays  particular  attention 
is  keeping  these  rollers  at  the  right  dis- 
tance apart.    If  too  far  from  each  other 
they  take  no  hold  of  the  wheat.    If  too 
near  they  mash  it  into  flakes  which  resist 
the  flour  separating  process  following  up 
the  roller's  work. 

When  wheat  has  passed  through  the 
first  pair  of  rollers  the  product  is  con- 
ducted to  a  scalping  reel.  This  reel  is  a 
revolving  cylinder,  covered  with  wire,  hav- 
ing about  324  openings  to  the  square  inch. 
As  the  meal  is  carried  up  its  ascending  side 
the  flour  and  middlings  fall  through.  The 
axis  of  the  cylinder  is  inclined,  and  the 
portions  of  wheat  stock  which  cannot  get 
through  its  meshes  gradually  find  their 
way  to  the  cylinder's  end  or  "tail,"  there 
to  be  taken  to  a  second  pair  of  rollers  for  a 
second  reduction,  in  principal  essentially 
the  same  as  the  first.  To  the  second  pair 
of  rollers  succeed  others  until  a  fifth  or 
even  a  sixth  pair  is  reached.  Each  pair 
has  more  corrugations  to  the  inch  than  its 
predecessors,  and  has  its  two  rollers  placed 
nearer  together. 

In  following  the  partly  broken  wheat  to 
the  second  pair  of  rollers  we  left  behind 
us  for  a  moment  the  flour  and  middlings 
due  to  the  first  pair's  action.  These  two 
products,  the  miller  reminds  us,  were  de- 
livered by  the  scalping  reel  as  a  mixture. 
He  now  submits  them  to  a  bolting  reel,  a 
frame  clad  with  silk  having  hundreds  or 
thousands  of  apertures  to  the  square  inch. 
This  reel  is  cylindrical,  a  form  much  pre- 
ferable to  the  six  .sided  shape  of  old  pat- 
terns. Through  its  apertures  the  flour 
readily  passes,  leaving  the  middlings  in 
the  reel.  In  this  way  scalping  and  bolting 
reels  follow  up  each  successive  pair  of 
rollers,  their  meshes  gradually  becoming 
finer  and  finer.  How  much  finer  depends 
upon  the  character  of  the  wheat  and  the 
general  conditions  under  which  a  mill  is 
operated.  As  a  rule  the  silks  run  one 
number  or  size  finer  at  each  reduction. 
We  are  shown  a  variety  of  cloths,  all  of 
European  make,  ranging  from  576  to  28,900 
meshes  to  the  square  inch. 

The  durability  of  these  silks  is  astonish- 
ing. With  soft  wheat  a  reel  will  serve  six 
or  seven  years  and  remain  in  good  condi- 
tion. Wheat  attracts  moisture  so  readily 
from  the  atmosphere  that  its  dampness 
foretells  a  coming  storm  as  certainly  as  a 
failing  barometer.  On  muggy  days  bolting 
is  so  much  retarded  that  if  possible  the 
miller  slows  down  operations. 

Under  his  guidance  we  now  retrace  our 
steps  to  where  we  left  the  bolting  reels  de- 
livering their  middlings.  We  are  now  to 
see  what  becomes  of  them.  Mixed  as  they 
are  with  particles  of  bran,  fiber  and  other 
impuritie.s,  they  go  to  a  separator,  con- 
trived upon  a  principle  as  simple  as  it  is 
effective. 

In  windy  weather,  if  we  inspect  the  dust 
borne  to  the  window  sills  at  the  various 
levels  of  a  tall  building,  we  find  a  decided 
difterence  in  its  quality.  The  dust  which 
has  risen  to  the  top  story  is  much  finer 
than  the  dust  deposited  at  the  ground  fioor. 
The  wind  has  carried  light  particles  fur- 
ther than  heavy  ones.  This  action  is  imi- 
tated in  the  aspirators  and  purifiers  of  our 
mill.  A  sharp  blast  of  air  is  directed 
against  the  mixture  of  middlings,  bran 
and  fiber.  As  the  finer  and  lighter  frag- 
ments can  be  blown  further  than  the 
heavier  and  coarser,  they  are  separated 
into  their  special  boxes  or  chutes.  Puri- 
fiers are  made  in  a  variety  of  designs.  These 
machines  are  set  at  the  ta.sk  of  dividing 
middlings  into  coarse,  fine  and  low  grades, 
iuddentally  freeing  them  from  any  admix- 
ture of  bran  and  germ  they  may  contain. 
jb-s  the  rollers  have  gradually  turned  out 
finer  and  finer  product,  a  point  is  reached 
•vhere  middlings,  germ  and  bran  are  de- 
livered in  particles  very  similar  in  their 
minute  size  and  weight.  The  differences 
which  exist  between  them  are  too  slight 
for  any  process  of  separation  to  seize  upon. 
The  silk  of  the  bolting  reel  can  divide 
small  particles  from  large;  the  aspirator, 
or  purifier  of  other  type,  can  disunite  light 
particles  from  heavy  ones.  Here  the 
effective  limit  of  both  is  oasaed.    Sirw  hv

This  is  literally  true,  for  as  she  saun- 
ters about  her  farm  with  a  visitor  she 
shows  a  i)ersonal  acquaintance  and  un- 
derstanding with  each  cow,  bull,  calf, 
horse  and  pig  on  the  farm.  One  is  pre- 
sented to  Carmencita,  for  instance,  who 
is  peaceably  grazing  out  in  the  field. 
Mrs.  Willets  lovingly  strokes  her  friend 
as  she  tells  just  wherein  Carmencita  ex- 
cels. Then  the  twin  calves  are  to  be 
seen.  All  the  cows  she  has  raised  her- 
self Mrs.  Willets  speaks  of  as  her  chil- 
dren. She  knows  every  cow  on  the  farm 
by  name,  knows  all  their  peculiarities 
and  will  present  the  visitor  to  a  certain 
cow  and  then  to  its  half  sister  or  atmt, 
for  instance.  The  pedigree  of  every  an- 
imal on  the  farm  is  perfectly  familiar  to 
her. 

She  does  not,  however,  rank  among 
the  heroines  so  often  mentioned  who 
began  with  nothing  and  acquired  a  for- 
tune, for  she  inherited  not  only  the  farm 
and  the  farmhouse  from  her  father,  but 
an  inborn  love  of  cattle.

It  is  often  amusing  to  watch  a  pitcher 
manipulate  a  brand-new  white  ball  when 
tossed  to  him  in  the  opening  inning  or  dtir- 
ing  the  progress  of  the  game.  Th^  all  eo 
through  the  same  little  performance  pre- 
vious to  delivering  the  ball,  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  which,  they  will  tell  you,  is  to  get 
a  good  grip.  To  deliver  a  new  ball  to  the 
bat  without  this  bit  of  preliminary  acting 
would  be  considered  evidence  that  the 
pitcher  was  not  in  good  trim.  Upon  re- 
ceiving the  ball  from  the  umpire  the 
pitcher  first  examines  it  in  a  critical  man- 
ner. Convinced  that  it  is  a  regulation  ball 
without  a  flaw,  he  then  rolls  it  around  in 
his  hands  with  great  vigor. 

Formerly  he  took  up  a  handful  of  dirt 
and  rubbed  it  all  over  the  ball,  in  order  to 
render  it  a  less  shining  mark  for  the  bats- 
man, but  the  rules  now  forbid  that.

NAMED    FOR    GOVERNOR. 


Sketch  of   the  Candidate  of  the  Tenucs- 
see    Democrats. 

The  Democrats  of  Tennessee  have 
nominated  Judge  Peter  Tumey  for  gov- 
ernor, a  gentleman  seventy-two  years  of 
age,  yet  in  the  full  vigor  of  intellect  and 
with  bo«iily  strength  bnt  little  impaired. 
He  i3  spoken  of  as  one  of  tbe  kind  that 
ripen  slowly.  A  native  of  the  state  and 
a  snccessfnl  lawyer  when  the  war  begun, 
he  raised  the  First  Tennessee  regiment 
and  commanded  it  through  the  conflict. 
He  was  afterward  elected  to  the  supreme 
cotut  of  the  state,  of  which  he  has  been 
a  member  twenty  years,  being  chief 
justice  when  nominated  for  governor. 


The  Waste  of  Fuel. 

Since  in  obtaining  power  from  fuel  by 
means  of  steam  engines  upward  of  90  per 
cent,  is  wasted  in  unused  heat,  while  the 
power  obtainable  for  use  represents  scarce- 
ly more  than  10  per  cent,  of  the  real  value 
of  the  fuel,  under  the  very  best  conditions 
the  question  arises  whether  there  may  not 
be  discoverable  a  plan  whereby  a  much 
larger  percentage  of  the  real  value  of  the 
fuel  may  be  turned  to  account  as  electric- 
ity, and  through  the  latter  as  heat,  light 
or  power. 

This  question  has  at  present  no  answer. 
The  subject  has  been  alive  in  the  minds  of 
our  most  able  engineers  and  inventors  for 
years,  and  some  have  striven  hard  to  find  a 
solution  to  the  problem.  Records  of  sci- 
entific discovery  have  been  earnestly  ran- 
sacked to  find  some  clew,  or,  as  it  were,  a 
guiding  post  to  point  the  way  for  the  un- 
certain explorer.  It  now  appears  that  we 
may  be  compelled  to  await  some  new  dis- 
covery, some  new  adaptation  or  some  new 
generalization  before  the  way  to  the  much 
desired  solution  may  be  found. 

The  effect  on  the  general  industrial  and 
economic  development  in  electricity  which 
would  follow  the  discovery  of  some  not  too 
complex  means  for  reahzing  an  economy 
of  even  40  or  50  per  cent,  of  the  energy 
value  of  fuel  is  indeed  almost  incalculable.

Refuses  to  Talk  and  is  Almost  Over- 
come by  Nervousness  ^and 
Alarm. 


Murderer  Frank  Houck  was  captured 
this  morning  just  about  noon  in  a 
clothes  closet  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  his 
boarding  house,  the  St.  Charles  hotel. 
He  refused  to  talk  to  any  extent,  but  ad- 
mits that  he  has  not  been  out  of  sight  of 
West  Duluth  since  the  shooting  al- 
though he  spent  two  nights  in  the  woods. 
He  returned  to  his  boarding  house  this 
morning  about  3  o'clock  to  get  some 
clothing  and  some  other  property  which 
he  wished  to  secure.  A  young  Swede 
boy  notified  the  police  that  he  was  in  the 
house. 

Officer  Mille         Roach         made 

the  capture,  assisted  by  several  others. 
Houck  made  no  resistance  and  was  un- 
armed, having  thrown  his  revolver  away. 
A  large  crowd  ^fathered  around  the 
house  in  a  short  time,  but  Chiet  Briggs 
hustled  his  man  on  a  street  car  with  sev- 
eral deputies  and  started  for  Duluth. 
He  was  taken  first  to  the  central  police 
station  and  there  placed  in  the  patrol 
wagon  and  driven  rapidly  to  the  jail. 
He  was  in  a  pitiably  nervous  and  broken 
down  condition  and  as  the  officers 
pushed  him  into  the  corridor  he  ex- 
claimed "Oh,  my  God!"  His  story 
about  throwing  his  revolver  away 
is  not  believed,  but  it  is  the  impression 
that  he  was  visited  in  his  woody  hiding 
place  by  a  friend  in  West  Duluth,  whom 
the  police  have  under  close  watch. 

As  the  man  was  removed  to  the  street 
car,  preparatory  to  coming  up  to  Dulnth, 
there  was  a  rush  of  the  crowd  towards 
him,  but  Chief  Briggs  and  Capt.  Haley 
had  their  guns  in  readiness  and  kept 
the  crowd  back.  A  few  minutes'  delay, 
however,  and  Houck's  life  might  have 
been  a  thing  of  the  past. 

Tne  room  in  which  Houck  was  found 
was  the  bedroom  of  Mollie  Kasmiski, 
daughter  of  the  hotel  proprietor.  She  is 
said  to  be  engaged  to  Houck,  but  she 
denies  that  she  knew  of  his  presence  in 
the  house.  She  has  been  placed  under 
arrest,  however,  together  with  the  pro- 
prietor and  all  the  help  in  the  house. 
Appearances  are  somewhat  against 
them  and  they  may  have  to  answer  for 
assisting  him  in  his  attempt  to  escape. 

Is  Lewis  Captured? 
There  has  been  a  rumor  on  the  streets 
today  that  Lewis,  the  LaPrairie  mur- 
derer, has  been  captured  at  Port  Arthur. 
This  report  lacks  confirmation.  The  po- 
lice have  heard  of  it  but  know  nothing 
authentic.

New  York,  Sept.  9,— The  cabin  pas- 
sengers on  the  steamship  Normannia  in 
quarantine,  about  500  in  number,  have 
sent  a  letter  to  Governor    Flower    com- 

• 

plainiuij  that  they  are  not  receiving 
proper  care  and  protecnon  from  infec- 
tion. They  say:  "We  have  been  de- 
tained since  4  o'clock  Saturday  morning 
by  order  of  the  health  officers,  and  yet 
/luring  that  time  no  ofificial  inspection  of 

the  ship  or  visit  to  the  sick  has  been 
made  by  that  officer,  or  anyone  repre- 
senting him;  no  scientific,  expert  or 
other  aid  has  been  furnished  to  superin- 
tend the  disinfection  of  the  ship,  but  this 
work  has  been  left  entirely  to  the  cap- 
tain and  his  crew. 

"Disinfectants  asked  for  and  prom- 
ised have  not  been  furnished,  so  that 
the  work  of  disinfection  begun  by  the 
ship's  oJtlcials  has  been  stopped.  No 
means  has  been  provided  for  communi- 
cating with  the  health  officer, 
with         the  result         that         the 

sick  and  the  dead  have  been  retained  on 
ihe  ship  for  an  undue  time.  Fresh 
water  has  not  been  provided  to  replace 
that  put  on  board  from  the  Elbe,  al- 
though application  has  been  made  there- 
for and  the  water  tanks  of  the  ship  have 
been  emptied,  cleaned  and  otherwise 
made  ready  to  receive  it." 

They  appeal  to  the  governor,  to  take 
action  to  relieve  them  from  their  present 
ieopardy.  They  subjoin  a  report  of  the 
passenger  committee  on  sanitatioo  com- 
posed of  six  doctors  which  em{^asizes 
th^  facts  stated  above. 

Dr.  Jenkins  returned  from  the'^teamer 
Wyoming  which  arrived  here  Wednes- 
day night.  Two  children  were  dig^d  on 
board  the  vessel  last  nightji  TSi^,  names^ 
of  the  children  are  Elias  'tk^p^vfi^mat-^ 
sian,  aged 3  months,  and  \'ictoria  Eieaka, 
Persian,  aged  6  months. 

At  1 1  a.  m.  it  was  reported  that  two 
children  and  their  mother  are  sick  on  the 
Wyoming  with  symptoms  of  cholera. 
Dr.  Jenkins  says  all  those  who  have  been 
in  contact  with  them  will  be  sent  to  Hoff- 
man island.  The  United  States  ship 
New  Hampshire  has  been  towed  to  the 
Hamburg  dock  at  Hoboken  where  she 
will  be  fitted  up  at  once  for  service  at 
lower  quarantine. 

The  mother  and  her  two  children  re- 
ported sick  with  symptoms  of  cholera  on 
the  Wyoming  left  Russia  three  weeks 
ago.  It  is  now  said  that  the  death  of  the 
two  children  last  night  was  caused  by 
the  fumes  of  burning  sulphur  which  was 
being  used  to  disinfect  the  steamer. 

All  well  on  the  Vvieland.  This  state- 
ment has  just  been  made  by  Dr.  Jenkins. 
It  is  based  on  a  report  from  Dr.  Walser 
over  the  Swinburne  cable.  Dr.  Walser 
was  sent  to  Hwer  quarantine  this  morn- 
ing to  investigate  the  Wieland  which 
came  in  flying  the  quarantine  flag,  the 
usual  signal  for  inspection  by  the  health 
officer. 

The  health  department's  10  a.  m.  bul- 
letin today  says:  "No  cases  of  cholera 
in  the  city  yet."

THE  CANAL  TOLLS. 


Every  Vessel  is  Required  to  Have  a 
Certificate. 
Washington.  Sept.  9.— Acting  Sec- 
retary Spaulding  has  sent  the  following 
letter  to  ('.en.  Grant,  acting  secretary  of 
war:  "I  have  the  honor  to  return  here- 
^th  the  letter  of  Gen.  Poe,  dated  Sept. 
I,  received  Sept.  8,  and  to  state  that  his 
action  in  requiring  certificates  from  the 
customs  offices  showing  compliance  with 
the  rei,^ulations  relative  to  tolls  on  ves- 
sels passsing  through  the  St.  Mary's 
Falls  canal  meets  with  the  full  approval 
of  this  department.  The  collector  of 
customs  at  Marquette  has  been  instruct- 
ed re^^arding  the  issue  of  such  certifi- 
cates. 

The  instructions  mentioned  in  the  tel- 
egram to  Gen.Grant  and  today  sent  to 
the  collector  at  Marquette  read:  "You 
are  i'  slmcted  to  direct  your  officers  to 
grant  certificates  to  masters  of  vessels 
passing  throueh  the  St.  Mary's  Falls 
canal,  showing  that  said  masters  have 
comp.ied  with  the  existing  regulations 
relating  to  tolls  under  the  president's 
proclamation  of  Au^^  18,  1892.  These 
certificates  should  be  presented  by  the 
masters  to  the  United  States  engineer 
officer  in  charge  before  the  'locking'  of 
the  vessel  through  it.  They  may  be  in 
the  following  form:

SECURED  NO  BOOTY. 


Robbers  Held  Up  a  Train  but  Obtained 
Nothing. 

Guthrie,  O.  T..  Sept.  9.— The  south- 
bounc  Texas  express  No.  403  on  the 
Santa  Fe  road  was  held  up  at  Wharton, 
I.  T.,  a  few  miles  from  Guthrie,  by  five 
masked  men  at  10:45  o'clock  last  night. 
They  took  the  safe  from  the  express  car 
but  secured  no  booty.

Passengers  on  the  Ocean  Steamers  Re- 
moved to  Sandy  Hook. 
Washington,  Sept.  9.— At  the  request 
of  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Foster,  the 
war  department  has  consented  to  the 
use  of  part  of  the  government  reserva- 
tion at  Sandy  Hook  for  quarantine  pur- 
poses. The  action  of  the  department  in 
suddenly  reversing  its  ruling  of  yester- 
day was  brought  about  by  a  peremptory 
telegram  from  President  Harrison  to 
Acting  Secretary  Grant,  directing  him 
to  turn  over  to  the  New  York  health 
officers  such  portion  of  the  Sandv  Hook 
reservation  as  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
Foster  might  indicate. 

The  cooped  up  cabin  passengers  on 
the  ocean  steamers  lying  at  anchor  at 
lower  quarantine  in  New  York  harbor 
'  will  accordingly  be  removed  this  morn- 
ing to  the  government  reservation  at 
Sandy  Hook  and  their  comfort  and  free- 
dom will  thus  be  secured  as  far  as  possi- 
ble. Target  practice  will  be  interfered 
with,  it  is  true,  by  this  arrangement,  but 
this  is  regarded  as  comparatively  a 
small  inconvenience  in  comparison  with 
the  results  obtained  in  greater  security 
to  human  life. 

A  FLOATING  HOSPITAL. 

Detroit  Has  Leased  an  Excursion  Boat 
at  Heavy  Expense. 

Detroit,  Mich.,  Sept.  9.— The  Detroit 
board  of  health  yesterday  leased  the  ex- 
cursion boat  Milton  D.  Ward  for  two 
years  and  will  convert  her  into  a  float- 
ing hospital  for  use  in  caring  for  cholera 
patients  or  immigrants  detained.  It  is 
estimated  that  it  will  cost  $2000  per 
month  to  maintain  the  vessel. 

The  railroads,  in  spite  of  their  an- 
nouncements that  they  would  not  ship 
any  more  immigrants  until  quarantine  is 
raised,  brought  several  carloads  to  De- 
troit yesterday.  The  immigrants  were 
stopped  at  Windsor.  Ont,  disinfected 
and  released,  and  were  not  allowed  to 
cross  the  border. 

The  disinfection  at  Windsor  was  made 
by  the  Detroit  authorities  through  ttte 
courtesy  of  the  Canadian  officials.

New  York.  Sept.  9.— William  Mul- 
doon.

"No.  it  was  not  a  surprise  as  far  as  Cor- 
bett  was  concerned,  as  I  well  knew  Cor- 
bett's  ability  as  a  fighter.  I  do  not  think 
Sullivan  was  in  fit  condition.  I  do  not 
think  that  he  is  too  old;  he  should  be 
good  for  two  years  yet.  I  think  he  could 
be  put  in  condition  today  to  make  the 
greatest  fight  of  his  life,  but  it  would  re- 
quire a  longer  period  of  training  than  he 
devoted  for  his  fight  with  Corbett." 

"I  believe  that  Sullivan  today  is  clever 
enough  and  well  enough  preserved,  if  he 
was  in  proper  condition,  or  the  condition 
he  could  be  put  in,  to  hold  his  own  with 
Corbett  or  any  other  man.

KICKING  BEAR  IN  CLAY,  about  tobe  killed 
by  an  Indian.  The  event  sought  to  be 
commemorated  is  a  historic  one,  an<' 
Mrs.  Helm's  preserver  bore  the  name  oi 
Black  Partridge. 

Black  Partridge  is  reputed  to  have 
been  a  man  of  remarkably  fine  physique, 
and  Sculptor  Smith  might  have  been  put 
to  his  trumps  to  find  a  model  were  it 
not  for  the  fact  that  there  is  at  pre<sent 
in  Fort  Sheridan  a  very  bad  Indian 
named  Kicking  Bear,  who  it  was  found 
upon  investigation  would  answer  the 
purpose  admirably.  So  he  was  engaged 
for  an  entirely  new  role — that  of  a  real 
good,  humane  Indian.  The  humor  or 
irony  of  this  arrangement  seems  to  have 
struck  Kicking  Bear  with  a  good  deal  of 
force,  not  unmixed  with  pleasure.  He 
was  one  of  the  most  prominent  figures 
in  the  Wounded  Knee  Creek  fight  and 
had  much  to  do  with  spilling  the  blood 
of  the  United  States  soldiers  on  that  oc- 
casion. 

W  hen  Kicking  Bear  was  summoned 
To  Mr.  Smith'*  studio  he  decked  him- 
9t.\f  out  in  his  best  toggery,  not  even  for- 
ge'aiug  to  hang  upon  the  back  of  his 
boiled  shirt  half  a  dozen  scalps.  When 
Mr.  Smith  informed  Kicking  Bear  that 
he  was  to  be  the  good  Indian  in  the 
group,  that  worthy  was  delighted  and 
immediately  began  to  pose  f)cross  a 
heavy  rug.  He  has  a  magnificent  figure 
and  is  fully  aware  of  the  fact,  although 
he  seems  to  have  fallen  into  the  very 
grievous  error  of  imagining  that  a 
cigarette  firmly  implanted  between  his 
lips  accentuates  the  dignity  of  his  ap- 
pearance. 

On  the  occasion  of  his  first  sitting  for 
Mr.  Smith,  Kicking  Bear  prepared  him- 
self for  luncheon  Ijy  applying  an  extra 
daub  of  red  paint  to  his  prominent 
cheekbones,  and  he  appeared  at  tabl«^ 
wearing  nothing  but  an  elaborat»^ 
breechclout,  a  pair  of  moccasins  and  a 
smile  of  supreme  self  satisfaction.  He 
carried  dismay  to  the  heart  of  Mrs. 
Smith  by  the  manner  in  which  he  at- 
tacked the  viands.  When  a  piece  of 
watermelon  was  put  before  him  he  took 
it  from  the  plate,  and  placing  it  against 
his  abdomen  gave  a  grunt  of  satisfac- 
tion, and  immediately  proceeded  to 
bring  about  the  disappearance  of  the 
fruit.  He  explained  incidentally  that 
he  had  made  the  measuremeift  to  learn 
whether  he  had  room  enough  left  to  ac- 
commodate it.  Mr.  Smith's  group  will 
be  ready  to  cast  in  a  couple  of  months.

A  shabbily  dressed  young  man  stood  in 
the  shadow  of  the  stairway  leading  to  the 
Battery  place  station  of  the  L  road  Thurs- 
day afternoon.  He  was  talking  with  the 
proprietor  of  a  newsstand  whose  wares  are 
displayed  beneath  the  stairs.  A  stalwart 
policeman  was  strolling  leisurely  along  the 
sidewalk  whirling  his  day  stick,  wliich 
was  attached  to  his  wrist  by  a  leather 
thong. 

The  young  man  did  not  see  the  police- 
man comiuK,  and  the  policeman  apparently 
had  no  idea  that  the  young  man  was  there 
until  he  had  passed  the  entrance  to  the 
stairway.  A  great  change  came  over  the 
policeman  when  he  saw  the  men  by  the 
newsstand.  Without  a  word  he  stepped 
up  to  the  young  man  and  gave  him  a  sting- 
ing blow  on  the  jaw.  There  was  .so  nmch 
force  in  the  blow  that  the  young  man  nar- 
rowly escaped  falling  down  and  the  police- 
man's stick  dropped  from  his  wrist.

They've  been  known  actually  to  lay  hold 
of  a  man  and  not  let  go  until  he  gave  them 
money.  I  try  to  keep  the  sidewalk  clear 
of  them,  and  about  the  only  effective  way 
is  to  punch  them  once  in  awhile. — New 
York  Herald.

In  compliance  with  an  ancient  Russian 
custom,  all  the  yoiang  men  and  women  of 
the  mercantile  class  in  St.  Petersburg  as- 
semble on  Whit"  Monday,  the  former  to 
stare  and  the  latter  to  be  stared  at.  The 
young  girls,  dressed  as  richly  as  their 
means  will  allow,  are  arranged  in  long 
rows  by  the  sides  of  the  flower  beds  in  the 
Summer  garden  with  their  mammas  stand- 
ing behind  them.

Some  of  the  young  ladies  are  so  covered 
with  gold  and  jewelry  oa  these  occasions 
that  their  natural  charms  are  altogether 
concealed;  indeed  the  ludicrous  excess  to 
which  this  sort  of  decoration  is  sometimes 
carried  goes  beyond  what  has  ever  been  at- 
tempted elsewhere.  Thus  bedizened,  the 
blushing  damsels  are  drawn  up  in  mute 
rows,  while  the  papas,  in  flowing  caftans 
and  curling  beards,  parade  their  sous  up 
and  down.

So 
long  as  any  young  creatures  are  dependent 
upon  their  parents,  the  tendency  of  the  old 
is  to  give  most  to  the  young  who  neetl  it 
most.  The  devotion  of  bird  or  animal  varies 
directly  with  tiie  helplessness  of  their  off- 
spring.— London  Spectator.

portance in  any  history  he  has  once 
heard  read.  Ka  is  withal  a  fairly  good 
singer  and  has  some  talent  for  the  piano. 
Many  tests  of  bis  memory  have  "beer 
made  in  Boston  with  astonishing  re- 
Bulis. 

Another  blind  person  of  note  is  Mr. 
William    M.    Davenport,    of    Ley  den, 
Franklin  county,   Mass.,   who  lost  his 
sight  in  boyhood.     Nevertheless  he  soon 
,  mastered  the  details  of  a  small  farm  on 
f  which  his  parents  lived,  and  starting  in 
early  manhood,  with  no  fortune  but  his 
talents  he  has  acquired  over  $50,000.    He 
-^  is  one  of  the  best  judges  of  wool  in  the 
state,  and  by  feeling  and  smell  can  de- 
S    tect  every  variation  in  fiber,  grease,  dirt 
T    and  other  peculiarities.     This,  however. 
/     is  not  so  surprising  as  his  quick  judg- 
ment on  live  stock.    He  does  it  by  ''lay- 
ing on  of  hands,"  and  does  it  so  well  that 
he  is  one  of  the  regular  judges  at  all 
stock  gatherings. 

A  singular  feature  of  his  case  is  that 
his  own  animals  seem,  in  a  dumb  brute 
way,  to  realize  his  misfortune.     He  has 
bought  and  handled  as  many  as  500  cat- 
tle in  a  year,  feeds  and  waters  those  on 
his  farm  himself,  goes  in  and  out  among 
them  equally  by  day  or  nigtt  and  has 
never  once  been  kicked  or  bitten.    Re- 
cently he  led  a  vicious  bull,  which  others 
were  afraid  of,  six  miles.     He  is  a  very 
prominent  man  in  county  affairs,  is  in 
Greenfield  every  Saturday  and  can  walk 
or  ride  the  nine  miles  to  his  home  with 
ease  and  certainty.     His  wife  usually 
draws  and  signs  papers  for  him,  and  his 
four  children  read  a  great  deal  to  him, 
as  he  takes  fifteen  papers  and  magazines. 
Despite  the  compen.sations  of  nature 
and  the  labors  of  philanthropy  this  is  a 
hard  world  for  the  blind,  and  though 
ingenious  men  have  sought  out    many 
inventions  to  aid  them  much  remains  to 
be  done.     The  development  of    Laura 
Bridgeman  by  Dr.  Samuel  G.  Howe  was 
certainly    the  greatest  achievement    in 
physico-psychology  this  world  has  ever 
kno>vn.     She  was  deaf,  dumb  and  blind, 
had  no  sense  of  smell  and  an  imperfect 
taste,  yet  Dr.  Howe  discovered  a  way  to 
reach  her  mind  and  found  it  a  good  one. 
The  account  of  how  he  taught  her  to 
tell  what  she  thought  and  felt  is  the 
very  romance  of  humanitarian  science. 


An  Unlucky  Tableful. 

Several  men  were  talking  of  superstitions 
so  common  among  all  classes  of  people. 
As  a  matter  of  course  one  of  the  things 
toncbed  upon  was  the  supposedly  fatal 
^mber  thirteen.  An  old  colored  man  wiio 
happened  to  be  within  hearing  distance  felt 
moved  to  remark:  "I  want  to  tell  you, 
geui'men,  not  to  make  fun  o'  dat  thirteen 
business.  I  ain't  superfishus,  but  I  tell 
you.  don't  you  eat  at  no  table  whar  dar's 
thirteen.  I  dun  do  dat,  find  I  hope  to  die 
if  pretty  nearly  every  one  of  dem  ain't  dead 
and  buried." 

His  hearers  expressed  surprise  at  his  re- 
markable statement  and  asked  for  par- 
ticulars. 

"Well,  some  of  dem  got  killed  and  one 
thing  an  another,  and  some  jest  nachelly 
died.  But  dey  is  pretty  nearly  all  gone  to- 
day." 

"How  long  ago  did  this  thirteen-at- table 

incident  occur?" 

"Now,  lemme  see.  Been  about  thirty 
years  since  the  war,  ain't  it?  Well,  I  spec' 
it  must  'a'  happenwl  ten  years  before  the 
war  broke  out.  But  it  makes  me  feel 
about  as  uneasy  as  though  it  was  only  yes- 
terday."— Chicago  Times.

TYPEWRITER  FOR  THE  BLIND. 

Professor  Frank  H.  Hall,  of  the  Jack- 
eon  ville  (Ills.)  Institute  for  the  Blind, 
has  now  completed  an  invention  ou 
which  he  has  been  toiling  for  years— a 
typewriter  for  the  blind.  Without  going 
into  details,  it  is  enough  to  say  that  this 
little  machine  removes  at  once  all  the 
enormous  difficulties  the  blind  have  ex- 
perienced in  writing:  that  not  only  can 
the  production  be  read  by  the  blind 
when  the  puncturing  system  is  used,  but 
by  the  letter  system  the  blind  will  be 
able  to  prepare  manuscript  for  the  press. 
Yet  the  machine  is  quite  simple,  having 
but  six  keys  and  weighing  but  nine 
pounds.  They 'can  be  manufactured  in 
quantities  for  seven  dollars  each,  and 
the  professor  has  nobly  refused  to  avail 
himself  of  any  gains  by  a  patent.

A  DO.NNELLIAX  FALSEHOOD. 

Mr.  Donnelly  made  one  of  his  charac- 
teristic speeches  at  West  Duluth  last 
night,  and  indulged  in  his  customary 
wild  assertions  and  gross  inaccuracies  of 
statement.  His  address,  from  start  to 
finish,  was  filled  with  misrepresentation, 
falsehood  and  unsound  doctrines.  The 
Herald  has  not  time  and  space  to  refute 
at  length  the  many  absurd  misstate- 
ments which  he  uttered  before  the 
amused  audience  that  listened  to  him 
with  much  the  same  feelings  as  a  crowd 
at  a  circus  awaits  the  gags  and  jokes  of 
the  gaudily-bedecked  clown. 

There  is  one  point  in  his  tirade,  how- 
ever, that  requires  an  answer,  because 
there  are  few  people  that  are  sufficiently 
informed  on  the  subject  to  know  whether 
he  was  correct  or  not.  This  is  in  refer- 
ence to  the  cost  of  building  the  railways 
of  Minnesota.  Mr.  Donnelly  is  reported 
to  have  said  that  the  railroads  of  this  state 
could  be  duplicated  for  $ro,ooo  a  mile, 
while  they  are  stocked  and  bonded  for 
$44,ooo  a  mile.  Mr.  Donnelly  recently 
made  a  similar  statement  in  St.  Cloud.

MAR-JHAL  FLMSMEN  CASE. 
The  Herald  publishes  today  commu- 
nications from  two  esteemed  readers  in 
LaPrairie,  taking  exception  to  the*criti- 
cisms  made  by  this  paper  last  Monday 
in  regard  to  the  manner  in  which  the  of- 
ficials of  Itasca  county  have  been  handl- 
ing the  Lewis-McCaffrey  murder  case. 
Much  of  the  crisicism  was  directed 
against  Marshal  Elmslie,  of  LaPrairie, 
who  permitted  the  murderer  to  escape 
after  taking  him  into  custody. 

The  two  correspondents  characterize 
the  information  upon   which   The    Her- 
ald's article  was  based  as  false.    In  the 
first    place    they    deny    the  report  that 
Marshal     Elmslie     walked    across    the 
street  arm-in-arm  with    Lewis    towards 
McCaffrey,   after    Lewis    threatened   to 
shoot  McCaffrew.    Now  both  these  gen- 
tlemen may  be  correct,  but  on   the  other 
hand  Martin  Dufficy,  who    was    McCaf- 
frey's partner,   asserts  that   previous   to 
the  murder  Lewis  was  in  George   Neer's 
saloon  in  Elmslie's  company  and  there 
asserted   that  he  was  going  to  shoot  Mc- 
Caffrey.and  that  then  Lewis  and  Elmslie 
walked  out  of  the   saloon  together  and 
approached    McCaffrey,  who    was  sud- 
denly shot    down  without  any  provoca- 
tion. 

Now,  Marshal  Elmslie  may  have  been 
accidentally  in  Lewis'  company  or  he 
may  have  been  there  in  his  official  capa- 
city, but  it  appears  to  The  Herald  that  it 
is  his  duty  to  arrest  any  and  every  man 
who  makes  murderous  threats  in  his 
presence.  That  is  one  of  his  principal 
duties  as  a  peace  officer.  He  should 
prevent  crime,  not  wait  until  it  is  com- 
mitted. We  are  told  that  Elmslie  could 
not  prevent  the  shooting,  as  it  was  unex- 
pected. As  Lewis  had  given  due  notice 
of  his  intention  and  was  known  to  be 
always  armed,  it  might  be  well  to  in- 
quire what  else  Marshal  Elmslie  had  any 
reason  to  expect.'' 

Again  it  is  said  Elrtislie  had  a  choice 
between  losing  his  life  and  giving  Lewis 
his  freedom  and  he  took  the  latter  alter- 
native. If  he  had  done  his  duty  and  dis- 
armed Lewis  immediately  after  he  shot 
McCaffrey,  no  such  choice  would  have 
been  presented  and  Lewis  would  have 
been  landed  in  the  lockup.  It  is  further 
alleged  that  Marshal  Elmslie  and  the 
other  officials  subsequently  made  diligent 
search  for  Lewis  and  that  The  Herald 
erred  when  it  said  that  no  notice  of  the 
crime  was  sent  to  neighboring  points. 
The  Herald  again  asserts  that  the  police 
authorities  in  Duluth  were  not  notified  at 
all.  The  Cloquet  Pine  Knot,  among 
other  authorities,  says  that  the  hunt  for 
Lewis  was  virtually  a  farce. 

It  is  pleasing  to  learn  that  "the  foul 
dives"  in  LaPrairie  have  now  been 
wiped  out.  With  Lewis  a  fugitive  from 
the  county  and  these  sources  of  corrup- 
tion* removed,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
officials  of  LaPrairie  and  of  Itasca 
county  will  hereafter  have  less  difficulty 
to  discharge  their  duties  and  enforce' the 
laws.

and  Grand  Rapids)  are  virtually  under 
the  control  of  disreputable  people,  who 
insult  the  resoectable  classes  with  im- 
punity, and  pay  no  respect  to  life  or 
property,  etc.  The  murder  of  John 
McCaffrey  at  9  o'clock  p.  m.  on  Satur- 
day, Aug.  27  was,  as  The  Herald    states, 

an  unprovoked,  cold  blooded  murder'' 
and  "was  witnessed  by  the  marshal"  and 
other  witnesses.  The  circumstances  are 
sufficiently  sad  and  deplorable  without 
1  he  Herald  publishing  conclusions  not 
warranted  by  the  facts.  Those 
who  witnessed  the  murder,  including 
the  marshal,  have  testified  before  the 
coroner  s  jury  that  the  murderer,  Tom 
Ualton,  alias  Lewis,  after  an  effort  to 
provoke  a  fight  with  poor  McCaffrey, 
proceeded  to  take  off  his  coat  and  in- 
stead of  removing  his  sleeve,  took  a  re- 
volver from  his  hip  pocket,  threw  his 
coat  back  over  his  shoulders  and  shot 
his  victim.  His  movements  were  exe- 
cuted so  quickly  that  those  near  by  had 
no  time  to  prevent  the  shooting. 

You  say:  "It  is  asserted  that  the  mar- 
shal, whose  name  is  variously  given  as 
Emshe  or  Ainslie  (Elmslie  is  correct), 
walked  across  the  street  arm  in  arm  with 
the  murderer.  Tom  Lewis,  alias  Dalton, 
a  notorious  dive  keeper,  toward  Mc- 
Caffrey with  an  oath  that  he  was  going 
to  kill  McCaffrey  on  sight,"  etc.  Now 
had  such  been  the  case  it  would  have 
been  testified  to  by  the  witnesses  before 
the  coroner's  jury.  Such  was  not  the 
testimony. 

Lewis  was  undertheinfluenceof  liquor, 
and  bad  whisky  developed  fighting  in- 
clinations, with  the  usual  declarations 
and  threats  to  fight  and  lick,  directed  in 
this  case  against  McCaffrey,  but  did  not 
lead  one  of  those  present  to  suspect  that 
he  would  suddenly  shoot  a  man  who  said 
and  did  nothing  which  could  be  con- 
strued into  a  provocation.  It  is  believed 
by  those  who  know  the  entire  circum- 
stances that  an  indiscreet  shot  fired 
about  the  time  Marshal  Elmslie  wi.h  his 
prisoner  got  near  the  jail  door  alarmed 
Lewis,  and  fear  that  he  would  be  lynched 
induced  him  to  escape;  but  for  that  shot 
it  is  possible  he  might  be  in  jail  now. 

Your  editorial  continues:  "Since  that 
time  it  does  not  appear  that  Marshal 
Elmslie  has  taken  any  energetic  steps  to 
capture  Lewis;  he  did  not  even  notify 
the  authorities  in  neighboring  cities  and 
towns  *o  look  out  for  him,  and  not  until 
two  days  later,  when  Sheriff  Markham 
arrived  from  Aitkin,  was  anything  really 
done  by  the  authorities  to  run 
this  foul  murderer  to  earth,"  In 
order  that  the  readers  of  The  Herald 
may  know  as  they  expect,  and  have  a 
right  to  know,  the  truth  and  full  particu- 
lars of  this  terrible  tragedy  I  will  state 
as  briefly  as  I  can  what  was  done  by  the 
LaPrairie  authorities,  and  you  will  see 
how  you  have  been  led  into  an  error  of 
judgment.and  owe  the  people  and  authori- 
ties of  Ifasca  county  in  general  and  La- 
Prairie in  particuluar  an  apology  for 
hasty  criticism. 

The  murder  was  committed  at  9  o'clock 
p.  m.  Within  an  hour  the  victim,  John 
McCaffrey,  was  dead,  and  a  warrant  is- 
sued by  Justice  C.  A.  Buell  for  the  arrest 
of  Lewis.  Marshal  Elmslie,  as  soon  as 
the  warrant  was  issued,  drove  rapidly  to 
Grand  Rapids,  two  miles  west,  and  noti- 
fied the  authorities.  Justice  Buell,  im- 
mediately after  issuing  the  warrant, 
armed  a  posse  and  with  a  part  of  them 
proceeded  without  delay  to  the  dive  of 
Lewis,  in  the  woods  on  the  outskirts  of 
the  village,  and  placed  them  as  pickets 
around  the  house  keeping  them  there  all 
night.  On  the  return  of  Marshal  Elm- 
slie from  Grand  Rapids,  he  and  Justice 
Buell  proceeded  to  the  Lewis  house  and 
searched  it  from  cellar  to  garret. 

The  night  was  very    dark  and  the  sur- 
rounding wood  and    brush    rendered    it 
impracticable  for  the  limited  number  of 
men  available  as  a  posse  to  do  any  more 
than  was  done.    At  daybreak  the  follow- 
ing (Sunday)  morning  search  was  made 
in  all  directions  for  footprints  of    Lewis, 
which  the  rain  had  obliterated.      Intelli- 
gence of    the    murder    and    escape    of 
Lewis  was  telegraphed   to  Duluth,  Carl- 
ton, I  Aitkin  and  Rat  Portage  by   Justice 
Bailey  as  promptly  as  the  operator  could 
communicate  with  the    operator  at    Clo- 
quet.    It  must  be  remembered    that    no 
tiains  run  on  the    Duluth    &   Winnipeg 
railway  on  Sunday  and  it  is  seldom  pos- 
sible to  communicate   with  Cloquet  and 
Duluth  or  elsewhere  by    telegraph  from 
Saturday  evening  until    Monday  morn- 
ing. 

On  Monday  morning  following  the 
murder  a  mass  meeting  of  the  author- 
ities and  citizens  of  La  Prairie  was  held, 
at  which  it  was  unanimously  resolved  to 
offer  a  reward  of  SSoo  for  the  body  of 
Lewis,  dead  or  alive.  A  posse  of  ni»e 
men,  with  Pat  H.  Varley  (experienced  as 
a  detective)  as  captain,  was  ordered, 
with  instructions  to  send  them  out  in 
squads  of  three  each,  providing  that 
whoever  secured  Lewis  should  divide  the 
reward  with  the  squad  to  which  he  be- 
longed, all  others  to  receive  $5  per  day 
for  their  services.  It  was  further  re- 
solved that  photographs  be  secured  from 
a  negative  in  possession  of  La  Prairie 
photographers. 

These  resolutions  of  the  meeting  of 
our  authoiities  and  citizens  en  masse 
were  carried  into  execution  until  the-ar- 
rival  of  Shcfiff  Markam  from  Aitkin. 
Your  views  as  to  the  duty  of  punishing 
criminals,  repressing  crime  and  your 
definition  of  the  law  referring  to  an  ac- 
cessory to  a  crime  before  or  after  the 
fact  are  sound  and  true,  but  the  escape 
of  a  murdererfrom  Itasca  county  author- 
ities cannot  in  itself  be  taken  as  evidence 
that  its  officials  are  "winking  at  lawless 
deeds  for  pecuniary  reasons."  If  that 
rule  could  be  applied  we  might  question 
why  a  telegram  from  the  chief  of  police 
of  West  Duluth  this  very  dav,  asking 
our  authorities  to  look  out  for  a  man 
who  escaped  after  shooting  two  men 
there  last  night,  etc.         Yours,  etc.,

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formant  was  either  ignorant  in  the  mat- 
ter or  an  unmitigated  liar.  It  is  true 
that  the  marshal  of  La  Prairie  witnessed 
the  murder.  It  is  true  that  Marshal 
Elmslie  had  the  murderer  by  the  arm 
when  he  shot  McCaffrey.  It  is  not  true 
that  Elmslie  walked  across  the  street 
arm  in  arm  with  Lewis  after  he  had  de- 
clared with  an  oath  that  he  would  shoot 
McCaffrey  on  sight.  Elmslie  folllowed 
Lewis  across  the  street  and  caught  him 
by  the  arm  just  before  he  shot  Mc- 
Caffrey. Neither  did  Elmslie  nor  any  of 
the  half  dozen  or  more  of  McCaffrey's 
tnends  who  were  standing  neCr,  have 
any  idea  that  Lewis  had  it  in  his 
mind  to  shoot  McCaffrey. 

According  to  the  testimony  of  several 
at  the  coroner's  inquest  Lewis    made    a 
femt  to  take  off  his  coat  to  enable    him 
to  draw  his  revolver  without    detection, 
then  hastily  throwing.his  coat    back    on 
his  shoulders  placed  the    pistol    at   Mc- 
Caffrey's head  and  shot,  the  first  knowl- 
edge the  bystanders  had  of  the  weapon 
bemg  m    his    hand.    Elmslie    at    once 
grappled  Lewis,  and    according    to  the 
testimony    ot   several    on      oath    threw 
him        down,         raised        him         and 
started     with      him      to       the    lockup 
no  doubt  very  much  excited,  as  were  the 
others,  for  the  attention  of  all  present  but 
Elmslie  was  given  to  McCaffrey.    Elms- 
lie supposing  help    was    following    him 
started  with  Lewis  to  the  lockup.    Find- 
ing himself  alone  with  an    armed    mur- 
derer as  Lewis,  who  believed    he  would 
be  lynched,  Elmslie,  as  promptly  I   pre- 
sume as  his  traducers  would  have  done, 
but  not  more  pi  omptly  than  thev,   when 
he  had  the  cbpice  of  his  ojvn  life    or  the 
liberty  of  his  prisoner  chose  to    live,  for 
well  he  knew  Lewis  made  no  idle  threat 
when  he  gave  him  that  choice. 

The  same  article    further  states    that 
"Elmslie  does  not  appear  to  have  taken 
further  steps   to    recapture    Lewis,    not 
even  notifying  neighboring  towns  of  the 
murder,  and  that  nothing  was  done  until 
two  days  later  when   Sheriff    Markham 
arrived.'*    Now  this   is  all    maliciously 
false  and  a  libel  not  onlv  upon    Elmslie, 
but  upon  the  citizens  of'La   Prairie   and 
all  Itasca  county.     Now  the    writer  had 
personal    knowledge    of    arrangements 
made  with   the   telegraph   operator  for 
telegrams  to   Duluth,  Cloquet,   Carlton 
and  Aitkin  as  soon  as  connections  could 
begot  at   Cloquet.      That   Elmslie   did 
vigorously    search    for   Lewis  he  also 
knows,  because  part  of  the  time    he  was 
with  him.    That   he    searched    continu- 
ously until  Sheriff  Markham    arrived   is> 
also  true.     Not  only  did  Elmslie  do  this, 
but  the  citizens  of  La   Prairie,   many  of 
them  voluntarily,  went  out  and  followed 
every  trail  he  would  be  likely  to  take. 

Monday  morning  the  people,  feeling 
that  it  was  not  to  be  an  easy  matter  to 
locate  Lewis,  held  a  meeting  and  chose 
P.  H.  Varley,  a  warm  personal  friend  of 
McCaffrey  and  a  man  having  a  large  ex- 
perience as  an  officer,  to  take  charge  of 
nine  men  of  his  own  choosing  and  make 
an  extended  search,  the  village  paying 
each  man  $5  per  day  and  a  rew^d  of 
$500  for  Lewis,  dead  or  alive,  President 
Manston  adding  $100  to  this  reward  per- 
sonally. Varley  selected  his  men  and 
they  continued  on  duty  until  after  the 
arrival  of  Sheriff  Markham,  who  then 
took  charge  of  the  matter.  The  officials 
of  La  Prairie  have  done  and  are  now 
doing  their  full  duty  in  their  efforts  to 
recapture  Thomas  Dalton,  and  moreover 
have  wiped  out  the  foul  dives  and 
brothels  from  this  fair  village,  and 
henceforth  it  will  be  the  pride  of  her 
citizens.

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Ignatius  Donnelly  as  was  expected 
drew  a  large  audience  last  evening  at 
West  Duluth.    The  large  tent  where  he 

spoke  was 
crowded  and 
there  must  have 
been  700  people 
therein.  At 
least  200  of 
these  were  Du- 

luthians  many 
of  them  ladies. 
While  there 
were  doubtless 
many  of  them 
there  because 
they  believed 
in  the  principles 
which  the  sage  expounded  yet  the  ma- 
jority of  them  were  there  to  be  enter- 
tained, nothing  more  than  that.  In  this 
they  were  not  disappointed  for  Donnelly 
probably  never  made  a  speech  that  was 
not  entertaining.  He  was  introduced  by 
A.  McLean,  who  attempted  a  flight  of 
oratory  himself  but  got  in  so  deep  that 
he  had  to  swim. 

Mr,  Donnelly's  spech  was  not  very 
much  different  from  his  usual  stump 
speech.  It  was  witty,  a  bright  story  told 
in  Donnelly's  own  inimitable  way  scat- 
tered here  and  there,  and  he  even  es- 
sayed to  quote  Shakespeare  or  Bacon — 
which  it  was  he  did  not  say — occasion- 
ally. He  opened  by  saying  that  he  was 
somewhat  associated  with  the  history  of 
Duluth  himself.  When  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  congress  he  introduced  the  first 
bill  under  which  the  railroad  from  St, 
Paul  to  Duluth  was  constructed  and  he 
was  present  at  the  celebration  of  the 
completion  of  that  road.  He  was  also 
on  the  floor  of  the  house  when  Proctor 
Knott  delivered  his  famous  speech  in 
ridicule  of  Duluth,  and  he  had  lived  to 
see  the  marvelous  and  extraordinary 
growth  of  the  metropolis.  He  had  no 
doubt  that  one  of  the  greatest  cities  of 
the  continent  and  of  the  world  was  being 
established  here. 

He  launched  his  speech  proper  with 
some  personal  explanations  which 
amounted  particularly  to  a  laudatory  bi- 
ography of  himself.  He  denied  the 
story  that  he  had  sold  out  the  People's 
party  four  years  ago  as  has  been  stated 
by  his  political  oponents.  To  begin 
with,  he  said,  there  was  no  People's 
party  then.  A  convention  at  which  four 
counties  were  represented  was  held 
in  St.  Paul.  It  was  gotton  up  for  politi- 
cal purposes  and  he  knew  nothing  about 
it  until  the  day  before  it  was  held,  hav- 
ing been  in  England  all  the  time  previ- 
ous. He  returned  the  day  before  the 
convention  and  when  they  wanted  to 
nominate  him  for  governor.  He  told 
them  there  was  no  fund  for  a  campaign 
and  they  agreed  to  raise  one  if 
he  would  run.  Aagainst  his  desire  they 
placed  him  in  nomination.  He  expected 
them  to  raise  a  fund  but  when  he  re- 
turned some  time  later  from  the  south- 
ern part  of  the  state  he  found  that  the 
magnificent  sum  of  $80  had  been  raised 
$20  of  which  was  his  own  contribution. 
This  to  conduct  a  campaign  with  in  the 
great  state  of  Minnesota.  After  a  meet- 
ing in  Minneapolis  Jack  McGaughey, 
the  People's  party  candidate  for  lieu- 
tenant governor,  declared  that  it  was  all 
nonsense  10  run  a  campaign  without  funds 
and  that  Donnelly  must  be  withdrawn. 
The  next  day  the  state  committee  pulled 
him  off.  "I  did  not  withdraw,  I  was 
withdrawn,"  said  Donnelly. 

Another  point  which  had  been  charged 
against  him  was  that  he  was  an  enemy 
of  the  public  school  system.  To  dis- 
prove this  he  gave  a  history  of  his  own 
education  obtained  in  the  public  schools 


opportunity.  It  further  says  that  man  is 
endowed  with  ceriain  inalienable  rights, 
life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness. 
The  civil  war  called  attention  to  the  first 
two,  but  until  now  the  third 
has      been       lost       sight        of.

does  not  mean  to  pursue  happiness,  it 
means  the  achievement  of  happiness. 
What  is  happiness.'*  It  is  the  content- 
ment which  springs  out  of  justice,  which 
springs  from  the  possession  of  the  good 
things  of  this  world.  The  constitution 
was  adopted  "to  promote  the  welfare  of 
the  people,"  to  make  them  prosperous, 
contented  and  happy.  Why  are  they 
not  all  happy?  This  government  pro- 
duces more  wealth  than  any  other  in  the 
world.  What  becomes  ot  it.-*  It  is  con- 
centrated in  the  hands  of  the  few.  The 
men  who  produce  the  wealth  do  not 
keep  it;  they  don't  even  get  a  fair  share. 
That  is  why  th,e  People's  party  was 
created.  Its  first  principle  is  that  wealth 
belongs  to  him  who  creates  it.  Every 
dollar  taken  from  industry  without  giv- 
ing in  return  its  equivalent  is  robbery. 
When  any  man  takes  part  of  the  prop- 
erty you  create  without  giving  its  equi- 
valent he  robs  you.  If  done  under  the 
protection  of  law  it  is  worse  than  if 
taken  by  force,  for  you  cannot  defend 
yourself. 

Mr.  Donnelly  then  launched  into  an 
explanation  and  denunciation  of  watered 
stock.  Jay  Gould  came  in  for  the  first 
knock  down.  "That  miserable  little, 
wretch.  Jay  Gould,"  said  Donnelly,  "the 
chief  plutocrat  of  America.  I  challenge 
any  one  to  name  me  a  time  when  he 
ever  earned  an  honest  dollar  since  he 
was  selling  books."  [A  voice,  "rat 
traps."]  "Yes,  you're  right,  my  friend," 
said  Donnelly  as  quick  as  a  flash,  "it  was 
rat  traps,  but  he  kept  one  of  them  and 
he  has  set  it  well.  It  is  still  open  and 
you  are  the  rats  he  is  catching."  He  de- 
clared that  every  mileof  railroad  in  Min- 
nesota could  be  duplicated  for  $10,000 
and  yet  they  are  bonded  for  $44,000;  $34,- 
000  is  watered  stock.  This  is  a  mis- 
nomer for  water  is  a  valuable  element, 
this  is  no  element,  it  is  a  vacuum.  Yet  it 
it  saddled  there  on  the  people  and  the 
transportation  rates  are  fixed  so  that 
they  will  bring  enough  to  pay  the  inter- 
est on  it,  and  therefore  the  people  pay  it. 
They  never  get  anything  for  it  and  never 
will  get  clear  of  it  unless  the  People's 
party  gets  in  power  and  wipes  it  out. 
He  explained  at  some  length  how  the 
watering  of  stock  is  accomplished  and 
the  enormous  amount  of  it  which  there 
is  in  the  country.  He  referred  to  the 
charge  made  that  there  was  a  conspiracy 
extending  clear  to  Liverpool  to  steal  33 
cents  on  every  bushel  of  wheat  from  the 
Northwest.  "This,"  said  Donnelly,  "ap- 
peared in  the  Pioneer  Press  and  they  say 
that  an  admission  from  the  devil  himself 
is  evidence  against  the  whole  hierarchy 
of  hell." 

He  declared  that  the  representatives 
of  the  two  old  parties  never  talk  about 
watered  stock.  Thev  keep  spouting 
away  at  "tariff,  tariff,  tariff."  The  Dem- 
ocratic house  had  made  no  effort  after 
all  the  promises  made  to  repeal  the  Mc- 
Kinley  tariff.  Turning  again  to  watered 
stock,  he  said  that  there  is  a  bill  on  the 
Minnesota  statutes  fixing  a  penalty 
for  watering  stock  and  it  is  never  en- 
forced. W,  D,  Washburn  since  then 
had  watered  the  stock  of  the  Soo  road. 
How  was  he    rewarded,  this    violator  of

and  also  declared  that  he  introduced  the 
bill  in  congress  creating  a  department  of 
education  and  that  he  and  Garfield 
made  the  only  speeches  advocating  its 
passage.

Mr.  Donnelly  then  launched  into  a 
discussion  ot  the  causes  which  had 
brougl  t  about  the  organization  of  the 
Peopk  's  party.  The  declaration  of  in- 
dependence the  grandest  document  ever 
written  had  done  it.  This  declares  that 
all  men  are  created  equal,  not  physical 
or  mental  quality,  but  equality  before 
God,  before  man,  at  the  ballot  box,  in 
the  jury  box,  in  the  statutes;  equality  of 


the  laws?  Was  he  sent  to  prison.''  No, 
but  he  was  sent  somewhere.  Yes,  to  the 
United  States  senate  to  make  laws  for 
the  people. 

The  Democrats  then  came  in  for  some 
ofthe  sage's  attentjon.  Jim  Hill  was 
declared  to  be  the  great  high  chieftain  of 
Democracy.  Michael  Doran,  Jim  Hill's 
right  hand  man,  he  said,  nominated 
Lawler,  Lawler  got  a  "roast"  here  for 
being  connected  with  the  St,  Paul  ring. 
Both  Nelson  and  Lawler  were  nominated 
because  of  nationality,  one  because  he  is 
a  Scandinavian  and  the  other  because  he 
is  an  Irishman.

"And  who  is  this  colossus,"  exclaimed 
Donnelly,  'that  stands  with  one  foot  on 
the  Atlantic  and  the  other  on  the  Pacific 
with  his  coat  tails  hanging  over  Alexan- 
dria, Knute  Nelson's  home." 

"Ah,  but  there  is  another    movement," 
he  continued,  "one  which    springs   from 
the  people  who  produce  the  wealth  from 
the  farmers,  from  the  laboring  men.     It 
is  a  gigantic  movement  of    the  common 
people   to    preserve    their  property  and 
liberty.     Hill  sees  it  coming  like  a  doom 
for  if  railroad  commissioners  are  elected 
who  will  enforce  the  laws  his  occupation 
is  gone.    Thank  God,    the    people    are 
getting  their  eyes  opened    and    are  de- 
termined to  make  a  change   and  at  this 
time  comes,  like  the  hand  of  Providence, 
the  Australian  ballot   law,   where  every 
man  goes  into  his  booth  and  there  alone 
with      God      and      his      lead        pencil 
decides  whether  we  shall  go  back  to  the 
European  condition    or    shall   preserve 
this  as  the  land  of  the  free  and  the  home 
of  the  brave." 

"There  are  some  here,  perhaps  many, 
who  are  foreigners.      Now,   what   drove 
you  away  from  your  native    land.      You 
worked  with  an  aristocracy    saddled   on 
your  shoulders,  a   system   whereby  the 
wealth  was  concentrated  in  the  hands  of 
the    few;    on    top    of    this  is  a  standing 
army  and  astride  ot  it  all  a  king.    Then 
it  was  that  you  thanked  God    that    Col- 
umbus had  discovered    America.      You 
said  'I  can  go  to  that  great  government, 
get  160  acres  of  land  for  the  asking  and 
there    find    opportunity,     find      liberty. 
What  do  you  find?   You  have  exchanged 
your  king  for  a  Jim  Hill  or  a  Jay  Gould. 
You  left  a  standing  army  and    you    find 
another      rising       up.        At    '   Home- 
stead        you         find         an         armed 
host  waiting  to  shoot  down  the    laboring 
men,  you  find  another    at    Buffalo,    still 
another  at  Coal  Creek,  Tenn.,    in    Mon- 
tana, in  Idaho,  everywhere.'' 

The  speaker  then  devoted  a  few 
moments  to  the  monetary  problem  and 
incidentally  swooped  down  on  John 
Sherman  like  a  hawk,  calling  him  one  of 
the  greatest  rascals  inside  or  outside  of 
a  penitentiary.  In  closing  he  said  that 
the  new  party  was  poorer  as  a  partv  than 
Lazarus  was  when  the  dogs  licked  his 
sores.  It  has  but  one  duty  in  the  United 
States.  He  then  appealed  to  everyone 
to  take  Doc  Fish's  paper.  The  Great 
West,  "only  10  cents  a  month"  and  after 
the  meeting  subscriptions  were  received, 
something  in  the  style  that  Father  Chini- 
quy  sold  his  books  after  his  lectures. 

After  Mr.  Donnelly  had  concluded,  A. 
C.  Parson,  People's  party  candidate  for 
congress  made  a  short  address,  mainly 
statistical  in  its  character. 


The  coroner's  inquest  over  the  body 
of  John  Murphy  at  West  Duluth  occu- 
pied a  little  over  three  hours  yesterday 
afternoon  and  brought  out  some  new 
testimony  which  may  have  the  effect  of 
throwing  some  light  on  the  case.  The 
verdict  was  as  follows: 

"We  the  jury  fiml  that  the  said  John 
Murphy  came  to  his  death  from  the  ef- 
fects of  a  bullet  wound  in  his  abdomen, 
said  wound  being  caused  by  a  bullet 
discharged  from  a  pistol  held  in  the 
hands  of  one  Frank  Houck,  on  the  even- 
ing of  Sept.  6,  i8g2,  in  the  village  of 
West  Duluth,  St.  Louis  county,  Minne- 
sota," 

The  testimony  of  Dr,  Charest  was  de- 
cidedly sensational  in  that  he 
flatly  contradicted  the  rumor  which 
is  said  to  have  been  started 
by  Judge  Himebaugh  that  Murphy 
made  an  an  ante  mortem  statement  that 
he  went  to  Cogin's  saloon  for  the  purpose 
of  having  a  fight  with  Houck.  Dr,  Char- 
est said :  "I  was  with  him  all  the  time  be- 
fore he  died,  I  know  Judge  Himebaugh 
and  did  not  see  him  there.  He  must 
have  ])een  there  however,  but  at  no  time 
were  the  utterances  of  Mr.  Murphy  such 
that  they  could  be  understood,  much  less 
formed  into  a  connected  story  of  the  visit 
to  the  saloon.  Murphy  talked  wildiy 
and  disjointedly." 

The  testimony  of  Timothy  Haley  was 
also  sensational  in  that  it  placed  Jim 
Cogin  in  a  very  bad  light  and  related 
how  Cogin  pulled  Haley  off  from  Houck 
when  he  was  attempting  to  stop 
the  fight  between  Houck  and 
Haggerty.  Haley  also  saw  Cogin  stand- 
ing behind  the  bar  with  money  in  his 
hand  just  as  he  left  the  place,  and  also 
saw  a  great  many  things  that  the  Cogin 
witnesses  profess  to  know  nothing  about. 
The  rest  of  the  testimony  was  similar  to 
that  of  the  day  previous,  with  some  few 
points  of  difference. 

The  Houck  case  and  Cogin's  connec- 
tion with  it  will  come  up  before  the  grand 
jury  today.  That  body  will  have  the 
testimony  of  two  witnesses  who  saw  Co- 
gin handing  money  to  Houck,  and 
one  person  who  heard  him  say: 
"There's  the  stuff,  now  skip."  They 
will  also  have  testimony  to  show  that 
Houck's  revolver  was  empty  when  he 
went  with  Cogin  behind  the  bar,  and 
that  Cogin  stood  by  while  Houck  reload- 
ed his  weapon. 

The  reward  for  the  capture  of  Houck 
will  very  probably  be  paid  to  a  young 
Finlander  named  Leslie  Pickkerinnen, 
who  gave  the  information  leading  to  the 
finding  ot  the  murderer.  No  one  else  is 
entitled  to  it,  as  the  officer  and  those 
who  were  with  him  were  simply  acting 
on  the  information  given  them.

They  receive  a  great  deal  of  trade  from 
points  along  the  shore  and   believe   that 
a  personal  acquaintance  with  their    pat- 
rons may  serve   to  increase  their  busi- 
ness.

HANDLING  THE   ELECTIONS. 

Important  Instructions  Issued  by  the 
Secretary  ol  State. 

County  Auditor  LaVaque  has  received 
the  following  circular  letter  which  the 
secretary  of  state  has  issued  to  county 
auditors  and  others  interested  in  the 
proper  handling  of  elections: 

To  county  auditors:  This  department 
has  received  several  letters  from  county 
auditors  asking  construction  of  certain 
sections  of  the  election  law,  most  of 
which  have  been  answered  directly.  Pre- 
suming that  many  of  these  questions  and 
others  may  occur  to  other  auditors,  it  has 
been  thought  best  to  issue  this  circular 
ot  inforniation,  which  has  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  attorney  general  and  ap- 
proved, ^ 

This  office  will  furnish  all  the  election 
blanks  necessary  except  the  blue  ballot. 
The  paper  for  the  blue  ballot  will  be  on 
sale  by  dealers  as  soon  as  the  expert  can 
determine  the  sizes  that  will  be  required, 
and  county  auditors  can  make  their  ar- 
rangements to  get  the  same  through 
dealers  or  from  the  printers  in  their 
county. 

S^Auditors  should  furnish  a  ballot  for 
women  in  the  same  form  as  the  state 
ticket,  containing  only  the  candidates 
for  school  superintendents,  and  on  blue 
paper. 

Women  desiring  to  vote  for  county 
superintendent  must  register  in  the  same 
manner  as  male  voters  are  registered,  in 
their  several  election  districts. 

A  form  of  county  ballot  will  be  for- 
warded in  due  season. 

The  state  ballots  will  be  forwarded 
within  the  terms  of  the  law  to  the  aud- 
itors. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  clerks  of 
electioii  in  the  several  townships  and 
districts  to  appear  in  person  at  the  audi- 
tor's office  to  receive  the  ballots  to  be 
voted  and  to  receipt  for  the  same.  Sec- 
tion 29  allows  only  two  davs  in  which  to 
have  the  ballots  printed  and  distributed, 
and  it  may  be  impossible  to  have  the 
work  done  within  that  time,  in  which 
case  the  auditor  must  use  the  utmost  dil- 
igence to  have  the  tickets  ready  and 
should  notify  the  clerks  as  to  the  earli- 
est moment  they  can  receive  their  bal- 
lots. 

All  candidates  for  the  People's  party 
nomination  in  the  several  districts  and 
counties  must  secure  their  names  on 
the  ballot  by  petition. 

Prohibition  party  candidates  in  anyt 
county  where  the  vote  of  last  election 
was  less  than  i  per  cent  of  the  total  vote 
of  the  county,  must  furnish  petitions  on 
the  same  form  of  blanks  sent  out  for  the 
People's  party  nominees. 

Independent  candidates  must  furnish 
names  on  a  petition  equal  to  i  per  cent 
of  the  vote  cast  at  the  last  general  elec- 
tion in  the  district  or  county  wherein 
they  propose  to  be  candidates.  This,  of 
course,  means  one  petitioner  for  every 
100  votes.  Special  forms  for  independ- 
ent candidates  will  be  forwarded  on  ap- 
plication, • 

The  tally  sheet  being  a  formidable 
blank,  the  department  will  furnish  the 
ruled  forms  of  tally  sheets  for  countv 
officers,  the  county  auditors  to  have  the 
names  of  candidates  printed  on  the  sides 
of  the  sheet.  The  law  seems  to  be  plain, 
that  the  county  auditor  should  have  the 
names  printed'  on  the  sheet. 

The  arrangement  of  offices  on  the  blue 
ballot  will  be  in  accordance  with  the  ar- 
rangement on  the  sample  ballot  to  be 
stnt  out  from  this  office. 

In  the  case  of  candidates  nominated 
by  two  or  more  parties,  or  the  indorse- 
ment of  a  candidate  either  as  an  inde- 
pendent or  a  party  candidate,  it  the 
party  indorsing  is  to  be  recognized  at 
the  end  of  the  candidate's  name  on  the 
ballot,  a  separate  fee  must  be  paid  for 
each  indorsement  or  recognition,  bear- 
ing in  mind  that  the  party  drawing  the 
first  place  by  lot  in  any  county  will  re- 
tain first  place  for  all  its  candidates  on 
the  ballot,  followed  by  the  name  of  the 
party  indorsing  or  originally  nominating, 
and  so  with  the  other  drawings  until  the 
ballot  is  complete. 

In  the  drawing  of  lots  for  position  on 
the  ballot  the  law  does  not  contemplate 
that  the  names  of  independents  shall  be 
included  in  the  drawing,  and  they  would 
naturally  take  their  places  at  the  foot  of 
each  office,  unless  there  were  two  or 
more  independent  candidates  for  the 
same  office,  in  which  event  it  would  be 
proper  to  draw  lots  for  position  at  the 
foot  or  otherwise.    Respectfully,

nvtn  cease  to  be  exceptions — that  good 
work  may  be  done  by  a  man  long  past 
his  80th  year.  That  Americans  and 
Englishmen  live  much  longer  than  for- 
merly is  not  now  questioned  by  any 
statistician.  England  has  a  city  mayor 
nearly  90  years  old.  Sir  Provo  Wallis 
died  the  other  day  at  the  age  of  101,  and 
was  active  till  within  a  few  weeks  of 
his  death.  And  the  United  States  now 
boasts  of  the  oldest  lawyer,  oldest  work- 
ing farmer,  oldest  circus  performer  and 
( Idest  postmaster  in  the  world. 

Of  these  more  anon.  To  properly  in- 
troduce them  it  is  well  to  preface  a  few 
facts  on  the  question,  What  do  mankind 
in  general  consider  old  age?  It  is  now 
considered  by  all  antiquarians  that  wo 
modems  are  not  only  better  fixed  in 
every  way  and  rather  more  moral  than 
tlie  ancients,  but  we  are  larger,  stronger 
and  more  tenacious  of  life.  Consider 
the  heroes  of  the  olden  time — how  young 
thoy  died — Alexander  the  Great  at  33, 
Henry  V  at  34.  Tlie  Black  Prince  died 
loiig  before  his  fatliff  did,  and  eveu 
Marlborough,  comparatively  a  modem, 
died  eigjit  days  before  the  completion  ci 
bis  72d  year,  when  all  England  wa^ 
wonflering  how  he  lived  so  long. 

The  ancient  historians  did  not  conde- 
scend to  tell  Its  about  the  common  peo 
pie,  but  from  what  they  say  of  the  king.- 
we  must  conclude  that  commoners  were 
very  short  lived.  King  David,  for  in- 
stance, was  so  completely  worn  out  at 
Gl>  that  bedclothes  would  not  keep  him 
warm,  and  they  had  to  resort  to  a  pecul-

iar  species  of  ma.ssage,  and  that  only 
sustained  him  a  few  months.  Solomon 
became  king  when  a  boy,  had  700  wives 
before  he  was  30  and  died  at  52  (or  58). 
All  the  Roman  army  looked  on  with 
amazement  when  Masinissa  appeared  on 
horseback  at  90. 

Compare  these  with  modem  monarchs. 
Frederick  William  was  an  ofi&cer  in  the 
battle  of  Waterloo  in  1815,  was  crowned 
emperor  at  Versailles  in  1871,  and  it 
seems  but  yesterday  that  he  died.  Au- 
rungzebe,  the  last  of  the  great  moguls 
of  the  Akbar  dynasty,  died  at  91  after  a 
reign  of  forty-nine  years,  preceded  by  a 
long  and  very  active  career  as  prince 
and  soldier.  Louis  XTV  took  the  crovni 
at  13  and  died  at  77,  having  been  king 
bixty-four  years,  and  Henry  III,  who 
outranks  all  other  British  sovereigns  in 
tliat  particular,  reigned  fifty -six  years, 
yet  he  was  only  65  when  he  died.  We 
will  not  count  George  III,  for  his  mind 
failed  in  middle  life,  yet  he  died  in  the 
b-Jd  year  of  his  life  and  the  sixtieth  after 
taking  the  crown.  As  to  Queen  Victoria, 
she  is  a  mere  girl — only  73  last  May. 
She  has  been  queen  fifty-five  years,  her 
health  is  excellent  and  her  constitution 
good,  and  by  the  table  of  probabilities 
she  is  entitled  to  thirteen  more  years. 
Without  accident  she  will  far  exceed 
the  reigns  of  Henry  III  and  George  IH, 
of  Louis  XTV  and  Aurungzebe. 

It  is  time  to  come  to  the  modems,  and 
men  of  90  or  thereabout  still  in  firm 
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neaitD  are  by  no  means  rare.  At  168 
Indiana  street,  Chicago,  lives  Peter  Wil- 
liam Brown,  the  oldest  circus  performer 
in  the  world.  He  was  bom  in  London 
Nov.  18,  1799,  went  into  the  ring  as  the 
"infant  cherub"  (on  his  father's  head  on 
the  "spotted  show  horse")  in  1803,  ap- 
peared before  the  royal  family  as  a  bare- 
back rider  at  10,  and  continued  in  active 
uie  as  a  snowman  till  1S75 — seventy-one 

years  after  his  first  appearance. 

He  quit  the  sawdust  arena,  however, 
in  early  boyhood,  and  was  one  of  the 
royal  jockeys  in  1813,  then  visited  all  the 
capitals  of  Europe  in  turn,  was  in  Mos- 
cow when  the  inhabitants  first  returned 
after  the  great  fire,  and  was  riding  fast 
horses  in  Berlin  when  the  news  of  the 
battle  of  Waterloo  arrived.  He  returned 
to  the  ring  for  a  few  years,  came  to  the 
United  States  with  the  original  Francis 
Toumer  circus,  and  with  it  crossed  the 
then  wilds  of  Texas  to  Mexico  in  the 
early  forties.  Once  more  he  quit  the  ring 
and  served  as  advance  agent  for  various 
shows,  was  Jenny  Lind's  interpreter  foi 
a  few  months  after  she  came  to  Amer- 
ica, and  then  "went  back  to  the  saw- 
dust" and  stuck  to  it  till,  in  making  a 
somersault  over  several  elephants, 
camels,  etc.,  he  slipped.  Then  he 
thought  it  was  time  to  quit.  At  the  atje 
of  93  he  is  in  almost  perfect  health,  and 
he  and  his  aged  wife — once  an  eques- 
trienne of  note — are  among  the  pleasant- 
est  people  in  their  neighborhood- 
John  Datesman,  of  West  Milton. 
Union  county,  Pa.,  is  by  far  the  old- 
est merchant  in  the  Susquehanna  re- 
gion and  the  oldest  postmaster  in  the 
United  States,  if  not  in  the  world.  He 
was  bom  Aug.  30,  1810,  was  married 
in  1831,  and  appointed  postmaster  (the 
first  there)  at  West  Milton  in  1835.  He 
has  held  the  place  ever  since  and  was 
notified  by  the  Washington  authorities 
a  short  time  ago  that  he  was  the  oldest 
in  the  service.  He  owned  the  farm  on 
which  the  village  of  West  Milton  wap 
built,  and  establislied  there  the  firs: 
store,  which  is  now  run  by  his  son.  He 
and  liis  wife  celebrated  their  sixtieth 
wedding  anniversary  in  1891,  on  which 
occasion  their  four  sons  and  three 
daughters  were  present.  They  have 
lost  none  by  death. 

There  is  a  dispute  as  to  who  is  the 
oldest  lawyer  in  active  practice  in  the 
United  States,  but  his  friends  claim 
that  hofior  for  Mr.  Robert  H.  Folger,  ot 
Massillon,  O.  He  was  bom  in  Chester 
county.  Pa.,  in  1812,  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1842  and  located  at  Massillon. 
where  he  has  since  remained.  He  is  a 
son  of  the  once  noted  navigator.  Captain 
Mayhew  Folger,  the  man  who  discov- 
ered the  surviving  mutineers  of  the 
British  ship  Bounty  in  their  island  re- 
treat, and  has  in  his  possession  the  log- 
book of   his  father's  ship,  the  Topaz.

with  the  entry  of  that  discovery  made 
by  his  father.  He  is  still  in  practice. 
Colonel  Richard  W.  Thompson,  of  Terre 
Haute,  Ind.,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
1834,  but  has  not  been  in  active  practice 
for  some  years. 

The  oldest  man  in  New  England  io 
John  Francis  Le  Maistre,  and  as  he  did  a 
good  deal  of  farm  work  till  six  years 
ago,  he  must  be  set  down  as  the  oldest 
farmer.  He  was  bom  on  the  Island  of 
Jersey,  April  4,  1784,  and  is  therefore  iii 
his  109th  year.  At  the  age  of  15  he 
emigrated  to  St.  Verness.  Quebec,  in  1830 
he  married  and  w^hen  his  wife  died  in 
1881,  he  went  to  Vermont  to  live  with 
his  daughter.  His  age  of  itself  make^ 
him  a  curiosity,  but  still  more  the  re- 
markable preservation  of  his  faculties. 
At  100  he  could  do  a  good  half  day's 
work  in  the  field,  but  has  failed  fas' 
since  then.  His  hearing  comes  and  goes, 
as  he  says,  and  until  this  year  he  could 
read  without  glasses.  He  is  still  straight 
and  tolerably  vigorous.  His  grandfa- 
ther died  at  110,  bot  his  father  was  lost 
at  sea  in  early  manhood. 

Among  our  public  men  we  can  boast 
some  veterans  indeed.  Simon  Cameron 
died  June  26,  1889,  aged  90  years,  '? 
mouths  and  18  days.  Hannibal  Hamlin 
died  at  82.  The  .luthor  of  the  MorriP 
tariff  i.'  still  vigorous  at  82.  John  Sher 
man  has  been  extremely  active  in  poli- 
tics and  law  for  forty-eight  years.  He 
has  served  four  years  in  the  cabinet,  si> 
in  tlie  house  and  twenty-eight  in  tht- 
senate,  and  if  you  want  any  testimonials 
that  he  is  still  vigorous  you  can  get 
plenty  of  them  from  the  Democrats  of 
Ohio  and  the  adverse  faction  of  Repub-

Ucans.  There  Is  no  evidence  that  he 
thinks  of  retiring.  Jefferson  Davia  was 
never  a  stalwart  man,  and  was  anything 
but  a  "good  insurable  risk"  in  i861-7, 
yet  he  lived  ten  years  beyond  the  jjsalm- 
ist's  allotment.  Really  there  is  no  sort 
of  doubt  that  we  modems  are  much 
longer  iiv«d  than  were  the  ancients.

flow  the  Great  Conventions  of  the  Po- 
litical Parties  Have  Grown  in 
Interest. 


They  Are  Bisrsrer.  Last  Longrer  and 

Have    More    Bitter   Contests 

Than  Before. 


The  National  Convention  is  in  Reality 

Only  a  Comparatively  New 

Thing:. 


t 


HEN  the  young 
American  of  today 
reads  that  a  state 
convention  of  Tex- 
as split  in  two, 
fought  all  day  and 
adjourned  in  a 
row;  that  a  state 
convention  of  Ne- 
braska wrangled 
till  the  owner  of  the  building  shut  oflf  the 
gas,  and  that  a  famous  congressional  con- 
vention in  the  west  sat  three  days  and 
took  over  600  ballots,  he  naturally  thinks 
that  party  conventions  have  always  been 
somewhat  obstreperous.  It  is  so  nat- 
ural to  believe,  as  Solomon  says— that  the 
thing  which  is  is  the  thing  that  always 
has  been— that  the  young  voter  finds  it 
hard  to  conceive  of  a  campaign  without  a 
convention. 

In  these  days  there  are  so  many  "solid" 
states,  sections,  counties  and  municipali- 
ties that  all  the  fun  in  numerous  places 
comes  before  the  convention — "a  nomina- 
tion is  equivalent  to  an  election."  lu 
South  Carolina  the  terrific  Tillman  and 
anti-Tillman  campaign,  in  which  pistols 
were  drawn  and  knives  flourished,  was 
only  preliminary  to  a  party  convention, 
and  in  more  than  one  county  in  Indiana, 
where  one  party  or  the  other  has  "a  sure 
thing,"  a  county  convention  where  only  a 
dozen  or  a  score  of  ballots  are  taken  is 
considered  a  very  tame  affair, 

A  few  recent  instances  illustrate  the  in- 
crease of  convention  fighting.  In  West 
Virginia  the  late  Democratic  state  con- 
vention, the  largest  ever  held,  was  a  battle 
from  start  to  finish,  and  the  "young 
bloods"  won,  nominating  Colonel  William 
A.  McCorkle,  a  representative  of  "the 
ipew  south."  Having  lost  his  father  in  the 
civil  war,  he  educated  himself  by  the  hard- 
est toil;  located  in  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  as  a 
lawyer  and  rapidly  rose  to  the  front  rank 
among  public  men.  The  Democratic  dele- 
gates of  the  Sixth  Georgia  congressional 
district  voted  168  times  without  the  slight- 
est change  after  the  third  ballot.  On  the 
169th  ballot,  however,  they  nominated  Mr. 
T.  B.  Cabauiss,  familiarly  known  as  Tom 
Cabaniss,  of  Monroe  county.  The  Demo- 
cratic state  convention  of  Texas  was  by  all 
accounts   a    battlefield.      The  "regulars" 


nave  steaaiiy  grown  more   neateu.     Tde 
exceptions  remain  to  be  noted. 

The  first  of  national  interest  was  in  11*44. 
Mr.  Van  Buren  had  a  large  majority  on 
the  first  ballot,  but  he  "wasn't  sound  on 
the  Texas  question,"  and  so  the  south  en- 
forced the  two- thirds  rule  on  him.  After 
a  fierce  contest  the  "candidate  of  concilia- 
ticm,"  James  K.  Polk,  was  nominated. 
This  woA  HO  unexpected  that  the  Whigs 

sang  a  deriitive  song,  of  which  the  chorus 
wfts: 

Ha!  ha!  ha!  such  a  nominee 

As  Jimmy  K.  Polk,  of  Tennessee! 

All  the  same  he  defeated  Clay,  though  by 
a  popular  majority  of  only  40,000.  In  the 
Democratic  convention  of  184S  Mr.  Van 
Buren  got  his  revenge.  The  "Barnburn- 
ers" (antislavery)  withdrew;  Van  Buren 
ran  as  a  Free  Soil  candidate  and  split  the 
vote  of  New  York  in  two,  and  thus  de- 
feated Cass,  the  Democratic  candidate.  It 
had  been  supposed  that  the  Whigs  would 
renominate  llenry  Clay,  but  they  had  got 
extremely  tired  of  being  defeated;  so  they 
put  up  "Old  Rough  and  Ready,"  made  a 
"stars  and  stripes  canvass,"  assumed  the 
glory  of  the  Mexican  war  and  completely 
circumvented  the  Democrats  on  that  issue. 

It  was  entirely  too  late  to  do  it  again  in 
1852,  though  they  nominated  General  Scott. 
The  Democratic  convention  of  that  year 
was  the  first  in  which  the  contest  was 
long  and  at  times  bitter.  Forty-nine  bal- 
lots were  taken  before  Franklin  Pierce, 
whose  votes  were  among  the  "scattering" 
at  the  start,  received  the  needed  two-thinls, 
and  the  platform  was  so  long  that,  as  was 
said  at  the  time,'  only  those  whose  business 
required  it  ever  read  it  through.  In  the 
Whig  convention  the  struggle  was  equally 
bitter  and  lasted  till  the  fifth  day.  On  the 
arst  ballot  Fillmore    received  133   votes. 
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WILLIAM  A.  M'CORKLE. 

nominated  Governor  Hogg  for  re-election 
despite  the  bitter  opposition  of  the  dis- 
senters, who  favored  Judge  George  Clark, 
of  Waco. 

These  serve  as  instances  to  show  how 
rapidly  the  convention  system  develops, 
and  to  add  to  our  astonishment  that  for 
over  forty  years  after  the  United  States 
government  was  organized  there  were  no 
national  party  conventions.  By  what  was 
called  the  "easy  succession"  each  presi- 
dent's secretary  of  state  or  favored  adviser 
was  supposed  to  have  a  right  to  the  party 
nomination,  and  a  congressional  caucus 
named  him.  In  1824,  though,  the  old 
parties  dissolved,  and  conventions  became 
a  necessity. 

In  1828,  however,  it  was  taken  by  com- 
mon consent  and  the  eternal  fitness  of 
things  that  Jackson  and  Adams  were  in  it 
for  that  campaign.  Of  the  electoral  votes 
Jackson  got  178  and  Adams  83.  Of  course 
it  was  assumed  that  Jackson  would  try  to 
succeed  himself,  but  all  other  parties  set 
to  work  to  fix  their  conventions.  First 
in  the  field  were  the  anti-Masons,  who 
nominated  William  Wirt  and  Amos  Ell- 
maker,  and  these  received  a  popular  vote 
of  33,108  and  the  electoral  vote  of  Vermont. 
The  first  national  Democratic  convention 
met  at  Baltimore  May  21,  1832,  and  the 
only  vote  for  vice  president  resulted:  Van 
Buren,  260;  Barbour,  of  Virginia,  40;  John- 
ston (Colonel  R.  M.),  of  Kentucky,  26. 

A  few  months  before  at  the  same  place 
Henry  Clay  and  John  Sargent  were  put  in 
nomination  by  a  rather  irregular  body 
which  one  hesitates  to  call  a  party  conven- 
tion. Soon  after,  however,  Clay's  support- 
ers took  the  name  of  Whigs.  When  the 
electoral  votes  were  counted  out  Jackson 
had  219;  Clay,  49!  "Easy  succession"  was 
played  out,  but  Jackson  soon  made  it  un- 
derstood that  he  wanted  his  vice  president 
to  succeed  him,  and  so  it  was  in  1840.  We 
have  now  reached  a  point  where  the  strr.g-

gift  before  the  convention  and  in  the  con- 
vention becomes  almost  as  important  as 
the  succeeding  campaign,  and  it  is  to  be 
noted  that  as  a  rule  convention  strtuEicles 


GOVERNOR  J.  8.  HOGG. 
Scott  131,  and  Webster  29.  After  the 
fifty-second  ballot  a  secret  agreement  was 
made  by  representatives  of  the  far  souih 
and  far  north,  and  on  the  fifty-third  ScjL 
was  nominated,  only  to  be  defeated  ov»- 
whelmingly  at  the  polls. 

In  the  first  national  Republican  conven- 
tion, 1856,  there  was  no  strife  for  the  nom- 
ination, and  Fremont  took  it  by  common 
consent;  but  the  Democratic  convention 
was  red  hot.  On  the  first  ballot  Buchanan 
received  135  votes.  Pierce  122  and  Douglas 
33.  For  fifteen  ballots  the  first  slowly 
gained,  and  then  Pierce  was  withdrawn 
and  the  vote  stood,  for  Buchanan,  168;  for 
Douglas,  121.  So  the  former  was  declared 
the  nominee  by  acclamation.  It  was  the 
beginning  of  the  end  of  America's  third 
political  era.  The  Federalists  went  out 
with  John  Adams,  the  oid  Republicans 
with  Monroe  and  now  the  Democrats  were 
to  go  out.  Everybody  recognizes  the  year 
1860  as  distinctively  the  year  of  wonderful 
conventions.  There  had  been  nothing  like 
it  before,  and  it  is  to  be  patriotically  hoped 
that  there  never  will  be  again. 

Many  volumes  have  been  written  simply 
in  description  of  the  conventions  of  thai 
year.  Hundreds  of  columns  in  the  news 
papers  of  the  day  were  filled  with  the  de- 
tails. The  briefest  numerical  .statement 
of  the  figures  is  stiil  a  wonder.  There  were 
in  all  six  great  party  conventions— at 
Charleston,  at  Richmond,  at  Chicago  and 
three  at  Baltimore.  In  the  fii-st  Demo- 
cratic, at  Charleston,  April  23  and  follow- 
ing, fifty-seven  ballots  were  taken  without 
result,  and  Benjamin  Butler  voted  over 
fifty  times  for  Jefferson  Davis!  Consider- 
ing their  subsequent  relations,  that  stands 
uniqu%  among  the  truly  dramatic  inci- 
dents «  American  political  history. 

On  the  seventh  day  eight  states  with- 
drew. On  the  tenth  the  convention  ad- 
journed to  meet  at  Baltimore  on  June  18. 
The  withdrawing  states  adjourned  to  meet 
at  Richmond  iu  June,  but  without  action 
adjourned  from  there  to  Baltimore.  The 
rest  is  familiar  history— a  reunion,  a  sec- 
end  secession,  two  candidates  and  a  gloomy 
conviction  in  the  minds  of  farseeing  men 
that  dark  days  were  at  hand.  The  so  called 
Union  convention  at  Baltimore,  which 
nominated  Bell  and  Everett,  attracted  but 
little  attention.  All  eyes  were  turned  to 
the  Republican  convention  at  Chicago;  but 
this  is  no  place  for  a  detailed  history  of 
that  remarkable  body.  , 

The  Republican  conventions  of  1864,  IS68 
and  1873  were  but  formal  affairs;  they  met 
only  to  register  the  expressed  will  of  the 
party.  In  1876,  the  war  era  being  passed, 
there  was  a  real  struggle,  and  iu  1880  came 
the  most  prolonged  and  really  desperate 
struggle  inside  the  party  the  Republican^ 
ever  had.  But  of  conventions  since  the  war 
it  is  too  late  to  write  news  and  too  soon  to 
write  history.  The  salient  fact  is  that 
within  sixty  years  the  party  convention  has

Fourth  Avenue. 


One  of  the  largest  real  estate  transfers 
ever  made  in  Duluth  was  closed  last 
Tuesday  and  will  soon  go  on  record. 
This  was  nothing  less  than  the  sale  of 
the  Phtcnix'  block,  corner  of  Superior 
street  and  Fourth  avenue  west,  by 
Munger  &  Markell  to  the  Massachusetts 
Real  Estate  company.  The  considera- 
tion was  §225,000.  The  deal  was  negoti- 
ated by  A.  S.  Wilson,  who  represents 
the  company  in  Duluth,' and  he  has  been 
at  work  quietly  upon  it  for  some  time. 

The  Phoenix  building  has  126  feet  of 
frontage  and  the  property  extends  back 
145  feet.  The  po!*office  building  is  in 
eluded.  It  has  been  regarded  as  one  of 
the  best  paying  office  buildings  in  the 
city  and  very  few  people  had  any  idea 
that  it  could  be  bought  but  then  most 
anything  can  be  had  if  the  price  is  paid. 
Porte  W.  Hewins,  the  president  of  the 
company  has  been  here  for  a  few  days 
and  closed  the  deal. 

The  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  com- 
pany now  owns  a  large  amount  of  prop- 
erty in  Duluth.

"THE  WirCH." 

Marie  Hubert  Frohman  at  the  Lyceum 
Last  Evening. 
"The  Witch,"  presented  at  the  Ly- 
ceum last  evening  by  the  Marie  Hubert 
Frohman  company,  is  a  weird  and  very 
oad  drama,  something  out  of  the  ordi- 
nary run  and  somewhat  morbid  in  char- 
acter. It  depicts  the  old  days  of  witch- 
craft and  superstition  among  the  Puri- 
tans, and  while  to  people  of  today  it 
seems  absurd  that  there  could  have  been 
such  occurrences,  yet  the  faithfulness 
with  which  history  is  adhered  to  im- 
presses itself  at  once.  Mane  Hubert 
Frohman  m,  Marguerite,  the  witch,  has 
a  very  difficult  role  and  carries  it  well. 
She  is  slight  and  frail  looking,  but  has  a 
voice  of  unusual  strength  and  resonance. 
In  her  enunciation  she  is  faulty,  how- 
ever, and  leaves  a  sense  of  unpleasant- 
ness. Her  acting  is  powerful  and  im- 
pressive and  in  the  last  act,  the  gallows 
scene,  is  especially  affecting.  Charles 
Jehlinger.  the  leading  man,  acts  and 
and  speaks  the  part  of  Walter  Leyden, 
Marguerite's  husband,  very  well  but 
lacks  grace  and  seems  tobe constrained. 
In  the  last  act,  he  rants  somewhat  but 
not  enough  so  as  to  be  unexcusable  for 
it  is  a  very  powerful  scene.  Herman 
Hirshberg,  the  Indian,  was  very  clever, 
especially  in  his  makeup  which  was 
strikingly  realistic.  Jennie  Casev,  as  the 
village  scold,  does  well  and  on  the  whole 
the  company  is  a  good  one.  The  staging 
of  the  play  is  worthy  of  especial  men- 
tion and  nothing  better  has  ever  been 
seen  in  the  Lyceum.

The  Republican  Legislative  Committee 
Has  Fixed  no  Date. 

Both  of  the  morning  papers  contained 
rumors  to  the  effect  that  the  Republican 
legislative  convention  had  been  called 
for  Sept.  15.  These  seem  to  be  un- 
founded, however,  and  no  such  action 
has  been  taken  as  far  as  can  be  learned. 
John  McKinley  is  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee but  so  far  as  known  there  has 
been  no  meeting.  There  seems  to  be  a 
prevailing  impression  among  Republi- 
cans that  the  convention  should  be  called 
about  Oct.  I. 

Senator  Daugherty  was  asked  as  to 
the  rumors  and  said  that  he  knew  noth- 
ing of  their  source  and  did  not  believe 
they  were  true.  "Last  year,"  he 
said,  "the  convention  was  held  on 
Oct.  6,  and  the  primaries  on 
October  3  and  about  two  weeks  notice 
was  given.  There  should  be  no  snap 
convention;  there  ought  to  be  at  least 
two  weeks  notice  given  before  the  day 
of  holding  the  primaries  so  that  every- 
body can  have  a  chance  to  vote.  1  be- 
lieve the  committee  should  get  together 
very  soon  and  call  the  convention  for 
about  October  i.  Then  we  will  have 
plenty  of  time  to  notify  the  other  coun- 
ties and  will  have  a  representative  con- 
vention. I  believe  also  that  the  judicial 
committee  should  get  together  and  call 
a  convention  for  the  same  day  as  the 
legislative  convention.  It  will  save  a 
great  deal  of  unnecessary  trouble  if  they 
do."

Comiiija:  Trial. 


If  Sentenced  to  More  Than  Ten  Years 

He  Says  He  WHl   Kill 

Himself. 


Won't!  Prefer  to  Hangr  Rather  Than 

Spend   a   Life   Time  in 

Prison. 


Pittsburg,  Sept.  lo.— "If  I  do  not 
jet  more  than  ten  years  I  can  stand  it, 
but  I  will  not  stand  any  longer  term  of 
sentence,"  said  Anarchist  Bergman  in 
talking  about  his  coming  trial  and  re- 
sulting sentence.  "Do  you  mean  you 
will  kill  yourself  if  you  get  more  than 
ten  years?"  was  asked. 

"Well,  you  can  draw  your  own  con- 
clusions. I  believe  there  is  nothing  be- 
yond this  life,  and  while  life  under  some 
circumstances  is  desirable,  there  is  not 
enough  in  it  for  me  to  spend  a  life  time 
in  prison,  with  the  prospect  ot  a  few 
years  of  liberty  after  my  sentence  has 
expired.  I  have  no  fears  for  the  here- 
after, because  I  believe  there  is  none.  I 
have  studied  this  question  and  am  fully 
determined. 

"I  fully  realize  the  consequences  of 
my  attempt  on  the  life  of  Mr.  Frick.  I 
did  so  when  I  attempted  to  kill  him,  and 
was  prepared  to  suffer  the  consequences 
had  he  died.  I  would  prefer  to  hang 
rather  than  spend  a  life  time  in  prison. 
I  know  I  could  get  about  thirty  years, 
but  it  is  either  ten  years  wi,,h  me  or,  well, 
you  will  see." 

Bergnian  coolly  talks  of  his  crime  and 
expresses  only  one  regret  that  his  mis- 
sion failed.  He  does  not  give  Mr.  Frick 
credit  for  his  coolness  and  nerve  claimed 
for  him  when  the  assault  took  place. 
He  said:  "He  was  the  worst  scared 
man  I  evei  saw.  He  believed  I  meant 
to  kill  him  and  1  certainly  did,  and  he 
had  a  right  to  be  scared,  as  he  certainly 
was." 

In  all  his  talk  Bergman  steadily  re- 
fused to  speak  of  anyone  else  in  connec- 
tion with  the  assault  and  shoulders  the 
whole  responsibility. 

Crespo  Triumphant. 
New  York,  Sept.  ic— A  special  cable 
to  the  Herald  from,  Curacoa  says  Gen. 
Luciano  Mendoza  has  resigned  the  reins 
of  power  and  has  left  Caracas  prepara- 
tory, it  is  believed,  to  leaving  the  coun- 
try. Second  Vice  President  Iturbide 
takes  temporary  control,  but  his  term  of 
power  will  not  last  long,  as  V'illegas 
Pulido  has  invited  Crespo  to  enter  the 
city  and  assume  command.  Full  am- 
nesty has  been  guaranteed  the  people  of 
Caracas.

HAD  A  NARROW  ESCAPE. 


A  Man  in  Minneapolis  Who  Was  on 
the  Normannia. 
Minneapolis,  Sept.  lo. — George  S. 
Weaver,  who  claims  to  have  been  a  pas- 
senger on  the  Atlantic  on  the  quaran- 
tined steamship  Normannia,  is    in  town. 

He  is  the  European  agent  of  the  San 
Francisco  Tea  company  and  he  was  re- 
turning from  one  of  his  periodical  trips 
aboard  the  Normannia.  He  tells  this 
story  of  his  escape: 

"Well,  I  saw  how  the  thing  was  being 
run  and  knew  absolutely  that  there  was 
not  the  slightest  trace  of  infection  among 
the  saloon  passengers.  Ever  man  in 
the  cabins  was  as  as  healthy  as  I  am  at 
this  minute,  and  I  made  up  my  mind  to 
go  ashore.  On  Monday  afternoon  at  3 
o'clock  I  got  hold  of  a  life  preserver  and 
planted  it  away  up  in  the  bows  under 
some  cordage.  There  was  another  ship 
just  arrived  anchored  close  to  us.  I  saw 
that  she  sat  pretty  low  in  the  water  and 
had  half  a  dozen  lines  hanging  over  her 
side. 

"When  it  got  dusk  I  got  into  my  life 
preserver,  and  when  there  was  nobody 
watching  just  clambered  over  the  bow 
and  down  into  the  bow  chains.  I  meant 
to  swim  to  the  steamer  a  little  way  off, 
but  the  current  was  too  much  for  me  and 
I  went  spinning  off  on  the  top  of  it  at  a 
territic  rate.  I  was  afraid  to  yell,  be- 
cav)se  if  I  had  been  picked  up  by  any  of 
the  Normannia's  people  1  should  have 
got  into  trouble.  It  was  dark  when  I 
started  and  the  water    was    cold    as  ice. 

"Drowning  would  have  been  the  best  I 
should  have  got  out  of  it,  except  for  a 
piece  of  luck.  1  could  see  a  ship  of 
some  sort  right  in  front  of  me  ana  the 
first  thing  1  knew  her  cable  hit  me.  I 
got  hold  of  the  rope  and  howled  for 
help.  Inside  of  ten  minutes  I  was 
aboard  of  her  My  trunk  and  everything 
but  my  ready  money  remained  on  the 
Normannia.  1  gave  the  fellows  who 
picked  me  up  $25  to  land  me,  and  I 
went  ashore  in  a  pair  of  greasy  blue 
overalls  and  a  fireman's  jacket."

A  PROMINENT  CANADIAN. 


Hon.  Peter  Mitchell  Talks  on  Canal 
Tolls  and  Freedom  of  Trade. 
Boston,  Sept.  10.  —  Hon.  Peter 
Mitchell,  ex-minister  of  fisheries  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  is  in  this  city  on  a 
brief  visit.   In  conversation  he  expressed 

himself  forcibly  on  the  canal  tolls  ([ues- 
tion.  He  said  that  the  breach  of  contract 
rather  laid  with  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment than  with  that  of  the  Dominion. 

Mr.  Mitchell  said  that*President  Har- 
rison's proclamation  has  practically 
affected  the  trade  of  Montreal  very  little, 
and  that  transportation  men  chiefly  af- 
fected by  it  supported  the  Canadian 
government  in  the  policy  pursued.  The 
disposition  of  the  people  of  Canada,  he 
said,  was  to  have  the  utmost  freedom  of 
trade  with  the  United  States. 

"We  realize  the  greatness  of  the 
American  country,"  said  Mr.  Mitchell, 
"and  her  immense  trade  markets  within 
herself,  but  notwithstanding  this  we  be- 
lieve that  while  the  McKinley  bill  fences 
around  that  market  tor  the  farmers  and 
manufacturers  of  the  United  States,  it 
does  it  at  the  risk  of  the  future.  And 
while  we  in  Canada  may  be  made  for  a 
time  to  feel  the  effects  of  it,  it  may  pos- 
sibly react  by  making  us  more  depen- 
dent upon  our  own  resources,  and  creat- 
ing within  our  own  country  those  very 
manufactures  which  would  otherwise  be 
supplied  from  the  United  States." 

In  answer  to  a  question  regardinj:^  an- 
nexation he  said:  "No  man  of  public 
note  from  one  end  of  Canada  to  another, 
unless  he  expected  political  extinction, 
dare  get  on  a  public  platform  and  advo- 
cate annexation."

Judge  Searle    Not  Likely  to  (Release 

His  Hold  on  the  Judgeship. 

[Sauk  Center  Avalanche.] 

Dear  Sir:     I  see  by    the    papers    that 

Judge  Searle,  our  candidate  for  congress, 

refuses  to  resign  his  office  as  judge  until 

he  is  elected  to  congress,  and  so  prevent 

an  election  by  the  people  of  the  dis- 
trict. 

I  would  like  to  know  if  this  is  right.  I 
have  heard  a  good  many  talk  about  it 
and  they  all  seem  to  think  that  the  law 
gives  them  a  right  to  elect  their  judge. 

It  is  said,  too,  that  it  is  already  ar- 
ranged so  that  Judge  Searle  will  name 
the  man  to  be  appointed  in  his  place.  It 
is  said,  too,  that  the  man  selected  is  a  St. 
Cloud  man.  Now,  if  the  people  could 
elect,  they  might  choose  some  man  who 
did  not  live  in  St.  Cloud,  as  there  are 
plenty  of  honest  and  capable  men  for 
the  place  in  other  parts  of  the  district. 
Does  it  look  just  right  to  see  a  judge  on 
the  bench,  running  for  a  political  office 
and  refusing  to  give  the  people  a  chance 
to  select  someone  to  fill  his  place?  I 
wish  you  would  answer  this  in  your 
paper.         Your  Constant  Reader. 

'fhe  above  communication  treats  of  a 
topic  which  has  been  discussed  in  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  district  and  not  at  all 
times  to  the  credit  of  the  judge.  In  this 
connection  the  following  from  the  Du- 
luth  Herald  (Ind.  Rep.)  is  quoted: 

Judge  Searle  was  in  St.  Paul  a  few 
days  ago  and  said  that  his  prospects  of 
election  are  very  bright.  It  is  a  signifi- 
cant fact,  however,  that  the  judge  does 
not  consider  his  prospects  so  bright  that 
he  can  safely  resign  his  judgeship.  He 
does  not  propose  to  relax  his  hold  upon 
that  position,  unless  his  election  to  con- 
gress is  assured.  So  far  there  is  no 
assurance  that  he  will  be  elected,  and 
that  is  why  he  does  not  resign  the  judge- 
ship. The  judge  considers  that  "a  bird 
in|hand  is  worth  two  in  the  bush." 

"Constant  Reader"  asks  if  it  is  right 
for  the  judge  to  hold  the  office  until  he 
is  elected  to  congress.  The  Avalanche 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  judge  will  be 
very  gray-haired,  right  or  wrong,  before 
he  lets  go  of  the  office  for  any  such 
cause,  that  is,  his  election  to  congress. 
It  is  also  of  the  opinion  that  he  will  not 
let  go  of  anything  in  his  grip  unless  he 
has  something  better  in  uand.  He  is 
not  of  the  letting-go  kind.  He  loves 
office  and  will  not  relinquish  such  a 
juicy  plum  as  the  judgeship  of  this  dis- 
trict unless  something  more  juicy  is 
safely  lodged  in  his  palm. 

Content  your  soul  in  patience,  Mr. 
Constant  Reader,  for  there  will  be  no 
election  for  judge  this  fall  to  fill  any  va- 
cancy occasioned  by  the  resignation  of 
Judge  Searle.  You  ask  if  "it' looks  just 
right  to  see  a  judge  on  the  bench  run- 
ning for  a  political  office,"  etc.  It  might 
not,  to  a  man  up  a  tree,  but  in  that  case 
it  would  depend  upon  what  soil  the  tree 
grew  in.  If  in  Franklin  county  soil  you 
would  hear  an  emphatic  No.  If  in 
Stearns  county  it  would  be— well,  it 
would  depend  upon  the  case  and  the 
man.  In  this  case,  the  Republican  St. 
Cloudite  would  say  yes,  it  isall  right,  but 
that  would  not  prove  it. 

"Constant  Readfer"  thinks  there  are 
other  good  men  in  the  district  who  would 
be  glad  to  have  their  names  go  before 
the  people  who  may  not   possibly  be  the 


favored  one  of  Judge  Searle's  selection. 
It  would  seem  that  they  should  have  the 
privilege — but  they  will  not.  No,  friend 
"Reader,"  Judge  Searle  will  continue  to 
wear  the  ermine.  It  may  not  be  right, 
but  in  this  case  "might  makes  right." 

A  noble-minded,  high-toned,  Franklin 
countyite  would,  in  a  case  of  this  kind, 
release  himself  from  any  such  question- 
able position  by  resigning  at  once;  he 
would  never  allow  his  honor  to  be  as- 
sailed by  allowing  himself  to  remain  in 
a  position  that  would  smack  of  any  un- 
fairness; his  action  would  be  manly, 
honorable  and  immediate.  The  judge  is 
using  Stearns  county  spectacles,  as  his 
eyesight  has  become  dimmed;  the 
Avalanche  will  send  him  a  pair  of 
Franklin  county  glasses,  that  he  may 
see  his  position  as  it  is.

A  CASE  OF  PERSECUTION. 
In  the  news  columns  a  few  days  ago 
»as  given  an  account  of  proceedings  at 
St  Paul   to  have  Rev.  Dr.  Forbes  com- 
mitted again    to  an  asylum  for  insanity. 
The  examination  by  two   leadmg   physi- 
cians showed  that  Dr.  Forbes  has  not  a 
trace  of  insanity,  and   he  was  promptly 
discharged.    One  of  the  physicians  said: 
"fhere    is    not  a  scintilla  of  evidence 
^oiDg  to  prove  insanity."    Yet,  despite 
Ibis  fact,  Dr.  Forbes  has  been  repeatedly 
haaterf  up  in  St.  Paul  at   the  instance  of 
"the    church     authorities,"    one     report 
stated,  for  being  insane,  and  strenuous 
tfforta  have  been  made  to  send  him  to 
an  asyfum.      Once  they  succeeded,  and 
the  doctor  was  incarcerated  in  the  Roch- 
ester   hospital    for    a    month,    but    the 
offecials  there  quickly  perceived  that  he 
was  aot  insane  in  any  manner  whatever 
and  djscharged  him. 

Ti.c  sole  reason  put    forward    by    the 

people  who  have    been  persecuting    Dr. 

Forbes  in  this  manner,  to    support  their 

*eory  of  insanity,  is   that  he  talks  about 

the  actions  of  his  wife  and  makes  threats 

against  the  man    whom    he  accuses    of 

*cing  intimate  with  her.     Now  if  this  be 

a  sign  of  insanity,  then  there  are  scores 

of  insane  people  at  large.     They   assert 

ilso  that,  because  he  accuses  his  wife  of 

infidelity,  he  must  be  insane.    This  is    a 

peculiar  argument,   to  say  the  least.    It 

would  be  as  fair  to  say  that    those    who 

defend  her  and  refuse  to  listen  to    what 

the  doctor  alleges  to  be  facts,  are  equally 

flisant/. 

E'r.  Forbcs^  appears  to  be  the  victim  of 
a  sen«  of  persecutions  of    the  most  de- 
spicable nature.     If  he   is  not  insane  be- 
cause af  these  persecutions,  it  is  because 
ht  has  a  strong  mind  and  rugged  physi- 
cal constitution.       In  giving   the    result 
«1    the    recent      proceedings,    the    St. 
Paul    Globe    well      said      that    "there 
is  certainly  enough  in  the  history  of  this 
case  to    drive  a    man    insane.    Fortune 
test,  home  gone,  family  broken    up,    the 
wife  whom  he  loved  for  twenty-five  years 
separated  from  him  forever,  these  would 
ixrve  aimost  any  man  to  insanity  or  some 
terrible    deed,    but    Dr.    P  orbes  passed 
Shrough  the  trying  ordeal  with  a  coolness 
aad  nerve  that  would  scarcelv  be  found 
M  some  of  his  critics,  were  they  called  to 
ttkinre.  so    much.    The  decision  of    the 
csort  will    cause  a  great    change  in  the 
•pinions  of  many  who  have  found  in  the 
areaiiity  theory  a   sufficient    explanation 
vt  what  Dr.    Forbes  charges  to    be  true. 
CcrtaiTily    a    tremendous    responsibility 
lies   somewhere,    and  the    'mills  of    the 
pyis' will  grind  it  out  in  due  time."  Here 
lo  Duluth,    where    Dr.   Forbes    is    well 
lEnown  and   cidmired,    he  has    the  sym- 
pathy of  aU  in  the  trials  to  which  he  has 
l^een  subjected.

The  report  forwarded  to  the  state  su- 
perintendent by  the  secretary  of  the  Du- 
luth school  district  is  something  of  which 
the  people  of  this  city  can  feel  proud.  It

ichool  district  in  Minnesota  that  can 
xczise  as  good  a  showing.  Certainly  St. 
Paal  cannot,  and  Minneapolis  is  not  in 
Mmch  better  shape  than  that  city. 

By  this  report  it  is  shown  that  the 
Talue  of  the  school  property,  buildings 
aad  sites,  owned  by  the  Duluth  district, 
T5$i, 100,000.  This  includes  the  finest 
liigh  school  building  in  the  world.  Dur- 
aig  the  past  year  school  buildings  to  the 
▼alue  of  $425,000  were  erected,  and  yet 
)h€  district  now  has  nearly  $105,000  cash 
OB  hand  and  its  total  indebtedness  is  only 
$494,000.  This  is  a  record  that  is  w6rth 
tmphasizing. 


THE  VOTING  POPULATION. 
Statistics  of  the  population  of  voting 
ages,  meaning   of    course    those    of    21 
years  and  over,  are    given    in    a  recent 
bulletin  issued  by    the    census    bureau. 
Additional        interest        is        attached 
to  these  figures,  because  they  will   serve 
as  a  guide  to  the  size  of  the  presidential 
election  this  year.    From   this   bulletin 
we  learn  that  in  1890  males  of  the  voting 
age  in  the  United  States  numbered  i6,q4o,- 
311.     At  this  time  the  total  has  naturally 
increased  to  over  17,000,000.  Of  the  total 
in      1890,       12,591,852        were       native 
born  and  4,348,459    were  foreign    born; 
15,199,856  were  white  and  1,740,455  were 
colored.    The    greatest    proportion     of 
this  part  of  the   population  was  in   the 
north  central  division,  which  had  6,202,- 
901;  next  came  the  north   Atlantic,   with 
5'055.239:  then  the  south  central  division, 
with  2,512,704;  next  the    south    Atlantic 
division,  with  2,015,578,  and  finally  the 
western  division,  with  1,153,889. 

By  comparison  with  the   statistics    for 
1880,  it  will  be  seen  that    the    males    of 
voting  age  increased  32.03  per  cent  dur- 
ing the  decade,  which  is  a    greater    rate 
of  increase  than  that  shown  by  the  popu- 
lation as  a  whole.    The    greatest      per 
centage  of  increase    was    shown    by  the 
western  division,  namely,  70.87  per  cent; 
next  in  order  came  the  north  central  di- 
vision, with  36.40     per    cent;    then    the 
north  Atlantic  division,   with    28.03    per 
cent,  next  the    south    central     division, 
with  26.58  per  cent,  and  finally  the  south 
Atlantic  division,  with    20.43    P^r   cent. 
The  north  central    division,  which    con- 
tains the  greatest  proportion  of    the  vot- 
ing   population,    includes    most    of  the 
states  spoken  of  commonly  as  Western 
states.     It  includes  Ohio,    Indiana,    Illi- 
nois, Michigan,  Wisconsin,    Minnesota, 
Iowa.   Missouri,    North    Dakota,    South 
Dakota,    Nebraska    and    Kansas.    The 
western  division,  f*n  the   other  hand,  in- 
cludes the  states  nearest  the  Pacific  and 
the  territories. 

The  bulletin   also  shows  that  74.33  of 
the   males  of  voting  age  in   the  entire 
country  are  native   bom,  and  25.67  per 
cent  are  foreign  born.      The  percentage 
of  foreign-born, males  of    voting  age  is 
lowest    in    the    south  Atlantic  division, 
where    the    percentage  in  1890  was  5.07 
per    cent.       It  was  next  lowest   in  the 
south    central    division,  where    the  per- 
centage   was    6.55  per    cent.       Next  in 
order  came  the   north    central    division, 
with  30.97  per  cent,  and   then  followed 
the    north    Atlantic    division,  with  33.23 
per    cent,  and    finally  the  western    divi- 
sion, which  had  the  highest  percentage 
of   foreign-born    males    of    voting    age, 
namely,    41.67    per    cent      Of    all    the 
states  North  Dakota  showed  the  largest 
percentage  of  foreign-bom  males  of  vot- 
ing age,  viz.,  64.89  per  cent.      But  while 
these    statistics  are  interesting,  the  cen- 
sus bureau  is  unable  to  tell  us  how  these 
men  are  going  to  vote  in  November.

Quarantine,  S.  I.,  Sept.  10. — Cold 
facts,  not  words,  suffice  this  morning  to 
tell  that  the  cholera  plague,  baffled  in 
its  attempt  to  gain  a  foothold  on  our 
shores,  knocked  at  the  quarantine  gate 
again  last  night  with  vigor  increased  a 
hundredfold  over  any  previous  effort. 
Up  to  sundown  yesterday  a  summary  of 
the  record  of  the  scourge  on  the  Mor- 
avia, Normannia,  Rugia  and  Wyoming, 
while  at  sea  and  since  arriving  in  port, 
approximately  was  as  follows:  Total 
deaths  at  sea,  31;  total  deaths  in  port,  19; 
sick  in  port,  43;  total  number  of  cases, 
93.  This  does  not  include  those  who  are 
in  isolated  places. 

The  much  expected  steamer  Scandia, 
also  of  the  Hamburg-Amencan  line,  was 
off  Fire  Island  at  5  o'clock,  and  soon 
after  dark  came  to  anchor  in  the  lower 
quarantine  grounds.  No  report  was  ex- 
pected till  this  morning  because  of  Dr. 
Jenkins'  statement  at  the  evening  talk 
that  he  expected  to  hear  nothing  till 
morning.  When,  therefore,  at  i  o'clock 
this  morning  Dr.  Byron  reported  the  fact 
that  he  was  advised  that  there  were  thir- 
ty-two deaths  in  a  total  of  1086  souls  on 
board,  and  that  he  was  going  to  the  ship 
from  Swinburne  island  to  bring  off  seven 
additional  cases,  there  was  intense  ex 
citement  at  the  health  officer's  home. 

When  Dr.  Jenkins  gave  out  the  facts 
as  received  this  made  the  grand  total 
for  the  five  ships  under  surveilance  as 
follows:  Deaths  at  sea,  63;  deaths  in 
port,  20;  sick  in  port,  50;  grand  total, 
130.  The  mother  of  the  Persson  chil- 
dren, who  died  on  the  Wyoming  while 
she  lay  at  upper  quarantine  and  who 
with  two  children  was  transferred  to 
Swinburne  island  when  the  ship  arrived 
at  the  pestilence  roadstead,  also  died  at 
Swinburne  hospital  during  the  evening 
and  her  demise  is  included  in  the  above 
summary. 

During  the  evening  frequent  telegrams 
were  received  from  New  York  demand- 
ing definite  advices  as  to  the  condition 
of  affairs  on  board  the  Scandia,  but 
owing  to  the  lack  of  facilities,  it  was  im- 
possible to  obtain  any  definite  informa- 
tion and  none  was  expected  after  Dr. 
Jenkins'  statement.  Shortly  before  i 
o'clock  those  on  watch  at  the  quarantine 
telegraph  station  saw  one  of  the  opera- 
tors go  by  a  circuitous  route  to  the  doc- 
tor's house  on  the  bluff,  and  when  the 
lights  were  turned  on  there  was  a  wild 
scramble  for  the  porch. 

In  response  to  the  clamor  for  admit- 
tance the  reporters  were  admitted  and 
as  the  operator  received  the  report  on 
the  wire  the  facts  were  given  out.  The 
report  given  out  in  brief  was  32  deaths, 
divided  as  follows:  29  in  the  steerage,  i 
in  the  cabin,  and  two  among  the  crew. 
Total  number  ot  souls  on  board  1086, 
divided  as  follows:  Steerage,  98 1;  cabin, 
28;  crew,  77,  The  only  yellow  fiag  fly- 
ing at  II  o'clock  this  morning  is  on  the 
Scandia,  which  is  anchored  among  the 
pest  ships  in  the  lower  bay. 

CHICAGO  HAD  A  SCARE. 


Death  of  a  Woman  at  First  Thought  10 
Have  the  Cholera. 

Chicago,  S^pt.  10.— At  12:20  o'clock 
this  morning  four  carloads  of  immi- 
grants arrived  at  the  Union  depot  from 
Guttenberg,  Sweden,  by  way  of  New 
York  and  Pittsburg.  "The  train  came 
here  with  a  clean  bill  of  health,  Alber- 
tina  Larson,  18  years  of  age,  was  in  a 
semi-conscious  condition  when  the  train 
pulled  into  the  depot,  and  the  physicians 
at  once  ordered  her  sent  to  1106  Thirtv- 
fifth  street,  where  she  was  to  have 
stopped. 

On  the  way  she  relapsed  into  uncon- 
sciousness, and  Dr.  Carrett,  of  the  health 
department,  sent  her  to  the  county  hos- 
pital. She  died  on  the  way.  The  woman, 
it  was  claimed,  showed  unmistakable 
symptoms  of  cholera.  She  complained 
of  pains  in  the  stomach,  was  continuallv 
gaping  and  the  skin  under  her  eyes 
showed  a  marked  blue  discoloration. 
Officer  Jones,  of  the  Harrison  street  sta- 
tion, administered  stimulants  during  the 
trip  to  the  hospital,  but  the  woman  grad- 
ually.sank. 

The  physicians  ordered  the  armory 
ambulance  fumigated  as  soon  as  it  r^- 
'  turned  to  the  station  which  was  thor- 
oughly done.  The  partv  to  which  the 
dead  woman  belonged  left  Guttenburg 
Aug.  19  and  sailed  from  Liverpool  Aug. 
27  on  the  Lord  Gough.  The  bodv  of  the 
dead  woman  was  admitted  to  the  county 
morgue  and  placed  in  a  separate  room. 
The  clothing  was  fumigated  and  depos- 
ited with  it. 

Later  the  health  officials  thoroughly 
investigated  the  case.  The  autopsy  dis- 
closed that  she  died  of  a  chronic  disease 
from  which  she  had  been  suffering  for  a 
long  time.  There  were  no  indications  of 
cholera  whatever.  The  party  of  emi- 
grants with  whom  the  girl  came  to  the 
city  have  been  released  from  quarantine 
and  have  proceeded  on  their  way  West.

Weymouth,  Mass.,  Sept.  10.— Mrs. 
Nellie  M.  Gloster,  aged  25,  was  arrested 
this  morning  charged  with  causing  the 
death  of  an  infant  child,  whose  body  was 
found  in  the  cellar  ot  a  tenement  re- 
cently occupied  by  the  prisoner.

They  might  be  taken 
for  Plato,  Othello  the  Moor,  Alaric, 
Julius  Cresar,  Richard  111  and  a  score 
of  others  whose  faces  figure  in  history. 
Even  a  composite  of  the  many  portraits 
could  not  blend  or  unite  in  one  the  dis- 
cordant conceptions  wliich  we  see  every 
(lay.  We  must  know  Columbus  by  his 
deeds,  and  not  by  his  pictures. 


The  pu"blle  school  pupils,  who  are 
going  to  have  the  lead  all  over  America 
in  the  celebration  of  the  400th  anniver- 
tary  of  the  discovery  of  America  by 
Columbus,  are  already  asking  how  Co- 
Imnbus  looked. 

Many  lea-ding  American  publications 

xb&xe  recently  contained  timely  articles 

on  the  great  discoverer,  and  the  variety 

of  portraits  which  has  accompanied  these 

articles  has  been  surprising. 

By  the  highest  authorities  it  is  con- 
ceded that  there  is  no  likeness  of  Colum- 
bus whose  claim  to  consideration  is  in- 
disputable. 

From  Oviedo  and  his  own  son  Ferdi- 
nand— two  persons  who  knew  him — we 
fcave  dej<criptions  of  his  {fjjpeanince, 
npon  which  must  be  based  our  judg- 
ment of  the  alleged  portraits. 

From  'them  we  learn  that  his  face 
was  long,  neither  full  nor  thin;  his 
cheek  bones  rather  high;  his  nose  aqui- 
line; his  eyes  light  gray;  his  complexion 
fair  and  high  colored.  Up  to  the  age  of 
thirty  his  hair  was  of  light  color,  but 
became  rapidly  gray  after  that  age.  It 
must  be  admitted  in  the  face  of  these 
details  that  not  one  of  the  portraits  gives 
very  positive  evidence  of  presenting  the 
great  discoverer  as  he  lived. 

The  earliest  claimant  for  considera- 
tion is  a  wood  engraving  by  Paolo 
Giovio,  published  in  1075,  which  w© 
give.   , 


Georg«  Washiiigtuu  Tells  a  Story. 

"I  once  rode  a  mile  ik  less  than  forty-five 
seconds  on  a  hand  sled,"  said  G.  W.  liliss 
at  the  drummers'  experience  meeting  in 
the  corridors  of  the  Liudall. 

"His  UHine  is  George  Washington," 
murmured  t.iie  chnirm<'in  sotto  voce,  and 
Mr.  Bliss  bowwl  and  proceeded. 

"I  was  horn  and  raised  in  Now  Hamp- 
shire, where  the  farmer  plnnts  his  corn  in 
the  side  of  the  liills  with  a  shotgun. 
There  is  great  coasting  in  that  state,  such 
as  would  make  a  professional  tobog;janist 
take  out  an  accident  policy  before  tack- 
ling it.  I3aek  of  the  country  school  house 
where  1  lirst  became  familiar  with  tiie 
rule  of  three  was  a  mountain  with  a  side 
so  steep  that  few  cared  to  climb  it.  In  tlie 
winter  of  184»i)  wo  had  a  very  heavy  fall  of 
snow;  then  a  sleet  and  a  freeze.  The  re- 
sult was  that  the  mountain  was  like  a 
solid  sheet  of  iee  set  up  at  an  angle  of  35 
degs.  It  was  half  a  mile  to  the  top,  and 
at  its  base  was  a  level  sheet  of  frozen 
snow.  I  had  to  cross  the  mountain  on  my 
way  to  school,  making  a  circuitous  and 
easy  descent.  One  morning  I  was  delayed 
antl  heard  the  bell  ring  just  as  I  reached 
the  top.  I  knew  that  to  be  late  meant  a 
reprimand,  if  not  worse,  and  I  resolved  to 
be  on  time. 

"I  hsiided  my  hand  sled,  lay  down  upon 
it,  and  the  next  instant  I  was  shooting 
down  tliat  slippery  sheet  of  glass  like  a 
meteor.  The  fire  flew  up  from  the  sled 
runners  as  though  I  were  riding  over  burn- 
ing lava,  and  the  speed  was  so  terrific  that 
it  seemed  as  if  the  wind  would  tear  my 
clothes  off.  I  simply  shut  my  eyes,  ducked 
my  head  and  hehl  on  like  grim  death.  The 
momentum  was  so  great  that  I  was  car- 
ried half  a  mile  across  the  level  country  at 
the  base  of  the  mountain,  got  reprimanded 
at  school  for  being  late,  and  whipped  at 
home  for  being  a  reckless  dunce." — St, 
Louis  Globe-Democrat.

The  truth  is  that  her  husband  does  not 
know  what  shirring  means.  Men  with  an 
almost  morbid  horror  of  personalities  are 
reported  as  warning  their  wives  against 
certain  people.  When  a  drive  is  proposed 
distasteful  to  the  young  wife  she  almost 
automatically  declares  that  her  husband 
says  he  is  afraid  to  have  her  get  into  a  car- 
riage. You  cannot  carry  on  a  conversation 
of  five  minutes'  length  with  some  people 
without  the  introduction  of  this  phrase, 
either  as  an  excuse  or  an  argument. 

There  is  no  voluntary  falsehood  about 
the  matter  whatever.  It  is  plainly  a  habit, 
praiseworthy  from  some  points  of  view. 
Who  does  not  admire  the  wives  who,  since 
the  days  of  Elizabeth  and  her  Zachariah, 
have  interpreted  dumb  husbands?

PREPARE     FOR    OCT.    21. 

The  outline  of  what  is  proposed  for 
Columbus  Day  is  enough  to  indicate  two 
things: 

First — That  the  official  programme 
will  be  so  simple  and  can  be  so  easily  ar- 
ranged that  no  school  need  wait  till  it  is 
published  before  beginning  its  own 
preparations  for  the  celebration. 

Second — That  the  object  of  the  na- 
tional public  school  celebration  of  Co- 
lumbus Day  needs  the  cordial  co-opera- 
tion of  the  citizens  generally  in  each  lo- 
cality in  order  to  be  fully  realized. 

The  executive  committee  has  also  sent 
us  a  few  suggestions  of  a  practical 
nature  which  will  be  of  advantage  to 
teachers  and  all  other  friends  (jf  the  cele- 
bration just  at  present.  They  are  as 
follows: 

First — A  strong  local  committee  should 
be  appointed  at  once.  It  would  be  well 
to  include  in  this  committee  not  only 
the  leading  school  officials,  but  also 
editors  of  the  local  press,  army  veterans 
and  leading  citizens  who  are  known  to 
favor  the  celebration  by  the  schools. 
Only  such  as  are  likely  to  give  earnest 
Bupport  to  the  w^ork  should  be  appointed. 

Second— The  postoffice  address  of  the 
chairman  of  this  local  committee  should 
be  sent  to  the  office  of  the  cluiirman  of 
the  national  executive  committee  (Fran- 
cis Bellamy,  Youth's  Companion  office, 
Boston,  Mass.),  in  order  that  the  chair- 
man of  the  local  committee  may  receive 
the  official  programme  and  other  com- 
munications. 

Third— This  committee  should  first  see 
that  each  school  is  provided  with  a  flag,

WORK  IN  THE  WEST. 

The  Republicans  to  Pay  More  Atten- 
tion to  the  Norl-hwest. 
Washington,  Sept.  io.~Chairman 
Carter  has  at  last  decided  that  some  at- 
tention must  be  paid  to  the  campaign  in 
the  Northwestern  states.

The  claim  is  set 
up  today  that  both  Payne  and  ex-Senator 
Spooner,  Republican  candidate  for  gov- 
ernor, have  recently  intimated  to  the 
Republican  committee  that  the  Demo- 
crats are  more  than  likely  to  carry  Wis- 
consin both  on  the  state  and  electoral 
tickets.  This  information,  coming  from 
what  is  considered  a  reliable  source,  is 
said  to  have  disturbed  Chairman  Carter 
very  much. 

It  is  pretty  well  known  in  Washington 
that  the  Republican  committee  has  paid

Fifth— The  greater  publicity  that  is 
given  to  this  committee,  both  in  its  for- 
mation and  in  its  work,  the  better.  Ac- 
cordingly, the  attention  of  the  people 
generally  must  be  gained  and  their  inter- 
est secured.  Let  the  people  be  freely  in- 
vited to  give  suggestions  and  to  send 
communications  to  the  local  press  as  to 
the  best  conduct  of  the  celebration. 

Sixth— The  committee  should  see  that 
the  editors  of  the  local  papers  are  iuter- 
ested  in  the  movement,  and  the  people 
informed  through  the  columns  of  the^  e 
papers  of  the  celebration  and  what  is 
being  done  to  make  it  a  success.

The 
public  schools  take  the  lead  because  they 
are  the  organization  closest  to  the  peo- 
ple, most  characteristic  of  the  peot)le  and 
fullest  of  hope  for  the  people.

Resolved,  by  the  senate  and  house  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  Anurica  In 
Dongress  assembled,  That  the  president  of  tho 
United  States  be  authorized  and  directed  to 
^ue  a  proclamation  recommendinK'  to  the 
people  tho  observance  in  all  their  localities  of 
the  400th  anniversary  of  the  discovt-ry  of 
America  on  the  2l6t  day  of  October,  It^y*-.  hy 
public  demonstrations  and  by  snitablo  exer- 
cises in  their  schools  and  other  Dlaces  of  as- 
sembly.          

Over  50,000  public  schools  have  al- 
ready notified  the  executive  committee 
that  they  will  be  the  centers  of  the  local 
observances  in  their  various  citit  ^i  and 
towns.

Sept.  ic— On  Au^  7  last  a 
horrible  discovery  was  made  near  the 
railway  station  at  Althorpe,  in  the  county 
of  Northampton-  The  headless  and 
armless  body  of  a  woman  was  found  in  a 
sack  secreted  in  a  ditch  by  the  side  of 
the  main  road  from  Northampton  to 
Rugby.  Attracted  by  the  smell,  some 
laborers  found  the  bag  covered  with 
rank  vegetables.  The  feet  had  been 
tied  together  and  then  pressed  back- 
wards, and  the  body  was  thrown  forward 
so  as  to  occupy  the  smallest  possible 
space,  with  a  quantity  of  lime  thrown 
over  it. 

The  body  was  wrapped  in  a  coarse 
canvas,  which  in  turn  was  placed  in  an 
old  sack.  It  was  fully  clothed,  exc^t 
as  to  the  feet.  Decomposition  had  so 
far  proceeded  that  it  was  impossible 
even  to  guess  at  the  cause  of  death.  The 
head  and  arm  had  been  cut  off  by  a  per- 
son possessing  some  anatomical  knowl- 
edge. Dr.  Culverhouse,  who  examined 
the  remains,  concluded  that  they  had  be- 
longed to  a  tull-grown  woman  of  slight 
build,  about  5  feet  5  inches  in  height. 
The  clothing  mdicated  that  she  had  not 
belonged  to  the  poorer  classes.  The 
linen  was  nne  and  well  made. 

The  road  where  the  body  was  found, 
about  a  quarter  mile  from  Althorpe 
station,  is  very  secluded  and  entirely 
screened  from  observation,  and  it  was 
suggested  that  the  bodv  had  been 
brought  to  Althorpe  by  train  or  other- 
wise and  deposited  it  where  it  was  found. 
It  was  thought  that  the  remains  had 
been  there  for  at  least  a  month.  The 
body,  as  before  stated,  was  clothed, 
and  it  was  part  of  the  chemise  that  led 
to  the  identirication  of  the  victim  as 
Annie  Pritchard,  of  Birmingham,  whose 
fnends  had  not  heard  of  her  since 
March,  when  she  left  Birmingham,  tell- 
ing them  that  she  was  going  to  Liver- 
pool to  maiT\-  a  man  named  Anderson, 
an  engineer. 

The  police  traced  the  girl  to  Northamp- 
ton, where  it  was  learned  that  she  held 
immoral  relations  with  a  man  known  as 
Ray  Anderson  and  that  she  had  given 
birth  to  a  child  in  June.  The  police 
searched  a  long  time  for  Anderson,  but 
could  not  find  him.  They  finally  con- 
cluded that  Anderson  was  an  assumed 
name,  and  in  this  they  were  nght,  for 
they  soon  learned  that  Ray  Anderson 
was  none  other  than  Andrew  McRae, 
the  manager  of  a  warehouse  in  Birming- 
ham. He  was  at  once  arrested,  charged 
with  the  murder. ,  McRae,  it  was  soon 
p^^oved,  had  been  living  a  double  life, 
having  a  wife  and  family  in  Birming- 
ham, while  at  the  same  time  he  was  sup- 
porting and  cohabitating  with  the  Pritch- 
ard girl  in  Northampton. 

A  search  was  made  ot  the  office  and  in 
the  tire  place  was  found  the  calcined 
bones  ot  what  had  apparently  been  a 
baby  and  the  arms  of  a  woman.  All  the 
facts  were  brought  out  at  the  coroner's 
inquest.  The  most  important  evidence 
against  McRae  was  given  by  a  man  who 
testified  that  a  month  ago  the  prisoner 
employed  him  to  remove  from  the  ware- 
house a  quantity  of  lime.  The  move- 
ments of  the  prisoner  have  been  traced 
by  the  detectives  and  they  found  at 
about  the  time  the  murder  is  supposed 
to  have  been  committed  McRae  took  a 
trip  out  of  Northampton  and  drove  to- 
ward the  spot  where  the  bodv  was  found 
covered  wi:h  lime  and  the  police  theory- 
is  that  the  wrap  was  used  to  convey  the 
bodv  to  where  it  was  found. 

Other  evidence  was  advanced  at  the 
inquest  pointing  to  the  belief  that  the 
girl  and  her  baby  were  murdered  in  the 
house  occupied  by  the  victim  and  her 
paramour  in  Northampton.  McRae 
then  sawed  off  the  girl's  head  and  arms 
and  took  them,  with  the  body  of  the 
baby,  to  Birmingham,  where  he  cremated 
them.  Being  unable  to  dispose  of  the 
trunk  and  lower  limbs  by  means  of  fire, 
and  being  forced  to  get  rid  of  them,  Mc- 
Rae carried  them  out  to  the  ditch  by  the 
roadside,  there  placing  them  in  the  can- 
vas with  lime  and  dumped  where  he 
thought  the  lime  would  eat  up  the  evi- 
dence of  his  crime.

THE  KEVIEW  OF  TRADE. 


Dun's  Report  Finds  That  Business  is 

Good  and  Imoroving. 

New  York,  Sept.   ic— R.  G.  Dun  & 

Co.'s  weekly  review  of  trade  says:    Last 

week's  semi-panic  in  stocks    and    grain 

has  been  followed  by  a  confident  feeling 
about  cholera,  as  it  is  seen  that  the  pesti- 
lence is  thus  far  confined  to  in-coming 
ships  by  national  regulations,  which  all 
officials  are  now  respecting.  Moreover, 
if  the  disease  should  appear  on  the  shore 
in  scattered  cases,  the  vigorous  meas- 
ures taken  by  a  thoroughly  warned  and 
aroused  people  would  be  likely  to  res- 
trict and  suppress  it.  as  has  been  thus 
far  kept  down  in  England. 

Hence  there  is  much  less  apprehen- 
sion regarding  the  possible  effects  of 
the  disease  this  year  before  cold  wea- 
ther comes,  and  stocks  have  advanced 
about  75  cents  per  share  on 
the  whole,  though  in  other 
markets  the  alarm  discloses  weakness 
which  still  continues.  Meanwhile  the 
general  condition  of  industries  and  of 
trade  throughout  the  country  is  not  only 
remarkably  good,  but  improving  per- 
ceptibly from  week  to  week,  although 
the  exports  of  merchandise  are  not  large 
enough  to  prevent  some  exports  of  gold. 

Iron  trade  has  improved,  business  in 
jewelry,  hardware  and  tobacco  is  fair. 
General  trade  at  Chicago  is  larger  than 
a  year  ago,  with  favorable  crop  pros- 
pects. At  St.  Paul  trade  improves  with 
orighter  prospects,  and  while  average 
crops  are  expected  higher  prices  are 
also  judged  probable.  The  business 
failures  during  the  last  seven  days  num- 
ber for  the  United  States  146,  Canada  33, 
total  i99,as  compared  with  176  last  week, 
180  the  week  previous  to  the  last,  and 
214  for  the  corresponding  week  of  last 
year.

Lincoln  J.  Carter's  Scenic  Melodrama

THE  POOR  INDIAN 


Mil  Nje  Gives  An  Interesting:  Letter 

From  One  ol*  the  Pawnee 

Tribe. 


From  This  It  \Vill  Be  Seen  That  Lo  Is 
Very  ilueh  Misunder- 
stood. 


How  the  Indian  Has  Silently  Sullered 
—What  Has  Kept  the  Red- 
skin Back.

The  following  letter  from  a  Pawnee 
Indian  who  lives  near  the  Cherokee 
Strip,  a  small  territory  so  called  because 
the  Cherokees  used  to  go  there  for  that 
purpose,  is  handed  to  me  by  mail  with  a 
request  that  1  will  l)e  kind  enough  to 
edit  and  correct  it.  and  then,  if  thought 
beet,  allow  it  to  fall  into  the  hands  of 
the  press.  The  letter  is  written  by  an 
Indian,  somewhat  advanced  in  years,  to

his  son,  who  is  attending  the  Indian 
ichool  at  Carlisle,  Pa.,  and  shows  so 
much  humanity,  even  in  the  bronzed 
bosom  of  the  stoical  warrior,  that  there 
can  certainly  be  no  harm  in  publish- 
ing it- 

Cherokee  Strip,  Aug.  20. 

My  Dear  Son— We  got  your  letter 
last  week  regarding  your  matriculation 
fee,  but  I  could  not  answer  till  I  had 
went  to  town  and  found  out  what  it 
was.  That  took  time,  and  besides  I  met 
a  number  of  old  friends  who  was  with 
me  ra  the  late  war  when,  as  you  remem- 
ber, the  Pawnees  seceded  from  the 
United  States.  We  met  in  town  and 
passed  the  time  of  day,  after  which  we 
went  to  the  drug  store  and  opened  a 
bottle  of  pain  killer,  and  I  was  late  get- 
ting home.  Your  mother  says  that  you 
must  not  overdo  this  matriculation  busi- 
ness, as  times  here  are  not  very  plenty. 

If  I  had  knew  that  education  comes 
so  high,  and  had  of  been  told  about  this 
matriculation  business  when  1  was  east 
to  see  the  White  Father,  I  would  have 
touched  him  for  aid.  He  was  very 
kindly  toward  me  and  .wished  to  know 
what  he  could  do  for  my  people.  I  said 
that  we  wished  to  know  more  of  the 
white  man's  religions,  and  which  one  of 
them  was  the  best.  We  have  made  it  a 
business,  as  you  know,  to  ask  the  differ- 
ent White  Fathers  at  Washington  this 
question,  so  that  we  might  know,  and 
their  answers  have  been  different.  One 
White  Father,  when  we  asked  him  this 
question,  told  us  to  go  to  — !  So  we 
still  grope  in  darkness. 

I  note  what  y<,)U  say  regarding  the 
t)and.  and  trust  that  you  shall  learn 
to  play  upon  it  if  you  can  have  a  suit- 
able uniform  and  buy  an  oi'pheclyde. 
You  know  how  anxious  I  am  to  see  you 
get  an  education,  and  that  I  shall  try  to 
keep  you  in  funds  if  possible,  but  it  wor- 
ries me  at  first  to  do  it  because  j-ou 
know  what  a  poor  farmer  I  am.  The 
Indian,  however,  suffers,  but  he  does 
not  weep.  He  can  endure  anguish,  but 
he  disdains  to  cry  like  a  woman.  I  am 
«n  aged  hemlock;  so  is  your  mother. 

Possibly  some  day  when  you  get  edu- 
cated you  may  redeem  your  people.  You 
may  be  the  Moses  of  our  race.  In  the 
future  you  may  get  a  iKwition  in  a  bank, 
and  then  times  with  my  people  will  not 
be  so  scarce  as  they  are  now.  ' 

1  want  you  to  learn  all  the  languages 
and  to  spell  the  hardest  word,  as  did 
Bruno  Demi-Johnson,  who  went  to  the 
Indian  school  at  Haskell  and  is  writing 
this  letter  for  me.  Learn  also  to  respect 
the  laws  of  the  land  in  which  you  live 
and  how  to  turn  a  jack  from  the  bottom 
of  the  pack  ^N-ithont  ostentation. 

I  shall  try  to  meet  your  demands  for 
means  to  persecute  your  studies  to  the 
bitter  end.  I  have  had  no  advantages 
myself,  but  nature  endowed  me  richly 
with  a  massive  brain,  and  no  man  ever 
outclassed  me  except  your  mother,  and 
that  was  when  I  had  my  skates  on,  as 
you  say  at  college,  having  been  out  the 
night  before  brooding  over  the  wrongs 
of  my  people. 

1  want  you  to  become  familiar  with 
the  laws  of  your  country,  so  that  you  can 
keep  out  of  jail  and  not  plead  giiilty,  as 
1  did  in  Kansas  City  once,  not  knowing 
then  that  it  was  customary  to  plead  not 
guilty  and  then  let  the  other  side  find 
out  whether  you  are  so  or  not. 

If  1  had  my  life  to  live  over  again  I 
would  get  a  class%le  education  and  keep 
•tore  in  Kansas,  dealing  in  drugs,  paints, 
oils,  dyestuffs,  toys,  notions  and  stomach 
bitters  for  mechanical  purposes. 

Try  to  study  economy  along  with  your 
•ther  branches,  as  I  hate  to  beef  the  old 
cow  before  cold  weather,  and  the  calf  is 
too  small  to  turn  into  a  money  order  yet. 
>  Learn  all  the  languages,  as  I  say,  so 
that  you  can  talk  as  well  with  a  foreigner 
from  New  York  as  you  can  with  an 
American. 

Learn  astronomy.  I  am  most  sixty 
years  of  age  and  did  not  know  till  yes- 
terday that  the  sun  is  92,000,000  of  miles 
from  here.  These  things  are  pathetic 
when  yon  come  to  think  about  it.  There 
was  no  one  near  to  tell  me  when  I  was  a 
Lid  that  it  would  take  a  train  of  cars 


vSa  years  to  go  to  the  sun,  even  ir  there 
was  no  accidents.  I  was  a  giddy  young 
thing  and  thought  only  of  the  present. 
To  go  fishing  as  soon  as  the  law  was  up 
was  my  delight,  and  to  lead  an  outdo«3r 
life  was  the  thing  that  my  physician 
thought  best  for  me  at  the  time. 

So  1  did  nut  know  until  recently  that 
it  took  50,0<)0  years  for  the  light  of  a 
star  to  reac  the  earth,  and  even  then 
that  it  dom  not  amount  to  much.     I 

grew  up  wild  and  free,  and  would  have 
laughed  to  see  the  man  who  could  over- 
take and  matriculate  me. 

Look  at  Alexander  the  Great!  I  did 
not  know  tliat  he  studied  elocution 
without  Aristotle.  I  did  not  know  that 
an  educated  man  could  take  the  tariff, 
for  instance,  and  use  it  as  an  excuse  for 
leading  an  immoral  life. 

But  I  was  left  to  run  wild,  as  it  were, 
fuaking  faces  at  people  in  tlie  spring- 
time of  life,  and  now  in  tlie  autunm  of 
my  days  my  name  is  Dennis.  Here 
on  the  Cherokee  Strip  I  am  all  the  time 
brought  in  contact  with  inferior  people 
who  have  never  been  east.  Since  I  have 
been  east  myself  I  can  see  how  rough 
and  coarse  we  are  here  in  the  west. 
W^e  are  earnest  and  open  hearted,  but 
we  lack  refinement. 

We  had  a  little  merrymaking  here 
when  I  got  home  from  Washington,  D.  C. 
Fungus  Tamarac,  a  Brule  Sioux  who 
is  spending  the  siimmer  with  lis,  drank 
a  bottle  of  iodine  tliat  I  got  in  Pitts- 
burg for  my  rheumatiz. 

Those  who  opened  him  with  suitable 
exercises  said  that  on  the  inside  he 
looked  like  a  Mardy  Graw,  whatever 
that  is. 

I  want  j'ou  to  become  refined  and  get 
good  manners.  The  government  will 
pay  for  the  bulk  of  your  education,  but 
I  want  you  also  to  learn  etiquette  and 
roulette  while  east.  Our  table  manners, 
too.  here  on  the  Cherokee  Strip  are  very 
fart  and  tacky,  I  find.  Even  Black  Hawk, 
the  great  orator,  while  dining  with  Lord 
Baltimore,  1  am  told,  put  sugar  and 
cream  on  his  olives  and  blew  the  pits 
across  the  room  at  a  mark. 

It  is  such  things  as  these  that  have 
kept  the  Indian  back  and  induced  people 
to  hesitate  about  inviting  him  to  the 
annual  dinner  of  the  bong  tong. 

Sitting  Bull  was  just  beginning  to  ob- 
tain social  recognition  at  Washington 
when  in  reaching  across  the  table  one 
day  at  the  White  House  to  help  himself 
to  the  president's  kummel  he  dragged 
the  comer  of  his  Pullman  blanket 
through  the  butter  by  mistake,  and  then, 
with  a  merry  laugh,  wiped  iton  his  hair. 
This  afterward  imbittered  his  whole 
life,  and  he  hardly  went  out  any  moi-e 
after  that,  regarding  life  at  the  capital 
as  hollow  and  artificial. 

It  has  been  the  unfortunate  history  of 
our  eminent  red  men  that  whenever 
their  talents  have  thrown  them  into 
good  society  they  have  almost  univer- 
sally corked  themselves.  Look  at  Red 
Shirt,  in  Paris,  and  Poor  Dog,  in  London. 
It  is  V)ut  a  repetition  of  our  sad  history 
as  a  people. 

Red  Shirt  duriui;  the  engagement  of 
tlie  Wild  West  show  in  France  was 
invited  to  dine  with  President  Camot 
and  Ferdinand  de  Lesseps — pronounced 
de  Les  sejis — at  the  restaurant  of  Bra- 
bant, the  French  Delmonico,  and  when 
the  pale  green  pistache  ice  cream  came 
on,  and  the  finger  bowl,  Red  Shirt,  the 
great  warrior,  who  looks  almost  exactly 
like  Napoleon,  the  first  emperor,  in 
order  to  show  Caraot  and  his  gang  that 
he  had  traveled  and  observed  a  great 
deal,  evidently  took  the  ice  cream  brick 
for  a  cake  of  castile  soap  and  bathed 
with  it  freely  in  the  finger  bowl,  coming 
out  after  awhile  to  run  along  the  bank 
and  restore  his  circulation. 

My  dear  son,  the  Indian  nation  has 
suffered  on  account  of  these  things,  for 
they  get  into  the  papers  and  hurt  us. 
You  must  learn  not  only  the  habits  of 
the  Medes,  the  Persians  and  the  Free 
Will  Baptists,  but  how  to  hold  your 
knife  at  table.  That  is  what  you  are 
there  for.  That  is  what  I  am  beefing 
the  old  cow  for.  That  is  what  I  am 
going  to  wear  your  old  baseball  suit 
next  to  me  this  winter  for.  That  is  why 
your  mother  weeps  at  night  and  wears 
your  pajamas  by  day. 

Poor  Dog  hurt  our  people  as  much  in 
England  as  Black  Hawk  did  us  good  by 
his  speeches.  He  was  invited  to  dine  in 
the  royal  grounds,  they  tell  me,  and 
while  the  party  was  strolling  througli 
the  grounds,  the  queen  having  been 
frightened  by  a  mouse.  Poor  Dog,  think- 
ing to  show  his  gallantry,  gave  chase  to 
the  mouse,  and  when  he  caught  it  under 
the  chair  of  the  Princess  Alexandria  ate  it 
in  order  to  show  her  majesty  that  there 
was  no  deception  about  it. 

These  matters  of  history  connected 
with  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  red  man 
give  me  a  pain  in  the  neck.  You  may 
redeem  your  people,  my  son,  and  aston- 
ish these  pilgrims  who  came  here  to  our 


could  not  get  near  enough. 

country  because  they  couldn't  make  a 
living  in  Europe,  and  who  now  ask  us 
to  work  for  them  and  take  an  order  on 
the  store. 

1  have  already  said  much  through  the 
hand  of  Demi-Johnson,  and  he  grows 
weary  with  much  writing,  so  I  will  soon 
cease,  but  I  cannot  do  so  without  ask- 
ing you  once  more  to  weigh  well  what 
I  have  said^ 

As  I  said  at  the  besdinninir.  I  am  an 


■**^ 
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aged  hemlock.  In  my  limbs  the  katy- 
dids and  the  wild  woodtick  nestle.  To 
you  I  look  for  the  redemption  of  our 
race.  You  can  do  it  if  you  will.  Come 
homo  prepared  to  pull  the  Pawnee  on*^ 
of  his  hole  and  emancipate  hini.  Tho 
govemme^it  will  aid  you.  So  will  I,  I 
am  not  .wealthy,  but  my  credit  i«  good. 

Once  I  went  on  my  own  bonds  to  ap- 
pear before  the  court  on  the  9tli  day  of 
O(tol)er  in  Omaha,  and  I  had  to  get  ny 
out  of    a  sickbed    and    ride    eighteen 

miles,  but  I  did  it,  my  son,  1  did  it— me 
and  my  case  of  smallpox  together. 

I  always  do  what  I  say  I  Avill. 

The  red  man  may  suffer,  but  he  dis- 
dains to  cry  like  a  woman.  He  may  get 
tramped  onto,  but  he  never  squeals. 
That  is  one  thing  I  notice  about  me  that 
I  hke. 

When  do  you  have  to  pay  another 
matiiculation  fee?  Let  mo  know  in  ad- 
vance, because  I  liave  to  hustle  some- 
times to  make  it. 

If  you  see  any  of  the  government  1 
wish  you  would  say  that  it  is  about  time 
some  one  from  our  place  should  visit  the 
White  Father  at  Washington,  and  re- 
mainina:  in  Washington  five  or  six  weeks 
to  lay  before  him  the  wrongs  of  my  peo- 
ple, and  get  a  few  more  of  those  Cove 
oysters  which  go  so  far  toward  brighten- 
ing up  our  sad  lives  here  on  the  Cherokee 
Strip. 

Let  your  habits  be  above  reproach. 
Be  industrious.  Be  hopeful  and  respect 
yourself.  Obey  the  rules  of  your  school, 
and  yet  do  not  underestimate  yourself. 
Remember  that  the  same  hand  which 
made  the  great  world  and  hung  it  in  the 
air,  with  the  day  on  one  side  and  the 
night  on  the  other  forever  and  ever, 
created  also  the  Indian  not  taxed. 

Your  mother  sends  her  simple,  un- 
tutored love,  and  so  also  does 

,      Your  Father. 

The  above  letter,  even  though  dictated 
and  afterward  carefully  edited  by  a 
scholarly  hand,  would  indicate  that  the 
Indian  has  never  been  fully  understood. 
One  of  these  strange  people  tried  a  little 
over  nine  years  ago  to  make  himself 
understood  to  me,  but  could  not  get  near 
enough,  he  claimed,  to  do  so.

It  was  in  a  little  country  school  in  the 
mountains  of  Pennsylvania.  One  of  the 
scholars  was  a  bright  little  Irish  girl 
whose  only  difficulty  was  the  study  of 
geography.

DOWN  THE  DANUBE 


Ponltney  Bi^elow  Ha;;*  Written  An  In- 
teresting Aceount  of  a  Danube 
Canoe  Trip. 

There  Are  Many  New  Writers  Make 
Their  Debuts  In  the  Septem- 
ber Magazines. 


Mra.  Alexanders  New    Norel.  "The 

Snare  of  the  Fowler,"  Has 

Ju»t  Appeared. 


"Paddles  and  Politics  Down  the  Dan- 
ube," by  Poultne\1Bigelow forms  No.6of 
"Fiction,  Fact  and  Fancv  Series,"  edited 
by  Arthur  Stedman.  New  York:  Charles 
L.  Webster  &  Co.  Cloth,  75  cents.  The 
idea  of  cruising  the  whole  length  of  the 
Danube  in  an  American  sailing  canoe 
had  for  many  years  been  cherished  by 
Mr.  Bigelow,  but  not  until  the  summer 
of  i8qi  had  the  opportunity  presented 
itself  to  make  the  journey.  His  canoe 
voyages  in  this  county,  the  West  India 
Islands,  and  in  parts  of  Europe  other 
than  the  Danubian  distncts,  had  con- 
vinced Mr.  Bigelow  that  the  traveler 
who  was  able  to  carry  with  him  his  bed. 
his  food,  his  library,  and  his  clothing, 
without  exhausting  his  physical  powers, 
was  well  equipped  for  learning  some- 
thing new.  The  canoeist,  in  his  opinion, 
was  the  only  traveler  who  could  boast 
of  the  full  combination  of  advantages 
thus  enumerated. 

It  was  Mr.  Bigelow's  original  intention 
to  write  a  descriptive  and  historical  book 
on  this  great  international  highway,  and 
with  that  object  in  mind  he  invited  an 
artist  friend  to  accompany  him  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  series  of  drawings. 
When  their  whole  voyage  was  com- 
pleted other  plans  developed,  and  Mr. 
Bigelow  therefore  abandoned  his  first 
purpose  and  has  limited  himself  in 
"Paddles  and  Politics  Down  the  Danube'' 
to  a  briefer  description  of  the  trip  and 
to  discussions  of  Danubian  politics  in 
the  light  of  information  gained  at  first- 
hand. A  few  rough  drawings  which  he 
made  on  the  way  were  not  intended  for 
more  than  the  diversion  of  his  children, 
but  he  has  been  requested  to  allow  these 
to  be  reproduced  for  the  purpose  of 
illustrating  this  volume,  and  as  giving 
remarkably  lifelike  pictures  of  the  racial 
types  along  the  nver. 

The  readers  of  Mr.  Bigelow's  com- 
panion-book on  "The  German  Emperor 
and  His  Eastern  Neignbors"  and  those 
who  peruse  the  present  work  will  soon 
discover  that  their  author  regards  the 
Danube  as  a  European  highway  which, 
like  its  American  counterpart,  the  Mis- 
sissippi, can  never  attain  full  develop- 
ment until  it  owns  but  one  master  from 
source  to  mouth.  The  author's  opinion 
as  to  who  this  master  shall  be  is  pretty 
clearly  suggested  in  this  volume. 
*        *        * 

The  September  Century  is  particular- 
ly interesting  for  its  fiction.  -A  new 
writer  (from  the  South)  comes  upon  the 
scene,  John  Fox,  Jr.,  who  publishes  the 
first  installment  of  a  two-part  stor>-  en- 
titled "A  .Mountain  Europa,"  will  illus- 
trations by  Kemble.  Another  new  writer 
of  fiction,  Grace  Wilbur  Conant,  appears 
in  this  number  of  the  Century  with  a 
humorous  story,  "Phyllida's  Mourning," 
That  delightful  humorist,  Richard  Mal- 
colm Johnston,  author  of  'Dukesborough 
Tales,"  has  a  short  story  in  this  number 
entitled  "A  Bachelor's  Counselings," 
with  pictures  by  Kemble,  Still  another 
short  story  is  by  George  Wharton  Ed- 
wards, the  artist,  entitled  "Strange  to 
Sav,"  in  his  quaint,  illustrated  series  of 
"Thumb-Xaii  Sketches."  Mrs.  Marv 
Hallock  Foot's  "The  Chosen  Valley," 
with  pictures  by  the  author,  and  Henrv 
B.  Fuller's  "Chatelaine  of  La  Trinite," 
are  continued.  The  Century's  musical 
papers  are  supplemented  in  this  number 
by  an  article  by  the  well-known  critic, 
Henry  E.  Krehbiel,  on  the  Bohemian 
composer,  Antonin  Dvorak,  accom- 
panied by  a  frontispiece  portrait.  Two 
papers  of  American  travel  on  unhack- 
neyed subjects  distinguish  the  Septem- 
ber Century.  One  of  them  is  the  first  of 
two  papers  by  the  young  explorer,  E.  J. 
Glave,  giving  an  account  of  a  pioneer 
tour  of  his,  with  packhorses,  in  Alaska. 
The  other  is  a  description  of  the  little- 
known  Grand  Falls  of  Labradsor,  by 
Henry  G.  Bryant,  a  member  of  a  recent 
adventurous  expedition  to  that  place. 
Along  with  these  outdoor  articles  should 
be  mentioned  Theodore  Roosevelt's 
rivid  account  of  "An  Elk  Hunt  at  Two 
Ocean  Pass." 

.A  very  novel  subject  is  treated  by  Mr. 
Brander  Matthews  in  an  article  on  "The 
Pictorial  Poster,"  accompanied  by  eleven 
pictures  of  modern  posters.  The  archi- 
tect Van  Brunt's  papers  on  "Architec- 
ture at  the  Columbian  Exposition"  are 
continued  in  an  able  and  authoritative 
manner.  There  are  two  articles  on  pic- 
torial art  which  are  widely  different  from 
each  other  in  subject.  One  is  the  next 
to  the  last  of  the  Cole-Stillman  series  of 
Italian  Old  Masters,  the  subject  being 
Tintoretto;  and  the  other  is  by  the 
young  American  painter,  Theodore  Rob- 
inson, and  exalts  with  enthusiasm  the 
peculiar,  impressional  methods  of  Claude 
Monet.  Senor  Castelar's  fifth  paper  on 
Columbus  is  entitled  "The  New  W  orld," 
and  is  accompanied  by  a  map  showing 
Columbus'  first  voyage  among  the  West 
Indian  islands.  In  the  series  illustrat- 
ing the  work  of  American  artists,  a  pic- 
ture entitled  "Between  Two  Fires'  is 
given  by  the  artist  Francis  D.  Millet, 
who  is  in  charge  of  much  of  the  art 
work  connected  with  the  World's  fair 
buildings  at  Chicago.  A  sketch  of  Mil- 
let by  his  I'ellow  artist,  W.  A.  Coffin,  ap- 
pears in  "Open  Letters." 

In  his  discussion  of  the  "Nature  and 
Elements  of  Poetry,"  Mr.  Stedman  this 
month  touches  upon  the  subject  of 
"Imagination."  The  editorials  in  "Top- 
ics of  the  Time"  deal  with  the  Century's 
"Cheap  Money"  papers,  "The  French 
Assignats  and  Mandats,"  and  "Cam- 
paign Blackmailing  ot  Government 
Clerks."  In  "Open  Letters"  General 
Herman  Haupt  writes  of  "The  Crisis  of 
the  Civil  War, '  and  the  opportunity 
which  he  thinks  was  wasted  at  Gettys- 
burg, and,  "In  Lighter  Vein,"  Mr.  A.  H. 
Davis  has  stories  of  "Lincoln's  Goose 
Nest  Home. "  Among  the  pbetic  con- 
tributors are  the  late  Anne  Reeve  Aid- 
rich  (two  posthumous  poems i,  Edna 
Dean  Proctor,  Robert  Underwood  John-

Very  few  women  have  lived  as  event- 
ful a  life  as  the  subject  of  this  sketch. 
She  was  born  in  Buffalo,  and  at  the  ten- 
der age  of  eight  wrote  little  poems  and 
stories  for  the  amusement  of  her  friends. 
When  only  fourteen  she  publisheti  a  lit 
tie  volume — consisting  of  one  long  poem 
and  several  shorter  ones— which  was  re- 
garded as  a  remarkable  production  for  a 
child  of  her  age.

Seven  years  of  her  life  were  spent 
thus,  but  at  the  expiration  of  that  time, 
opportunity  offering,  she  returned  to 
journalistic  work  and  became  associate 
editor  of  the  Buffalo  Christian  Advocate. 
In  1887  Miss  Knapp  went  to  CaUfornia, 
and  shortly  after  her  arrival  took  a 
position  on  the  staff  of  the  San  Fraiui:  co 
Call.  To  her  belongs  the  credit  of  hav- 
ing created  the  "Woman's  Department," 
that  was  for  so  long  a  very  popular  fea- 
ture of  that  paper.  At  the  end  of  a  vear 
she  bought  The  Alameda  County '  ex- 
press, published  at  Irvington,  Cal..  and 
began  the  life  of  a  country  editor  and 
publisher.  She  was  her  own  editor, 
business  manager,  solicitor,  subscripri;in 
and  advertising  agent,  proofreader,  col- 
lector and  mailing  clerk,  and  got  out  tJie 
paper  each  week  with  the  aid  of  a  fore- 
man and  a  "printer's  devih" 

At  odd  times  she  learned  to  set  type— 
a  most  useful  accomplishment,  as  she 
discovered    when     her    foreman    took 
French  leave  in  the  middle  of  the  week 
and  she  fuund  herself  left  with  the  as- 
sistance of  only  a  fourteen-year-old  boy. 
But  she  got  out  the  paper  that  week  and 
many  other  weeks,  and  obtained  a  prac- 
tical insight  into  the  working  and  man- 
aging of  a  newspaper  that  has  been  of 
incalculable  service   to  her  since.    At 
the  end  of  a  year  and  a  half  she  con- 
solidated her  paper  with  the  Oakland 
Daily  Tribune.    After  a  few  montlis. 
however.  Miss  Knapp  returned  to  The 
Call  as  coast  and  foreign  exchange  edi- 
tor, which  position  she  held  until  the 
management,   discovering  her  abilities 
and  her  knowledge  concerning  stock, 
transferred  her  to  that  department. 

Her  range  of  subjects  is  a  wide  one, 
for  over  her  o%vn  name  she  writes  a 
story  every  Sunday  for  The  Call,  in  ad- 
dition to  an  article  on  stock,  and  thon^^h 
the  double  work  is  kept  up  week  after 
week  there  is  no  perceptible  falling  off 
in  either  line  of  style,  variety  or  in- 
terest. 

In  the  lives  and  interests  of  working' 
girls  she  feels  the  liveliest  concern,  and 
the  San  Francisco  Woman's  Educational 
and  Industrial  union,  which  today 
counts  a  membership  of  000  or  700,  owes 
its  existence  to  her  energy.

New  York,  Sept.  12. — Governor

The  following  is  the 
official  bulletin  of  the  health  board 
issued  at  10  o'clock  this  mornmg:  "No 
cases  of  cholera  have  appeared  in  this 
city." 

The  steamboat  CepVeus  with  the  quar- 
antined cabin  passengers  off  the  steam- 
ship Normania  on  board  started  for  Fire 
Island  at  g  this  morning,  having  been 
driven  off  last  night  by  a  crowd  of  en- 
raged islanders  who  forbade  her  landing. 
Today  she  has  a  force  of  police  on 
board,  and  if  the  islanders  attempt  to 
make  trouble  there  will  be  some  heads 
broken. 

I'p  to  9  a.  m.,  no  further  demonstra- 
tion hfis  been  made  by  health  authorities 
and  tne  citizens  of  Islip  town.  A  steam 
launch  having  on  board  thirty  armed 
men  from  the  bay  shore  which  tied  up 
at  the  dock  at  Fire  Island  late,last  night, 
steamed  away  about  3  o'clock  this 
morning.  W.  A.  Barker,  health  officer 
of  Islip,  who  remained  here  all  night 
accepted  an  answer  of  Secre- 
tary Balch,  of  the  state 
board  that  the  local  board  had  no  au- 
thority to  interfere  as  rinal  and  coun- 
selled his  fellow  members  against  any 
further  resistance  to  the  landine  of  the 
Normannia's  passengers.  But  the  others 
decided  to  ignore  the  advice.  Word 
has  just  been  received  that  the  steamer 
Cepheus  left  her  anchorage  about  9 
o'clock  and  is  expected  at  the  island 
about  noon  when  it  will  be  high  water. 

Later — The  supreme  court  of  New 
York  has  just  issued  an  iniunction  re- 
straining Governor  Flower  and  the 
health  officials  from  occupying  Fire 
Island  for  quarantine  purposes. 

BABYLON  IS  EXCITED. 


Views  of  Prominent  Party  Workers  on 
the  Result 
Lewiston,  Me..  Sept.  12.— The  state 
election  is  being  held  today.  The  fol- 
lowing are  the  views  of  the  Republican 
campaigners  on  the  result: 

The  general  impressi  n  among  Re- 
publicans is  that  the  Republican  plu- 
rality for  governor  next  Monday  will  be 
at  least  12,000  and  possibly  15,000.  Two 
and  four  years  ago  the  Democratic  vote 
was  not  out,  and  the  Republican  plu- 
rality was  larger  than  usual.  The  Dem- 
ocratic vote  will  be  brought  out  next 
Monday  and,  according  to  the  present 
indications,  the  Republican  plurality  this 
year  will  be  about  the  same  as  in  1888. 
The  campaign  has  been  unusually  free 
from  demonstration  and  excitement,  part- 
ly for  the  reason  that  people  generally 
are  satisfied  with  the  situation  in  the 
country.  The  Republican  meetings, 
however,  have  been  well  attended,  and 
Republican  success  all  along  the  line  is 
conceded.  The  Republican  candidate 
for  governor,  all  four  Republican  candi- 
dates for  congress,  and  a  Republican 
legislature  will  be  triumphantly  elected. 

Nelson  Dingley.  Jr. 
Congressman  Second  Congressional  Dis- 
trict. 

Portland,  Me.,  Sept.  10.— All  looks 
favorable  for  the  Republicans  here. 
They  will  elect  the  governor  and  state 
ticket  and  the  four  congressmen  by  good 
majorities.  The  registration  and  Aus- 
tralian ballot  laws,  both  in  force  for  the 
first  time  this  year,  together  with  the 
quietness  of  the  campaign,  will  reduce 
the  total  vote  and  majorities,  as  com- 
pared with  1888.  H.  C.  Lodge. 

Skowhegan,  Me.,  Sept.  10.— I  do  not 
look  for  a  very  heavy  in  Maine,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  this  is  the  first  election 
under  the  new  ballot  law,  and  owing  to 
the  further  fact  that  in  neither  party  is 
the  enthusiasm  up  to  the  concert  pitch. 
The  Republican  campaign  has  been 
more  aggressive  than  the  Democratic 
and  better  handled.  The  Republicans 
will  do  fully  as  well  as  they  did  in  1890, 
and  expect  to  score  a  satisfactory  victory.

HANDLED  IT  CARELESSLY. 

Two  Men  Severely  Injured  by  a  Dyna- 
mite Explosion. 

MuxciE.  Ind.,  Sept.  12.— The  careless 
handling  of  dynamite  by  some  well  dig- 
gers in  Muncie  Saturday,  will  cost  the 
lives  of  two  men.  Clark  Fielder  and 
James  Fudge,  of  Selma,  were  putting 
down  a  drive  well  for  John  Stadtler,  near 
the  -Midland  Steel  works,  when  they  en 
countered  a  large  stone. 

They  filled  a  piece  of  gas  pipe  with 
dynamite,  making  a  bomb  which  was 
attached  to  a  fuse  ignited  and  lowered 
into  the  well  to  blast  the  rock.  To  save 
the  three-inch  iron  casing,  Stadtler  and 
Fielder  were  pulling  it  out,  not  aware 
that  the  bomb  had  stuck  in  it  until  the 
explosion  occurred  right  at  the  top  of 
the  ground.

ward  Beecher  was  bom  at  Easthamp- 
ton,  Long  Island,  Aug.  27,   1«03.     The 
famous  family  included  in  its  members 
a  father  and  six  sons,  who  entered  the 
ministr}',   one  of    them    becoming  the 
most  famous  pulpit  orator  in  the  land: 
and  four  daughters,  one  of  whom  wrote 
a  world  famous  book,  and  another  of 
whom  was  widely  knowna  as  an  edu- 
cator.    Dr.  Beecher  was  the  second  son 
aiul  ;hird  child  of  his  father,  and  after 
an  .\c  tive  life  as  teacher,  pastor,  college 
president,  author  and  editor  for  more 
than  half  a  century  he  is  still  in  fair 
health  and  vigor,  taking  a  lively  interest 
in  all  the  affairs  of  the  country. 

He  entered  Yale  college  at  fifteen  and 
Was  graduated  in  1822,  then  went  to 
Andover  Theological  seminary,  and 
aft^r  some  years  of  teaching,  writing 
and  preaching  was  elected  first  presi- 
dent of  the  college  at  Jacksonville,  Ills., 
and  located  there  in  1830.  He  had  mar-  I 
ried  two  years  before,  and  his  wife,  four 
years  younger  than  he,  went  with  him 
to- what  was  then  the  remote  west,  near 
(tif  banks  of  the  Mississippi.  Only 
twenty-seven  years  old.  President 
Beecher  took  up  the  work  of  starting  a 
great  educational  institution.  He  re- 
raaine<l  its  j^resident  for  twelve  years. 
and  in  that  period  sixty-two  students 
were  graduated.     ^ 

While  in  Jacksonville  the  Alton  riots 
and  death  of  Lovejoy  occurred,  and  Dr. 
Beecher  wrote  a  spirited  account  of  the 
affair.  He  was  threatened  with  punish- 
ment as  an  abolitionist,  but  never 
flinched.  He  went  next  to  Boston  and 
preached  till  1855,  producing  in  that 
time  some  much  discussed  b(;oks.  He 
then  took  the  pastorate  of  a  Congrega- 
tional church  in  Galesburg, Ills., and  re- 
mained till  his  seventieth  year,  when  he 
retired  and  located  in  Brooklyn.  At  the 
age  of  eighty-six  he  had  a  leg  crushed 
by  a  street  car  so  that  amputation  was 
necessary;  he  bore  it  heroically  and 
made  a  good  recovery.  In  his  work  on 
"Eternal  Punishment"  be  declares 
against  belief  in  it,  and  in  his  "Con- 
flict of  Ages"  there  is  a  fanciful,  almost 
fantastic,  theorv'  about  this  world  being 
a  sort  of  hospital  for  the  correction  or 
cure  of  souls,  and  that  we  all  survived 
in  a  previous  state.  As  he  knows  as 
much  about  the  last  world  and  the  next 
world  as  any  other  man,  his  specula- 
tions are  quite  entertaining.

Benedict  Arnold  Did  His  Base

One  of  the  Oldest  Landmarks  in  Phil- 
adelphia a  Thin?  of  the 
Past. 


Washingrton  Often  Passed  a  Few  Hours 

in   the   House   During:  His 

Presidency. 


I'niiaaeipnia  papers  give  many  aetaiis 
about  the  famous  old  house  in  which 
Benedict  Arnold  first  plotted  treason,  as 
it  was  recently  torn  away.  It  was  632 
Market  street  and  the  very  last  of  the 
old  frames  on  that  street.  It  was  old 
even  in  the  Revolution,  and  Jacob  Hiltz-

heimer  had  then  owned  it  since  1767. 
Arnold  ^-rote  from  there  to  Clinton  in 
New  York,  suggesting  that  an  emissary 
be  sent  to  Philadelphia  for  a  conference. 
Clinton  was  given  pai)ers  and  details 
that  his  agent  might  gain  a<imittani  e  to 
the  city,  and  Arnold  engaged  to  meet 
him  in  disguise  outside  the  Hiltzheimer 
property. 

Clinton  was  too  suspicious,  however, 
and  sent  no  emissary.  About  that 
time  there  was  a  mob  on  account  of 
some  unpopular  enactment,  and  Arnold 
took  refuge  irom  the  malcontents  in 
this  building.  The  hot  heads  wanted  to 
bum  it  down,  but  the  troops  interfered. 
The  great  procession  on  the  occasion  of 
the  hanging  of  the  traitor  in  effigy  after 
the  consummation  of  his  Iscariotlike 
act  in  1 7$0  was  reviewed  from  the  win- 
dows of  this  house,  and  speeches  were 
made  by  the  city's  celebrities. 

The  house  was  also  of  some  importance 
in  the  intrigue  between  Hamilton  and 
Mrs.  Reynolds,  as  they  met  in  the  garden, 
and  in  the  yellow  fever  epidemic  of  1793 
a  physician  livinsi^  there  took  into  his 
house  some  people  whose  relatives  had 
abandoned  them.  This  incident  is  re- 
jroduced  in  one  of  Charles  Brockdeu 
Browne's  novels.  Washington  often 
passed  a  few  quiet  hours  at  the  old 
house  dtiring  his  presidency,  for  it  was 
a  respectable  and  old  fashioned  inn  at 
the  time.  Little  by  little  the  house  de- 
clined after  that,  as  the  way  of  old  houses 
is,  being  inhabited  by  successive  sets  of 
tenants  of  successively  poorer  classes. 
The  very  room  in  which  Washington 
tried  in  vaia  to  reconcile  Hamilton  and 
Jefferson  was  long  the  resort  of  a 
Bohemian  club.  The  building  is  now 
lemoved  to  make  way  for  a  large  ware 
house.

The  Cider  Pre*s  from  Which  Water  Will 
Flonr  at  Chica^TO. 

To  most  people  cider  making  wotild 
seem  a  very  unpromising  subject  for 
art,  but  Mr.  Thomas  Shields-Qarke  has 
designed  a  group  called  ''The  Cider 
Press,"  wiiich  has  excited  enthtisiasm 
among  art  lovers,  and  is  to  take  form  as 
a  driuking  fountain  at  the  Columbian 
exposition.    A  leading  critic  says: 

"It  is  difficult  to  say  which  is  the  most 
to  be  admired,  the  virile  modeling  of 
the  man  with  the  taut  muscles  and  the 
attitude  suggesting  force,  or  the  round- 
ed outlines  of  the  figure  of  the  little  boy 
who  is  drinking  the  newly  made  cider 
through  a  straw.  Both  figures  are 
double  life  size.  Mr.  Clarke  had  three 
studios  in  Paris  which  were  kept  pretty 
well  filled  with  the  productions  of  his 
busy  brush,  and  now  he  has  op>ened  a

fourth,  in  which  he  expects  to  utilize 
his  talents  as  a  sculptor.  As  a  further 
proof  of  the  range  of  his  genius  it  may 
be  added  that  he  is  at  present  occupied 
with  a  design  for  a  stained  glass  win- 
dow, all  in  tones  of  yellow,  showing 
morning,  noon  and  night.  The  first 
represents  the  Guardian  Angel  of  Child- 
hood, with  a  symbolic  sunflower  in  the 
hand;  the  second  the  Angel  of  Noonday, 
with  spreading  wings  casting  their 
shade  over  the  child,  and  the  third  the 
Angel  of  Night,  holding  the  child  in  her 
arms,  and  a  poppy.  Arotmd  arc  wordo 
svipbolical  of  the  twelve  months." 


1  lie'  sculptor  is  an  American,  a  nanve 
of  Pittsburg,  who  received  his  prelimi 
nary  training  in  New  York  and  then 
went  to  Paris  and  studied  under  Lefebre, 
Groram  and  Doucet.  He  is  distinguished 
for  strong  and  original  conceptions,  con- 
scientious and  accurate  drawing,  almost 
marvelous  industry  and  extraordinary 
Versatility.  His  first  salon  picture  was 
a  Dutch  subject,  his  second  a  portrait.

•<EARLE'S  SORRY  OUTLOOK. 
The  alarm  displayed  by  the  News  con- 
rerning  the  prospects  of  Judge  Searle  in 
Sc  Louis  county  is    well    founded.      Of 
nvrse  the  Searle  organ    affects    to    be 
■»cf;dent  of  the  result  and  makes   many 
■nld   predictions    of    the    big    plurality 
which  the  judge  may  have,  but  this  atti- 
tude is  assumed  merely    to   bolster    up 
3ome  of  the  weak-kneed  Searle  support- 
«Ts,  who  are  preparing  to  desert  him  and 
tlimb  into   the    Baldwin    band    wagon. 
This  attempt  to  inspire  a   little   courage 
i»  the  small  knot  of  Searle  men    in   Du- 
kith  is  visible  in  an  article  in  this   morn- 
aig's  issue.    The  writer    of    the    article, 
however,  has  overdone  the  business  and 
aiade  the  big  claims  ridiculous.     For  in- 
Jtance,  when  it  is  stated  that    St.    Louis 
jountv  will  give  Judge  Searle    the    full 
Republican  vote,  the  utter  absurdity   of 
the  claim  merely  arouses  a  laugh   at  the 
txpejise  of  the  News. 

Dfie  fact  is  that  Maj.  Baldwin  will  get 
i.  large  proportion  of   the   votes  of    men 
who  usually  vote  the    Republican  ticket, 
but  who  have  concluded  that  the  inter- 
ests nf  the  city  in  which  they  reside  and 
where  all  their  interests  are  centered  are

Had 
the  calamity  come  during  a  period  ot  in- 
flated values,  of  over-burdened  markets, 
or  of    unwholesome    speculative    enter- 
prise, the  visitation  would    have    been  a 
much  more  serious  affair;  but  it  has   ar- 
rived in  the  midst  of  a  wholesome   reac- 
tion from  just  such  elements  of  danger, 
and  when  affairs  are  being    put  upon    a 
sound  and  conservative    basis    prepara- 
tory to  a  fresh  revival  of  the   productive 
enterprise  of  the  world  at  large.      Apart 
from  the  transient  effects  of   this   alarm, 
the    general    position    of    affairs  in  this 
country  is  an  eminently  satisfactory  one. 
In  almost  every  branch  of  industry,  pro- 
duction is  in  full  and  healthy  swing.  The 
harvest,    together    with    the  large    sur- 
pluses of    agriculture  brought  over  from 
last  year  gives  us  a  feupply  of  products 
for  distribution  not  even    surpassed    by 
the    unparalleled  abundance  of  1891;  so 
large    indeed    that    we    must  expect  to 
again    carry    over    large    surpluses     to 
next    year.     Altogether,    therefore,    the 
outlook  is    sufficiently    bright    to  dispel 
any  fears  of  a  serious  depression  of  busi- 
ness being  caused  in  this  country  by  the 
scourge    that  now    prevails    in  Europe. 
Of  course,  this  happy  state  of    affairs    is 
contingent  on  the  success  of  our  quaran-

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  prevalence 

•f  cholera  in  Europe  is  having  a  serious 

effect  upon  business.    Not  only  does  the 

scare  created  by  the  dread  disease  affect 

S»*iness  confidence,  but  it  is  asserted  in 

the    last    circular    by  Henry  Clews,  the 

Sew  York  banker,  that  its  spread  in  Eu- 

j»^an  ports  has  a  very  direct   tendency 

tockeck  imports  of  American   products; 

Swr  not  only  are  merchants  at  the  in- 

lec^d    ports    desirous    of    holding    the 

smallest  possible    stock    of    goods  that 

»ay  carry  contagion,  but  their  trade  is 

arippled    and  their    means    of  meeting 

their  liabilities  are    becoming    seriously 

impaired;  so  much  so,    in    the    case  of 

Hamburg,  that  the  bankers  of    that  city 

lave  found  it  necessary  t3  allow    thirty 

4ajs'  grace  on  obligations    maturing  in 

September. 

These  causes  are  visibly  checking  our 
exports  of  cotton  and  of  food  products 
generally,  with  a  corresponding  effect 
ap<M>  the  prices  of  those  staples,  and  the 
curtailment  of  those  shipments  reduces 
the  supply  of  export  bills,  which  has  a 
tendency  to  correspondingly  stimulate 
the  export  of  gold.  Hence  it  has  been 
argued,  in  some  quarters,  that  New 
York  will  be  exposed  to  a  gold  drain  at 


IRELAND'S  CONDITION. 
At  this  time  when  many   men   believe 
that  Ireland  is  in  a  fair  way   to  receive  a 
measure  of  self-government,    the  condi- 
tion of  that  country  as      shown    by    the 
latest  census  returns  will  be  considered 
with  interest.    It  shows  the    foundation 
upon  which  the  parliament  to  be  estab- 
lished in  Dublin  will  start  in    its  work  of 
building  up   a    stiong    and    prosperous 
country.     It    cannot    be    said    that  the 
figures  given  in  the  census  report  for  the 
decade  ending  with  1891,  which  has  just 
been  issued,  is  disheartening,  because  we 
have  been  led  to  believe  that  Ireland  is 
in  a  very  bad  way.    The  figures,  on    the 
contrary,  show  progress  in  some    direc- 
tions although  they  indicate  a  decadence 
in  others. 

According  to  this  report,  the  total  pop- 
ulation has  decreased  during  the  decade 
from  5,174,836  to  4.704,750,  a  loss  of  470,. 
986,  or  9.08  per  cent.     That  this  loss  has 
not  been  due    entirely  to    emigration  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  the  total  emigra- 
Uon  was  only  768,105   as  compared  with 
629,130  during  the  previous  decade  when 
the  population    was  increasing,  and  by 
the  still  more    significant    fact  that  the 
number  of  children  under  fifteen  years  in 
1 891  was  15.7  per  cent  less  than  in  18^1. 
There  was  also  a  decrease  of  5.5  per  cent 
in  the  number  of  persons  between  thirty 
and  forty  and  a  decrease  of  8.4  per  cent 
in  the  number  of   persons   from  forty  to 
fifty  years  of  age,    a  serious    loss  of  the 
most  vigorous  element  of  the  population, 
which    may    account    tor    many    signs 
which  have  been    apparent  of  a  change 
in    the    character    of  the    Irish  people, 
which    is    by  no    means  for    the  better. 
The   figures    also    show    a    decrease  of 
acreage    under    crops  of   over    370,000 
acres,  as  compared    with    i88r,  most  of 
which  has  gone    under    grass.      On  the 
other  hand,    the  indoor    pauper  popula- 
lation  has    decreased    24    per  cent,  and 
the  outdoor    paupers    remain  about  the 
same,    which    must    be    regarded  as  a 
favorable  feature,    so  far  as  the  welfare 
of  the  people  is  concerned. 

It  is  gratifying  to  notice  that  the  cause 
of  education  is  making  marked  progiess. 
The  report    shows    that    in  spite  of  the 
great  decrease  of  population,'  there  has 
been  a  slight  increase  in  the   number  of 
pupils  attending  the  schools,  and  a  gain 
of  11.3  per  cent  in  the  gross  number    of 
persons  able  to  read   and   write,    and  of 
12.5  per  cent  in  the  number  of  those   re- 
ceiving the  higher  education.   In  respect 
to  religion,  3,';47.307  (7540  per  cent)  pro- 
fess   Roman    Catholicism;    600,103    are 
Protestant    Episcopalians;    444,974    are 
Presbyterians;    55,500    Methodists;  and 
56,866    belong    to  other    denominations. 
The  intensely  religious  character  of    the 
population  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  that 
only  871  of    the    whole    population    de- 
clined to  declared  themselves  as  mem- 
bers of  any  denomination.    It    is    inter- 
esting to  learn  that  in  so-called   Protest- 
ant Ulster,  out  of  a  total    population    of 
1,619,813  the  Catholics    number    744,859, 
or  nearly    half,  while  of    the    remainder 
426,245  are  Presbyterians  and  362,791  are 
Epicopalians.    Although    the    drain    of 
Ireland's  best  blood  and  vigor  has  been 
severe,  the  report    that   the    country    is 
slightly  mor°  prosperous  and  consider- 
ably   better    educated  will  be    received 
with    pleasure.    If  self-government  is  to 
prove  successful  in  that  country,    as    in 
all  others,  it  will  be  due    to   the    intelli- 
gence of  the  people,  and  the  increase  in 
the    attendance    at    schools    and  in  the 
number    of    those    who  are  able  to  read 
and  write  is  therefore  a  gratifying   feat- 
ure of  the  present  conditions  in  that  un- 
happy land.

A  RAILROAD  HORROR. 

Six  People  Killed  and  Forty  Injured 
Near  Boston. 

Boston,  Sept.  12.— The  horror  of  the 
great  Quincy  accident  was  recalled  Sat- 
urday night  when  a  through  freight  ex- 
press, west  bound  on  the  Fitchburg  rail- 
road, ran  into  a  passenger  train  on  the 
out-bound  track  at  West  Cambridge 
junction,  telescoping  the  rear  car,  killing 
six  persons  outright  and  injuring  nearly 
forty  more,  three  of  whom  are  reported 
to  have  died. 

By  ID  o'clock  yesterday  morning  all 
visible  bodies  had  been  removed  from 
the  wreck  and  the  wounded  had  been 
cared  for  by  willing  hands.  The  pilot 
and  cylinder  of  the  freight  engine  were 
poked  underneath  the  forward  truck  of 
the  rear  passenger  car,  which  made  it 
almost  impossible  for  any  human  being 
to  escape  without  injury  who  occupied 
seats  in  that  car. 


At  the  inquest  thr'ee  witnesses  swore 
they  had  seen  Flynn  strike  Carlson,  and 
Flynn  himself  had  admitted  the  fact  to 
the  officer  who  put  him  under  arrest. 
But  there  was  also  strong  evidence 
showing  the  crime  was  not  premeditated. 

The  verdict  of  the  coroner's  jury  was 
that  Carlson  had  come  to  his  death  from 
a  blow  struck  by  John  Flynn.  Frank 
Johnson,  the  brother-in-law  of  the  de- 
ceasen,  swore  out  a  warrant  and  Flynn 
was  arraigned  in  the  justice  court 
charged  with  murder  in  the  first  degree. 
The  defendant's  attorney,  F.  M.  Wilson, 
waived  examination  for  his  client,  and 
the  prisoner  was  bound  over  to  await  the 
action  of  the  grand  jury. 

It  is  believed  that  the  charge  will 
weaken  the  case  of  the  state,  and  that 
nothing  but  manslaughter  can  be  sus- 
tained. 

Flynn,  after  the  occurrence  at  the 
mill  Friday  morning,  came  to  the  place 
where  he  boards,  as  usual,  for  his  meals, 
and  did  not  seem  at  all  disturbed.  He 
has  borne  a  good  reputation  as  a  sober 
and  peaceable  man.  He  is  single,  and 
some  30  odd  years  old. 

Carlson  was  also  a  good  citizen,  as  has 
been  stated.  He  leaves  a  wife  and  seve- 
ral children.

MENDOZA  HAD  TO  YIELD. 

The  Firm  Stand  T^ken  by  the  Ameri- 
can Consul  Caused  It. 
New  York,  Sept.  12.— A  cable  to  the 
Herald  from  Panama  says  that  Gen, 
Pepper  on  Sept.  3  received  orders  from 
Caracas  to  squeeze  a  large  sum  of  money 
from  the  merchants  at  LaGuayra.  Gen. 
Eeheverria,  his  adjutant,  summoned  the 
leading  merchants,  and  when  they  had 
assembled  told  them  they  were  prison- 
ers until  they  paid  in  sums  ranging  from 
$500  to  S2000.  The  German,  Dutch, 
Swedish,  Norwegian,  Belgian,  Brazilian, 
Argentine  and  Costa  Rican  consuls  and 
American  Vice  Consul  Golding,  agent  of 
the  Red  line  steamers,  were  also  ar- 
rested. 

An  appeal  was  made  to  the  American 
consul  who  saw  the  French,  Spanish  and 
liritish  consuls,  and  together  with  them 
formally  demanded  the  release  of  the 
other  consuls  and  the  foreign  war  shins. 
Pepper  hesitated,  the  foreign  warships 
got  up  steam,  the  Venezuelan  forces 
beat  to  arms  and  for  a  while  the  situa- 
tion was  serious. 

Mendoza,  hearing  of  the  state  of 
afifairs,  telegraphed  from  Caracas  for 
Pepper  to  comply.  He  then  called  his 
lieutenants  and  resigned  the  dictator- 
ship, proclaiming  Guillermo  Tell  Ville- 
gas  Pulido  as  president  and  member  of 
the  federal  council.  Pulido  at  once  be- 
gan the  forming  of  a  cabinet,  leaving 
Mendoza  out. 

It  is  thought  Mendoza  will  attempt  to 
escape  with  his  booty  from  pillage  and 
forced  loans.  Consul  Hanna  is  gener- 
ally commended  for  the  firm  stand  he 
took  in  behalf  of  the  imprisoned  men.

People's   Party  Convention  Makes  a 

Few  Nominations  and  Postpones 

Further  Action. 


Fusion  With  Democrats  on  Nomina- 


tions 


for    County    Offices 
Talked  Openly. 
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Henry  Raskins  Protests  and  Makes  a 

f  igorous  Argument  But  is  Not 

Sustained. 


The  People's  party  convention  last 
Saturday  established  one  thing  beyond  a 
doubt — that  there  will  be  fusion  this  fall 
with  the  Democrats.  This  fact  was  es- 
tablished as  soon  as  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  permanent  organization 
was  received.  It  is  reasonable  to  pre- 
sume that  a  consultation  between  the 
leaders  of  each  party  had  taken  place 
and  that  an  agreement  as  to  the  division 
of  offices  had  been  made. 

The  convention  was  very  slow  in  its 
movements,  to  say  the  least,  and  was  in 
session  until  nearly  8  o'clock.  The  com- 
mittee on  credentials  was  out  until  nearly 
4:30  o'clock.  After  its  report  a  commit- 
tee on  rules  and    order  of   business  was 

appointed  and  consisted  of  Charles 
Canning,  T.  H.  Baker,  A.  F. 
Rudolph,  Frank  Green  and  Henry 
Haskins.  After  being  out  a  few  mo- 
ments tTiey  returned  and  recommended 
that  nominations  be  made  for  the  follow- 
ing offices:  Auditor,  register  of  deeds, 
superintendent  of  schools,  two  commis- 
sioners, judge  of  probate  and  two  repre- 
sentatives in  the  legislature.  The  bal- 
ance was  to  be  filled  by  the  county  com- 
mittee. This  report  was  signed  by  only 
four  members,  and  Henry  Haskins 
handed  in  a  minority  report,  recommen- 
ding that  the  convention  nominate  can- 
didates for  all  offices  about  to  become 
vacant. 

A  long  discussion  then  ensued,  and  it 
looked  for  a  few  moments  as  though  the 
Haskins  report  would  carry.  That 
gentleman  argued  vigorously  in  its 
favor.  A.  T.  Scarlett  was  opposed  to 
the  majority  plan  and  thought  that  if 
any  nominations  were  to  be  deferred  the 
convention  should  adjourn  to  a  later 
date.  J.  H.  Baker  explained  that  the 
reason  the  majority  plan  had  been  rec- 
ommended was  because  it  was  impos- 
sible now  to  find  suitable  candidates 
who  wo^ld  be  willing  to  accept  nomina- 
tions for  all  the  offices. 

Frank  Osborne  offered  an  amendment 
to  a  motion  to  adopt  the  majority  re- 
port providing  that  nominations  be 
made  as  recommended  by  the  majority 
report  and  that  the  convention  meet 
again  prior  to  Oct.  10  to  complete  the 
ticket.  Henry  Haskins  declared  that 
this  was  all  child's  play.  The  nomin- 
ations could  be  made  now  as  well  as 
then. 

Judge  Heimbaugh  put  it  plainly. 
"The  whole  question,  to  put  it  plainly," 
said  he,  "is  whether  we  shall  endorse 
part  of  the  Democratic  ticket  if  they  en- 
dorse part  of  ours.  We  can  settle  that 
right  here  and  now  and  there  is  no  nec- 
essity in  meeting  again  and  bringing  all 
these  men  away  from  their  work  to 
come  here."  Frank  Osborne  declared 
that  any  man  who  had  the  interest  of  the 
People  s  party  at  heart  ought  to  be  will- 
ing to  meet  at  any  time  night  or  day. 

Charles  Canning  had  been  quietly 
listening  all  this  time  without  saying  a 
word,  but  at  this  point  arose.  He  said: 
"Gentlemen,  there  is  no  principle  of  the 
People's  party  at  stake  here.  The  ques- 
tion is  simply,  shall  we  send  back  the 
county  ring,  the  same  old  officers;  shall 
we  have  a  change?  It  makes  no  differ- 
ence whether  we  combine  with  the 
Democrats  or  anybody  else  to  clean  out 
the  ring.  A  ticket  should  be  put  up  on 
which  everybody  who  is  in  opposition  to 
the  present  county  ring  can  unite.  I 
want  to  say  right  now  that  I  think  the 
friends  of  the  present  officers  are  the 
ones  who  are  prompting  the  opposition 
to  the  course  recommended  by  the  ma- 
jority report." 

H.  A.  Wetmore,  of  the  People's  Press, 
here  found  his  feet  long  enough  to  re- 
mark that  he  believed  that  the  People's 
party  had  now  reached  sufficient  propor- 
tions to  elect  its  own  men  without  fusion 
with  any  other  party.  This  aroused 
Charles  Canning's  anger  and  he  jumped 
to  his  feet  at  once  and  facing  Wetmore 
said:  "Such  talk  is  nonsense.  There 
are  men  in  the  People's  party  in  this 
county  today  who  are  not  supporting  the 
nominees  of  the  party."  Mr.  Wetmore 
suddenly  remembered  that  his  alleged 
organ  of  the  People's  party  is  support- 
ing Judge  Searle  for  congress  and  sub- 
sided for  the  rest  of  the  day. 

The  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Os- 
bom  carried  and  the  nomination  of  of- 
ficers was  then  proceeded  with.  A.  F. 
Rudolph  was  placed  in  nomination  for 
auditor  and  received  44  votes  on  the  first 
ballot  to  4  for  Frank  Green  and  two 
scattering.  The  nomination  was  made 
unanimous.  The  nomination  of  a  can- 
didate for  register  of  deeds  took  more 
time.  Herman  Hansen,  of  West  Duluth, 
was  nominated  and  also  Frank  Green, 
but  the  latter's  brother  withdrew  him. 
Four  ballots  were  necessary  to  decide 
and  on  the  final  Hansen  received  31 
votes  to  Green's  19. 

No  nomination  was  made  for  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  it  being  postponed 
until  the  convention  meets  again.  It 
was  agreed  also  that  the  nominee  shall 
be  a  woman.  A.  F.  Rudolph  named 
Mrs.  Bangs  and  Henry  Hasking^omi- 
nated  Miss  Belle  Calverly  butneither 
knew  whether  his  candidate  would 
accept. 

The  delegates  from  the  third  and  fifth 
commissioner  districts  then  retired  to 
select  candidates  and  report.  A  great 
row  was  precipitated  when  the  third  dis- 
trict's report  came.  Henry  Has- 
kins reported  a  disagreement  and 
a  recommendation  that  action 
be  deferred  until  the  convention  met 
again.  Mr.  Schweiger  called  Henry 
down,  saying  that  he  was  not  authorized 
to  report,  not  being  chairman.  It  was 
then  reported  that  the  delegates  stood  9 
votes  for  W.  W.  Butchart  to  6  for  R.  H. 
Palmer.  A  long  wrangle  then  ensued 
and  Mr.  Butchart  was  "roasted"  to  a 
turn,  being  declared  an  enemy  to  organ- 
ized labor  and  everything  else.  Palmer 
was  nominated.  In  the  Fifth  district 
Fred  Swenson  was  nominated.  Judge 
Aver  was    named  for   judge  of  probate 


and  John  Jenswold  and  K.  O.  Balstad  as 
candidates  for  the  legislature. 

The  platform  adopted  is  short  and 
brief  and  to  the  point.  It  is  simply 
thi^: 

"We  heartily  endorse  the  platform  of 
the  People's  party  and  the  state  and  na- 
tional tickets," 

Chairman  Jenswold  will  call  the  con- 
vention again  for  some  date  prior  to 
Oct.  10. 

THE  LAKE  FKEIGHTS. 


A  Steady  Freight  Market  at  Moderate 
Races  Prevails. 

Shipments  of  iron  ore  from  all  upper 
lake  ports  to  Sept.  i  were  5,491,625,  This 
total  is  made  up  of  exact  fii;ures  from  all 
ports  excepting  Escanaba,  the  move- 
ment from  that  port  during  August  being 
estimated  at  550.000  tons,  says  the 
Marine  Review.  On  Aug.  i  the  entire 
movement,  secured  through  reports 
from  all  dock  managers,  was  4,085,577 
gross  tons.  By  adding  to  this  856,048 
gross  tons  shipped  from  Ashland,  Two 
Harbors  and  Marquette  during  August 
we  get  a  total  of  4,941,625  tons,  which 
with  the  additional  estimate  of  550,000 
tons  moved  from  Escanaba  during  the 
month  brings  the  grand  total  to  5,491,625 
tons. 

It  is  more  than  probable  now  that 
there  will  be  close  to  8,000,000  gross  tons 
of  ore  shipped  this  year,  against  7,011,- 
933  tons  in  1891,  and  9.003,701  tons  in 
1889.  A  feature  of  the  August  ship- 
ments IS  the  fact  that  the  combined 
movement  from  Ashland,  Two  Harbors 
and  Marquette  during  the  month  was 
27,639  gross  tons  in  excess  of  the  July 
movement. 

During  a  waiting  spell  in  the  lake 
freight  market,  in  advance  of  the  period 
when  fall  grain  shipments  from  the  head 
of  Lake  Superior  are  expected,  the  ore 
producers  have  taken  advantage  of  low 
freight  rates,  and  have  moved  more  ore 
than  was  expected  during  August.  This 
has  resulted  in  a  steady  lake  freight 
market  at  moderate  rates,  and  not  until 
the  past  few  days  has  there  been  any  in- 
dication of  a  change.  The  Escanaba 
and  Marquette^rates  are  still  unchanged 
at  70  and  cp  cents  respectively,  but  an 
advance  of  5  cents,  or  a  rate  of  $1.05  has 
been  paid  on  a  few  cargoes  from  Ash- 
land, 

There  is  also  a  little  improvement  in 
the  Chicago  grain  market,  but  in  either 
case  this  firmness  is  as  yet  only  tem- 
porary, as  the  outcome  in  fall  rates  de- 
pends entirely  upon  the  extent  of  the 
late  grain  movement,  which  is  hardly 
expected  until  after  the  15th  of  the 
present  month.

New  York,  Sept.  12.— The  police  on 
board  the  steamboat  Ceyphus  express 
themselves  as  fully  able  and  willing  to 
cope  with  the  Islip  recalcitrants  and  be- 
lieve that  there  will  be  no  trouble  when 
they  are  safely  on  shore.  The  inhabi- 
tants in  the  towns  and  villages  in  the 
vicinity  of  Fire  island  and  Babylon  are 
greatly  exercised  over  the  idea  that  the 
passengers  from  the  Normannia  are  to 
be  removed  to  the  island  for  qua-antine 
purposes.  Indignation  meetings  were 
held  at  several  places,  which  were  at- 
tended by  a  large  number  of  people. 
The  subject  was  thoroughly  discussed 
and  many  measures  proposed  by  which 
proper  protection  would  be  afforded    to 

their  interests.  At  Bay  Shore,  which  is 
on  the  mainland  and  removed  from  Fire 
island  by  the  Great  South  bay,  a  body  of 
men  pledged  themselves  to  guard  the 
coast  and  prevent  the  landing  of  the 
Normanna's  passengers  by  force  if  nec- 
essaiy.  The  police  on  the  Ceyphus, 
however,  think  there  will  not  be  much 
trouble. 

The  Cunarder  Auraniafrom  Liverpool, 
which  arrived  in  quarantine  Sunday 
morning,  was  released  at  9:20  a.  m.  today 
and  proceeded  to  her  pier.  The  North 
German  Lloyder  Kaiser  WiUiam  II 
from  Bremen,  which  arrived  Saturday 
morning,  was  released  from  quarantine 
this  morning.  The  steamers  now  held 
at  quarantine  are  three  in  number. 

THE  EVENTS  OF  SUNDAY. 


An  Ineffectual  Attempt  to  Renaove  Pas- 
sengers to  Pire  Island. 
New  York,  Sept.  12.— Up  to  sun- 
down last  evening  there  had  been  re- 
ported only  three  deaths  (one  of  these 
being  a  child  on  the  Aurania)  and  three 
new  cases  among  the  passengers  from 
the  Scandia  taken  to  Swinburne  Island. 
Only  one  death  is  from  cholera.  The 
transfer  of  the  Normannia's  cabin  pas- 
sengers to  the  Stonington  to  Fire  island, 

the  placing  of  the  Rugia's  passengers  on 
Hoffman  island,  and  the  arrival  of  the 
old  frigate  New  Hampshire  at  the  lower 
bay  for  use  of  the  cabin  passengers  of 
such  of  the  ships  as  may  be  detained, 
were  the  progressive  features  in  the 
work  of,  caring  for  the  unfortunates. 

The  official  report  of  the  fatalities  is 
as  follows:  Died  on  the  Scandia,  Theo. 
Olsen,  3  years  old,  died  of  cholera  after 
two  hours'  illness;  Marzina,  infant  at  the 
breast,  who  died  of  the  affliction  of 
glands  of  the  bowels.  On  the  Aurania 
(at  upper  Quarantine),  Gladys  Ramsey, 
10  years  old,  first  cabin,  died  last  even- 
ing before  the  vessel  reached  port.  The 
cause  was  acute  tonsilitis.  The  child 
and  her  parents  were  returning  to 
Baltimore,  where  Mr.  Ramsey  is  one 
of  the  owners  of  the  Moore  line  of 
steamers. 

New  cases  on  the  Scandia  were  re- 
moved to  Swinburne  islands  as  follows: 
Marie  Janowitz,  i^  years;  Anna  Olsen, 
8  years;  Malke  Misken,  3  years.  The 
mother  of  the  Janowitz  child  was  also 
taken  to  the  hospital  as  a  suspect,  owing 
to  exposure. 

Owing  to  the  strong  southern  wind 
prevailing  outside  it  was  deemed  unsafe 
to  send  the  Stonington  to  Fire  island,  as 
it  was  feared  she  would  prove  unsea- 
worthy.  Accordingly  Dr.  Jenkins  sug- 
gested the  iron  steamboat  Cepheus,  and 
she  was  chartered  by  Dock  Commis- 
sioner Crames.  Accompanied  by  Dr. 
Jenkins  the  Cepheus  immediately  pro- 
ceeded to  the  hospital  at  Sandy  Hook, 
where  the  cabin  passengers  of  the  Nor- 
mannia, which  had  been  on  the  Ston- 
ington since  last  night,  were  taken  on 
board.  At  3:30  the  Cepheus  started  for 
Fire  island,  in  the  face  of  a  strong  sea, 
and  advices  of  her  arrival  there  are 
awaited  with  much  anxiety.  Just  before 
7  o'clock  the  following  telegram  to  the 
governor  was  given  out  e.s  the  official  re- 
view of  Sunday's  events: 

Roswell  P.  Flower,  Governor,  Water- 
town,  N.  Y.:  Have  possession  of  Fire 
island  and  have  transferred  first  and  sec- 
ond cabin  passengers  of  the  Normannia 
and  placed  them  on  board  the  iron 
steamboat  Cephus  at  3:30  this  afternoon. 
They  are  now  on  their  way  to  Fire 
island.  I  am  waiting  a  telegram  an- 
nouncing their  arrival.  I  will  keep  you 
informed  of  my  actions.  I  will  be 
pleased  to  hear  and  act  upon  any  sug- 
gestions you  may  make  to  have  matters 
in  control  and  believe  they  will  be  suc- 
cessful in  keeping  out  the  disease,  as  we 
have  been  successful  in  stopping  it  on 
the  Moravia  and  checking  it  on  the 
Rugia  and  Normannia. 

The  Scandia  is  being  disinfected  and 
the  new  cases  are  removed  as  fast  as 
thev  develop.  I  have  a  competent  staff 
and  will  employ  physicians  when  the 
emergency  demands.  I  have  accepted 
all  assistance  offered  both  from  local 
and  national  authorities.  The  steamship 
Wyoming  is  not  definitely  affected  with 
cholera  but  will  hold  her  until  we  are 
perfectly  satisfied  of  her  condition.  The 
Stonington,  offered  by  Mr.  Morgan,  was 
the  cause  of  considerable  complaint. 
The  New  Hampshire,  given  me  on  ap- 
plication to  Secretary  Tracy,  is  anchored 
in  the  lower  quarantine  this  afternoon 
and  will  be  used  until  we  can  complete 
the  arrangements  for  the  reception  of 
passengers  at  Fire  Island. 

I  have  placed  a  competent  hotel  man 
in  charge  of  the  surf  hotel  and  a  compe- 
tent physician  to  inspect  and  look  after 
the  passengers.  Have  also  appointed 
thirty-five  special  policemen  to  patrol 
Fire  island.  The  committee  from  the 
chamber  of  commerce  waited  upon  me 
this  afternoon  with  the  consulting  board 
of  physicians  appointed  by  them,  and 
said  that  "Camp  Low"  at  Sandy  Hook 
would  be  proffered  to  me  as  soon  as 
completed  for  the  reception  of  well  peo- 
plo.  I  shall  also  request  and  act  upon 
any  suggestions  by  the  medical  consult- 


ing committee  appointed    by  the    cham- 
ber of  commerce. 

(Signed)  W.  T.  Jenkins, 
Health  Officer." 
The  Ceyphus  returned  from  Fire  island 
at  10  o'clock  last  night  alongside  the 
Stonington  whence  she  had  started  with 
the  passenger  destined  for  Fire  island. 
The  passengers  were  once  more  trans- 
ferred to  the  Stonington  after  fifty  miles 
of  vain  sea  voyaging  and  fifty  miles  re- 
turn. 


HISCOCK  IS  DESERTED. 

Interestlnu:  CJossip  About  the  New 
York  Senatorial  Fight, 

Washington,  Sept.  12.— Politicians 
who  come  to  Washington  from  the  seat 
of  the  political  battle  in  New  York,  tell 
some  very  interesting  stories  as  to  the 
fight  that  is  "being  made  for  the  senator- 
ship  in  the  Empire  State  this  fall. 

Senator  Hiscock  will  end  his  term  on 
March  4  next.  While  the  Syracuse  man 
is  very  anxious  to  succeed  himself,  his 
chances  are  by  no  means  bright.  He 
uade  a  desperate  fight  to  secure  the  re- 
nomination  of  President  Harrison,  and 
in  doing  so  probably  gained  the  enmity 
of  no  less  a  person  than  ex-Senator 
Piatt. 

In  deserting  Piatt,  who  has  always 
stood  by  him,  Hiscock  turned  in  and 
worked  for  the  renomination  of  Harrison 
with  the  prime  idea  that  if  Harrison  was 
renominated  and  re-elected,  the  admin- 
istration influence  would  be  directed  to 
securing  his  re-election  to  the  senate. 
The  developments  of  the  last  few  days, 
however,  make  it  plain  that  the  presi- 
dent has  had  to  make  some  promises  to 
ex-Senator  Piatt  in  order  to  secure  his 
support,  and  the  promise  thus  made  will 
give  Mr.  Piatt  the  directing  power  in 
distributing  Republican  patronage  in 
New  York,  provided  Mr.  Harrison  wins. 
The  promises  thus  made  Mr.  Piatt  will 
probably  leave  the  statesmen  from  Syra- 
cuse out  in  the  cold. 

Should  the  legislature  in  New  York  be 
Republican,  indications  now  are  that 
Mr.  Piatt  will  control  it,  and  if  he  does 
not  desire  the  senatorship  himself,  he 
will  see  to  it  that  Mr.  Hiscock  does  not 
succeed  himself.  If  Mr.  Piatt  does  not 
want  the  honor  himself,  it  is  very  liliely 
that  his  candidate  will  be  J.  Sloat  Fassett, 
and  it  will  be  an  easy  matter  to  control 
the  legislature  in  Mr.  Fassett's  interest. 

The  Democratic  side  of  the  fight  is  no 
less  interesting.  All  the  efforts  of  Mr. 
Hil.,  it  is  said,  are  directed  to  the  elec- 
tion of  a  Democratic  legislature  in  the 
Empire  state.  This  is  about  the  only 
crumb  of  comfort  that  Mr.  Hill  will  get 
out  of  this  campaign.  He  does  not  care 
a  picayune,  of  course,  whether  Mr. 
Cleveland  carries  New  York  or  not,  but 
he  really  is  very  anxious  that  the  Demo- 
crats have  a  majority  m  the  legislature. 
In  the  event  that  his  party  succeeds,  Mr. 
Hill  will  be  able  probably  to  name  his 
colleague  in  the  United  States  senate. 
Whether  his  choice  will  be  Sheehan, 
Flower  or  Murphy  is  something  that  is 
not  known  at  this  time.  It  is  probable, 
however,  that  one  of  these  three  will  be 
his  choice,  and  the  one  he  selects  will 
succeed.

The    discussion    with  Canada   abont 
waterways  and  particularly  about  the 
Sault  Sainte  Marie  canal  is  of  timely 
interest.  Indeed  one  of  the  first  thoughts 
suggested  to  the  French  explorers  whc 
first  saw  the  Sault  was  that  it  would 
some  day  be  of  vast  commercial  impor- 
tance.    The  statement  has  since  been 
repeated  by  every  writer  on  the  locality, 
and  the  only  wonder  is  that  develop- 
ment was  so  long  delayed.  ^ 
There  is  a  confusion   in    the  public 
mind  as  to  names  in  that  vicinity.     From 
Lake  Michigan  to  Lake  Huron  there  is 
an  easy  passage  through  the  Straits  ol 
Mackinac,  and  all  in  American  territory 
but  from  Lake  Superior  to  Lake  Huron 
is  a  long  and  very  tortuous  pa&sage,  in- 
terrupted by  rapids  and  forming  the  in- 
ternational boundary  between  Canada 
and  the  upper  peninsula  of  Michigan. 
This  passage  bears  the  general  name  ol 
St,   Mary's  river  or  strait,  and  is  con- 
sidered sixty-three  miles  long,  measured 
from  the  head  of  Tequamenon  bay,  on 
Lake  Superior,  to  the  head  of  Drum- 
mond  island  in  Lake  Huron. 

Now,  as  Lake  Superior  is  630  feet 
above  the  sea  and  Lake  Huron  575  feet, 
the  result  is  obvious — rapids  in  the  con- 
necting river.  These  are  known  as  St. 
Mary's  falls  or  the  Sault  de  Sainte  Mary. 
In  three  quarters  of  a  mile  the  fall  is 
twenty-two  feet;  below  that  the  strait 
spreads  into  so  broad  a  river  that  its  cur- 


The  school  committee  had  engaged 
Helen  Fenton  to  teach  for  the  fall  and 
winter  terms  at  Columbia  Comers  with 
some  misgivings.  "We  ought  to  have 
got  a  teacher  with  more  determination 
and  energy,"  suggested  Chairman  Ross, 
of  the  committee.  "Miss  Fenton  took 
an  excellent  examination,  but  she's  such 
ft  mild  little  body  I'm  afraid  some  of  the 
toughs  up  there  will  be  too  much  for 
her."  Mr.  Williams,  of  the  committee, 
to  whom  these  remarks  were  addressed, 
chuckled  quietly  and  finally  drawled 
out:  "Well,  you  remember  Josh  Billings 
says,  'You  can't  always  tell  how  far  a 
toad'll  jump  by  looking  at  him.'  Per- 
haps she's  got  more  sand  than  you  think 
for.  Anyway  she's  engaged,  and  there 
ain't  no  use  in  h^ing  sorry  about  it  now. 
Perhaps  she'll  turn  out  all  right." 

Miss  Fenton's  manner  certainly  did 
seem  placid.  She  was  scarcely  twenty 
years  old,  and  a  trifle  below  the  average 
in  height.  But  if  her  face  did  not  indi- 
cate it  she  w:is  nevertheless  a  person  of 
unusual  spirit  and  determination.  In 
less  than  a  fortnight  after  her  introduc- 
tion into  the  school  she  had  instituted 
several  reforms,  disciplined  the  unruly 
spirits  and  placed  her  school  on  a  good 
working  basis. 

In  the  belief  that  her  pupils  would  do 
better  work  and  would  be  more  traata- 
ble  if  they  could  all  be  brought  To- 
gether and  become  interested  in  a  com- 
mon cause,  she  conceived  the  idea  of 
inviting  their  co-operation  in  an  effort  to 
procure  a  flag  for  the  school.  Into  this 
project  all  the  boys  and  girls  entered 
with  great  enthusiasm.  They  went  to 
work  earnestly  to  find  ninety  persons 
who  would  become  shareholders  in  the 
flag.  The  curious  little  "certificates  of 
stock,"  which  were  prepared  by  Miss 
Fenton  witli  painstaking  care,  sold 
readil> .  After  a  few  days'  canvass  the 
ninetie'-h  investor  had  exchanged  his 
dime  for  the  last  certificate,  of  which 
the  following  is  an  exact  copy:

work  was  unbroken.  At  the  opening  of 
school  each  morning  the  flag  was  raised, 
the  entire  school  joining  in  a  salute.  At 
the  cloee  of  the  day's  work  it  was  low- 
ered from  its  lofty  position  and  given 
Into  the  keeping  of  its  stanch  defender. 
Then  occurred  am  incident  which  proved 
the  determined  little  teacher  equal  to 
the  emergency. 

It  was  Friday  afternoon  and  the 
tchool  work  for  the  week  was  about 
over.  One  of  the  boys  wjis  listlessly 
erasing  the  >vritten  exercises  from  the 
blackboard,  when,  chancing  to  glance 
through  the  window,  he  saw  something 
which  at  once  made  him  all  attention. 
Two  men.  whom  he  recognized  as  Pete 
Johnson  and  Jack  Welsh,  were  entering 
the  schoolyard.  They  were  both  noto- 
rious charjK.'ters  and  had  been  arrested 
some  months  before  charged  with  hav- 
ing set  fire  to  a  bam.  Tliere  was  not 
suflficient  evidence  upon  which  to  hold 
them  and  the  sheriff  had  reluctantly  re- 
leased then). 

They  entered  the  schoolyard  with  a 
swagger,  Johnson  carrying  in  his  hand 
an  ax.  The  purjwse  of  their  visit  flashed 
through  the  boy's  mind.  In  an  instant 
he  was  at  Miss  Fenton's  desk.  Breath- 
lessly he  told  her  what  he  had  seen.  The 
color  left  the  teacher's  face  as  she  lis- 
tened, for  Johnson  and  Welsh  were  well 
known  as  reckless  and  lawless  men.

f)assed  through  the  door,  closely  fol- 
owed  by  the  boy  who  had  espied  the 
men.  The  other  pupils  remained  in  their 
seats,  scarcely  conscious  of  what  was 
passing.

A  WHALEBACK  IN  THE  SAULT. 

T*mt  is  no  obstacle  to  the  largest  vessels. 
To  circumvent  these  rapids  was  the 
problem  for  engineers.  The  big  bend  of 
the  strait  is  toward  the  north,  that  is 
toward  the  Canadian  side,  making  the 
cross  cut  short  on  the  American  side, 
but  in  running  the  boundary  the  large 
island  of  St.  Joseph,  at  the  lower  end  of 
the  strait,  was  given  to  Canada. 

In  1840  congress  provided  for  the  pre- 
liminary survey.  In  1853  a  grant  of 
750,000  acres  of  land  was  made  to  Mich- 
igan, out  of  the  proceeds  of  which  the 
canal  construction  was  to  be  paid  for,  as 
it  was  all  in  the  one  state.  In  1853  work 
on  the  canal  was  begun,  and  though 
more  than  half  of  it  had  to  be  cut  throur'i 
solid  rock  it  was  completed  May  19. 
1855,  and  vessels  locked  through  it  sue 
cessfully.  The  canal  is  1>^  miles  long, 
the  width  of  the  lock  is  80  feet  and 
its  length  515  feet.  The  commerce 
grew  so  rapidly  that  the  work  was 
surrendered  to  the  general  government 
in  1881,  and  a  new  lock  begun,  which 
will  be  800  feet  long  and  100  feet  wide, 
with  a  depth  of  twenty-one  feet  water 
over  the  miter  sill. 

It  is  a  surprise  to  learn  that  one-eighth 
of  the  water  commerce  of  the  United 
States  passes  through  this  canal.  It? 
tonnage  far  exceeds  that  of  the  Suez 
canal,  and  last  May  1,728  vessels  passed 
through  it,  or  more  than  two  for  every 
hour  of  the  day  and  night.  When  cotn- 
pleted  the  new  lock  will  have  cost  about 
$5,000,000,  and  the  canal  will  then  be  the 
greatest  ship  canal  in  the  world.  Though 
the  lake  shipping  has  grown  to  such  pro- 
portions, it  is  still  in  its  infancy,  .«;o  tc 
speak,  as  the  ideal  freight  route  from 
the  new  northwest  is  through  the  lakes 
to  Buffalo  and  thence  by  rail  to  New 
York, 

In  the  season  g,n  all  water  route  from 
Duluth  to  Montreal  and  the  Atlantic,  af 
also  to  Lake  Ontario,  necessarily  lie? 
through  the  Welland  canal,  which  cir- 
cumvents the  falls  of  Niagara,  and  liec 
wholly  in  Canada.  Hence  the  present 
contention.  Canada  promises  to  have 
also  her  own  canal  around  the  Sault 
Sainte  Marie,  but  has  not  named  the 
time  when  it  is  to  be  completed.  At  the 
recent  conference  the  Canadian  repre- 
sentatives proposed  an  exchange  of  privi- 
leges between  the  two  countries  in  the 
Welland  and  St.  Lawrence  canals  and 
the  Sault  canal,  but  as  the  American 
representatives  complained  of  unjust 
discriminations  against  American  ship- 
ping in  other  respects  they  declined  tc 
consider  the  proposition. 

Science  declares,  and  experience  has  sc 
far  confirmed  it,  that  the  route  which 
includes  the  longest  water  transport  and 
the  shortest  rail  transport  is  the  success- 
ful one  in  the  end.  With  their  own 
canal  around  the  Sault  Sainte  Mary  the 
Canadians  would  have  this  ideal  route 
from  their  far  northwest  to  the  Atlantic, 
and  on  return  their  rail  route  would 
begin  at  Port  Edward,  on  Lake  Supe- 
rior, and  run  thence  to  British  Colum- 
bia and  the  Pacific.  To  the  ordinary 
eye  not  versed  in  diplomacy,  however. 
it  looks  o<ld  that  the  mere  accident  of 
a  national  boundary  between  two  peo- 
ples so  similar  should  demand  two  routes 
when  but  one  is  really  necessary. 

There  are  210,330  school  houses  in  the 
United  States  and  only  3.5  per  cent,  of 
them  are  in  cities.  This  is  a  striking 
illustration  of  the  economy  possible  in  a 
dense  population.  Every  one  of  these 
schools  should  be  rpr>^esented  in  the 
national  Colui-au  .  ^  a-jiiu  .-jchool  cele- 
bration of  Colui     ^  D:iy,  Oct.  21. 


The  ten  cent  pieces  were  gathered  to- 
gether and  a  splendid  bunting  flag  of 
ample  size  was  orderetl.  Then  half  a 
dozen  of  the  older  boys  selected  a  straight 
young  tree  for  a  pole,  cut  it  down, 
trimmed  off  the  branches  and  in  a  short 
time  the  flagstaff,  properly  fitted  with 
halyards,  was  raised. 

It  was  decided  to  raise  the  flag  on  Oct. 
17,  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the 
admission  of  their  state  into  the  Union. 
The  boys  and  girls  worked  like  beavers 
during  the  days  that  intervened  to  ar- 
range a  demonstration  which  would  be 
a  credit  to  Columbia  Comers. 

The  eventful  day  came  at  last,  and  it 
seemed   as   though   everybody   in    the 
county  was  on  hand  to   see   the   flag 
raised.      Cheer   after   cheer    went    ap 
when  its  stars  and  stripes  were  thrown 
to     the     breeze.      The    band    swelled 
the   chorus    with   the  "Star   Spangled 
Banner."    Then    came     the    presenta- 
tion, the  address  of  acceptance  and  the 
pledge  of  allegiance.    The  closing  num- 
ber on  the  programme  was  the  recita- 
tion of  Mr.  Butter  worth's  poem,  "Rais- 
ing the  School  House  Flag,"  by  Willie 
Piper,  the  school  joining  in  the  refrain: 
Flag  of  the  suu  that  glows  for  all. 
Flag  of  the  breeze  that  blows  for  all. 
Flag  of  the  sea  that  flows  for  all. 
Flag  of  the  school  that  stands  for  all. 
Flag  of  the  people,  one  and  all. 

But  the  flag  and  staff  which  had  cost 
so  much  effort  were  not  long  allowed  to 
grace  the  school  undisturbed.  One 
morning  about  a  week  after  the  raising 
the  staff  was  found  cut  off  level  with 
the  ground.  One  of  the  school  windows 
had  been  forced  open  and  the  flag  was 
gone.  An  impudent  note  in  a  miserable 
scrawl  fastened  to  the  stump  of  the  staff 
bore  testimony  to  the  spirit  of  vandal- 
ism which  had  inspired  the  act.  It 
closed  with  the  words,  "We'll  cut  dowTi 
your  poles  and  lug  off  your  flags  as  fast 
as  you  hist  'em." 

For  the  moment  the  young  teacher 
was  stunned.  She  was  not  only  thor- 
oughly indignant,  but  she  felt  the  keen- 
est disapix)intment.  This  latter  feeling 
was  due  not  so  much  to  the  loss  of  the 
flag  and  the  destruction  of  the  pole,  but 
rather  to  the  realization  that  there  were 
wanton  characters  in  that  community 
who  would  disregard  the  national  em- 
blem. She  knew  that  a  second  flag 
would  probably  share  a  similar  fate. 
The  school  building  was  too  far  removed 
from  the  village  to  permit  its  being  kept 
under  very  close  guard.  Nevertheless 
she  was  determined  that  a  flag  should 
fly  over  her  school. 

The  news  traveled  through  the  vil- 
lage. It  was  on  every  one's  tongue. 
The  local  paper,  in  a  highly  colored  half 
column  article,  recounted  every  detail  of 
the  occurrence.  The  state  papers  noted" 
the  episode,  berated  the  miscreants  and 
warmly  commended  Miss  Fenton's  an- 
nounced determination  to  raise  a  second 
flag  and  protect  it  herself. 

The  pupils  were  now  thoroughly  in 
earnest,  and  not  many  days  elapsed  be- 
fore their  accumulated  savings  were  suf- 
ficient to  buy  a  flag  exactly  like  the  first 
one. 

During  these  days  a  taller  and  straight- 
er  tree  than  the  first  was  transformed 
into  a  staff  and  occupied  the  old  place 
of  honor  in  front  of  the  school.  When 
the  flag  arrived  it  was  promptly  raised, 
and  the  Columbia  Comers  school  was 
again  shadowed  by  the  national  colors. 

The  local  paper  chronicled  the  fact 
that  another  flag  had  been  raised,  and 
indiscreetly  added  that  the  miscreants 
who  carried  off  the  first  one  would 
scarcely  have  the  nerve  to  carry  out  the 
threat  to  serve  other  flags  which  might 
bo  raised  over  that  school  after  a  like 
fashion. 

It  was  not,  however,  generally  known 
that  Miss  Fenton  was  well  prepared  to 
defend  the  flag  from  molestation  during 
school  hours.  Only  a  few  were  aware 
that  a  Winchester  rifle  was  locked  in  her 
small  closet  in  the  entry.  These  friends 
knew  the  resolute  spuit  which  Miss  Fen- 
ton possessed,  and  not  one  doubted  that, 
if  occasion  required,  she  wo-Jld  make  use 
of  it. 

For  over  a  week  following  the  arrival 
of  the  new  flag  the  routine  of  school 


'♦Touch  that  flag  if  you  dare!" 
Both  men  looked  and  were  startled  to 
find  themselves  confronting  the  danger- 
ous end  of  a  gun  barrel,  which  in'the 
hands  of  the  plucky  little  teacher  looked 
cold  and  unsympathetic.  A  hasty  glance 
was  sufficient^  to  assure  Johnson  that  he 
was  in  an  Undesirable  localitv.  His 
courage  might  be  equal  to  forcing  an  en- 
trance into  a  deserted  school  building  in 
the  night,  but  it  did  not  stand  the  test  of 
a  rifle  in  the  hands  of  the  little  teacher, 
who  handled  it  as  though  she  knew  how 
to  use  it,  and  he  slunk  toward  the  gate. 
Welsh,  however,  stood  his  ground.  He 
had  come  there  to  take  down  the  flag 
and  level  the  pole  with  the  ground  and 
he  hated  to  be  thwarted.  He  looked 
into  the  resolute  face  of  Miss  Fenton, 
and  his  eye  caught  the  glint  of  the 
gleammg  barrel.  He  flinched  as  he  met 
her  steadfast  gaze  and  stood  irresolute. 
"Leave  here  at  once!"  ordered  Miss 
Fenton. 

He  heard  the  command  and  dared  not 
disregard  it.  He  turned,  and  with  an 
attempt  at  a  defiant  air  moved  toward 
his  compaiii(m,  who  was  already  skull:- 
ing  down  the  road. 

Miss  Fenton  watched  them  until  the %• 
had  put  a  considerable  distance  betweon 
themselves  and  the  flag.  Her  fjice  w.is 
pale  and  her  agitation  showed  ho^- 
great  had  been  the  strain  upon  her. 
Trembling,  she  turned  toward  the  little 
school  building,  dazed  by  what  had  oc- 
curred during  the  last  few  minuter,. 

The  pupils  had  in  the  meantime  come 
into  the  yard  and  the  girls  huddled 
around  her,  while  the  bov  who  fir-t 
espied  the  intmders,  tnie  "to  t])e  bov 
nature,  proceeded  to  take  to  himself  thl* 
glory  of  their  defeat. 

The  news  was  not  long  in  reachin;,' 
the  town,  where  the  theft  of  the  fir^t 
flag  still  furnished  a  topic  for  six?cula- 
tion. 

Johnson  and  Welsh  were  seen  no  mor  ? 
in  the  neighborhood. 

The  people  in  Columbia  Comer: 
found  many  ways  in  which  to  expre.  ; 
their  ai)preciation  of  Mi.ss  Fenton  ^ 
worth.  Her  heroism^ad  captured  the 
hearts  of  the  people.  She  not  only  h:"l 
gained  the  confidence  of  the  parents  an  ! 
the  devoted  allegiance  of  the  pupils,  bnr 
she  also  found  herself  the  recipient  of 
various  sorts  of  testimonial;  from  th  ■ 
several  orders  and  oro^anizatiuns  of  tho 
neighborhood,  who  fell  into  a  way  o:" 
outdoing  one  another  in  evidence  o. 
their  admiration  for  her  courage. 

The  story  of  her  undaunted  confront- 
ing of  the  rufiians  in  the  defense  of  tiie 
flag  traveled  through  the  newspapers  of 
all  the  states,  often  ^ven,  it  must  be 
admitted,  with  original  variations  of 
coloring.  But  she  had  become  a  hero- 
ine of  the  people.  The  unique  oppor- 
tunity which  had  been  thrust  upon  her 
of  doing  A  really  daring  thing  for  the 
national  emblem  was  of  the  sort  that 
appealed  to  the  imagination,  and  made 
for  her  a  happy  fame.  But  in  spite  of 
desirable  invitations  to  other  schools 
Miss  Fenton  remained  at  her  humble 
desk  at  the  Corners  for  two  years. 
Then  the  p/rincipalship  of  the  Aurora 
Literary  Institute  for  young  ladies  was 
pressed  upon  her  in  such  terms  flat  she 
could  no  longer  reftise  to  accept  the 
larger  responsibilities. 

Mr.  Williams  is  still  a  member  of  the 
school  committee  of  Columbia  Comers 
and  he  never  drives  by  the  school  house 
without  stopping  to  look  at  the  stars  and 
stripes  whicli  are  raised  every  momiii" 
of  the  session.  If  a  friend  is  with  him 
he  always  relates  the  story  of  Miss  Fen- 
ton's school  flag  movement  and  her  de- 
fense of  it.  "And  now  the  youn^  ones 
get  out  and  cheer  'Old  Glory'  every  day^ 
And  when  there  is  an  anniversary  of 
anything  big  in  the  history  of  the  coun- 
try they  have  to  have  a  time  over  it 
around  the  flagpole.  Columbus  Day  is 
coming,  and  we're  not  going  to  bo  out- 
done here  by  any  school  in  the  state  ' 
All  the  folks  'round  in  the  district  are 
^oing  to  conie  here  and  help  the  school ' 
»t/lebrate  old  Columbus.  We've  got  to 
,'et  a  new  flag  for  that  day,  I  reckon;  that  ^

GENERAL  PLEASANTON.  ton,  who  is  a  veri- 

table  hermit  in  Washington  city.  He 
occupies  a  small  room  in  the  old  Grea- 
son  House,  and  for  months  together  is 
seen  only  by  those  who  attend  to  his 
daily  wants.  He  was  almost  a  hermit 
when  the  bill  came  before  congress  to 
retire  him  as  a  brigadier  general. 

He  had  been  a  major  general  in  com- 
mand of  the  cavalry  corps  of  the  Army 
of  the  Potomac;  he  had  fought  the  first 
real  cavalry  fight  of  the  war  at  Brandy 
Station,  June  12,  1863;  had  met  and 
thwarted  the  advance  of  the  enemy  upon 
Gettysburg,  holding  Lee's  army  in  doubt 
and  abeyance  until  Meade's  infantry 
came  up  to  fight  the  decisive  battle  of 
the  war,  and  had  never  been  found 
wanting  when  duty  and  patriotism  re- 
quired his  presence  either  in  camp  or  in 
the  field.  He  won  his  spurs  as  far  back 
as  the  battle  of  Resaca  de  la  Palma  in 
the  war  with  Mexico,  when  as  lieuten- 
ant and  adjutant  of  Colonel  May's  bat- 
talion he  earned  well  deserved  special 
mention  in  the  official  reports  of  that 
most  remarkable  engagement.  General 
Zachary  Taylor,  afterward  president— 
"Old  Zach" — was  especially  fond  of 
him,  and  in  recognition  of  his  gallant 
services  recommended  him  for  brevets 
and  promotion. 

For  all  this  and  subsequent  work  as 
commissioner  of  internal  revenue  and 
subtreasurer,  he  fully  expected  the  rank 
of  brigadier  retired,  and  when  congress 
merely  gave  him  the  rank  of  retired 
major  of  cavalry  he  felt  it  keenly.  Even 
this  much,  it  is  said,  was  due  to  the 
strenuous  exertions  of  ex-confederate 
congressmen  who  had  known  him  ii; 
"the  old  army  before  the  war."  He  was 
bom  in  Washington,  June  7,  1824,  and 
was  graduated  from  West  Point  in  1844 
in  the  same  class  with  General  Grant. 

He  entered  the  army  after  the  usual 
leave  of  absence  on  Nov.  3,  1845,  re- 
ceived a  commission  as  second  lieutenant 
in  the  Second  dragoons,  with  which  he 
was  ever  after  identified.  His  record 
shows  several  promotions  for  "gallant 
and  meritorious  conduct,"  beginning  at 
Palo  Alto  and  ending  with  the  last  con 
flict  with  Price  in  Missouri.  His  record 
during  the  civil  war  was  uniformly 
brilliant,  as  all  readers  know,  and  he 
was  commissioned  as  major  general  for 
important  achievements,  and  with  the 
applause  of  the  whole  nation.  Yet  he 
was  retired  with  his  old  regular  army 
rank — major  of  cavalry. 

General  Pleasanton  is  said  to  have 
never  sworn  profanely  in  his  life,  but  in 
his  early  service  he  always  used  the 
name  of  his  commanding  general  as  an 
oath — so  his  "Great  Scott  I"  of  Mexican 
war  days  has  become  a  national  excla- 
mation. A  few  years  later  he  began  to 
swear  by  historic  names,  and  his  "Great 
Caesar's  ghost!"  has  likewise  taken  the 
public  fancy.  A  few  years  ago  his 
brother  started  the  laughable  "blue 
glass  cure"  craze,  and  the  general  wa© 
terribly  annoyed  by  its  attribution  to 
him,  "Great  Scott,  sir,"  he  would  ex- 
claim. "No,  sir.  I  am  not  the  man.  No, 
sir.  That  is  my  brother,  a  militia  ma- 
jor general,  who  lives  in  Philadelphia. 
Great  Caesar's  ghost,  man,  what  ,do  yon 
take  me  for?  Who  do  you  think  I  am? 
Great  Caesar's  ghost,  no,  sir!" 

He  was  especially  exasperated  in  Paris 
when  scientists  called  to  ask  him  about 
it,  for,  as  he  once  expressed  it:  "The 
people  here  and  over  there  seemed  to 
know  more  about  blue  glass  than  they 
do  about  the  men,  the  real  men,  wb'> 
commanded  our  armies  during  the  war. 
Confound  'em!  Blue  glass?  No.  sir! 
Great  Caesar's  ghost,  confound  'em!" 

He  was  never  married,  and  though 
uniformly  courteous  to  ladies  expressed 
a  decided  preference  for  the  society  of 
men.  His  only  companion  for  several 
years  was  Mr,  Greason,  or,  as  he  called 
himself,  "Ould  Greason,"  the  Irishman 
who  kept  the  hotel.  Since  that  person's 
death  the  general  has  steadily  grown 
more  reserved.  He  treats  old  comrades 
with  politeness,  but  does  not  return 
their  calls  or  answer  their  letters.  Some 
years  ago  he  gave  up  smoking.  He 
never  used  liquor  to  any  great  extent, 
he  cannot  ride  horseback  now,  and  his 
sole  pleastire  is  in  reading.
